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The Committee wish it to be distiiictly understood, that they do 
nofc hold thenui^vQt seipoiinble ht the atatementi and opukiiB 
contained in the Papers read at the Meetings of the Society, and 
Hen pnated» ezoepi io &c as the 9th and 10th Amended Qeneral 
Rules extend. 
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Om the oompletioii of (he Thud Volmiitt of tha ** TnnsaetioiiC a few 
woxde eaqpleaat ry of the ohaages which heve been iotrodueed may 

not be out of place. From the period of the Society's iormttion, an 
1849, to the end of the year 1853^ the piinttng of the TnnMCtioni*' 
was, in consequence of the smallness and uncertainty of the income 
ariam^ £tom subaciiptioiia, nooessanly deferred until alter the cloae 
of each eeenon, aadt on one or two oooanons, unavoidably postponed 
to a Iat€ period in the succeeding year. To remedy this evil, the 
mom onntioiii mode of proceediDg alladed to wee abandoned, and 
ike hi-monihly iiene of the ^'T^anaactione*' adopted — ^the printing 
being commenced with the year, and a full report given of the 
ptooeedingi of each Meetbg. All anean hare thus been long 
mnoe cleared off, and the Society is now abreast of its work. The 
Members have almost universally expressed their approbation of 
the new arraageiDent ; and it now only lemaina with ihemaelYea, by 
promptness and regularity in the payint iit, oi their subscriptiont'^

Ejng-afe-Aimi. Tour Secretaries mnat bear teetimcffiT to the nntaiiqg 
and courteous urbanity with v. lnch every request for infonnation was met 
by him, no less than to the kiinliiess which threw open his extensive MS. 
collections on ail oco^ions to thdr xniipccLxun. However widely many an~ 
tiqnarieB of the present day may difibr irora the late Sir 'WjllkmBetMm'a 
views, all must agree in sincere regret at the loss wfa&eh the science has 
sustained by his removal, and bear their willing testimony to his zeal in 
the cause of nrchn'oloijical progress. Sir William's acquaintance with 
those uupubii:>hed suurc^ of Iri^ histoi;y, our national records, was very 
mat; and Us name will be bnded down feopoelerity, nel somneh by his 
U^snious, tiuRi^ oftentimes wild, philological speculations, as by his ablSb 
but unfinished work — **The Dignities, Feudal and Padiamsotary, and the 
Constitutional Lefjislature of the United Kingdom." 

The is^ua of ihc i ransactious for 1851, which the Committee regret 
was ddaye4 beyond its proper period by oanses which it is hoped are now 
obviated, took place daring the past year, thus completing the first volume 
of the Society's Transactions.

This bi-moutbiy issue, althougli, perhaps, war- 
faiitatt by tiw pvuent flonyitWtig oonfiwn of tlM Sooiotj, ooald not pru- 
dently be tmder taken ere now, as it heretofore neoeMiy to ascertain 
what balance, if miy, of the small income of the Society was available for 
the purpose's ,1 publication. It is hoped by your Comniittee that the con- 
templated arrangement will keep up amongst distant memberii uu interest 
in tbB Society's proQeediage* $aA tbvt^whh m inomrin; liftof numbfln, 
mnrdote^n fiv« hundred, the step maj not be an imprudent one. 

Your Committee are hnppy tn inform you that the list of subscribers 
towards the coutemplated annual volume of Original Documents is rapi<lly 
iiUing up. This gratifying retiult is uiaiuly owing to the generosity ui uui* 
BaiUe putfOD, the Maiqnu of Ormond«^ who hat inreMnted to the first 
favndred subscribers whose nbMriptkiu were paid, the Life of St. 
Canice,'* ably edited by him, from an iinpnblishcd MS. in the Burgundian 
Library, and privately printed fur his Lordship by Mr. Nicol of London, 
in a style of typography ot' lirst-rate excellence. Your Secretaries arc in- 
ftrmed that only one htindred and twentj-ftre copies iatned from the prow. 
Dus work forms a valuable supplement to Coigaa'a grent but inoooiplete 
nadertakinir, the " Acta Sanctorum Hibernl^c." 

The Library of tlie Society has received several donations of books, 
MSS^ and. plates, during the last year. The Museum also has aci^uired 
•evenl interetting additions both by donation and Durchaae. From the 
increase in both departments, your Committee felt that some plaoe, other 
than that so long kindly grantea by the Corporation of Killcenny, was desir- 
able fur t^heir deposit and display, and therefore, in cc>nj unction with the 
CotmcU of the Literary and Scientitic Institution, they have taken the 
wartments in which we now meet, at a joint rent of £30 per annom, being 
£16 to each 8odet7. It is hoped that in time the Mnaenm thus oom- 
menced will prove a credit to Kilkenny. 

The inipurtant undertaking entered on by your ComtmttGe, viz., the 
repair and sustentatiun of Jerpoiut Abbey, has been nearly brought to 
completion, and it Is moet desirable that those friends to tiie worl^ who 
bavi r t OS yet contxibuted, should atoaoe send in their diMuitions, as the 
funds iu. hands do not by any means as yet amount to the sum due to the 
contractors, and the general resources of the bocie^ are not at all adequate 
to supply the deficiency. 

As one of theefets of the erdueologioal movement in Kilkenny, your 
Committee would, with pleasure, refer to the first number of Mr. Henry 
CHNeiirs magnificent work on the Ancient Crosses of Ireland. Mr. O'Neill 
is at present iu London, engaged in bringing out the f«econd number, 
which will complete the pictorial representation and description of all of 
that most interesting elass of enti^ities reoMuning in the coiunty of Kil- 
kenny end its immediate borders. It is hoped that the work will reoetye 
the sQpport it so well deserres. 
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In condusioQ, your Committee deeire to return tbankb lo ihose gentle- 
men who have exerted themselves so strenuously in enlisting new meuiberts 
•ad tpreidiog the knowledge of the Society's objects end acti. Where lo 
many have been active, ittnmld be invidiQUS to name a few. Tonr Goan* 

mittee feel, that to the warm interest tlms exhibited much of the prosperity 
of the Society is due; and they trust that the like exertions of its frieuda 
may not £ag during the coming years of the Society^s existence.

"I beg to dizeotthe attention of the Society to a ohss of men wbo stood 
ocmspicuous amongst the peasantry in bygone days, but Avho, like the f&w 

remaining oak trees of our ancient forests, have gradually fallen away, one 
after another, until scarcely one can be met witli in tliose our days — at 
le^t, in the rural districts within the sphere of my acquaintance. Those 
aen, generally Iiish poets thenselveB^ were vsmssksble as possessing 
strong intelleote, energy of expression, a love of romance, and all theother 
traits of character so peculiar to the old Celtic race. Some of those men 
were poets by nature, unrefined by education; but Irish burds, otherwise 
untaught and unlettered, have composed ori^nal poems and songs, Te^ 
*mo^ of the soil,* and seldom ftoltr in metre ormeasnre. Xamynnmble 
opinion, a copter devoted to the biographies, and to a catalogue of die 
poems and songs of persons of this description in ihr roDnty of Kilkenny, 
and districts bordering thereon, would he interesting, and deserve^ the 
attention of the Society. Another remarkable £^ure to be found in tho 
ohaareeter of those jKfoaAa end mm^euUBke was an esrly knre of mvetting 
through the ishnd lor the purpose of obtaining a thorough knoivlodge of 
the Irish language, becoming personally acquainted v. ith all the poets and 
rural antiquaries of the kingdom, and finally returning home to their own 
districts loaded with a bulky satchel of old Irish to be the solace of 

thdr dedlning yean. This travelling disposition the pesssntry deslgnale 
Xl^t an inrlca6c, i, & the race, or running of the intellects. Speaking 
of John Mac Walter "Walsh, the bard of the Wnlsh Mountains, I ha\> fir- 
qurntly heard persons say, duai6 p6 ojp pi^ OTt incleucr. In like 
manner did WiiUam Meagher, the humble individual whom I am now 
sboat to islndiioe to the notkse of the Society, set ofat at an early age 
from ^ *flage of Cookngh,* hie natiie pbee^ on a Uteniy emofSMm 
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throiiglk thtt botpitable counties of Monster, and return home after an ab- 
sence of several years, loaded, both internally and externally, with all the 
Fenian lort- ol the province. He n sided at this time in Killamory, where 
he soou ac4uir^ the reputation oi' being the best Irish scholar of the day 
in this part of the Mmth of Mand Contomporary with hisn was Mr. 
O'Neill of Owning, in the ootmty of Kilkenny, who iras popularly known 
in these loculit ic'^^ firlii^ learning, erudilion, and antiquarinn turn of mind, 
and in him Wiihuiu Meagher found an ardent approver of his favourite 
scheme of publishing iu one volume his large collection of Ossianic poems, 
and tiwrabT pfesermg them ftcm obli vioo. At BeUina, William Meagher 
foand ftaruiar enoouragement, for its respected ^^loprietor, Peter Walsh, 
Esq.. at once forwarded the project by n1l means in nis power, as did also 
Mr. Henrv Wliite, of the parish of Grungemockler, and all the respectable 
farmers of Sliabh Dile and Kumbhena, each of whom subscribed the sum of 
five diiningt towards the pnbUcatioii of the work in parts. A decent look- 
iiig and intelligent farmer namedXshey,— residing at Kiletlea, at the foot 
Sliabh-na-m-ban, nrtfl who surprised me by repeating from memory 
some of the kmjrest of the dialogues between St. l^atrick and Ossian — states 
that iu liib opinion several of the old people of Cloran have still safelypre- 
semd some of the works of another local weanekmdket Walsh of the Three 
Bii%eSi near Carrick-on-Suir, and that he heard him read Laoi na mnd 
TDAipo rop leap, and other Irish poems, one Sunday morning in a hoii?e 
at Cioueeu, on which occasion he was handed thirty shillings by a few 
farmers who were present^ towards defraying the expenses of publishing 
that and the other Fenian tsles in Irish yerae. * The poem of the Great 
Woman who came over tiiesea* is the name p^cnerally given to * the Chase 
of Glean- a-smoil,' both orally and in MS. Now, is it not somewhat re- 
markable, that this was the hrst poem the local autiquarieti had selected 
- for publication ; and does not this circumstance natuiully give rise to the 
ioferenoe that it wes so selected as having inuiediate reference to iheir own 
valley, hearing as it did, thenameof 61ean-a-smoil, from time immemorial? 
After a long and persevering? «earch, I have at length snccocded, through 
the kindness of Mr. Patrick O'Shea, of Coolhill, in making out the hrst 
part or number, published by Meagher, and containing, after a lengthened 
prefiuse» thesaid poemontheChsse of 61esn*a>smoiL It is, I helieve, the 
first printed copy of that celebrated ChasO) and in it will be found the name 
of Sliabh-na-m-ban, thereby agreein;^ with Irish MSS. from which 1 have 
already quoted in my Fenian traditions of Shabh-na-m-ban, and clearly 
showing that the * Island of the Inch,' in the poem, was contiguous to 
Bsid mountain. I think it wonld be hard to find a parallel to the efl^t 
made by the rural antiquaries of this quarter of the county of Kilkenny 
in the beginning of the present century; they attempted to preserve from 
oblivion an interesting portion of the matters your Society is now engaged 
in j^reserving, and in my humble opinion, every fragment of the fruits of 
their labour that can Ims collected deserves the attention of the Society. 
Peter Walsh, Esq., of Belline, to whom it is dedicated, WM nnde to John 
Walsh, Esq., J. P., of Fanningstown. Tlio dedicatory epistle speaks highly 
of Mr. Peter Walsh's taste and attainments as a gentleman and a scholar, 
and of his patronage of the fine arts. The preface is lengthy and elaborate, 
flhowiag tae Irish scholar, antiquary, and lingoist The Irish title mesns,

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•tho Garland of Ilonoy Flowers, culled from the writings of the most 
eniioent Bards of the Kingdom.' William M^igher compoml an Irish 
•oQg on the oooMton of the nuptials of John Butler, Earl of Ormonde. A 
farmer named Direen tellf me that, when ft boy, he had often heerd hn 
father chant it at the fireside, btit regrets, as I also do, that he did not 
commit it to memory during his father's lifetime. Direen recollects having 
beard another Irish song by said Meagher for some member of the noble 
lunue of Ormonde, ts also Irish songs on c^her subjects." 

By Kdward Iloaro, Ksq., Coik, «('voral iithugraph^-^ of a unique 
silver ponnnnuliir bruDch iii hi.s collci liou. The doofttiou wab accuiu* 
paoicd by tlic loUowiiig observations : — 

" Attracted by the Exhibition last year, I was resident all the summer 
and autumn iu Dublin, occasiuuuliy making little tours, during one of 
wbiohi in August, I met with this beautiful and interesting relic It was 
ditoorered durinff the Utter pert of the month of June, 1853» in removing 
ft Iftrge mound of earth, evidently the remains of a tumulus, for the pur- 
pose of * top-dressing* a field. The brooch shortly after fell into the hands 
of an icnorant and Gothic watchmaker, who, not knowing what it was, or 
evea « what metal it was composed, for it was almost quite blacky with a 
VOT beftutifnl eaoniBted oxide» bioksthe pin-portion into three pwrto, and 
took out the smben, supposing them to m valuable jewels. Shortly afVer» 
I luckily came across it, and purchased it; he in the meantime, and, as it 
proved, to my cost, having found out what it had been in ' days of yore,* 
elseit woold have probably gone to the melting-pot. ' Since then i have 
had the pin carefully repaired, and the ambers reset. The omementatian 
of the wolves' heads (for I believe them to be such, having compared them 
accurately, and, in company of a few friends, with several of those animals 
in the Zoological Gardens in the Phoenix Park, Dublin) is, if so, of very 
great interest. I am not aware whether wolves' heads are to be found as 
an ornamentation on toy other Inth object of the same, or an early period. 
Indeed, I rather believe not; but we well know, all through the annals of 
Ireland, that the entire island was altogether overrun with wolves — that 
frequently, and almost constantly, very iaree rewards were oiiered for their 
dettraction; end the Irudi wolf-dog, used for the purpose of their exter- 
mination, but now supposed to be extincti ii ftbo well known. Indeed, I 
believe it was not until within the last two centuries or so, that the Irish 
wolf was totally exterminated. Can we therefore be astonished that the 
representation of an animal so well known and dreaded (witness the ser- 
pent-omunentfttion in example and oonfirmation therec^ should not also 
be niftde the mbjeot of ornamentation and if so, it may perhaps in some 
measure assist us in proving that the opus Hibemicum was really and in 
fact the work oflrish artificers. This is a subject which ha? ^•'♦'ti, and still 
is, much queried, doubted, and questioned, and I therefore wi&h this brooch 
to be more known and made ueeof^ in arguing the subject. A xelttiTBof 
my own is inclined to think, in consequence of the amber, that it mftj bft 
of Scandinavian workmanship, and that the heads may be those of the 
Norse whale or seal. This I cannot say, as I am not skilled in zoology, 
neither do I exactly know the appcuranoe of that a.nimal ; however, I think 
it only right to mention the conjectiue. I fenoy also the arrangement of 
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the besds has been derived oi borrowed from the trefoil or shamrock — Ire- 
land's nationol emblem — the ugh perhaps this Bupposiiion may be consi- 
dered as sumewhiit doubtfuL The brooch itself is one of great raritj, and 
the more so in silver, very few only being known to exist in that metel. 
Tliey are more known in bronze, and the odebreted Tara brooch is com- 
posed chiefly of white bronze. The penannular formation, with the long 
acus, has been generally cousidert-d as peculiar to Ireland or Seotlaud, 
though an example or two have been found in England. The workman- 
dlip of this brooch, as may be seen by the eooompanying lithograph, is 
fery elegant, and the ornamentation has been most cleverly executed : the 
back portion is quite plain. The silver is much alloyed, and from its long 
burial in tlie tarth has become quite brittle. As to its age, or even the 
probable time of its formation, 1 shall not here dare to speak. That 1 l^vu 
for the investigation of abler antiqiiaries, and for those more versed in the 
aDtiquitiea of Ireland, who approach subjects in the spirit of ^rue inquiry 
and study, rejectinfr nil mere moonshine visionary ideas, and the too often 
fabulous and ridiculous so-called traditions, which have oniy tcudi d hi- 
therto to make the antiquities of Ireland a bugbear and a laugbmg-^tock, 
sod ultimately rejected; — I merely record the remarlcsandfaets with which 
I am acquainted — the theories rq;arding them I leave for future inquiry. 
The spot id which this brooch was discovered is in the counly of Onlway, 
about three miles from the town of Galway, in a south-easterly direction: 
1 have therefore termed it the Goltcay brooch. It has been considered as 
coe of the most intorestinf and valuable of those rare and beantifiil relics 
hitherto discovered, forwliil. the ornamentation of some of them consists of 
unknown, nondescript, and heterogeneous aniniftis — inero creatures of the 
imagination — here, on this brooch, is the head of a well-known and much- 
feared, and, I might indeed almost truly add, a national animal, once and 
long the plague and pest of Ireland. The lithographic engraving of .the 
brooch, which is a perfect fac-simile of the original, hae been very neatly 
eiecttted by Mr. O'i>ri8ool, of Cork.'* 

By Dr. Keating, of Galbai» a large whet-stone^ measuring two 
feet long by nine inches wide, and about three and a half inches 
thick ; the sides and angles of the stone were worn into deep hollows 
by the sharpcninp:, apparently, of knives, and one side exhibited two 
roovcs sunk by the rubbing of 8onic j)uinicil iiiatrument thereon, 
he Btone was of a hard gritty nature, and could only have been 
used to^ve a fine edge. Also, by 0r. Keating, an ancient horse* 
shoe. The donor aooompanied the artides by the following com- 
monication:^ 

** Some weeks since the duties of my profession brought me to the 
eastern slopes of Sliabh>narm'ban. Chance would so have it (though only 
at daybreak), that I met a respectable and highly intelligent farmer, Mr. 
Patrick Hanrahan, of Tinloucjh, who insisted on my partaking of his hos- 
pitality after my night's faticuc at the bed of sufieriuff. On entering Mr. 
EaDrahaa's house, F observed at the door a oortonsly uiaped stone, and on 
his observing thkt my attention was drawn to it, he immediately gave me 
Its historyt which is this;-^ one of his fields, and not far lemoved from 
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the ruins of the ancient choroh of Gnmgemockler (by the by, one of th« 
walls of which i^how it to be very nncicnt indeed), a large hoa|) of stones 
ky from time imoiemurial. Being an improving man, hu ciuue to the 
determination of remoying them to some other locidity, and on moving 
them he firand the entire cahnned or rftther bunt, mmI amongtt them the 
stone in question, untouched by fire. On looking closely sttilis ttene, ho 
found it to be a sharpming fffone, with two grooves worn on its snrface; 
whilst tlie sides evidently had been used to sharpen some instruuieots, 
either warlike or otherwise, m the otae may be. I have secured the stone 
for the Arohnologioal Sodety, and now forward it for the Hnaeam. It 
would be presumptuous of me to offer any opinions of my ow(i, bat I am 
strongly impressed with the idea that tlie burnt stones furiii' d, :it >t!1(3 
early period, one of those roasting pits to which Keating aiiudcs lu ins 
* History of Ireland,* and that the stone was used by the then inhabitants 
of that mountain tract (tradition says a famous hontiBg^gnrand in Ibnaer 
days) to sharpen their woipona, either for war or thecha?e; nay, I farther 
believe, that the incision? on the stone point out clearly that one of tlicm 
at least was used to point the celts, or perhaj^ arrow or spear-hcads, so as 
to render them fit for the purposes intended. 

Some fifteen years ago, some improvements were made in the line of ihe 
ancient walls and fosse or ditch (called to this day the Clee-more^ by the 
trood people of Callan: I fear my spelling of the word is faulty). At the 
particular spot in ancient days stood one of the town gates; iu tixcavatiug 
here to lower the street, at a depth of eight or ten feet, a quantity of rust- 
^ten sword blades, pikes, &c was found, as wdl'aa aereral ho r s e s hoes* 
The labourers attached no importance to them, and a smithes foi^e hap- 
pe-iincj to be near the place at the time, such pieces of metal, iron, or steel, 
a8 ccuild be rendered useful by him were accordingly worked up (actually 
oonverting the aword into a pruning-hook) — when almost at the last mo- 
ment I yras informed of the matter. I repaired to the smithy, and, sad to 
say, only arrived in time to save one horse-shoe ; this I have, and it may 
be that some interest would be attached to it by reason of the following 
facta. Callan, as aU are aware, was in former times a fortified place. We 
know that Cromwell took some days to rednee it. Tradition aaya that hia 
cannon were planted at the southern end of our fair-green, to batter down 
this identical gate and wall in question, and it may be that at this point 
the struggle lay between the contending forces; certain it i?, that at it 
were fotud the remaius of warlike instruments, the bones of horses, t&c ; 
alao the bonea of men, all intermingled. Within a few yean a taatdeaa 
potentate, yolept the sovereign of Callan, ruthlessly levelled a mound on 
our fair-green, called Cromwell's Moat. I believe, indeed no doubt can 
exist, that iiere his artillery were placed. This mound was about two 
hundred yards south of the gate or fosse in which the remains were tound. 
The horae-ahoe in qneatkm is email (mvhapa much ondixed), but Ita 
size and aeemingl^ rade make would aunoat incline a person to think it 
belonged at one time to the foot of some amali hone, naod by the Irish 
of those days.

Dr. Butler, of this town, in dig- 
gino; deeply in the garden at its rere, came on an immense quantity of 
human bones (these I saw my«:elf).

**3nL About two miles west from this town, a small bridge exists, or 
rather two bridges, spaiminf; two snuill streams, feeders of the King^s 
River.

In the immediate neighbourhood of this bridge exists a 
eertain field, in which, aa late as thirty years ago, at each time of its being 
fJooghed np a large quantity of rusted sword blades and other warlike in- 
strnmcnt? were turned up (0"'Sul!ivan saw these himself). Is there any 
record of a battle having been fought in tliat locality, on the Strsam divid-

best method in our power to iaduoe penona of aabttanee and knowledge 
in trade and manalactnret» to oome and reside in said City and Libertys 
thereof. And whereas, the people called Quakers and' other Protestant 
di^wnters hare heretofore met with some discotiragemcnt to their settling 
in said City and Liberty thereof, which we are resolved and determined to 
leoHva as ftr aa in na lyes, and to give all doe eBooongeflMnt and pro- 
tection to such Quaker and Protestant dissenters as are inoUned to oome 
and settle in said city or libertys thereof, and will grant them proper 
and convonient ground to build Meeting Houses on, rent free, atid for their 
gnTe-yards also; and it appearing to us that the granting a freedom of 
tnde m thisGit^, will be a great enoonragement to such penona to cpme 
and reside among us and carry on several trades and manufactures hitherto 
ncL'Iected. It is unanimously rp<^M]vrvl nnd determined that this Board 
will for the future grant the freedom of traile in this City to all such per- 
sons who sliall come and reside and carry on trade and promote the mauu- 
ftetoies tiiereof, on their applying to this Board fat the same. 

At an assembly of the Major and Citizens held at the new Tholsel, the 
12th day of Octobrr, 1759, present Charles Gore, Esq., Mayor — Ordered

ON THE ORMONDE MOliEY. 

BT AQUILLA SMITH, ESQ., M. D., M.B.I.A. 

During the troubled reign of Charles I. a lame amount of eilyer 
money, of different typr^. was issued in Ireland. 

It 13 not my inteutiuii, however, to enter into any inquiry, on 
the present occjiJ«ion, respecting tbe events whicli u'live ri.-e to the 
waiit ol" regal money at that period, j -or to uuticc any of the types 

alluded tOy eoosept tooae of the Ormonde money, of wnioh I pui^xMO 
to give a morepartieQlar aooonnt than has been pn^liidied up to tlie 
pfeaent tune- 
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TlieOrirtopJt inwigy hn been ao o«Ued becaime It mm wyoaid 

to hm beeo imied dnriiig tlie Vioeroyalty of JaiD€«» Manjiiu and 

fabieqneiitlj Dnke of Ormonde, who first received his appoiatment 
18 Lord Lieutenant of Ireland on the 17th November, 1 643, and was 
sworn into office tlie 2lHt tTannar\'followin<»; on the 19th June, 1G4T, 
he deiivt'n-d up the gfovernment to the Purliiimentary Commissioners, 
but resumed his office the 27th Se})teui^>er, 1 048, and eontiiuicd to be 
Chief Governor of ii eluud, until the airivai of Oliver Ciximwell tlie 
17th Febraw]^ 164S-9.> 

On the Sfftii Ma^, 1648» a letter wm iMoed at Ooifofd bj the 
Sjng, in which he du-ected his Lonls Justices in Ireland to enoeQ- 
rage his Majesty's loyal subjects to bring ia their plate to the trea* 
purv that it miglit lie coined "into small j)ecces, to the value of live 
fihiiliu^-, Imlf -( row na, twelve- pcnces, six-penccs, or of any less 
value, uhlrli o\ ( i ;ii small pecccs theyshall make of the same waight, 
value and allay, our moneys now curiaut in £ngland of those 
value leqieotivdy are, and shall stamp the same oq the one dde, 
with these letters, (nUieet) C. B. finr CanOM Bex, with a crown 
orer those letters, and on the other side with the ▼allies of the said 
•cverall peeces respectively."* 

On the 8th July, 1643, the Lords Justices, Sir John Borlase 
and Sir llc'iry Ticnburne, issued a proclamation from the Castle 
of Dubiiu, orderin«r that all money made accordinjr to his said iVia* 
jeaty's letter doc and sh;dl presently after the publication of this 
IKOclamatioQ, be currant money of and in this kingdom/'* 

Dr. Ouie, in his paper On the Ormonde and Confedemte 
Money," published m the TnmBactioDfl of the Eilkenny Archaeologi* 
cal Society, vol. i. p. 442, states " that a call was made, July 8th, 
I'Mn, upon the Irish loyalist^ flnring the military leadership of the 
Aiarquis, afterwards Duke, ot Ormonde in this country, to send in 
their phate to >>e melted down and coliird tor the royal ujsC,** and 
that, the Kin*^, on the 20th May Ibilowing, ordered money to be 
ngubriy mint^ with C. E. &c" 

The call here mentioned was made in the Kjng^s letter dated 
Qz£)rd, 25th May, 1643, in which also money ^vas ordered to be 
regularly minted,'* and not on the 20th May following" the 8th 
July, 1C43, which is the date of the proclamation by which the cur- 
reucy of" the new money was established. I mn«t also observe tint 
these proceeding's did not take place *' during the uiiiirary leadership 
of the Marquis" of Ormonde, but while Sir Johu iita lase and Sir 
Henrj Tichbarae were Lords Justices, and who continued in office

By t!ir Kin<^'8 letter of the 25th May, 1G43, the Lords Justices 
■wire required to appoint commissioners, and empowered to autho- 
rize them " to melt dowu such plate, coyiie, bullion or silver, 
shall be brought unto them, iuto t>mall peeces, to the value of five 
8hilliugr>, &c., which seveniU small peeoes they shall make of the 
0Mne waight, Ac" Aoootdingly, on the TUi following, oommi^ 
nonon reatdent in Dublin were i^pointcd, and authpriiM to mako 
fHecea whereof aa eight part is to be in Qro«t8» Thiee-penoe^ tnd 
Two-pencef."'. 

By the proclamation already quoted every pound wei^^ht of the 
said coin, was declared to be of the vabie of"* tbree pounds sterling 
money, ficcording to the weiehtof the Tower of London," with a 
deduction of ** the inmme of thiee shillings Ibr every pound weight** 
to defiay the expense of ooining. The original Tower ponnd, 
which was lighter than the Troy pound by three-qiiarter^ of an 
ounce, con^nucd in use nntil the 1 8th year of Henry the Eighth, 
when it was abolished by pgoelamation» and the Troy pound estab- 

liahed in its stead.' 

A Troy puund weip:ht of the Onnonde money was worth " three 
pounds sterling,'* or twelve crowns, each of which should Weigh one 
oonoe, or the one-twelfth of a pound, less by one penny-weight, or 
the one4wentieth9 which was allowed for the esmnse of coinings 
oonfleqnentlT the fidl wei|^t of the crown piece ahonld be nineteen 
penny-weignts. 

Having adduced evidence respecting the type, value, date of 
issue, place of mintap;t?, and standard -weight, of the Orujonde 
money, 1 shall conclude by giving a tabular view of aJl the varit ties 
in my own cabinet, together with the weight of each piece, and

In the King's coniniisaion under the gr^t seal of this kingdom, 
bearings date the 7th July, 1643, the commissioners were directed to 
make, of the money about to l>f coined, an eighth part " in Groats, 
Three-pences><, and T>vi>-pciiccs, from wljich it may be inferred 
liial, the penny in not mentioned, no such piece was coined. 

I lunre msde nmy iiiqainM aaiong tJie most diBtangiuBhed ooU 
lectors In Chreet BritinB, ibr the peony, withooi suooess, yet I do 
not believe that Folkes, who states tut the penny weighed seven 
gndns, copied the type of the peonr from the other ccnns, for the 
purpose of complotifiir the series; although a .«pnrious piece might 
naveheen imposed on him by a r<iin dealer of tlie last century, who 
was notorious uu account of" hi. i Itirirerie:!*, one of which is pubiibhed 
in Snelling's hrat additional plate to bimun, iig. 25.

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1 know timt Simon was at one time 8u»|>ected, by an eminent 
collector in England, ol iiaving invented the representation of the 
ooin of JftmoB the Seocmd, mnis Sth pkte, fig. 177, on no other 
flroundB thia that the otnn wtm-wt known to be in any cotteelaon n 
few years i^. A short time, however, after I heard the charge 
made ag^unst Simon's yeracity, I had the satiafiietiop q£ obtaininif 
A good specimen of the coin alluded to, which is now m my cabinet. 

Keference to the Table will show with how iimch accui;\rv the 
weight of many of the coins was adjusted, and it is a rcmarkalile 
coincidence tiiai the weight of the different pi^^ as originally 
given by FoUcei and repimBahed by Rudbg, agreea almost exactly 
-with'tiie standard whiolk 1 bnve aeduoed fiom tbe ptodamatioii 
• Issned by the Lords Justices. 

Of the seven orowns. No. 1 is exactly the same weight as ia 
stamped on the piece commonly callfvl tlie Tncliiquin crown, the 
ifisiic of which pro!ir\h!y preceded the Onuondc money. Nos 2 nnri 
3 want only a fracti ii of a grain of the standard weight, wliiK- the 
remaining ibur are nut deficient more than may be accounted ibr by 
the loss sosUuned while m eiroalation. 

Of the halforowns. No. 1 Is singularly fine and perfeet, and ex- 
ceeds the standard weiiiibt by nineteen grains, and that of the Inch!- 
qvin hai^^rown by fifteen grabs, but the mean weight oi' the four 
other pieces is 9 dwts. 12.2 gn. which aooords with the standard I 
have adopted. 

The mean weight of the five shillings i© :> dwts. 13-8 grs. Kos. 
1 and 2 of the six-pences are very near the standard weight. No. 7 
has been clipped. Of the fbup-penees. No. 1 is full weight, No. 9 
is evidently of base metal, and Nos. 10 sod 11, although made ^ 
good olyer, and in good pieservstion, are lighter than the two- 
|)ences, consequently they must be looked on as fraudulent coins* 
The thrce^^^iences, except Nos. 8 and 9» and the two-penoes, are 
genuine.* 

It may be thought that I have given the weights w ith too much 
nicety, but having taken the trouble of weighing ibrty-seven coins, 
I considered it tight to state tiie reanlt with aocuraoy. 

Smon,* on the authority of a work entitled ** Chronology of the 
World*' (Dublin, 1743, Hvo. p. 62), says that about one hun* 
dred and twenty thousand pounds was coined" by the comnii^^slonera 
who were appointed by the Lords Justices, July 7th, H)43. Dr. 
Cane seems to doubt th<^ mithority quoted by Simon, ibr he says 
•*it appeal's that the ml! tiji j)latc biuuu^bt in but £1200 worth,** 
a remark which is not at ill apphcable to bimun s statement, because 
he expressly mentions the i^i oas amount coined, and does not allude 
to the proportion of the plate or bullion which was ccntribated by 
the King's loyal subjects in Irdand*

Dr. Cane, having quoted Mr. Lindsay's estimate of the raiitjr, 
•od what may be tamed the nnmismalae yalne of eome pieces of 
the Onnonde money^ I talce this opportonity of making a few xe- 
mirks on the publication of a list eueh Mr. Lindsay has compiled* 

I fully appreciate the utility of indicating the degrees of rarity^ 
lut to enable nny person to state with precision, or even with toler- 
able accuracy, the relative immbers of particular coins which have 
been presjcrved by collectort*, would require a lon*» and extensive 
exj)erience, together witii a more complete knowledge oi' the con- 
tents of a// the oaUbeti in Great Britain and Irebuid» than any indi- 
lidaal would be likely to acqdre. 

It may seem that m requiring a o >nq !ete knowledge of the con* 
tfluti of all the cabinets in the United Kingdom, I am demanding 
too much, but I do so, bccmifc in my own experience, 1 have met 
with, in gmall and apparently ^Nortbless collections, a few of the 
rarest coins which T p<>i»se.-*^, and which are % alual)le not solely for 
their rarity, which too tVequently is considered to be the strongest 
groonds for fixing a hi^h price on a coin* but also because of t^eir 
Ssbonoal Talue, as filhn^ up blanks in the series. 

The Cork j)enny of Ldward the Fourth, the half-^)enny of James 
the Second, date lo87, and the groat (Simon» pL viii. tig. 177)^ are 
in«tancc^ of rare coins which I oisoovered in small and obscure col- 
iectious. 

These remarks are meant to apply (kiIv to the ditllculiies expe- 
rienced by any one who attempts to give an accurate estimate oi the 
rsrit^ of each partacuhir coin in a long series, and are not intended 
to disQomragemture writers fiom indicaling coins of which only one 
or a few spedmens are known, for, by directing attention to perti<* 
enkr coins, discoveries will surely be made, as in the instance of the 
Mx-pcnce of James the Second, witli the date, 'Mnw 1690, which Mr. 
lindfli^ beUef ed to be unique, but it now exists in several cabinets. 
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Though illiberal and narrow-minded collectors, who only enjoy 
the pCMiseiisiun of what caiuiot be obtained by others, may be morti- 
fied by the discovery ot" duplicates of their rare coin*, the proper ol»- 
kct of the etudy of the history of our coinage will be promot^; aiiU 
I trust it will be reooUeoted tint there are many very roreooini whioh 
are not generally approdated bycoUeetors, ^et are of great impor- 
tance as links in the eeriee, and oontribnte quite as much to the oom* 
pletion of the history of otur coinage, as those pieces which firequeotly 
nave given rise to keen and anirry contests at public sale?. 

The value attached to rare coins is in a «jreat measure conven- 
tlonnl, aud Uable at all times to be depreciated by tho discovery of 
duplicates. A particular coin ma^ at times be sold at a very high, 
or even an exorbitant price> owing to ^e [competition of two or 
more wealthjeo1kelofs» and nmnenme tnatances migfht be cited ftom 
priced sale catalogocs of one and the same coin having been sold at 
piioes which in common language would be term^ hi^h and low. 

The knowledge of the rarity and value of coins chiefly concerns 
collectors anddeiders. A few of the latter cla^s consider mv f? Iend*.s 
" List'* the most valuable contribution <'\ or luadc to the lusioi y of 
the Irish coinage. Shortly after the publiciuioa of Mr. Lindsay's 
work it was procured by some dealers in bullion, and ,by one itine- 
zant pedlar, and the consequence has been, that when they obtain 
a coin which appears stiange, they immediately xefer to die ** List**' 
and if there happens to be the slightest accordance between their 
coin and the description, it is forthwith set aj)art, and the fixed 
price obstinately demanded £or it, though the coin may not be worth 
a six-pence. 

In such cases argument is unavailing, proof of their mistake ia 
repudiated, and collectors are reproached for not encouiagiug the 
preservation of rare coins, and permitting them to be sent out of 
the country to a better market, where, if the ^icpeotatton of the 
lar be not realiaedi his disappointment is never acknowledged. This 
is no exflggemtion; it is only what X have ezpenenoedon manyoo- 
cafiionfli 



TU£ 8UBB£ND£R OF EOSS CASTLfi, KILLARNfiY, 

22ni> JUK£, 1663.

The circumstances attendant on the fall of liu^.s Castle, Killarney, 
and its surrender to the Pailiaiucut tureen under tlie coniinaud uf 
GenenJ Ludlow in the year 1662, have hitherto been involved in 
much obscniity. 
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TMs fortress stood on an island in the Liower Lake, situated in 
the bo.«om of the lofty mountains of Kerry, and being approachable 
at the i)eriod of the war of 1641 only by difficult mountain paths, 
it might well be deemed incapable of being reduced by any other 
Muofi than a lengthened siege. Hitber Lord Muskeny, then in 
immpMid €f the Mmiflter foroea of ih« Confedente Catholics, re- 
treated after the loss of the battle of KnocknielaBhy, and throwing 
hiiuelf into the oostle with fifteen hundred men, intended to abide 
the chances of a siejxe while awaiting^ the arrival of succours to be 
sent over sea bv Charlc:* the Second, then nn exile in France. So 
6«;ure indeed was the place deemed to be from assault l»y reason of 
its position, that there was a prophecy about it, if we aie to believe 
tnottion, somewhat similar to that concerning MaobeUi*s hold— • 
mt to be taken 'till Kxnam wood Bhoold oome to Donrimoie.*' 
*<The Irish," writes Smith, in his Histoiy of the County of 
Kerry, published within a century alter the event, had a kind of 
prophecy among them, that Rof.s Castle could not be taken, until 
a ship should swim upon the lake."' Tlir l*iu*liamentary forces were 
not slow ill ibllowiug their enemy to this mountain retreat, and ob- 
taining a speedy surrender of the castle without firing a ^jhut, the 
Story generallj told being, that the commander of the Commonwealth 
IbiesB hsving OMued a small ship to be bunohed in the kke, the 
g^orison, recognising the completion of the prophecy, at once sup- 
icndered the fortress. The source of this tradition is somewhat 
more respectable than mere country tales, being plainly traceable to 
the terms in which the event is recorded in the work called " Gesta 
Hibernorinii"^ appended to the Annals of ^ir James Ware, where 
the teurrciidcr id thus chronicled : — " A. D. 1652. Bosse, in the 
ooonty of Keny, a castle in an island, is yielded up to Ludlow, 
dWr he had caused a email ship to be carried over the monntains and 
set afloat in the lough, which terrified the enemy." 

The hold this tale has kept of the mind, evidenced by its geaeni 
acceptance, is a proof of that appetite of the public for the marvel- 
lous which seems ever to prefer tue eztraordinary aadunaooountable 
to the natural nnd metlioclioal, 

j^'or, iu regaid tu what is marvdlous in this tale, that is to say, 
. the amaHnoBH of the fbroe to which the gamaon snrrendercd, tt la 
dneotiy oontradioted by the actual Acts, Ludlow, whose Memoiis 
appeared a few years later than the Annals attributed to Sir James 
Ware, has not omitted to mention his proceedings at the siege of 
Ross Castle, and while his account is somewhat meagre, he yet 
^eaks distinctly of no ixuxuuuderable force when he states that he

The ioliowiug in ids accuaut: — 

*<InthemeantimeIwMiiotwBatiiiff inmy endeaYOur to roduos 
(he enemy in Irdaod, end to that end merehed with about 4000 
foot aiul 2000 liorse towards Boea in Kerry, where the Lord Mus- 
kenry had his principal reudesroiHi and which waa the only {Uaoe of 
strength the Iri:^h luid Icfl except the woods, bogs, and mountaine, 
being a kind uf i^i ind encompassed on every part by water, except 
on one side, ii[)Mn w hich there is a bog not passable but by a cause- 
way, which the enemy iuui iorti^ed. In this axpedition I wa^ accom- 
panied by the Lords BrogliiU and Sir Haidreaa Waller, major-pe- 
neralofthefiwt* Beiiiy nmved at tiua pkoe, I wa inlbgawd lliit 
the eoemy received oontimial svpphes from those parte that lay on 
liie other side and were covered with woods and mountains, where- 
upon I Fcnt a party of 2000 foot to clear these woods, and to find 
out some convenient place for erecting a I'urt H' there .shnuM be oee^i- 
sion. Thcj^e fnr<-e^ met with some opposition, but atla^?L ilicy routed 
the enemy, kiilmg some and taking others pribouerd ; the rest saved 
themselves by their good footmanihip. Whilst this was doing I 
employed that part os the army which wee with me in fi>rtilyin^ a 
neck of land, wnere I designed to leasee party to ke^ in the Lnsh 
on thia side, that I might be at libor^ with the great^t part of the 
horse and foot to look after the, enemy abroad, and to receive and 
convoy such boats and other thuigs necessnry as the Commissioners 
sent us by sea. When we ha<l received uur boats, each of which 
was capable oi' coutsujung 1 20 men, X ordered one of them to be 
rowed ahont the water, to find out the meal eonvenient place for 
kndii^ upon the enemy ; which they, peradving, thought fit by a 
timely Buhmiuion to prevent the danger that threatened them : and 
having expressed their de^es to that puipose, Commiaaioners were 
appointed on both side? to treat. A fortnight was ppcnt in debating 
upon the tprm-s, lint articles were linally signed and hostages deli- 
vered on l i ilh sl(l( -j, ill consequence of which 5000 horae and toot 
laid down their iuins^ and burrendered their horties."^ 

This account, while it lesaena the marvel inone wfgr by showing 
what a veiy oonoderable ftm waa ready for the aamult, in oroaac a 
it in another, it being aoaroe pomible to conceive how such large 
▼eMeU could have been conveyed to the siege from the sea. Wel^* 
in his account of the Lakes, very justly remarks that ** Grenend 
Ludlow in this account does not inform us by what mcjins his boats 
were conveyed to the lake ; yet they cuuld not have been brought 
thiiher without the greatoiit dithculty. The river L<auiie, which runs 
fym Niamey to the sea, ia much too shallow, when flowing at its

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ordinary level, to ffo?it a boat capable of oontnininc^ 120 men, and 
when it is 8W( 11< d by tioods the current acquires an impetuoeity that 
oould only tend to augment the difficulty. 

The general interest in this question hus been considerably 
beiphtend by a very unpretending little work ktely published 
cued Lil^e Loiey** ftdl of very interesting orimal liiefeOTioal maifr* 
ter, by, it is belieyed, die Bev. A. B. Rowan, D. D., where 
that has been hitherto written about Rcms Castle is diaooiaedt and 
the tale of the surrender toM. aeeording to the legend, in some very 
pretty metrical verges. Tlio author, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing lined, adopts the river iu* the channel by which the boats am'ved. 
Ana desmbiug the confidence of the garrison resting secure iu the 
prophecy liuii

T>ie river Lanne, however, is not easily mivigable at any time, 
f\n<l at ilir ]h i lod of the ?icge of Kosd, which was midsummer, the 
water, <ii r mri?c, was at its lowest level. The only other rofwl to 
the lake was by laud, and the way, for a ship of even much le£3 
knideii tluai those described by Ludlow oe bemg sent to tiie siege, 
wkether hy land or water, so diffieulty that it has been lately sug- 
gssted that, efteraU, itwesprobeUyiiot eehip^ but a zefty tfaiatwis 
empkjed. 

Conr^idering the doubts that have been thus nused as to the 
amount and nature of the boat expcditirTi sent to the aid of Gcne- 
nd LuiUow, and the means taken to convey it to the scene of

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fiction, it mny prove interesting to furniBh some authentic memo- 
rials, hitherto unpublished, to elucidate these particulars. The 
documents from whence the information is derived form part of the 

'ftnned die Coonnoiiwedlth goveniiiiBiit of I(cliiid» of wliidi not 
many fragments T&ama, 

Lndlow, as we have seen by the extract akeady cited from his 
Memoir-*, followed Lord Mti-kpiTy in his retreat to Ids fortress in 
the l:ik( i f Killurney, from the northern end of which the river 
Lruuiic liuwti iu a course of about iiiteen miles to the sea at the bay 
of Dingle. While he was thus engird in watching the, castle of 
Boss, an expedifaon wis preparing at Siuale to be sent lomid to the 
moudi of the river Laune et KilTorglin. 

The organiziDg the materials for thb enterpriae waa committed 
to the care of a man of no i^mall activity and importance in the war 
of 1641, the Rev. Dr. i 1<'!h y Jonc:?, a clerirynian who had been 
captured at his rectory oi Ivihriore, in the coimtv ofCavan, by tlie 
rebels on the 23il October, lb4l, but afterwards escaping, took 
anus (like so many of the cloth on both sides), and at the time 
the siege of Bom fflled the offioe of leootHnaster general in the 
Parliamentary aimy in IMand. By a letter of the 1 4th Juie, 1 652, 
Dr. Jones, writing fipom Kinaalni aunounoea to the General the

It thus appears tliat the number of boats provided for the assault 
of Bofis Castle was no leas than twenty, each cabbie ol' cairyiug 
ftom fifty to uty men; two of them pinimcee w^th two pieoee S 
ordnanoe in their bows, or, as they wookL be oalled now, gim-boate. 

But these, as being too heavy for tho means of transport from the 
point of disembarkation to the lake, were to be sent from Kinsale in 
plaiik, but 8o prepared as they might be set up in two days. Thof^e 
Iminrf oml^ked at Kiuaale on board *The Ex]>cdition,* one oi the 
Pax liuiuent's ships of 28 guns, were sent rounci to Killorglin, where 
Aey arrived on the 18th of June, 1652, as appears from the follow-

1600 foot and about 700 Horse, marched into Lis couutry of Kerry, uud 
tfaflre bdiq; no wa J to Ibroe the bland aod CSmUo of ItoM^ Wi^ 
pal Gsniion and strength, hut bgr Boats upon the great Lough or water 

oncompasseth the place, Woe were fain to proride in this town and at 
Kin ale materials tor two Pinnaces to carry guas in them aod ten boats 
mure for trausportatiou of men, each Boi^ to cany about GO men together 
with oan, fowei«» and about ISO aswyen, earpe n tew and other artifioen, 
tad to send them by to the Bay of Diogle^ wheie Ihey arrived on 
Friday la-t. the l^th inst. in the morning. 

While thcic were in preparation Gen. Ludlow fell upon a party of 
the Enemy near the s' Lough, killed divers of them, and took 60 ^ood 
kocM^ a small prey of sows end some qoanti^ of powder and anoinnitioii 
ftom thttn. likewise the Lord Broghill upon the last Lords day about 
five in the morning, with that party of the forces that were left to pre- 
serve the country, by advantageof a mist icii into their Camp, and although 
thev were accounted 600 Horse, a Beg^ of Foot, an another of Divgoons, 
ana in a potture to reoeiTe a Charge, yet the van of oar fooss beiog 100 
Horse ana 120 foot and 20 horse more for a reserve to them b^ng sent bo- 
fore to engage them while the remainder of our forces were cotiung up, 
routed both their horse and loot and did considerable execution upon them. 
Hiey took the officer that Uien commanded them in chief (one CoL Supple) 
prisoner, the rest that oame to their hands they gave no quarter to. Iney- 
encamped so near the fastn^nes and Rocks that most of them e^ped tlu.- 
ther; in which escmpe the mist was advantageous for them, and y* men hav- 
ing never seen the place could not without much hazard pursue. They took 
about 100 good horse with many saddles and arms and rescued 200 good fat 
Beeves, wmch were taken from the proteoted people ibr the viotualliDg of 
Boss Castle, but by the officers restored to the owners. These baffles and 
the seasonable coming of the Shipping with provisions into the river to 
force the place, inclined Lord Muskerry to seek for another Treaty or 
terms, and by letters reo^ this morning from L* Geo. Ludlow wee are in- 
fonned that Muskerry hath sgreed to surrender the Castle and Island of 
Boss on Saturday next, and that the party shall lay down Arms the 5th 
July next, or before. Mnskerry's Son and Sir Daniell O'Brian are to be 
hostages, and were expected by the L^ Cton' when the mrasenger came 
away.

Some inference, however, may be drawn from the language of 
Dr. Joiied' dcsputcii lo Ludlow, that they were to be conveyed 
lij land. He requMta the General to send such a party as may 
eoontaMBoe thoir laadiiig^iid oonveyanoe to the lov^, terms M 
woold scaree have employed if the boats had nwnily to be launohed 
ftom the deck of the transiKHrt into the river. 

It is auotbcr cnnimstancc also in favour of the popular tradition, 
which a:•^jigD^ tliG laiit! as their road to the lake, that the tune of 
the event waa juot midsumnier, when the lake and river are at their 
luwetit level.

Of this Capiuin Thomas Chudlcigh history makes no ntion. 
Ludlow, in liia account of the mege of R088 Ca«tle, takes no notice 
of him. And Dr. Jones' despatches were what would now be 
odDed "oonMenlaal,'' known onfy to the Goyernment. 

Tet .there liee in the church of St Multose, in Kiiiaale» e tomb 
with a long Latin epitaph }n Captain Chudleigh's honour, hitherto 
much neglected, which, read by the light of these deq ^t c he e» 
comes of liistoric interest. 

Tt r;!r! not be said to be unknown, for it lias always been public 
t1i< 10 f'incc the time when it was put up, more than 150 years a^. 
liui no public notice seems to have been taken of it in coun^ hia- 
toriee or othorwiee, until Mn. S. G. HaU hteiy oalled attendon to 
it m her Sketches of Irehuid, where, in reference to the tradition of 
a ship's appearing at the siege of Ross Castle, she brings forward 
this epitaph, which she had observed in the gloom of St. Multose's 
churcn, to confirm that tradition. Often as cjutfiph'^ have furnish od 
evidence oi pedigree, it is seldom they supply interesting historical 
facts. But here we lintl recorded, not only Captain Chudleigh's ser- 
vices in the building of the boats for the siege of Boss Castle, as 
detailed in Br. Jones' despatchee* bnt we are nirther snpi^ied with 
tin 0iet» which is not rebted either in General Ludlow's history, or 
the Goverument despatches, that the road taken to bring them to 
the lake was by land, thus confiiming the tradition that tiie ship 
was carried over the riioimtains. 

The tomb in tlie cluirch of St. Multose contain*' the bodies 
bo(h of Captain Thomas Chudlcigh and of his son, wht> was of the 
same rank and name as his iiither, and followed tlie same profesaiony 
and the epitaph seems to have beenpnt up on the death of the latter 
in*1706. It consists of fifteen Latin hexameter yerses,* wfaioh ImTO 
been yerj aooorately rendered into the same number of English 
Tetses by the author of Lake Lne^" as follows :— p

The account of tlie tomb furnished by iMrs. S. C. Hall beinir 
\ery uieagre, the followinar particulars, obtmned iiom actual survey, 
kit December, cannot fim to fae of inter«at. 

The inscriplion or cpituph k painted in black letters on a wooden 
taUet, nearly mz feet in length, and three feet wide, fastened 
a^^ain^t the south wall <^ the Boiithem aisle of the church of 
. of St. Mult(»?c, near the angle formed l>y the wcj«t wall. Tlic inscrip- 
tion is very legildv written, and the tablet in very g<><jd oider, ex- 
cept the bottom, which is crunibling away. It is ;i j»ity tliat so 
interesting a memorial is not put into complete re|>aii'. It is not 
b»wn that it has been at any time lepaired. 

Directly underneath the wooden tablet^ In the floor of the church, 
i» the covering of a vault, of coarse brown flag, with the inscription' 
given below, in large capital letters, whicb were only decii)hercd after 
'" J- picked with a knife clear of the mortar they were filled with, 
fritrn ilic Hag having been used at some time by miisoiis fur mixing 
Wortar ujion. The fla<? is three feet and a hali'long, by two and a 
half wide. The folio winy; is the inscription: —

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From the date of this Mr. Thomas Chudleigh*8 death, it is plain 
that it comincmoratca the son, and not the i?ire, — the builder of 
the royul frip^nte " The Kinsale," not the iramer of the slup tliat 
sailed overluiid to the siege of Ross Castle, for he could have been 
only thirteen years of age at the time of the siege, iu the year 1652. 

We IttTe no lufther feooard of other Must or m; baft there is 
enough here» it is hoped, to prompt farther inqdij. The ftte of 

both would seem to liave been unhappy : that of the iaiher un- 
timely, tiiat of the son deprived of his rightful honours. The 
&mily is a Devonshire one. In the eighth of Richtinl TT. James 
Chudleigh was sherifi' of the county of Devon; in the eighth Hen. 
VI. another of the same n}in)e was sheriff ; and in eevent-eenth Hen. 
VI. ag£un. I n twe nty-fifth Hen. VI. Jeremiah Chudleigh, and in 
fifteenth Hen> VJLL ^ JeoiM Qiodkigh, were eherifls; aaotiierm 
fifteenth Heo. VII. 

They were possibly settlers in Ireland dormg the plentatiop of 
Desmond, in Queen Elizf^th's time. 

They coutinued to reside at Kinsalc till a Major rhii<neij^h, 
within the last twenty or thirty years, removed to Kngiand, where 
he died, leavin*:^ a Si*ii and daught or, the former of whom is dead. 
Tlic representatived of the family uic :>liJi p<j:^c6scd uf an c^aUite 
near the tovm of Kbsale. 

For these hitter partioidare abont the tomb and ftmily we are 
indebted to Mr. G* Digby Daunt, of Einsale, a gentleman of great 
historical acquirementSi who also took the trouble to furnish ii? 
with a oopy of the Latin inscription from the ti^ble(» wiiioh fol- 
lows ; —

A CALSNDAB OF THE CONT£KTS OF THE BSD BOOK 
OF THE miSH EXCHEQUER

The Red Book of the Irish Exchequer has been adverted to by 
Fevorftl writers. Each has selected ?onie portion of it^ contents to 
whicii iiis remarks have been confined, but the entit t- k cord has 
not hitherto received that full (.lescription to which, Ironi its uature 
and antiquity, it is undoubtedly well entitled. Sir John Davys 
veAcB to it m hie Historical lUlatioiie.'' Bstriek Den^ in lue 
^Ajgnmeni delivered in 1641 by the express order of the House 
of Oominons," makes mention of it also. Parts of it have been long 
since transcribed, and will be found in the MS. in Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, entitled E. 3. 20. Gorges K<ltnond Howard, in his 
** Treatise of the Exchequer and Revenue of Ireland," Dublin, 1776, 
vol. i., p. 14, makes mention of it aleo, but merely states that the 
chief remembrancer " has in his custody tho lied Book of the Ex- 
chequer, ** aadadds^ in llie Appendix, No. 1 , toI. ii^ p. 47» the oaths 
ofthe flfficers and nnmeters of the Ccwt of Exchequer, and of some 
otfiers, taken Irom the same book« In the jear 1820 Dr. Heniy 
Joseph Monck Mason, in the Transactions of the Royal Irish Aca- 
demy, gave a fnc-'-miilc of an ancient drawing ofthe Court of Ex- 
chequer whirh :i})pr'{u*y upon one of the l^ves ofthe iicd Book, 
accompanied by a biiort and, I think, an inaccurate description of it. 
Lynch, in Ids "Feudid Dignities,*' refeis to this book, and to nismy 
of the entries appearing in it. ,Wittiani Henry Bbcl^, Esq., has 
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i^eoeatly published amongst the Transactions of the ChroDological 
Institute of London/* the memorabUiA, which are inaerted in the 

old Calendar ; and the writer of this paper hns on two or three oc- 
casions transmitted to the Kditcir nf " Notes and Queries" co])ics of 
several entries therein, cidculated to throw hght upon sonic of the 
many interesting questions iioui time to time appearing in that 
wide-spread publication. This book is also referred to in the Eng- 
lish Beoord Beports, and tranieriptB of Statutes have been made 
and publuhed m>m it. 

There can be little if nny doubt, that the earliest entries ia 
this book have not been miidc nt a Inter period of time than dui inj^ 
the reign of King .lolui or of !If nry ill. It is probable that tlic 
Canon of the Mass and the Calendar are not of a later period. That . 
the Magna Charta llibcriua^ oi'the first ye^u* of Henry III. wua 
therein recorded at the time that it was made, is, I think» untnies- 
tionable» and, therefore, it is not ^oing too 6r to say, that the Ked 
Book of the Exchequer, as a nationiu muniment, from its nature 
and ant iquit^^ takes precedence of all other records in Ireland. 

The ancient pnirination has been erased, and a more modern 
paging has been substituted by some rude and unskilful hand, 
whenee it becometi somewhat difficult to say in what form this re- 
cord originally stood. The binding of the book (ad I have been 
informed by a gentleman whose opinion is of value) is not of an earlier 
date than (jeoiiG[e lU*^ time, end consequently it is not novr pre- 
sented to us in Its ori^nal form. The book is written partly on 
vellum and partly on parchment, and oonsbts of 179 pages. 

As it requires more time and attention to decipher a large 
porti'»n of the handwriting of this manuscript, which is much de- 
laced throuirh time and careless guardianship, than I have as j'et been 
able to devote to it, 1 feel that justice is scarcely done to iso valuable 
a record b^ ^ving to it a hasty description, but as, each day that 
Msses^ it IS liable to many casualties, and ashith erto no attempt 
nas been made to elucidate its contents, the following short descrip- 
tion is now submitted, in the hope that at some niture time the 
entire book, or at least the greater part of it, may be published. 

I am inclined to think that the Red Rook orijjinallv consisted 
of two separate ]>;irt«, and 1 shall therefore now deserihe it as* il it 
were divided into two distinct portions, namely, Parts 1. and 11. 

Part I. Folios 1-6.^ — ^Upon these folios are written an ancient 

Calendar, similar to one which has been published by the ArohttO- 
logical Society of Ireland.' As each folio eonsists of two pages, 
each month occupies a page, i.e. there are six folios, or twelve pages, 
being one page for each of the twelve months. At the top of each

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of these pajjcs, Latin HnCvS have been written, descriptive of unhicky 
(lays, and thes^e liuea will be found in a recent number of Nt>te6 
and Queries.** Scattered here and there throughout the entire Ca- 
lendar, there have been from time to time inserted memoranda of 
wmirkihlft erente : thme hare been tnmsoribed by one who has 
done more to rescue valuable records from decay and obscurity than 
perhaps any other in modem times, and whose antiquarian skill and 
ulilllty are well known (William H. Black, E?q., of London), who 
has publi?he<l them, as I have ah'cady nientiosied, in ono ot the pa- 
pers of the C'lironological Institute. At the toot of one of the pages 
of this Calendar, namely, the second page, which is devoted to the 
month of February, the following Latin lines have been written

Tl»e ancient Calendar to which i have adverted is followed by

This Canon of the l\Ta*s m followed on page (14 by two lines, 
which cannot bo <lccij>lKicJ by the writer of'tlils jKiper at present, 
and thciic liue<» are Ibilowed by other Latin iiiies deecriptive ol' the 
mesninc attadicd to the fimns of taking an oath upon ** the book** 

rmm, having 4referenoe, as I presome, to the Bible, and not to 
Reu Book. As these lines uiye raoently appeared in Notes 
and Queries," I conceive it to be unnecessary to repeat them here. 
Upon the same page is given, in the Norman French, the oath 
taken by the members of the King's council, but so nnich deiaced 
that it is >earcely possible to decipher the greater part of it. 

xVseumiuK that 1 am correct in the opinion 1 have formed, that 
the Bed Bo(& origlnaUy consisted of* two distinct parts, I would 
say, that the aboTe-nentkmed Calendar, and Oanon of the lubss, 
and also the altove-mentioned oath of the King's councillors, as 
well as ihe oaths of sheriffs, tnayors, and bailiffs, of the judges of 
the several court?, and of llu; treasurer of flic Exchequer, and of 
the e?ch( :!t(»r, were also included in tliat tirht part, and 1 am also 
uidined t o 1 1 link that the Magna Charta Ilibemiaj of the first year 
of Henry Hi. also ioriucd u portion ol' the original book. 

The several oaths to wfaieh I have above adverted are written 
ia Norman French, and a transcript in what is usil i 1 1 \ called ** long 
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Latin," of the '^^^^rrn^i Charta, will be foimd in the Appendix to the 
first vnhiiui (tf Leliuid'a History of Ireland : it is alwo referred to in 
a puljiicaliun called the **Ijaw Kei)()rter," wherein a short acconmt 
was many years past given by the writer of thidpaper of the points of 
diflfeienoeeiutiDg betwMihl0*«iidtlie greatUhsrterof En^Mm 
Ibr England. 

Various enliiefl ivIuoIl i4>peBr in the Books of Orders of the 
Court of Exchequer show that the officers of the Crown in Ireland 
were sworn upon the Red Book, and the fomi in wliidi the oaths 
were administered is niaiiilcat ljy the present appeurance of many of 
its velhini leaven, whleh have i)een ])artly worn away by the fre- 
mient pre&tiLU e of the lips of liigh oiheiak ; so much au iliat many of 

the mem<NnibO]a of the Calendar cannot now be dedphafed. One of 
the entries to which I bftve above alluded, descriptiTe of tlie mode h\ 
which the oath of office waa admmiatered to a Lord ]Mayair of DubHn, 
has been read at oneof the reoentmeetiogB of theKilkinpy Arahnc^ 
logical Society. 

Part II. — Aa the iuot ^lart contaLsted, as I conceive, of the 
aboveHDMiitioaed leoorda or doeuniflntBi ao does it, of neoeeaity, fol- 
low, that the wmaidntng feeoids of whkh the book is also now eoB^ 

poeed'must have been added to it, and these additions nppear to me 
to have been made ii-om time to time, at various intemuSi between 

the reic^? of Edward I. and Charles II. I shall now enumerate and 
briefly descnhe these additional record,^, not taking them in thcu: 
order a^ to dates, hut as tUev iiuUow each other in the book. 

Page I. — The first page doea not contain aiiy tiling more than 
mere scribbling, amongst which the only perfect line appears to be

Page 2«— The second p^go oootains seven Latin couplets reflect- 
ing in unmeasured terms upon the English nation (gen^ Anglo- 
rum), the sense whoreof merely can be discovered, inconsequenee of 
their having 8iistained much injur>' through oireleji.sness or other 
causes. Amongst other things they are accused of occasioningloatj to 
French property, and they contain a statement that God would sane- 
iSfy whosoeTcr [would punish] them. It is somewhat coriooa that 
the name William Blaok here vppean in the margin* and the name 
of Alison Ayhner is also here inserted. 

The above lines are followed by a memorandum that nothing 
was answered (prolinblv l>v the o«rlientor) of the rents and ic^sues of 
the estates of Kichard dc bt. Michael, at Waspailestou, county of 
Dul)lin, because thoy were granted in fee-farm to Geoffi:«y le Botil- 
Icr, and hi^ wife, the daughter and heir of the said Richard. This 
leoQid bean date hi the September ofihe second year of Edwaid II. 
Immediatelj oader it are uese linos : —

The above are followed by a memorandum of the second year 
of Sdwttd that 1h» viUage off Caatleinore, in the oomi^ of 
Oori^ had accounted ftr a eom of £69 6s, Sd,, the mmm of mu- 
rage which hod not been expended upon the walls (in opere posito). 
Then follows a memorandum of the twenty-foiuth year of Edward 
III., tliat by letters patent from En ^rlnnd it appears that no officers 
or minis t( r.-, tlu treasurer excepted, shoula bo jidmitted to any 
office in iitlaiid under English patents, unlesa found to be fit and 
able (idoneoa et habiles), by the justiciary, chancellor, treasurer, 
md eonncfl of Inliiid*' 

The above k followed by a memorandum of the same date^ that 
iMgnitM of R«gia«<i haviqg hmds in lEdaad ahonld find men at 
anas. 

Then follow* n memornnflnm of the forty-third year of Edward 
III., being a nutc ut ii Statute of that date, chap. 8, relating to 
the niamier in whicii shcridb and bailiifs of franchises should render 
their accounts. 

This is Allowed by a note stilting, that Hamevs by the memo* 

randa roll of the forty-sixth year of Edward IIL, mem. 16, that 
William [ ^ and ms wife Joha»n% owed the ^ng £20 9s.

Page 3. — This page commences with the Statute passed at 
Dublin in the ele^entli year of Henry II., whereby it was enacted 
that sheriils should be thencel'orth elected l)y the peoj)le. This 
Statute is twt to be iound amongst the prmtcd Act^ of Ireland. 

This Statute is followed by a memorandum whereby it appears 
tkatinHflKTTena, inihaforty<sLxth yesr of Edward ni.» I8abdh^ 
the widow of John Wogan, was char^^ with two marks, being the 
profits of certain sessions held before him as a justice of the peace of 
the county of Kildare ; by another memorandum of the same date, 
r^lnting to the frnits and emoluments of Ambrosctown, due to the 
iving in couhe(iuence of the owner's absence; by another entry to 
the effect, thut it apjiears by the Memoranda Jioll of the twentieth 
year of Richard II. that certain evil-doera had carried away certain 
coods and e h attel e, ythub ten marks; and br a finrther memoran^ 
2am, sCitaiff that it appears hj the roDs of the ooUeeton of tiia 
ensUKDs of the city of Cork, that something had been done, which 
cannot bedeoipherad* with some hone-akins by aman named Shor» 

hi ll n>llow', upon the tourth page, the Acts or Ordinances made 
ia a Pariiamei^t at Westminster, tuid enrolled on the Memoranda 
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BaU of the fifth and elxth years of £d ward III., consisting of eight 
clauses, the three last of which are mtich defaced. By an En*rii^h 
writ or mandate which precedes these Act^, it ajjpcars that the jus- 
ticiary, chancellor, and treasurer of Ireland were direeted to eau?e 
them to be held and observed here towards the quieting and traii- 
quiUizins of the country. 

- Ab the Bed Book ib now bound, tbe oaths of aherilft, mavora, 
and baitiflb, of judseB, of the treasurer and eaoheator, here follow. 
These, as I liave 3r«idy mentioned, formed, as I coneeive, part of 
the Red Book as it stood originally, and are therefore included in 
Part I. In the vacant «paees belwuen two of these oatiiS9 the lol- 
lowing Latin verses and lines have been inserted : —

These are followed, on the sixth page, by the degrees of coin- 
parigon of the words "prope," "extra," "intjra," supra,'* ** su- 
premns," ** infra,'' and " infinius." 

Page 8. — At the commeuceiuent of this page, there is entered 
a writ or mandate tested at WestmbiBter by tiie King himself, and 
dated the 17th of December, in the fixst year of Henry I V., whioh 
redtes the Act of Absentees passed in the third year of Bichard II., 
and commands the Lord Lieutenant and the Chancellor and Trea- 
surer of Ireland, to cause the Act to he olwerved in :dl its arti- 
cles. This writ is followed by a niemonmdum that tlie Statute 
of Absentees, upon which the following writ was luunded, was 
entered iu the \Vhite Book of the Kxcheuuer. The writ, wliich 
is set forth m hoc verha^ is dated at Urogheda, the 2Bth of 
June, in the fourth year of Kohard II., and bears the teste of 
Edmmid de Mortimer, Earl of March and Ulster, the then Lord 
Lieutenant. It reciter verj^ fully the Act which was passed at 
Westminster in the then last Parliament, and directs tne Trea- 
surer and Barons of the Kxchequer to search the rolls, writs, and 
memoranda of the Kx(di<M|uer \n their custody ibr the purj>ose of 
obtaining more full luiuiiiialioa us to the lands, rents, offices, be- 
n^ees, of those irho were absentees in the time of Edward III., 
and in the hands of that King by pretext of the ordinance made by 
him at Qtiildeford, and also to in(]uirc, by the oaths of good and 
lawful men, what hinds, &o., belonging to absentees, have not been 
seized, on behalf of tlie Cn)wn, in consequence of their not >ciiding 
peo{»h- to occupy their pliu-cs, and to rctuni inqnisitions thiTcujum, 
SO that t\>'o-thu*(is or one-thii'd ot the profits of their estates might 
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be applied iomgda thdr defence as tlie Oidiiiaiice dueois. A hm^ 
Bonmdnm is added at the foot of thb writ^ fltaliii|^ thsfc the above- 
mentioned patent and writ remain amongst the wnts from England 
tlu> r>iird year of Biehwd XL, being in the oustody of the Chief 

iieuiaiibraiiccr. 

Upon the ninth ymge there 19 an entry or enrolment of the Statuto 
jjoiitsedat Wetitmiubter (27 Edw. III., chap. 1), eutitled iu the mar- 
gjn «CiiBtiimAHibflnuaB," direottng the payment to the Cioim 
a onstoms upon wool^ wooUbbi leed, and so finth^ and this Act is 
eonobded upon that Mge^ bat is much dteBgmed by the injudieioiie 
use of tincture of galis. 

Page 10 IS devoted to part of a mnnflnto or Trrit tested by 
Thomas de Burgh, the Treannrer, arul dated the 17th of January, in • 
dieoeventb yeai- of Edward II., reciting a grant of the small customs, 
called the three-pemiy customs, made to Edward I. by foreign mer- 
dMBtey end that the King had appointed two eotUeoton to reoeiTO 
thesddciietoiDeatthetownof Bobs; aaid direoting iU penona to 
aid the collectors in such their duty. 

At the foot of this mandate there is a memorandum that the 
Statute above referred to is enrolled opon the Memonmda Boil of 
the thirty-first year of Edward I. 

Page 13 cominenccr^ with the Grievances which were laid before 
Edward III., on behalf of the people of Ireland, by John Archer, 
tlieFteef St. Johnof Jerafluem* amIMflater TIm^^ Wogan, in 
the nzteenth year of ihat monanh't reign. Tins very interesting 
andonnoiiie state paper occupies seven padres of the Bed Book, but 
a^thej are to be found fully set forth in xihymer, vol. ii., part ii., 
p. 1 193 (the last edition), as well aa in Prynne's " Fourth Institute," 
p. 35, it is unnecessary to advert to them here at any greater length. 

At the foot of page 20 there is an entry of the Statute passed 
at Wetstmiodter, on Monday next alter the feast of Easter, in 
the tlur^-fint year of Bdward III., making the ohanoellor and 
teOMOfcr, aided by the htaaoB of the EsolMaaer, pudges of ap- 
peal in eases of error arimng in that Court. This is followed on 
the same page by an entry of the Act passed at Westmuaster, on 
Monday next after the feast of 8t. Mark the Evangelist, in the 
twenty-eightli year of Edward I., in relation to the duty of es- 
ch^tors in ciii^es of livery, being the " Statute for Ksclieators," which 
is printed with the Statutes of the Kcahn (p. 142), and dated iu 
tiie twon^-idnth ^jrear of Edwaid L 

Page il . — Tms page commences irith a copy of a writ tested by 
tba Bli^at Westminster, and dated the 20th of Fefaraarr, in tlio 
forty-first year of Edward III., whereby the King states that, con- 
sidering the coTiMtant fealty of his prelates and other magnates, find 
also of his i)eoj)ie of Ireland, and the losses they had sui^talned by 
mna of the watis ibr a long time ariae{L in that laud» wiiiitit they

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had endeaYOured to proMTfe EiaffB boDOcrr, and to defend liie 

land against lils Irish enemies, thereby exTWsin^r themscHesto vrtnon? 
perils ; nnd being desu'ous, as becometh the royal majesty, to incrca-e 
their estate so that they might in future be more prompt in their 
sei'vicea; the King states that he has pardoned all their debts due 
to him, and which had been incurred prior to the 13th of October, 
inihetlttrty-fiizthywofluaTeign, excepting, ]iow«ver, fiom the 
benefit of this gnnl all treodurers, escheatocsi aherifift, and otlier 
mimsters and fanaen who had recdved money to the King'e nee 
out of the chattel property of the Crown's drbtor?. 

Page 22. — Upon this page there is entered a memoiuuduin that 
by virtue of the above-mentioned pardon, on the 23rd of >« Dvem- 
ber, in the forty-ninth year of Kd ward iii., it was aecorded by the 
Treasurer and Barons that a aifiii equivalent to the word pardum 
ehonld be plaoed upon the aoUs opposite to the names of the 
debtors thus exonerated \sj this mnt. 

The same page is devoted uso to a copy of the Statute of the 
thirteenth year of Richard II., to restrain admiral^ and their depu- 
ties from holding their courts within tninchises, and restricting them 
to questions* to things done upon the sea. Another Statute of a 
similar kuid, passed the fifteenth year of Richard XL, immediatelv 
follows, whereby the power of admirals is also limited and defined. 

Page 23. — ^Upon this piffe there is entered the Stetnte of liie 
fourteenth year of Richard chapter 10, relating to enstomers 
end oomptroUers. This Statute \& followed by these lines, which 
were probably written in the year 1027, by Robert Kennedy., Esq^ 
the then Chief Remembrancer, whose name ia added to them

It pKohibits m eiportetioa of hoBlwDdiiien from Ir^ 
land by marinflrB without ficenae; and it alao enacts, that sherilb 
shall be chosen by the commons of counties. This Statute is not 
printed, but is included in the List of the unpubliahed Gtenenti Aeta 
towliif'b I have already :if lu rried. 

1 'age 32. — At the commencement of this page there is entered 
an Act which is called " A good Statute ior the people** — "Bone 
Estatute pur le peonle.*' It, as well as the aboTe-mentioned St»> 
tuteai ia written m toe Norman IVenoh, but, bein^ mvoh defined, ia 
aoaroelj deoipihenble. It seems, howerer, to give powfr to the 
treaaurer ana barons of the Ezohequer to ^'atterminate" debts due 
to the Kinir which are less in amount than £300. I do not find thi«5 
Act either amongst the ])nnted Statutes, or inaertod ia the List of 
those tlint nre yet unjnibli^hed. 

A pcn-uQil-hik sketch of the Court of Exchequer occupies the 
remainderof this jMge. A fao-«mile of this sketch aocsompameatfaia 

SBper, taken fiom a copper-plate m the writer^a poaaeeaion. A diort 
escription of it has been already publiahed in Notes and Queries.** 
Wi^ respect to the several human figures appearing in thia aketch, 
it appears to me to be probabh* fliat the six persons who arc placed 
at tlie top ;ure officers of the Court; that tlie three fij^ures to the left 
are Judges; that the three to the right ai*e t^uitors ; and that a 
shenff is seated at the lK>ttom. To the right, at the top of the 
sketch, is the eiier, who appears to be in the act of a^ouming the 
Court, by exclaiming, "A demayn," a &ntt of a^jomnment atill 
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observed by the same oflRccr, who says, *' To-morrow, God eave the 
Queen," when the Court is about to rise. The officer to the lell 
b probobly the second rcmcmbinmoer> who lioilda in hU hand ft iiiem*^ 
fanae <f pMohment ooatauuiig the wotcU, Preoepttnn foot -no^ 
comiti per brcvc higm aCiOOli^." The ^pne at his right hand 
is pempe the chief remembrancer. He is m tlic act of examnung 
hi? pen, and hold? in his hand a slip of parchment whereon ore 
written the words, Alemorandtim quod x" <He Maij, etc." Athis 
right faxmd w e perceive an officer who is in the act of writing upon 
a niece oi' parchment which i^i placed upon kis lelt knee, while hb 
ha fiwi rests uj^n the table. This person is probably tiie derk bf 
tiie F^|M» who 18 preparing ft writ oommencmg wiui the wovds^ 

Henricus dei ^atia. The figure to the extreme left of the piio- 
tore holds in his haiad a slip of parchment containing the words 
" Exiit breve \ncccomiti." This may be the marshnl of the Ex- 
clitfjucr, and the officer he is addressing i» probably ilie usher. 
With respect to the jud*jre^, it is difficult to determine whetlier they 
arc aii baroujs, or whether two of them arc the treasurer and chan- 
cellor of the Exoheouer. One of them says, ' * Soient forfez," and the 
oliber» ** Voyr diie. Ifadox teUs 110 that ''aoooimts wero to be ima- 
doed at the Exeheqner upon oath. When the aoooantant had been 
BWMdeJSddi eompato reddendOf he entered upon and went through 
hh account. In t^omc records mention is made of the accotmtant's 
answprintr tlio Kxchequer per Jidem or pn- verwrn dictum. Whether 
this Jides and verumdktum was the same with an oath, or in what 
respect diiierent from it, 1 am not prepared to determine ; but I am 
iacuDed to think it was ratiier a voire dire, or a declaration upon 
their fidth or allegianoe» than an oath." This passage may ezplaui 
the meamngof tlie words, voi/r dire. Placed bemire the judges are the 
*'Baga com rotuUs," the Ked Book, and the counteta which Madox 
Bays were sometimes used at the Exchequer In the way of computa- 
tion." And there is also placed upon the table a King's letter, or a 
petition, commencing with the Avords, " Ceo vous." Three suitors 
are standing at the right of the picture — one says, Oy de brie," ano- 
ther, who is extending his arm as if he were in the act of challenging 
MMBo penon or statement, eddahns '^Chahmge," ami the thiid says, 

Soit oughte." One of the most prominent figures in the eketdi 
is a suitor, who may he easily distingaished m>m the rest by his 
laced boot, ample sleeve, the buttons upon his coat, and his sword, 
"which, bv the by, i-- plru^ed at his right side.

Sueh la, 1 ftir> but an imperfhot 
tioa of ibis aketch of the Court of Exdiequer, wuefa» aa MiaAtt 
uifi»ms OS, was in the olden time fitted up witii a square cbequei 
board, nnd Beats about it for the trcn?iiror, bnrons, clerks, and mi 
nistcrs, and with a bar tor those wlio })Ujad and attend thrre.' 
Some lines which appear to have l)ecn written at the hottotn of ilu 
sketch are altogether obliterated, but the Latiu verses that liuvc

tion is made to the King for any fbe or annottj, the petitioner shall 
state the value of the thing he pngrs lbr» so that the King may 
not be deceived in his grants. 

The 37th page of the lied Book, as it now appears, was, as is 
evident by the old pagination, wliicli is still to be traced, the first 
page of some book, and this may have been the commencement of

fcr?, and by the chonsters of Clui^t Church, once in every Term, 
it would occupy too much space at present to give in detail a history 
of this singular custom; it may, however, be stated, tliat whenever 
this ceremony was performed, an entry waij luadc in one of the 
ToMooks of the Court to the effect that the chauntor of Christ 
dundi brought into Conrt the viccars choralls and per&imed theire 
aocwtomed eervice and homage due to his Majestie, by singins an

ratori — that the second remembrancer (one of tlie principal offi- 
cers of the Court), who was in all probability a dericuji or clerk, 
should commence the anthem (if ifuch it be); and as the words 
''Eterne liex altissime" aic also placed beneath the music, it is not 
aafikely that the words of the prayer given below, which is evi- 
dently addressed to our Sarionr, were those by which the music was 
aooompanied.

** In sending you for the Library the part of the ' Home Companion' 
(trilling as it may be) which oontams die only engraving I have seen of 
the interior ot the Hall of Irish Antiquities in the Great Ezhibitkm of 
1853, and an excellent article on Irish antiquities, I beg leave to aooODIr 
paoy my very small present with a few observations on the entrravvng, 

**Tbe 'Athena; um,' of October 22, 1863, coatams a ver^ vniuubic article 
4»tbe Mnseom of Iriih Antiquities, fhea in the Szbibition, m nhuh the 
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room contaiuiog them is thus described: — * The apartment ia which 
^ese antiquities are exhibited i^ ou the south side of the building, and is 
ofobloDg tbni^ ilMmtSiTodBlongnd 10 vid& A Ta m i rk ai b le ncigat 
srohiteotonl dhiiietT Ins htm imparted to it by the introduction of Mti 

of portions of «ome of the most singular rcli^riou? edifices in the country. 
The apartment is ludeed, as it were, divided into a nave and chancel, by the 

S»i six- timea-reoe&sed chancel-arch of Tuam, with its strange Egyptian- 
e MolptiiNi; and ettl Md is liglitod hj Ae tkres itiU mom 
curiously ornuucmited roond-hiaded winoows from the same building. 
The three entrancf^s are c^ts of ctiriotisly carved and inscribed doorways 
of ancient churches ; and over the west door is inserted the circular wia- 
dow, asugned to tiie eighth centujnf, from Bahan Church, figured in 
Petrii^ * Bound Towsn,' S41.' Tut ia language of mncli interest to tlw 
antiquary, as well as to mMiy others who have yisit^ the Hall of Antiquities; 
and the brief description is a faithful outline of the architwtnral part of 
that building. Indeed, the great taste, good arrangement, and knowledge 
of the subject, displ^ed in the fitting up of the Museum of Irish Anti* 
quidaa in the Great Exbibitioa of 1€^, tafleot ▼8*7 mocih ondit on tlm 
Committee intrusted with the work. 

"Let uj now see how many of the fcaturo? enumerated in the 'Athe- 
nsQum' are presented to us in the ^ Home Companion' eugraTing, which is ex,- 
tremflly aoeorate, and cannot bat possess a deep interest tot aU who hasB 
Tisit^ onrBW of Irish Antiquities last year. The sketch seems to have been 
taken from the Inside of the end doorway leading from the Picture Gallery, 
the artist taking his position in the south-west corner of the rooni. The 
apartment is seen spanned bv the noble * six-times-recessed chancel>arch 
m Tuam [Oathednu], wiA its stesnge EgyptiaDflilce satdptarss;* assfer 
to us, to the left, we see die doorway of the etraxeh of Freshford* oonnty of 
Kilkenny, originally erected in the seventh century, with its two lines of 
an ancient Irish inscription (see Petrie, pp. 282-5); while at the ovtrcme 
end, in the distance, we see * the three still more curiously ornamented 
fonnd-hssded windows' fkom Tsum GsiMfsL Amongst the most pio- 
sdnsnt of the minor objsots ssan in dm si^mving are four of the Ogham 
stones which formed so important a component in the collection of Irish 
antiquities in the Exhibition, standing against the doorway of Freshford 
Church. The Ogham inscriptions may be said, in the words of the 
* Homo Companion ' ss to the Boond Towers, to be ^one of the many mya- 
terisSi trilich more or less prevail, in relation to the ori^Dsl chsneter and 
condition of the Irish race.* The little >Yhich has been written on them 
seems unsatit;factory to some of our antiquaries, and to have rather in- 
creased the dilficulties attending the investigation of the subject. No 
Tsrions inftiSDOSs will be drawn from the etreomstsnee, whioh, 
whether accidental or otherwise, is certainly curious, of the whole of the 
jlK^llection of Ogham stones in the Exhibition liaving been placed standing 
acainst the doorway of Freshford Church and the chancel arch of Tuam 
Cathedral. Next to the four Ogham monuments depicted in the engraving, 
we see, in the reosss, a little of one of the most taatdUlly and judidonaiy 
arranged cases of Irish antiquities In the Exhibition — that of Thomas L. 
Cooke, Esq., of Parsonst^nvn. This is the horizontal case, of which only 
a small portion is seen, and must not be confounded with the vertical one 
over It, which belongs, I believe, to the Koyal Irish Academy. Farther on. 
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in the distance, "we see the Boiroimhe(?) Harp, the small stand supporting 
Her Majesty's magiuliceut Gold Torque, and the Shrmo of Mauchau. 
FlHRiig our 9je roond to the right, we eee the upright glass cmci» eon- 
teiniDg some of the most precious relics ia the Exhibition, or perhaps in 
the world — such as the Cross of Cong, the Bell of St. Patrick, the Book 
of Armagh, the Domnacb Airgid, the Reliquary of St. Lachtin, the 
Shrine of St. Patrick's Hand, the Dun vegan Cup, the Tara Brooch, the 
Waxed TsUete finiod in « bog near Meghen, Ao. The glaas euei in the 
centre and around the room eootein the gold and siWer articles, consisting 
of torrine?, bracelets, brooches, rings, bullae, boxes, disc?, or crepcent-shaped 
gold ornaments, &c. The other cases contain a very extensive series of 
alver, bronze, and enamelled works of great antiquity. Others again, as 
vtU as seyeral tiays which are phMsea round the t^partment, oontain • 
general collection of stone, iron, bronze, and other artides, mostly weapons, 
and many of them exceedingly curious specimens.* The principal objects 
sot embraced by the engraving, are the beauiitui circular window, assigned 
to Uie eighth eentury, from Bahan Chnroh, King's County, figurad in l>r. 
Petrie's * Kound Towers,* p. 241, and placed over the west entrance to 
the Antiquities Court, which itself is the ^restprn doorway of Maghera 
Church, county of Londonderry. A small j ortion of the third entrance 
appears to the latt of the three round-headed windows from Tnam Cathe- 
mL This is formed of the piUazs of the ehancel arbh of Bahan Chnroh« 
Krag'to Cuantj. Opposite this doorway, but concealed by a portion of the 
Tnam chancel arch, is a fac-siinileof the celebrated KnocKmoy fresco, said 
to be the only one known in Ireland, an able pnper on which has been 
lately read by the Ecv. Dr. Todd before the Royui limh Academy. 

'*Snch are some of tiie features presented or suggested to our notice in 
die small engraving which we have been considering. Thej bring with 
them, at least to myself, many pleasing recollections connected with the 
treasures of the Antiquities Court of the Great Irish Exhibition of 1863. 

" I have made some of the * Belies of Antient Art," which have added 
io modi to the nationality of onr Exhibition last year, the snbjeet of a 
few * notes,' a portion of which I have communicated to the Society at 
its November meeting. In these notes I have endeavoured to «incrle out 
whatever struck me as most remarkable amongst the precious 'relics' 
hxooght together in the Archseoli^cal Coort of the Exhibition; but, I 
Mgrst to saj thati as yet, I haTC oiJy been able to deal with a portion of 
the snbjeei." 

The Ber. Cmtantine Goe^grave, P.F.» Kmh, BiiUymote^ fait- 
irardcd a oommmdcation drawing attention to the district of Duna- 
Teeragb, in the county of Sligo, in one of theTalleysofwhich* called 
CairiGk-naphanm, stand a number of huge pxinieval monumentsi of

Lachtin is fully descnbod by Dr. Todd 
in the '* Proceedings of the Iloyal Irish 
Academy,*' vol. v. pp. 461-4. 

" This was the appr tpi i ite inscrip- 
tion, and one no doubt pregnant with 
mesnmgt wUdi was oter one <tf 
tiie entrsaces to <hs ^antiqnitus Court. 
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which he was the first discoverer diirinfr tbc prcrions ycfir. The 
most proniinent of these is one known as i he Kecking Stones," 
which is massive bej^ ond the generality oi* its kind ; and, at a distance 
from it of about nme feet, is a crouileac of corresponding proper* 
tions. The saperineombent ahib is m the urail flloping ponticm, mod 
possesses all the characteristics of the class of antiquities to which b 
belongs, although deeply marked by the deoayioi; hand of time. 
The glens of this district, perhaps the most romantic and beautiful 
in Ireland, are particularly noted fi* Iteniir the passes through which 
the 0*Donnclls, Princes of Tii'conncli, invariably marclieti their 
forces when on their way lo the county of Clare, for the purpo^ of 
enforcing their supremacy over that and the a^oining temtoriea. 
Here it was that Con O^DonneQ had the celebrated encounter with 
Mm Dermott, Prince of Moylur^, in which he was deprived of llie 
talismamo CMhachf or battler, which had the all^^ pamege of insur* 
ing victory in every contest engc^ed in by it^ possessor ; and which 
is now, by the kindness of Sir Hichard O'Donncll, deposited in the 
Museum of the Royal Irish Academy. I J cif also occurred the cele- 
brated conflict between Red Hugh O'Donneil's forces and those oi 
Elizabeth, commanded by Sir Conyers Clifford, in which the latt^ 
were delated and their commander abiin. The a^t wliere thia 
event took place is mdicated by a numumenty which la kept in suit- 
able repair by Viscount Lorton, a nobleman no less noted for his 
antiquarian taste than for his liberality to his tenantry, and the in- 
terest he takea in everything conducive to the wel&ie of his fellow- 
man. 

]VIr. I Viin contributed the following resolution of the Corporation 
of Kilkenny on the subject of the abortive attempt at constructing 
a canal from that citf to the tidal water of the Nore, wlueh appeared 
to have escaped the notice of Mr. Watters when laying before the 
last Meeting of the Society some other Teaolationa of tl» body coi^ 
nected with the matter: —

The construction of the canal wouhl appear to have been fully com- 
pleted to Bennett's-bridgc at this lime, but it is not easy to appre- 
ciate the value of the saoifice made by the Corooration m agreeing 
to charge no toUa on the traffic between that village and Kiueony. 
In fact the canal waa began at tiie wron^ end, as the works shoiud 
obviouaiy have been oommenoed at the tidal eztxemify in order to 
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wske remunerative the portion first constructed, whilst the rest 
tliould be in progress. It would nppear from tradition that a boat 
on one occasion plied upon the canal beyond l^ennctt's-bridge. It 
ie aaid that under the provisions of an arrangement with Governuient 
tt the time, tlie Canal Commisnonenweieto fecetre a certain snm 
m aid of the oontanuance of the undertaking as soon as they should 
so &r finished the works as that a boat loaded with merchan* 
&e could be drawn from Thomastown to Kilkenny ; and the Com* 
missioncrs obtaiued this Government advance by a stratnsioni, as, 
although there was no water for the boat to iioat upon from i iiomas- 
town to i^nnett's-bridge, still, by yoking a number of horses to the 
vessel it was draped alon^ through the excavation noade for the 
anal ; and by this notable derioe & CommiaBionera were enabled 
to claim the nilfilment of the undertaking I The goods with which 
this boat was freighted consisted of skms for the tanyard of the 
father of the late Mr. ^Michael Conierford ; and the safe arrival of the 
vessel and cargo at St. JohnVbiidge waauuuie the sul^ect of great 
public rejoicing-^ in Kilkenny. 

The fbitlowiiig communicution wu3 read irom William Haciwctty 
Esq., Midleton:— 

" As 1 entertain no doubt that the Society is strong in local archco- 
logical delvers, I would take the liberty of suggesting that they might 
ind n iateresting field for inreatigattoa m the exploration of some of those 
•aeiflnt heaps of burned stones scattered throngh the country, known in 
tlie county of Cork as ' Folach Fiu;' in Tipperary as 'Deer lioasts;' and 
in Ulster as ' Giants' Cinders.' These heap?, wliich are to be found in 
all manner of plaoeSi and, I believe, in every county in Ireland, were evi- 
dvtly primeral ofm or oooking hearths. Tb^ nsaaUj oontist of small 
ilODes, broken to the aise of road-pavement ; most of those which I have 
examined are s-^ much burned as to be unfit for further use, but I have seen 
Leaps apparently i t;i(iy for use without any marks of fire. I had often re- 
marked those heaps before I thought of exploring them; and the idea of 
doiqg 80 waa first suggested by a cironmitanoe which oocurred one day when 
faking an antiquarian ramhle with some friends: we happened to stop to 
examine a hcnp ■wbicli some farm hbonrrrs were engaged in removing, and 
they called Mirr attention to n particular spot — it was a pit, about four feet 
deep, and a foot and a imif in diameter, sunk in the ground. The men had 
jvrt thrown out the earthi and fonnd at the hottom aix droolar flat stones, 
Trhich had evidence of having been In contact with fire^ but were as evi- 
dently intended for future iisc. It wa*? obviously what would be at 
present in New Zealand called an oven, and corresponds exactly with 
Keating'^ description of tine uncient Irish method of cooking, by baking 
meat between alternate layers of 8toiie» in tiie same manner as still prao- 
lisedby the natives of New Zealand. Since then Ihavefrequently L xpl red 
heaps of those ' Giants' Cinders,' wliich I found generally formed a 
kind of crc^C". Tit-crater, enibi ariKg a pool oi" water. In several instances, 
hy draxmug out the water, we came upon a wooden trough formed in the 
boUow of n large tree, the Qsa oC whidi manifestly waa to boil water in, 
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by passing heated stones throT7f?1^ it in rapid succession. I have seen one 
such trough, formed of boards and trenails, displaying no mean skill in 
earpen^. Anothor vrms midt of marl, brought to a hardness equal to 
stoiM; it was in « oifttar of four feet diainetBr. I may here ^tb yoa the 
names of those who have discovered such troughs, in the order of thdx 
discoveries Mr. Zachariah Hawkes, nenr T?andon, and I,here atMidleton, 
wrote in 1840, to our friend, Mr. Jo}m Wmdele, announcing our succ^s 
m this respect. We koew nothing of each other's moTementa, but our 
Ifliters reached Cork bj die samo post The Rev. George S. Cotter soon 
after found a wooden trough and one of marl. Subsequently, Mr. George 
Martin, of Greenville, and myself, again lighted on wf>()den specimens, and 
Dr. Nagle, of Midleton, aiu^r wards made a similar discovery. I believe 
Hr. Hawkes haa frand 9tmul at anoofa latar period. Thd average dimeu> 
sions of the troughs ahready found may ba gLvtn at «x feet long, two £nt 
broad, and one foot three-quarters deep, tttoept the hoUowed Ueiia , whidi 
are sometimes longer ar.d narrower. 

" In my neighbourhood these heaps of cinders are very numeroot, 
particularly in places which were recently commons* In one snch place 
I have counted no less than niiMteen s^Nurate heapii all close together. 
iMr. Windele and I visited a heap near Castlcmnrtyr, wljich was in a bog, 
and we were curious to find r nt whctlicr the stones had been heated with 
turf or with wood. The abundance of charcoal present proved that no 
tnrf had been nsed; perhaps, when the hnnters who used this 
place flourished, the bog did not exist There is no record in Irish hi^ 
tory of the fir:^t use of tnrf as fuel, but, probably, this did not occur until 
the country had been well thinned of trues, and nomade hunting must 
then have been on the decline ; and yet X have seen evidence to convince me 
tiiat this savage mode of cooking existed to a comparaliTely late period, as 
well as unerring proof of its having been extremely remote. On thelandt 
of Kiladoyne, brtwron Midleton and Cork, is a Druidical ring of two, or 
perimps tbrcp cir( Ich, standing on a heap of cinders; and, what is at least 
ec^ually singular, a section formed in making a road displays an old lieap, 
over which Is a layer of some two feet of earih— showing a probability of 
having been cultivated — and over this earth, another heap of cinders, wmdiy 
however long it may have been rwsed, is still bare of earth. Vast quan- 
tities ol charcoal are usually found in the heaps: indeed, I have never seen 
any cinders without charcoaL Several bags, even cart-loads of it may be 
eanly iUled firam some lar|^ beaps. It is stiange tiiat we never find 
weapons or tods of any kind in the cinders. I have never heard of ae 
mxicbi as fl stone hammer having been turned up in them. The Rev. Mr. 
Cotter removed ono crescent, nearly as large SS a modexatC-sized fort| hot 
did not discover auytlung ot the kind. 

"The local members of the Society must be aware ef the existenoe of 
many of these heaps in the county of Kilkenny. If my memory do< s nob 
betray me, 1 observed a long time ?ince, in the glen at Luke's Well, 
various heaps of cinders, and near sev eral houses were laviiv trunks of 
shattered oak, which I now think must have been troughs found in the 
dndera. At that time I knew nothing about diese remams, and made no 
inquiry, but they attracted my attention so strongly, that when I aftei^ 
wards saw the troughs found here, T at once identified them with the lotfS 
at Luke*8 Well. More recently, I saw somp nearly erased heaps in a fiud 
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near Bennett's- bridge ; but T suspect that these cinders are more rare in 
iime-stone districts than elsewiiere, as the stuucs fit for the heating process 
tk>ald be such as would not be Ukeljr either to crumble into lime, or to 
vitoify. The samM of plaeea, sadi as Garryduff, Balljdufi; Clogbduff, 
oriftBited in the cinder eca. This is so well knovm herei that if you aak 
a conntrj'man why is Grarrydiilf so culled, he will nnswer — * Yerra tln n, 
IdoQ't know, if it isn't by reason of the Folach Fni thut's all nv< r it.' Ur 
if he weiu not aware of the fact^ and did not know the locality, iic would 
«j<— *I suppose it*fl through the meeiit of the Folach Fie that mtut be 
thai&* I hare never seen any printed work whioh mentions the cinder^ 
except GotigVs ' Camden,' whic-.h describes some heaps as then to be seen 
near ihe Curratrli nf Kildari'.' However, the honour of havinc discnvored 
the existence oi the curious troughs, in counexiou with tiiu&c auciuut 
cooking places, lies with the Soath Monster antiqiiarieB.'^

1850. — A nrass ooin of Auomrua was found in the county of TTrone. 
** 1852. — A silver coin of Boanr Bbdcb, Kittg of Scotland, was found 

near Armagh. 

" 184U. — A penny of Offa, King of Mercia, was found near X<ondon- 
derry. 

Angnst, 1853.— A man engaged on the new works of the Limerick 

market dug out a small vessel containing about 90 silver coins of dife^ 
ent sizes nnd value. The notices of this and the two following hoards were 
communicated to me by K. Hitchcock, Esq., Trinity College, Dublin. 

*' 1853. — While some men were digging on the site of the new market,' 
Kilkenny, th^ discovered a jar containing abont 500 silver coins, chiefly 
French, Austrian, Spanish, and Dutch ; the number could not \Ht exactly 
ascertained, as the hoard was almost all secreted as soon as discovered. 

August II, 1853. — ^At this time 1600 small silver coins wure found 
in a bog near Townmskesdy, county of Galway; the appropriation of 
them is unknown.

1849.— Found at Navan Bath, ooonty of Anugh, a braai token of 
Jamss Taylor, Armaob. 

1853.— A brass token of loBV . WBHTtB . IH • EjUUHT . 1666, waa 
diccoTered n^r Armaj^h. 

" 1863 — A very laige parcel of silver cum3 was found near Bally- 
omUo, oonn^ of Antrim; they were aoM and diatribated throogh the 
ooontiy without having been identified, with the ezoeption of a half groat 
and penny of Edward I. 

1651. — A large hoard of sUver ooina waa diaooyered near New- 
townarda, county of Down. 

** April, 18S2. — A few ooina were found near Pettigoc. Ur. BaitoOf 
on whose property they were discoTeri^ had thera placed in the hands of 
Dr. Aquilla Smith, of Dublin, for examination. The lot con^^i tpd of four- 
teen coins; namely, nine groats and two halt' groats of Kuuert 11. and 
three groats of David II. of Scotland. What makes this hoard worthy of 
the notioe of nunuamatiate ia that almoat the whole are foigeriea of a rery 
peenliar kind, fabricated with a degree of ingenuity well caloolated to im- 
pose on the rude and ignorant people of the fourteenth century. Each of 
the false groats consists of two very thin discs of silver, having interposed 
e piece of copper of somewhat smaller diameier, and much thicker than the 
ailver, and tnej aeem to have been atrock between diea In the ueual man- 
ner. — Extracted from Dr. Smith's account of these ooina in the 'Proceed- 
inga of the "Rovfil Irish Academy,' vol. v. p. .324. 

** 1853. — 1 lus year a hoard of silver coins was found near Ballymouey, 
eonnty of Antrim; it consisted of 360 ounces of the following sovereigns: 
Edwabd Yh, Mast, Eus absth, JAina CKABua L, and CaAmua IL ; — 
all were in poor condition, with the exception of those of Charles L and II. 
The hoard included several hundred half-crowns and shillings of Charlls T., 
some of which were rare and came into my possession ; namely, an Aberyst- 
with half-crown; a half-crown MM (B), not in Buding or Hawkins; a 
half-crown nearly similar to Hawkini. No. 500; and in the find there were 
only four coins of Coablu II, which were hammered half-erowna of hia 
firat mintage; they also are now in my cabinet. 

** 1853- — A parcel of silver corns was found in Island Magee, county of 
Antrim; only three of them were exhibited in Belfast, namely, two pen- 
niea of Edwabd L, minted at Lcndoii and Canterbury, and one half-penny 
of the same King, struck at Waterford. 

" 1 854. — An extraordinary discovery of an urn containing 1937 coins, 
together with 341 ounces of silver in pieces of various sizes, was made 
near Cderaine. The ooina are Boman, in a p^ect state of preservation, 
and, what is very amgular^ no two eoins appear to bear the same saper^ 
teription. The silver is composed of a large number of weighty ingota and 
enaakentalpieoeayvappoeedtohaTebeenuaedonannourforhcffaea. There 
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arc also several battle-axes marked with Roman cbaracterf. Tbe wbolo 

are now in the possession of Mr. J. Gilmour, Coleraine." 

Mr* CanrotherB ako forwaided drawings of a very curiooB antiqiie 

in his po«j«cf?ion, and of a somewliiit .<<lnnl:ir instrument preserved 
in the (•al)iiiot ol'^Mr. Barton, ol" Dungannon. A tolerably accunite 
engiavin<; of the ioriuir is jrivcii in the " Dublin Fenny Joui'uai,** 
vol. i. p. 324, where it iis uccomjmnied by a short description from 
the pen of Dr. Petrie. Mr. Camithers' donation was accompanied 
by tne foilawing commimiffntimi ; —

which came into my possaBsion a few years ago; it WIS difOOTCred in 1829 

in the bog of Dunnavarncy, in the townhinJ of the same name, wiiliin two 
miles of !^;'.Hvnioni'y, county of Antrim, ntifl was purchased from the linder 
and preiicuujd to the late Bishop of Uuwu aud Couuor and Dromore, by 
Ins son.

**A short distance from tliis relic were found fragments of wooden 
vessels, one large bronze piu, about ten inches in length, and some speci- 
mens of itone hatohets. 

**Ihad a representation of this interesting antique lithographed the 
full size, and widely circulated, in the hope of discovering its use, but 
■without effect; there have been many opinions offered regarding it, but 
ail ai vuriauce with each other. My idea is, that this antit^ue was used 
ttther for divination — as, by a little deight of hsnd, tiie birds oonld be 
moved to suit the design of the offifdating priest — or for sacrificial purposes. 

** I am glad to have given me an opportunity nf bringing a notice of 
this mysterious anti<pie before the im mbers of tl n- l\ilkenny Archaeolo- 
gical Society, as there is a probability tiiul buue ul liicm may be able to 
discover what its use has been. 

" Si nce I became possessed of this piece of antiquity, a second one his 
been di-eovcred in the spring of 1851, in a bog in the townland of Lnrgy, 
three miles from Dnngnnnon, county of Tyrone, l»y a farmer named 
Kobsou, and is now in the cabinet of Mr. F. W. Barton, of Dungaunon; 
it is aloMpt similar to mine, with the exception of the rings end birds, end 
is in its original formation nearly perfect, and divided into throe portions^ 
which are joined by what appears to have been the original oak; it men- 
surf s tw'7 feet live inches, and is deeply patinated, which indicates its

ON THE COPPER COIN COMMONLY CALLED ST. PATEICK'S. 
BT AQUILLA miTH| WBQf U*D^ M.R.I.A. 

Db. Eobert Cane, in bis coinmuiiication "On the Oniiuiidc Coin 
iDd Ccmfederate MoneT>'* published in the first volume of .the 
TnoMClioiia of the Etkepny Ax<eh«ological Society, p. 442, Iuib 
ollected much valuable historical evidenoe respecting the CSonfed^ 
mte Assembly oi Kilkenny, and deduced from it infoences mth 
regard to these coins, which he hm endeavoured to support by veiy 
il^'nioiH reafoiiing. 

Ikilure I :it tempt to controvert any of the arguments advanced 
by Dr. Caue, in reference to the coin commonly called St. Patrick's,* 
I ifaaU trace the history of these pieces as far as I have been able to 
ooUeot H from the several writers who h«ve noticed them. 

The first published account of the St. Patrick coin is given by 
EtcI vq in his " Discourse of Medals, Anlient and Modem :'* folio^ 
1697. At page 133, pi. Ixiv., the coin is accurately engraved, and 
brieliy described as ibllows : — " Where a crown' d kiug is (as we 
picture David) playing on the Ilarp^ over whicli the crown of 
Liiplmtd. FLOREAT. REX. Reverse, A mitred Bishop (or St. Patrick) 
holding a double cross, and standing between a Church and a Ser^ 
pmt, which he seems to drive sway, qvisscat. plbbs* is, I think, 
Iruh coin.'* The ooin heie described may be supposed to be of silvert 
as it is phused among the rilver medals of the leign of Cliarles the 
Second. 

The next in date is Thoresby, in 1715, who mentions among the 
coim of tin ' :\ ign of Charles the Second. ** An Irish (ciilver) Medal, 
with a crowned king playing uxnm a liarp, as K. David is repre- 
s^ted, over which the Crown of EnaUmd^ florbat . rex . liev., St.

Bishop Nicolson copies Thoresby'a dcscriptioti, and only adds 
that these pieces ** wre still common in Copper and Brass and 
*' are current tor haij[K nce nndfaHhiiu/s.'' 1 Ic describes them along 
with the coin^ of tlie reign of Charled the First.^ 

Jjeake, io his H]st<moal Account of En^ish Money,** first pub- 
lithed in 17S6, notices these ** copper pieces, which have passed fat 
halfpence and farthings iu Irebmd ; but for what purpose they were 
coined, and by whom, is uncertain.'* He describes the t^pe of the 
ob\Tr?c, and says : " Of these are two sorts, of different dimension?, 
the larger weitihing from five ])ennywei^'hts ten grain.s, to five 
pennyweight.-^ fifteen gnuns ; and the amuiicat firum four penny- 
weights, to three pennyweights eighteen grains, and have different 
reverses ; the ) >lggeat has the figure of St. Plairieky with a crosier in 
his right [lefl] h«id» and a snuul cross [trefinl or shannook] in his 
lefl J[ri^ht|, which he holds out to the people about hhn, andoy him 
a shield, with figures therein like Fcrs de i(fo/«waJ]MiU-4ing or Ink* 
moline], four and two, Qncvcs Ermine [Ermme tnil?], perhaps 
intended for the arms of the Tituliir Popisli ]Metropt)litan, ecck.

Evelyn esteemed them ; but whether by liim rightly placed to 
Charles tlie Second, is a qnestion. Bisho]! AVr/f^'/y/ ;? places them to 
Chai-les the First, and in his reign it is mo-r ]»robable they were 
struck by the I^apists, when they rebelled in Ireland, and ma:>ij4uired 
the Protestants, pretending to act under the King's authority, for 
they are maniftstty of a Pofush stamp. Amongst other nets of their 
flenend assembly at Kilkenny, in l(i42, they ordered there should 
be a seal for the Kingdom (K^nner, torn. xx. p. 537) ; that the ene- 
mies should not be cjdled by the name of Enfjlish, or Protestant. 
but the Puritunical or Malignant Party; tlmt tfiey should consider

Harris, in his edition of Sir James "Ware's works, published in 
1745, in his acc<MiTit of the Iiish coins of the reign of Charh-s the 
Second, say?, '"in this Reign were two or three Kin»l^ of C<>j)])er 
Half-pence coined," and after dcHciibing the type, inionus u*? tliat 
*• Theise aiterwaids paooed tor i'artluugB, and a larger Sort were 
Qoined fyt Half-fwnee, with this Diffin^oe ; on the Beverae, St. 
FairiA etnndlng before a Crowd of People, with the Arms of the 
Gky ii/[JhAHn at his Back, being three Castlee, and this Legend, 
ECCB GRBx . John Ptttland, K^:q., has among his omioos CoUeo-' 
tionsthetwo !»eff>r( '-mentioned Pieces struck in Silver, noway differ- 
ing but in the Metal, and that they nre milled, which Copper Money

Sinioii, in his <*£nay towaids an Histmrieal Aeooont of Irkh

•* Timt the ri^ht honourable the earl of Castlehaven, Mid such others 
8? his lord--h!j> ghall cjdl to Ins a,«sistance, shall present unto the 
supreme council oftliis kiiiglniu an institution and order of knight- 
hood, coucemiug the honoui* of St. Patiick, and tlie glory of this 
kingdom, which the supreme coimcil may confirm and mtily so far as 
ihej see omef and at page 48 says, " It seems therdbre more 
pimUe that this odn was stmck fay the rebels, by virtoe of tlds 
act of their assembly ; as were, probably, the copper pieces, called 
Si. Patrick's Halfpence and Farthings, which I likewise ascnbe to 
them, and suppose to hnvebcen stnifk about this time: forthcv too 
well allude to some passages in tins act, to doubt of their having 
been coined upon this occaMon, in honour of St. Patrick and of 
their new order of Ivnighthood." Having described the type of each 
eoin, be obsenres thai ^'boUi haTe a graining round," and that 
There aie still presemd, by Ihe curious, some few silver pieoes, 
with tbe same impresdons and inscriptions of these copper pieoes ; 
it is thought that they were struck as medals, but for my port I 
think they were struck upon the ^anie occasion^ and intended by the 
Kilkennv-assomhly to pass for siiil lings."

and the period iit wliidi tlu'v were struck, I ehnll proceed to examine 
the evidc'Tic'C on wliich i>r. ( ■aiic relic? for the opinif)!)?? he has ad- 
\'aii<N^d, :ind the ini'ercnee?* whicli he han drawn from his* authorities, 
aud airauge theiu in the order most coDvenient for di^jcustiion, 60 as 
to avoid needless repedtioii. 

First — Onoe we admit tbat the ConMeiates bad a coinage, 
there is no coin more likely, or so likely, to be theiis than tlie one 
under consideration and " that these coins «re thc^ of the Con- 
federate assembly of Kilkenny ;** where they were» no doabt» first 
issued." 

The extract from Kyraer's Fuxlera, quoted by Leake and Simon 
(Appendix xlviii.), corresponds with the document of the date 
NoTember 16« 1642, publisned in Dr. Cane*s napcr* This wy im- 
portant prooiamatioii proves that the Confeaerates had a coinage" 
of copper farthings and hal(penoe» and fiom the particaliu* descrip- 
tion of the type enables us to identify without any doubt the coins 
issued by order of the Assembly; but T cannot discover thnt it 
^ves any support to the opinion that the St .Patriek's coin was first 
issued" by "the Confederate aF.-^embly of Kilkenny," or that it was 
iu any rcopcct connected with tliuL body. 

Seeona. — ** That it was minted upon the Continent* for the use 
of the Confederate assembly," and ** was transmitted to Kilkenny 

to be there distributed." 

That the St. Patrick's coin, or "Rinunccini Confederate money,** 
as r>r. (^anc proposes to designate it, was minted upon the Conti- 
nent," and "transmitted to Kilktimy," is inere conjecture, unsup- 
ported by any fact or autlioi ii v. L)r. Cane supposes it " n>ay have 
Ibrnied some portion ol" the mouie:> brought to the council, fioai the 
Continent, at difibrent times durm^ the sitting of theoooneil of the 
Confederate body ;** bat the authorities he has quoted mention par- 
ticularly the large amount of doUari and croums, which were distil 
buted in Ireland by the foreign agents ; nor is it probable that any 
foreign power would send subsidiaiT coin in a metal* which &xun its 
bulk would be very inconvenient to tranamit. 

Dr. Cane also remarks that — " The execution is more elabomtc 
than any L i^h coin of that period, while in its letters and outUuiugs 
it bears a marked lesembhmce to the Continental coin of that time, 
especially to pontifical coinage, and is in some parts of its deeiffn 
exceedingly in keeping with the opinions and sentimenti of the 
Nuncio, liinuncclni." 

This conjecture niigrht have some weight, if the (^xnet " pf^riod" 
was known at wliieh liie coin in question was mintni, or ii any par- 
ticular Continental or Pp"tifieal coin vras mentioned with which a 
comparieou might be in^U^uted. 

That the art of cutting dies, howeyer^ was not altogether extinct 
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in Ireland, during the latter half of the seventeenth century, raay 
be inferred from a Dublin token issued previous to 11)80, which 
bears the same tyjie as the revtM se of the small St. Patrick, aiul 
which 13 engraved in Snelling's second additional plate to ISuuon, 
fig. 7. The Cork tokens issued by « William Ballard," in 1677, 
and "Edmimd Yeomaofl," in 1678» as well as the finiakean penny 
of 1678, are remarkable for their emblematic designs, and are not 
much less elaborate in execution than the St. Patrick^s ooins. 

Third. — ** That they were coin answering to shilling?, pence, 
and half-pence;" and " that the silver coin ia not a model piece, but 
from a separate die." 

Dr. Cane has adopted the opinion of Simon, who believed tliat the 
alfer pieces were ** intended by the EHkenny-oBsembly to pass for 
shillings and adds ; as regards the objection that they, the silver 
specimens, cannot be shillings because they * differ in form, aspoct* 
and weight,* I beg it to be remembered that I have put it niarkedly 
forw;ir<] tl)nt they arc foreign coins, and not coiiio<l in thc^o kingdoms, 
but broiiLilit over by Rinunc^ini for the n-r of tlie Coniederate 
army, iiui what I call the shilling is smaller and thicker than the 
bhilUDgs of the day, it is unworn, and weighs about 115 grains." 

Harris, after descriMng the copper Fatricks, informs ns ihat^ 
"'John Pitland, E>(^., has among his curious Collections the two 
before-mentioned Pieces stnick in Silver, no way differing but in liie 
Metal, luid that they are milled, which Copper Money never is.'*^ 

This passage liaving escaped Simon'n Tiotice, and also Dr. Cane's, 
he sup^joee:^ that there \:m only one kmd of silver coin, ami asserts 
that it is from a ditlcreiit die.** 

I happen to be the possessor of one of the siWer pieces alluded . 
to by Harris. It is the identical coin which bekmged to Mr. Put* 
land, and from a careful comparison of it with one of the larger 
copper Patricks, it is evident that it was struck from the same die 
as the copper coin. The existence of this piece, which as fiir as I 
know ia unique, is of considerable iniportsuice re^-peetiug the question 
before us, for if the gmaller pieces were issued as jjliillings, we must 
couciude that the largei* 2>ieccs were intended to pass at some higher 
denonunation* 

This piece is somewhat worn, and wd^hs 176^ gndns. Of ihree 
of the sinaller pieces of silver in my cabmet, one, which is in the 
highest state of preservation, weighs 123 grains; the other two are 
«»nicwhnt worn, and wrii^li, re^^pe(*tively, 108 and 107 grains. Now 
taking the weight of one ot the -^mailer pieeej* whieh is worn, to that 
of the larger piece which is in f^iniilar condition, it is a^ 1 to 1*G4, 
consequently, it cannot be believed that they were intended to pass 
for shillings and six-pences. ^ . 

I have already controvertetl the opinion that the^e coins were 
brought over by Binunccini for the use of the Confederate army> ' 
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and the ronclnsion I dniw from thr ovidcnce now adduced ijs, that 
they jire "model," or prooi'inecod irmii the dies ot tlu' c<)})j)er coin."*, 
which U supported hy theexiatencc of u j)roof in lead in my cubiiiet, 
from the die:; oi' tUe smaller copper coin. I may al&o aild, that 
pvoofi in silver of the Iiisli half-penoe of Charles the Second, date 
1^0 and 1681, and of WUliain the Thud, 1696, as well as of the 
dtfoent kinds of James the Second's giuiHaoney, are not 
COminon. 

Dr. CnTK* ;i<<8crts his belief in the opinion of the late Dean Daw- 
son, wliicii Mr. Tiindsny "is inclined to ajj^rce with," tliatthe copper 
l*atricks were coined lor pence and hall-pence. Thoresby, in 1715, 
the firat who notices these coins, says, they **• were currant, I presume, 
lor halfpence and ftrthinga, for they are of different dimensions.*" 
l^^ooison, Hanis, and Simon, wereofthe sameopinion; and Leake^ 
the first who mentions the weight of these coins, informs us that the 
larger weighed from 130 to 135 grains, and the smaller from 90 to 
96 grains ; " hut for what value thoy were ori^ally intended, or 
made current, in uncertain. Afterwards they ])a?sed f >r thr value 
the coiiniu)!! jieople put U|K)n thcni : and lH'i?iir sometiiuig heavier 
. than Kii^ Chai'les the Second's beest Iriah hail-peuco, went currently 
for such* 

Of nme good specunens of Charies the Second's Irish half-pcnoe 
in my cabinet, the weight varies fiom 105 to 119 graina, except one 

which weighs 129 gnuns* 

Three «»f my (Specimens of the larger Patrick, with the star near 
the crown, wci^h, rc.-ipcrtivcly, 142, 144, and 148 p*ains, and one 
"witliout tlie star weighs 14.0 i,n ;n!H. The weight of ten of the varie- 
ties of the snialler coin range.s Iroiu 77 to 102 grains, while one of 
them, which is in a high state of prescr\'ation, weighs only 92 grains. 

We now know that when the Goidederate copper money waa 
coined, it was ordered to be msule into farthings and half-pence, and 
4* that evcrie poimd of Copper be made to the vahie of 2*. 8**.," that 
is, sixty-four half-jwuce to the pound Troy of 5760 g|rain8» which 
fixes the weicrlit of the half-penny at ninety grains. 

It is evident, therefore, that the weiicht of the coins which were 
undoubtedly issued luider the authority of the Contederate Assembly 
bears no fixed relation to the weight of the Patricks, but the q^uestion 
as to whether the btter were pence and half-pence, or habP-pence and 
ftrthings, is not of much consequence, and can only be decided by 
some better authority than has yet been discovered. The cononmnt 
testimony, however, of all the writers quoted in the preliminary part 
of thif pa]>cr, and tlie fact that the Confederate?? coined half-pence 
and liirtluTiL'^-, militate apiin-t tlie opinion which Dr. Cane has 
adopted u uiiuut pupjuuting it by any additional evidence. 

Fom th — " Tliat it is a coin of the reign of Charles 11., its not 
only broad of the fiict, but it is absurdly .bo.*' — And aa to the 
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opinion tlmt it is a coin of the clasg of Dubfin tokens, the same 
objections hold €<||iiill7 good, while there are superadded to them, 
the fiict that no cu-ic, corporate, or tomi token in Ireland is to be 
found so elabonitely exeoutetl, containing such eni^finatical allusions, 
or honoured l)y having iis^uecl in three sejmrate editions, and tnHn 
three separate and distinct dies.** 

I h«re alzesdy shown that Evelyn, in 1697) daased the diver- 
proof of the small Patrick among the medab «fihe reign of Chorlee 
the Second; Thoresby and HnrriB were of the same opinion; but 
Nicolson, Leake, and Simoii» the ooin to the reign of Charles 

the YirA, without pving nny sufficifTit ron^'on. T am disposed to 
attach more weight to tlie ojnnion ol Kveiyn, who was the first to 
Dutice the coin, nor do I consider that I am acting "absurdly" in 
attempting to show that there is some probability in the opinion that 
the St. Patricks were isoued in the reign of Charles the Second. 

The copper money now known to nave been coined hy order of 
the Confederate Assembly is of the aame type as the farthings issued 
in 1625, immediately af>er the acoesdon of Chariea the first. The 
l(^nd on ihn ( 'nnfedeni!!" lialf-ponce is carolvs . (or CARo) n . n .

The iiest oration of Charles the Second took place the 29th May, 
1660, about which time it appears that comparatively few trades- 
moi'stokena were issned in Irdand. The only one I know of with 
the date 1660 is, hbn . coker • of . drohrdabs • Ireland . 1660 . 
Reverse, for. necb88ART. change. ^. penny .tok', which is pub* 
lished in Snelling's second additional plate to Simon, fis:- 6. This 
coin is of brass, and ha- n cnu'ilorni piece of copper in-crtfd in its 
centre, a jieculiarity not noticed by Suelling. There is only one with 
the date 1661,thomas. cooKE.oF.MicnELs.TowN. l(>6i . but not 
one with the date 1662 has yet been discovered. 

Tokens of the years 1659 and 1663 are nmnerons, ondalihooidi 
diere are naaij oihers willioat date^ it is reasonable to suppose that 
tficre was a temporary suspenmon of the issue of private tokens, 
particularly in Dublin, for three years ; the fliets now Ftated, and the 
existtencc of the ann^ of the cit v of PiiMin on the larger St. Pa- 
trick tend to support tlie opinion, that tlie St. Patricks were issued 
in Dublin at some time between the Ket^toratiou and the year 16^0, 
when regal copper half-pence were coined for Ireland. 

There is another interval frcMn 1678 to 1679, dnring which there 
if not any DobBn token with a date» except one which is published ' 
hy Simon (pi. 8, fig. 175). Obverse, THB . DVBLIn . halfpennie . 
in the centre a shield bearing the city arms, over which is the date 
1679. Reverse, long . live . the . king . in the centre a h;irp 
aunnounted by a rc^ crown. A spednien of this haii-penny , tho ugh 
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somewhat worn, wc it^h? 1 1 7 irniiiis, wbjoliis 19 gn^ mm tliaii tiia

The Irlsli tokeue ul' the bevciiteentii century mav not i>o h<» 
ckburatcly executed," or contain " such enio^uaticai uilusioui*," 
the St. Patncks, yet aome of them present evidence that art was not 
at that period so low in Lreknd as l)r.Cfliie supposes^ The DiibUn 
penny published by Snelling (second additional pJate to Simon, fig* 7) 
and uie C!ork penny (ibid. Hg. 8) are instances which I select^ 
cause they are engraved, and others might be menticoied which ute 
IHlperior in execution and de^iLTn. 

Fit'th. — That tlie idea exjii\'>?t (l in tlie order for a kniulit In ^ k1 
in * honour of St. Patrick and tlie glon^ vl' this kingdom,' vvouiu be 
the idea carried out upon such a coin. 

These wofds were written by Dr. Cane when he had satisfied 
hmuelf that the St. Patrick coins were those of the Confederate 
assembly," and before he was acquainted with thp ^peof the coin- 
age which really uxis minted in fieland.'* 

The Earl of Castk'haven and otlier.^ were ordered to "present 
ujito the supreme councd oi' this kiugdom an in^litntion :in<l onler 
of knighthood, concerning the honour of St. Patrick and tlie gior^ 
of this kingdom, which the supreme council may confirm and ratify 
so &r as uey see canse." fSimon, Appendii* Mo. jiviii). These 
directiooSy however, are only conditional^ and there is no evidence 
Uiat the order of knighthood irtm instituted at that period. 

Th(! fi^»iu"e of St. Patrick was probably introduced on these coins 
to gratity the popular feeling resj)ecting the apostle of Ireland, and 
the tyi)e, partieidarly of the reverse of the smaller coin, ap)>C4U'^ to 
have been oojned tironi Gaulticr's engraving, dated 1619, which is 
published on the leaf opposite to the firat l>age in Mcssingham s 
' * Floril^un' ^foHfls 1624 a St. Batriok, with a glory round his head» 
is represented m episcopal costume, standing on dragons and snakes, 
whion arc endeavouring to escape ; in his leilhand the staff of Jesus, 
temunated by a double cross ; his right hand raised in the attitude 
(Ml' benediction, and at each side a crowd of persons kneeling. In 
the baekgronnd is a erueiibrm chiutjh with a lofty f>pire: in the 
clouds tliere Ls a winged angel holding a scroll, iui^ribe*! w ltli tlie j 
words, ^* Hcec est vox Hibemu/enarum and on another sciull, over 
the crowd on his left» are the words, Vtm adjuva no$r 

I may also mention, that in 1463 a copper &rthing was ordered \ 
to l>e made by royal authority : To hare on one side the figiin> of u 
bishop's head, and round it tlic word patbicivs, and on uie Ofther 
fdde, a cross with the word Sahrifor"* 

The obverae of the tunaiicr piece preseiit£ a crowned king as

Evelyn's deaoription ot the reverse is, ** A mitred bishop (or St* 
Patrick) hoi diner d<uiMo cross (whu'li Thoreslis (nil < the »^t\ff of 
IBSVS^ riit(l standing between a church and a i?ci|K iit, ^vhich he 
seems t<i drive away, qvikscat. flkbs." The aliu&iou iierc to the 
well-kuoH-n legend ot St. l^atrick having expelled serpents and other 
rqitiilea from mJand is not to be ™ffa|^*»"i and the words qtibscat . 
PLBBs . (may the people he quiet) seem to refer to ^ troabloa 
which followed the rebellion of H)41. 

TheobTerseof tlic larger ooiniarinukr to that of the smaller oiie» 
mth tlic exception of the star near the crown, which is wanting on 

vnriety, and may have been intix>duced on a new die with some 
Muij.»ulic meaning. Reverse, St. Patrick in episcopal cosiuhk', 
btandin^, a crosipr, instead of the Staff of Jesus, in iiis left hand, and 
m his right hand a ehamitx^, tl^ emblem of the Trinity, which he 
holda out to the people, as if preaching to them, and ^^ly iug, sees • 
OEBX • (behold the flock). The arms on the shield, tliree castles 
with flames issuing from the towers, are unqueationid)ly those of the 
city of Dublin, \vliich Harris was the first to recognise. 

I cannot see anything '* enigmatical." or that it needs " much of 
iiiia^j^ination to translate it." Dr. Cane observes: ** It is not David 
who touches the Irish harp, as some have it, but a king, and by the 
peenlmri^of the crown an Irish kiDff; an Irish harp, and Irish king, 
upon an Irish eoin, whib the IdigU erowi^ fi^^ 
tied over the harp, is of a difoent metal, and as it were not belong'* 
ing to the piece." 

Now, David was a king, and '* the peculiarity of the crown" is 
nntliiii'j- more than the conventional Ibnn still invarinltiv adopted by 
Iri^li artists. The linry) hsis been the arni:^ Ireland since tlie time 
uf Henry the Eighth, and the piece of a ditierent metal," with the

opinions he endeavoured to mi in tain ; and -with feelinj^s simihir to 
those expressed by Dr. Cantj, 1 now leave the subject open lor 
further iuvesUgation.

Kuucji : ns : aot:— -the aeal of Thomas the son of Henry de 
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Bos. It would appear tliat this Thoinae dc Ros had been a monk 
of St. John'fl Abbey (not far from the site of which the seal had been 
found), as, on consulting the Calendar of Patent and Close Kolls of 
Chniicerj, he found, by an enrolment made on the Pat-ent Roll of 
the 3rd and 4th Ivlwai'd II., No. 39, that ou the 27th of October, 
1288, "Brother Knliort, prior of the Monastery of St. John, Kil- 
kenny, being wont out with age, appointed, as his attomies, bro- 
ther Kichard le Whyte and Thomas de Hos." The Society was 
deeply indebted to Mr. Lawless for presemng HbjB intefesting relic 
lor them ; and this being but one of many donations which thai 
gentleman had made to their Museum, he wss well entitled to a 
qieoial vote of thanks. 

A letter from .Mr. Jiichard Uitchoook was read, malung Ihe fill- 
lowing suggestion : — 

** The Kilkenny Archseological Society is now mote than five Tears In 

existence, and, judging from the lists of donations and pnrchasps which 
• have V)een from time to time published, I think it cunnot but j)0sses6 by 
this time a pretty extensive Museum and Library. Well acquainted as 1 
am with the affun of the Societjr, I bdieme I may epeak on behalf of the 
majority of its members and saj that we know very little of what the 
Library and Mu^nm now contain. It has therefore occurred to me that 
a catalogue of one or both of these would not only be nio^t acci'ptulilo to 
the meiubersi of the Society, particularly those wlio urn noa- resident io 
Kilkenny, but that in fact it would be most useful, and would materially 
tend to ancreue the value of both the Mveeum and Library. From tlie 
interest in the working of the Kilkenny Archaological Society which I 
believe exists amongst all its members, I feel confident that the expense 
attendant ou the bringing out of such a c;Uul<>'rtn» v uuld be very soon 
repaid. At all events, I embrace this op|xtrtunit) ol mentioning the mat- 
ter, and hope it may be oonndered worth bringing under the notice of 
the next meeting." 

Tlic Cliairman observed tlmt "Mr. Hitchcock's comnuuiicatiuii 
^\•as woithy of every atteutiou ; aiid on hie suggestion it was referred 
to the Committee. 

The Secretaries laid on the table the printed Proceedings and 
Transactioiis of the March Meeting of the Society, now ready for 
delivery, and ibrming the second iaBciculne of the Part for 1854. 

Mr. GniTes called attention to the sn it s of very beautiful tinted 
lithographs which were exhibited. Thev formed the iUustrationB, 
SIX !n number, of the Fcrond ]>art of Mr. ^Tenry O'Neill's grcnt and 
friilv nntional work, " The Ancient Cro^.-^cs of Ireland." Of these, 
three ijclonged to Kilkenny, — the west side ol'the north croj^a of 
Ki!klis|Kien ; a separate plate of the details of the two crosses in that 
locality ; and a fii&ic of the three crosses of Ullard (two of which 
are now at Graigue-nspinanagh) grouped together by the artist. 
The i«rt also oomptised a most soeorate dduMAtion of St. Boyiie's 
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erosB, ■! Mo!iia«terbdoe> iHth its wonderful profaaion of eculptim 
tadofnancnt : mu\ two plates of the i^reat Tuam oroBBf which most 
people would recollect having stood near the entrance of the 
Great Exhibition of 1853. The exortinns and self-devotion of the 
artist were above all praiee, and had be* n fully sueeessful in doing 
justice to the arduous subjt et. The Kilkenny Arelueolorrix^l So- 
ciety myiit well be proud of having given the first impube to this 
wooLy which, howoTer, deeerved a Su* greater amount of local sup- 
port than it had yet reeeived. 

The Secretary read a letter from Henry Stevens, E^., t^gent 
io England for the Smithaonian Institution, acknowledging the do- 
DttiMi of the Society *8 Transactions for 1852, and promising to do all 
in his power to procure in exchange the valuable puhlicataons of the 
Institution. 

A letter was read from Charles C. Babington, Esq., Treasurer 
of the Cambridge Areliieological Society, and Fellow of St. John's 
Colh^ Cambridge, stating that he had found amongst the docu- 
neotB of that Univernty ancient tianscripts of three deedsy which 
might interest the Society. They were : — 

1. The sale of all the lands belonging to the Prior and Convent 
of the Cathedral Church of Canterbury, which were situated in Ire- 
land, to the Abbot and Convent *'de Voto*' C rintcrn, conntv of 
Wexford} of the Cidterciaa UrdoTy in the diocese of Fem% A. D« 
1345. 

2. Agreement by the -^Vbbot and Convent de Voto to pay au- 
nually ten marks to the Convent of Canterbury, A. D. 1245. 

3^ Agreement by the same to pay three marka to the eaine» 

They are oontatned» Mr. Babington stated, in the Bertram 
vetos cartamm et aliarum literarum patentium et clausarum Con- 
ventus tempore Ilenrici Priori.-* [eeelesiae Christi Cantuarensis]/* 
He expressed his willingness to procure tranacriptfl of theee doou* 
uieDts for the Society. 

The Rev. P. Moore coninuinicated the tolloAving curious tra^- 
diiiunary iiiattcr, comiected with the ancient iiimily of Dc Freigne, 
€f Ballyreddy, barony of Ida» and bearing on the continuance of 
Mbd power to a late period in the county of Kilkenny: — 

"Tlie family of I)o Freigne were, as is well known, the old foiulal 
prrpric-iors ui" llio greater purl of tlie barouy of khu So late as tlie com- 
Dicucement uf the eighteenth century they were accustomed to regulate 
tliednsB of the people at their own will and pleasaro ; De Freigne, at the 
diapel of TuUagher, cutting off the loDg hair of the uilii, and regulating 
the fiishion of their coats and breaches, whilst the ladies of the fmnily car- 
ri«i ont their sumptuary laws with regard to the women's caps and gowns, 
pulling the former oil' their heads if they appeared to be too modish. The 
Dt Freigne, who liTod in Browustown aboot the year 1700, lust his feudal 
pom by allowing himMlf lo be bearded liy a euboidinate. About that 
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timeA man called Ned-gcrr, or short Ned, came to reside on that townlandt 

Inriog married the ihii!'>htpr of an old resident. He did not know De 
Freigne or his ways, and when sumiuoQed by the bor^e-boy of ibe l&tter 
to ferry his master across the Nore, he st^bdily refused. On the next 
Sunday, when oomiBg from man At TnUiigber, I)o Freigne attempted to 
ride down Ned-gerr, but the latter resisted aadkoocked De Freigne down. 
Everybody thought thnt the nriliukv N%m1 would have W^on hanged, but 
instead of tliat Dc Fr< i jnr m nt tur luni next day and ^:\\>' liim his farm 
rent free; but after tiiut, uli kicked against De rreigxiu aud de§pi&ed his 
power. Erery one hw tbe story, and it appeut not to lunro Uatm pbee 
before 1700 or 1715: it u curious how long they continued to maintiin 
the feudal right of life and denth. I have heard of a caoine that was made 
for the first De Freigne who -went to Dnhlin (about 1745 or 1 750); be was 
brought to be buried in Ballyueal, drawn by six hori>cs. liib nurse met 
him m Ballyneal, and oomposed • beautiftd Irish elegy, elegant In rhyme 
end reason too. The translation of a part of it raos thtts— ^Thon art 
wdcome home in thy coffin of shining plates. What can I say regarding 
thee not calculated to awaken sorrow in the hearts of thy young kinsfolk? 
Are not the stately homes of thy family hurled to the earth and converted 
iuto a play-ground for the youth of the neighbourhood ?' 

Dr. A(|iiill;\ Smith, Dublin, contributed the following curioue 
^tracts irom the MS. Diary of Joshua Wight, a Quaker : — 

"May 18*, 1752 This day about noon, there was a great sight of people 

passed through the streets of Limerick, ^fnny thousands in a large body. 
The couutry labourers, cottiers and liusbaudmcn erected a new system of 
Husbandry, and ootmtry affairs; great companies of distiDctioo in the 
aeferal degrees of Agrienltnre^ oommou Ubourets walking first, the men 
in their shirts, ill zs&s; the women also wi^ green corn and straw; thn 
plow driven along, and the harrow; the inowfrs witli their scythes, tlie 
reapers, the crleanfrs(a great number of women), and a great number with 
their tiails walking in a great proct^ssion, to cungr&tulatti the prolmbiiity of 

a good ensuing harrest This show was aUowed by mostof the speetatore 
to be far more entertaiidng than the oompaniea of Uie several ooipontioiu 

in their greatest figure. These country people made a second appearance 
the next day, at which time the county [sic] of Clare and l.in^erick joyned 
.together and were [wj very particular in their representauons of person- 
ating the seferal ordm of bt»bandij In all the bnnebes of it 

*'24*'> May, 1753L— The Prinee of Wales* birth day. The troops mX 
Limerick lined the town waUs» and prooeeded to, hedge-firing* thegient 
guns also all round firing.** 

Mr. R. Hitoboook oommumcatcd letters from Tliomtt 1a Cooke, 
Eeq.» niicl the Key. A. B. Kownn, D. D., relative to the reading 

of one of the inscriptions (No. 3) given in his "Gleanings from 
Country Clmrcli-yiirds,** in thcTmnsactioTisof the Society fur 1852. 
Mr. Cooke, it f\|i]ir;irs, possessed a copy of the inscription, in whick 
the first line conr-ibls of the contracted letters v. m. u. c, and wliich 
he accordinprly reads, vihgu mauia regina cceli. The remainder 
of the inbcriptiou he reads, ph. (i.e. Phiiippus) dinighan, 1666» 
BCiAH vxoR Hic JACBiiT ; and he menAioiie one of theCoiiiiiuiiiwadt]& 
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orRestonilioii merchant's U^ene for l**, ftrock in Parsonstown by a 
penoo Damod Jeflfeti on which the letters are curiously run into each • 

other in the same mono<3mnnnic style as in the Rattoo inscription 
;ihove reforrcd to. Dr. Kowan, ou the othvr hand, refers to two or 
three co[iiefi oi'the Kattoo inscription in his possestiion, made by him- 
eeU'and <:»thcrs ; and all these seem to differ from Mr. Cooke's read- 
ing. Dr. liowau mentions a small x at the end of th6 first line 
in Idf own copy, wliioh would setm to aettle the niune maeoarbt. 
He ilso ingonioatly supposes thb hosbaml, mentioned in the inacriiK 
tio^ to liave been bunoi fint, and the eontracted words readbg 
10 .miilOHAH* 1666, then engraved on the stone ; that his wife was 
fTibscqiiently buried, and the words wlilch read, mahoaret ejus 
rxoR Hic JACET, were then added. The position of the words on 
the ^fone inakea this point clear, as also that the b, with a contrac- 
ti ;i like :i fiinirc of 9 attached, clearly make« ejus and not eciam.

Mr. Ghrvw ieid thai he wished to draw attention to an archaxv 
logical discovery of some interest latdy made in Kilkenny. Mr. 
John Fcehan being at present engaged in remodelling the house in 
High-street, lately ocenpied by Mr.3ufr??}% ff»r the purpose of con- 
vertin'j" it Itito a West of England Cloth Hall, it hecanie, in tlio 
course t 't 1 1m work, (piite evident that the house had originally been 
of much anti(puty. Pointed-aich doorways, stonc-ca^ed and flat- 
headed windows of cut stone, massive oak timber floors and roo&, 
woe ample eridenoes of this ; however, still farther pDof was 
aftvdedl^ the discovery, on the first door» of an dabonttely carved 
1IOI10 ehimneT-viiOei surmoimted by an armorial achievement, also 
eat in stooe. He a rubbing of the abb eontaining the 

nrmorial bcarinjrf«: it bore the arms of the ancient family of Sliee, 
being thf cf^nt?^ ijranted to that family in 1582, m would ajipcar by the 
£;>Uowing extnict iirom an ancient heraldic MS. in his possession : —

Brnrritli the .«hicl(l appeared at eaeh side the letters E. S., pro- 
bably ibr Elias Sliee, brother of Sir Kichard Shec, Kiiiirlit, of Upper 
Court. Beneath all, the slab bore the motto in old French, dku 
ooiii8T» God giyes, most likely one of those simple nious sentences 
sash ss were nsnallj inscribed on houses in the old-time. There 
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waa no date on the chimncy-piece ; but the style of the work- 
m manship would certainly relbr it to about the year 1600, when most 
of the old houses still reuminin*^ in Kilkenny were built. It wns 
too much the habit, when remains such as lu; had bt-eii describin;j: 
were discovered, to treat tiiuni witii little reverence; and, il not 
ruthlessly to destroy them, at least to cover them up wm : but he 
was happy to say, that Mr» Feehan intended to aacri&e a portion 
of the most important apaoe in hb establuhment, with a view of 
leaving this antique ana curious chimney-piece intact ; nay more, 
he intended to get it cloned and restored aF much as possible to its 
onLnivil stnte, — an act in which he trusted that Mr* Feehan irookl 
hud many imitators. 

The to] lo winnrcommunicatiou was receiyedirom William Hackett, 
Esq., Midleton : — 

'* ITavinn; at tlie last meeting of the Society bronght untlcr notice the 
subject of ' Giants' Cinders,* apparently not without exciting some interest 
on the part ot' the members, 1 may, perhaps, be now permilUid to direct 
•ttentioa to another class of lemaiiia which I believe are rety nwneroiM, 
but hither lo lumotic^, from their apparent inngnifieanoe. I allude to 
the subterranean sewer-like passages, constnicted of dry stones, which are 
frequently met with in fields where there is no vestige of building or 
appearance of any work with which they could have been ever connected. 
My own attention was first drawn to the subject by an exploration in 
which I was oonoemed, at a place celled Woodstock, not far ftom Hidle- 
tnOt many years since. The peasantry of the district had a tradition that 
a passage led a considerable distance nnderground to an open jpacc, where 
at present is a pool embosomed in a crescent of burned stones of the 'Giants' 
Cinders' class. This passage the people described aa * a big avenue,' high 
enough for a tell man to stand up in, and broad enough £r six to walk 
abreast in. Some friends and I resolved to test the truth of this tra- 
ditionary s{;atemcnt, and proceeded to the spot with labourers provi(le<l 
with the niuteriiil" for making the exploration. We were accompanied 
by certain old inhabitants of the locality, who held with each other a com- 
parison of li^endary notes as to the proper spot to commenoe the delving^ 
and this consultation eventuated in their agreeing on one particular plaoa» 
They had no depression or elevation of the ground or other mark or 
bearing to guide them, and when we had removed the surface we found 
80 little appearance of the next stratum having bt;ing ever disturbed, that 
we doubted much the accuracy of our sages. However, having dug to a 
depth of about five feet, we came upon some small horiaontal stones laid 
north and south. We cleared the earth from them to a diitence of about 
six feet in length, and found that tliey were covering stones, which were 
sustained on either side by small stones laid on edge, and presenting the 
appearance of a common drain, except thut a circuitir enlargement waa 
found, and the drain continued from thence about six feet more to a seoond 
eidargement of a similar kind, from which the drain stretched en abent 
three feet, and appeared as if it had been there broken up at some remote 
period. This wj!'^ n\ the north end, and the same feature presente<l itself 
at the south. Wc hod now made a trench not two feet broad at bottom, 
and about twenty feet in length. On removing the covering stones of 
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tiie drain, we fbund nothing but soot and asheo; ImiiA the enlaiged aptoet 

HlKCi animal teetli, sea shells, clifirooni, and soot. 

** Here, certainly, was no avenue large enough for six tall u.en to walk 
abreast in without stooping, but yet it was evident that the tradition of the 
locality was not without fonndatioo. The passage was really less tlian a 
foot in height and a foot broad, with enlargements of two feet in diameter, 
but no higner than the passage itself. But the question was — what could 
be the object of this obscure and trifling work? It was not a drain, and 
was not in any way sepulchraL For years, during which I heard of many 
siaukr cBsooveri^ bavins been macie, I pondered over the matter from 
tine to tiBM^ and at IsngSi eama to a oonoliiaioa lliat some may consider 
ftnnge and far-fetofaed, although I trust that many will see some reason 
for it I believe it was a boundary between two properties I After all 
the Hindoo coincidence's whicli Irish antiquarian investigation has brought 
to light, I am con&umtiy looking for new one^i, and in the course of my 
leading I Imve reoently met wi£ an old Gentoo laWf made to obviate the 
crime of encroaching on landmarks, which I think: throws some light on 
the intention of the Woodstock souterrain: it is as follows: — 

** *Dust, or bone?, or seeboos (bran), or cinders, or scraps of earthenware, 
or the hairs of a cow's tail, or the seed of the cotton plant; ail these things 
above mentioned being pot into an earthen pot filled to the brim, a man 
most prwaUbf bmy upon lAs mnfnes of his own boundary^ and there (Hre- 
servc also stones, or bricks, or sea sand. Either of these three things may 
be btirifd bv way of landmark of the limits; for all these things upon re- 
inaiiwig a long time in the ground are not liable to rot, or become putrid; 
any other thing, also, which will remain a long time in the ground without 
besoming putrid maj be buried fior the same purpose. 

** *l^o«e ] 1 N >ns who bv any of these mstimodB eon show the line of thtir 
hoftndanes, shall acquaint their son? of tlie respective Innchnarkg of those 
boundaries; and in the same manner tlu. i sons also shall explain the signs 
of their limits to their children, ii oil j^crsons t^ ould act iu this manner 
tiieie could be no disputes concerning limits and boundaries.*— Taykc's 
'Gafanet,* 6ih editioo, vol. viii., Vhigments, Ixxx., p. 138. 

"Nothing, certainly, is exprcsscnl here nf a continuous passage, but 
the words ' can show the hne of their boundaries' evidently imply some- 
thing of that kind, for an isolated urn oonUuuiug dust, bones, or charcoal, 
woiul not foffioe Ibr ihe |>urpose. lliese narrow, drain-like passages, 
vhiah I hftvie almost invariably heard of oootaining ebareoal or soot» the 
country people cannot account for, but always associate them with raths 
or forts ; some oonjf^ctnre them to have extended from one rath to another, 
and to have been used as conveyancers of sound in case of alarm; but it 
is needless to point out that they could not possibly have been applied to 
such a pnrpossb Siidi passsges are not to be oonwunded with * creeps,' 
whwh although very small, are always large enongli to admit the passage 
ef a mr\n. ' Crrops' arc generally within forts, leading to and connecting 
the uudLTj-.'^round apartments. 1 have seen them in open fields, but there 
Were always traces of erased forts to be disccrued over them. 1 have no 
doubt that maajofthebsiked elay raoa, oontaining charcoal, which are so 
htqaeatij met with, and which have been hitherto supposed to have hem 
sepulchral, wcr?- in reality hidden bonnflary witncsse«5, f-nch as arc alluded 
to in the Indian law of limits which I have cited. But whether my gqu- 

M 
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jcctures be correct or otherwise, I trust I maj be considered to have 
opened a tnbjeot for intenBting inquiry tmoqget the menibert of lh» 
8oei«fy.*' 

Mr. Prim stated, that in many parts of the comity of Kilkrany 
the peaaantey had related to him the enstence of auch noasagea aa 
thoee described by Mr. Hackett. They called them ** drains,** and 
said tliey ran in connexion with raths, and always contained char- 
coal and bones of anmials. From the descriptions given, he had 
nsccrtained that most of them could not ]je sewenige dnuns, as thoy 
nin from the nithrf to in<»i c elevated ground, and the presence (►i'the 
charcoul and bone?* had always puzzle<l him. He considerctl Air. 
llackctt's counnuiiiciition really alibrdcd u most curious and inter- 
esting groimd for inquiry. 

Mr. Graves observed, with reference to the earioas Gfentoo lanr 
8api>lied by Mr. Hackett, that it presented a striking resemblance 
to some extracts from the Brehon laws of Ireland which he had 
heard read l»y Dr. Graves at a late mectini; of the Hoyal Irish Aca- 
demy, nnd Avhich bore on the subject of ancient boundaries. It 
wouhl ])c curious to ascertain if'Ogliams were ever i'umid buried in 
such souterniiiis a.** those dci^cribed by Mr. Uackett. 

Mr. Prim exhibited aruhlmi^ fiomtiieQriiam moonmant eodatiag 
inthebmial-gromid of Tnllaherm, harany (» Gowran, and oomity of 
Kilkenny, the discovery of whidi he bad ftrat annoonoed at tlie 
March Meeting of 1852 
(see " Trnnsactions," vol. ii. 
p. 11)0). lie had since made 
an examination of the place, 
in company with the lie v. 
James Graves, to whose 
pencil the Society ^vas in- 
debted for the sketch, after 
whichthc accompanying cn- 
crrav'ing had been made by 
Mr. Geo. A. Hanlon. The 
])resent lu l^dit of the stone 
was about two feet four 
inclies, but a considerable 
.portioa had evidently been 
broken off the top, and the 
iascripftion was tnus defec- 
tive ; the width averaged 
one foot six inches, and 
the thickness of the slal) 
was nine inches. The material Avas a hard grit, which is uoi to 
be found nearer than fom: or five miles from Tullahcrin. The nei^h- 
houingBoondTower is largely composed of that kind of stone, whilst

feet of the lowerpnrt of the walk of whieh exhiMt maeoiiry of a very 

cvij datCy much anterior to the upper portions of the stnicture, bat 
all rorapf^^o^l of Hnie-stono. Tlie Oi,Mi;im sti>nc ntood at the distance 
ot'a f<M>t trom the >"^outh wall ot the church, and nine i»acoy from the 
Kound Tower, and liud the appearance of a rude head-stone to a 
^jrave. The inscription wad on the south-eastern edge, and consistetl 
4>i' eleven scores. In tlie centre of the eastern face there wa^ a t>iu- 
gle itooh^ deeply scored, nine induss long} imd nmiiiiiff In a d3a0o> 
aal diveelioii» wluoh appeared to be of a rate more mo&ntliaiLSie 
QglMnu A tew fragment.^ of coffin-shancd tombs, bearing floriated 
ttoases, were to be found in the church and btUTing-grotmd) ap- 
propriated to mark the modern graves ; but there was no appearance 
of any other monument of such remote nntiquity as that inscribed 
with the C)_lium. The church bclni^' dedicated to St. Kiemn, the 
name, Tullahciin, wjw generally supposed to signify the height of 
iuenm ; but it was sometimeii pronounced and spelled Tullalierim, 
which would mean ihe dry hUl, a term certainly descriptive of its 
peeofiar rilnationi it being elevated ground nearly mttiDnnded by a 
mmh.

Is the comm\nncation made ])y Mr. Prim to tlie Society, with 
reference to the newly diseovered Ogham monument at Tullaherin, 
that gcntleiuau ??tutcd it to be the general im^res&iuu that the naiac 
i^pm&i the hill of £jeian," that Munt bemg the patron of the 
pariBh;^ whilst some oonridered that it meant **the dry hflL** I 
now beg leave to intimate, that, in my opinion, theword, tnlach, sig^ 
nifies a bnrial-place, and that the original name, which has been 
comiptedinto Tullaheriny literally meant the burial-place dedicated 
to St. Kiemn ( Whernire, ^tapdu) of Ossor}% or founded by him. 
Arf it ;i matter of much interest and importance that the origin of 
the Irith names of districts and |»laees should be properly traced and 
elucidated, and tliat nothing should be left depending on mere as- 
■crdon, I now proceed to produce proofs tliat the Irish word culuc 
mesne, beyond the possibifity of donbt» a pkoe of sepulture, and 
was nnderstood in that sense by the ancient Irub. '

•* * May sway and blesnngs attend Ihee, Caoilter taU Patrick, « and tell 
me the caiue of constraeting this verdant tulaoh (momid) on which we 
now are. Relate unto me its history and all matters oooneoted with its 
origin.' *T will rolntc it,' said Caoiltc: ' the cnnse of this sepulchre is 
this, thfit a chief of the Fians of Eire died ht-re, namely, Airnealach, son 
of the ivmg of Leinster, which happened iu the following muuuer:-— 

'On a day that he had been on this tnlaoh, a poet eame to hu& witii 
poems, and Airnealach said to|iim, Great is thy name, O msiiof song! ex- 
cuse mc nt present, and allow mc a respite from rewarding thee, until I shaU 
have my jewels and wealtli atliaiid." " By my word," said tlie poet, "I shall 
grant you no »uch indulgence, but, on the contrary, I will satirise, perse- 
cute^ and defame yon thu very day.*' When Aixnealaoh had heaid these 
threats^ he became downcast in his face and conntenanoe, sad never fiised 
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bis head till he died of shame. This tulach was constructed over h'uu; 
hi? «fpulchral stone was i Lcti d. ami against it is your back, holy Patrick 1' 
*I urdaiu,' said rutrxckf ' tiiut hcuvea be bis portion wi the reward of 
his shame, and that he be even now ddiverad from pain, if it be the wUl 
of my Loid God;' and, accordingly, his soul was released from pain at that 
Tery hoar, and appeared in the form of a pure white dove on the xook 
0?er St. Patrick. 

** * Whose feart (grave) is tiiat other on yonder tulach, to the south, 
Cioilte?' inquired St Patriek. * Anothw young ehief of the Flana,* 
replied Caoilte, 'who died there; namelj, SalUtuidhe, son of Feileachair, 
son of the King of Munster.' ' What was the cause of his death?' said 
Patrick. 'He was killed by elfin shots or arrows, and his thirty bounds 
and tiixrty iuilowexs, w ho attended him, were also killed ihere by lairies; 
and that vegetating verdant tulach was raised over them.' * We would 
wish/ said Borcheart, a disciple of St. Patrick's, * to procure the jewels 
which he possessed and which were buried along with him.* 'You shall 
get them,' said Caoilte, and having opened the grave, he drew forth the 
haudle of his spear, which was covered ail over with rings ot double re- 
fined bright silver from the spear^head to the but^d. * St. Patridcl' said 
Beircheart, ' thou hast oonferrcd the kingdom of heaven on the former 
man in virtue of his shame; and now grant the inheritance of heaven to 
this other man on account of his jewels and arms.' 'Be it so,* saidPatrici^ 
•it It be thewiU of God;' and, undoubtedly, it was granted." 

If these tulachs had been the burial-places of two Pagan princcp, 
namely, Aimealaeh, son of the Kin^ of LeioBter, and 8albliuidhe, 
SOD of the King of Munster, there is every reawm to betieve that 
other burial-places had also been denominated tulachs. St. Patriidc 
inquired what green tulach was that on which he stood ; and 
Caoilte replied, that it was the feart, i. e. grave or burial-place of 
AirneMhu'h. Aijain, the Saint a.<5ked to be inf'oTmed what other fenrt, 
or place ol sepulture, wn-s that which he pointed to in the same 
vicinity, and he wad inlbrincd by the Keuian sage, that it was a 
tulach constructed as the burial-place ol" Sidbhiudlie, liuikiug the 
wofd« tulach, in both instances, synonymous with, feart, a grave or 
burial-plaoe. Hence^ tulach, means a place of sepulture; ui3Tu11»- 
herin, m Ibe county of Kilkenny, may mean the place of sepulture 
or cemcterjr dedicated to St. Kieran of Ossoiy* 

There is nl'^o iti the coimty of Kilkenny nnothor of those Pa^n 
tnlachr^, called ouiod OOpdm {r^ih/Oy TuUannin), which is the burial- 
place olj or dedicated to, St. Odliran Xullaniaine (HUmrnice^ Cula6

In ihc county of Cavan there 'i6 a tulaeh, called CuLuc piini (tu* 
laoh of Fionn)y wliere Fioiui Mao Ciimhaill, the Fenian chiefttin, 
may' hive been interred ; hut it it now oelled TiiUyriB. 

There is also, in the tune eotmty, anoCher tnbkohy called GuloA 
Ttla$nnif ^tulach of Magniis), where Magnus IMor, or the graat^ « 
Fenian chieflain, lies buried. It is now called Tullyvnnieh. 

In the county of Carlow is a tulach, called Ciila6 Q06 bi^ (tu- 
lach of little Acdh, or Hugh), wliero Aedli Hean^, the souof i)lonn 
Mac Cumliaill, was intcrretl.

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" It was cii6tomftry among the Irish at the period in whioh the heroes 

Mid Fenians flourished, and before the light of faith dawneil among them, 
to ifitor the dead ia tbefltrth; there were, however, isAojmodea c^mter* 

juent in ui»e. 

The first mode of interment was, that a grave or fetft, corresponding 
with the dimeDfliont of tha oorpae^ wm dug in the earth, aad • iomU mtli 
was rused agsinst it» The feet were placed facing the east, and the head 

to the west: a cam (heap) of stones, called a leacht (heap, or pile), 
piled over it like the lean nf Maothagaii in Uibh Fatimuih. 

The second mode of interment consisted in depoBiting the remains in 
tha earth, and enetiog tmall raths around them. No atone orleaeht waa 
plaoed over them. There were three daiaea of penona ntnally intarrad in 
this manner in those small raths, — namely, men of science, women, and 
children. There were, besides these, two other modes of iuteriuent prac- 
tised in Ireland, as is manifestly seen by the following poem : — 

A grave of one door' for a man of science; 
A gisfo of two doora for a woman; 

A grave even without one door 

Around boys (youths) as well as maidens; 

Mounds- firound foreigners of rank or distinction, 
And urouud those who died of the dcuui^ plague. 

** Fkom the above xann, or poem, it ia manileat that enlj one door 
(passage) opened to iJie tamnlns of the man of science; two doors wma 

peculiar to the womanis grave; no doors belonged to the children's grave; 

wlulo mounds were raised over the remains of noble foreigner^^, nfid cr.olo- 
buruij were constructed around those who died of the plague or luathbouie 
diseases. 

" There was another mode of interring the dead, — namely, a gnre- 

stone and a leacht, and tfiese graves are numerous throughout Ireland. In 
Pagan time^ the dead were placed in a standin;? position, and round, care- 
fully-formed, circular earns (heaps of earth and stonos) were raised over 
them.^ Their arms were buried with them. It wab in this manner very 
many of the Irish nobles bad been interred in the olden tune. The inter- 
ment of Mogha Neid, by Beaxg Damhsa the Druid, may be instanoed^ at 
given in the mannacript aooonnt of the Battle of Magh Taaiaing;-^

' The (hnr hi pj mentioned appears to 
allude to the gap or entrance found ui 
many foraes funuod around raths ; bat 
it may also refer to the artificial caves 
with one or more entrances connected 
with some raths.

to by Keating must havf oriLnnatcd in 
some ancient rt^'ligious Pagan uotiom 
perhaps prevalent itt hi^ time.

**Tlie ftmenl laniflntetioiia ooDMsted in rainng a plaintive, sonowAil 
vaOing, accompanied by a copious flood of tears, lamenting the fate of the 
f?eccas?otJ, in plucking the hair and bear J, tearing and disfiguring the features, 
ousting their bodies, with .^rcat violence, on the j:'rnnnd; they also enume- 
rated and extolled the deeds of the deceased, and gave way to a general 
wnmiir in oonaeqaenoe of the losses entailed by the demise; as may be 
lesmcd from the words used by Oisin, in the Jaat poem which he oompoted* 
'whn he xebtet the death of nil ton Oioar, heguming with the words^ 

"Deep ia my sorrow this night,

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In thr county nf Clare the word, tiilacli, very frequently occur.-^ 
in coniH Aiuii wilh the topoj^raphy. The two barofiH';^ nf ThUj^ 
(Upper Tifnver\are remarkable; in the barony otl brie ken uiul 
(KUTLili oi Iviliuuiiugneen, there are two towiiiandi> mimed Tullygar- 
yan (Etst and West), reete^ Culac ^upbdin, which take their name 
fiom St. Ghurbhaa, mm whom also the town of Dnnganraii, in tlie 
county of Watcrfonl, derives its appellation. In the barony of 
Inchiquin, pariah of DrlimcUif, the townland of Tulachassa is met 
^with. In the same parish are two other towulands, named Tulagh 
and ShantuHa.

THE ECCLESIASTICAL ANTIQUITIES OF TOUOHAL. 

No. I. -St. MARY'S rOTJ.EGIATE CHURCH, i 
BY TU£ RBV, UAYMAM, A.B. 

In tiie nurtheru jKU't ui the town of Youghal, on the blope ul a inil, 
then, aa now, called Cnoo Nooih TVInipe ("The Hill of theBleeeed 
prirgin] Mary), a church defeated to uie Virgin, waa founded 
in the eleventh century. That earlier religious edificei? preceded 
the building on the same site, there is little doubt. Indeed* we 
mifjht almost infer, from considering how Important the sea-port 
at the mouth of* the l^lackwatcr had already become, that such 
was necessarily the ca^e. Nor should we ptunihlc at the fortui- 
tous circum^itanee of om* inability to tmce, with certainty, the 
more ancient Ibundations. When churches would successively arise 
on tlie same spot, each exceeding its predecessor in size, it would 
happen that, in some cases, the lesser building would*be uieorpo- 
rated with the laiger, so as to lose aU its distuigaishing ftatorea ; 
ai^ in otheia, would be wholly deared away, in. order that space

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might be obtninofl fttr the new structure. However this may 
be, we knmv tli;U in tho eleventh century Cliristianity received a 
irreat impulse in this neighbourhood, and the suiiill primitive orato- 
riu"! were fur the most part rebuilt in the style oi' the period — the 
Uiberno-lioutaues^ue. A large edilice wa6 now erected at Youghal. 
Ill the doorwEf of the aquafe mMdye tower c^thepesoiit bmlSiig^ 
eadee e d between two pointed arohesy is the moulded ciroular en- 
tnutoe of tiuB ohnrch, and on the nf^t hand as you enter, the wxeok 
of the base-mouldings belonging to theeolvmns that supported it. 
From the dri[) to the arch, and from the mouldings of the ba^, we 
can easily tell that this door formed the ?onth entrance to the anciont 
church, whieh lay en?t and west aeross" the present siteol'the tower. 
The fuuiulations of the Avcstern wall were uncovered a few yeai'd 
biuce by wurknien excavating lor a vault, arid were found to lie about 
ail ftet to the west of the tower. The visitor sees the time-worn 
il«M of this portion of the destroyed bmlding used acabi as mat^ 
riik in the lower half of the west Aide of the tower» and will readily 
contrast them with the fresher stones in the upper portion and in 
the other three sides* Bnt the most interesting fitigment of the 
Norman church is preserved in the north transept aisle of the pre- 
^tiit building, which appears to have been ibruied out of part of the 
old ruined choir. It b a moulded, cir6ular, sepulchral arch, re.sting 
♦ un two low moulded columns, with capitals antl bases. Imuiedi- 
ately naur it liave been found more of the tapered tomb-flags, popu- 
larly cidled 8t<Hie-ooffin ]ids» than in teaj other part of thel)uilding. 
Moet of these were monnmenta in the older chnrdu Some two or 
three belong to the thirteenth century, and should be assiffned to 
the iraent edifice. With a single exception, all our tapered tomb- 
flags were wilfidly broken in pieces centuries ago ; and the existence 
even of thfir fragments was unkno^^-n, until recent re^earelics brought 
tlitiii to li^ht. We eliall describe these relics when we come to the 
tnm-e])t aisle, where they are now deposited. 

Thie ancient church continued in existence during the eleventh 
sad twelfth centuries ; but we have been unable to recover its re- 
oord& Therearesome grounds IbrbelieTing that it was dinoaiitlad 
W the great tempests of 1192, whieh, the Irish annalists tdl us, 
tarew down many houses and dinrches in Munster, and destroyed 
much cattle. When thus decayed, another structore was needed; 
and soon pious hands were f(»und to nprcar it. 

Nearly un the j?anie ^^ite, a new and .splendid pile arose in the 
foinniencenient of the thirteenth century. The founders were Kich- 
aiU Bcnnct and Ellis Barry his wife, of whom (.-^ave their memorial 
iftthe south tranricpt^ wc know nothing. Both names, however, 
ate those of distinguisned Anglo-Nonnan ftmilies, whose patriarchs 
appear m the BatUe Abbey BolL ««Bonet, or Benet,*^ writes the 
ehronidsr, John Brompton, <'was one of such persons as afler the 
battle were advanoed to sdigneories in this land [Glamorgan] He 
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(ifterwards became ancestor of a noble line in that (li^ti u t ; aixl ^VQ 
nmv suppose that llm n)iin(ler of St. Mary's wa"^ oiu ol the band of 
kiiii^lit.M from the sliirca ul' South Wales, who uiiitcHl their fortunes 
. vnt\\ those of Strougbow in hib descent on Ireland. EllLs Barry** 
belonged, doubtless, to that anoMnt noe» whoae caput barotdm in tae 
■onth <rfIieUuid mm at Botlevant, and who were ennobled, Feb. 38» 
I628y 1^ ihe title of Banymore. The architect of the new fal>rio 
laigely avaOed himself of portions of the preceding edifice. In tbe 
pieBent west gable, in the wall of the north aisle, and in the door- 
wayandwp^^t side of the tower, we have traces of the Xonnjin ffiim- 
dation yet remaming. Not only is the masonry in many jiUiih f )f 
an earlier date than in others; but circular doorways and windows, 
now built up aiul disused, show, by their incongruity, that they 
formed no part of the present design. The founders set arart for 
themselYM tlie tocith tvansept, the chantry of our Bleaaod 
Savioiir» aa a mortoaiy chapel, and largely endowed it with laoda 
in the neighbourhood of the town, for the maintenanoe of an offici- 
ating pri^ Bt. MufBt as now established, soon reached a wdl- 
a«?ccrtaincd pre-eminence over the other chiu'clies of the district. 
The taxation^^ of Pope Nicholas IV., in 1291, and a\' Pope Boniface 
VTTT., in 1302, declare it to be tiie richest b( lu fi t of the whole 
diocese of Clo3nie. The bishopric itself is entered in the^e docn- 
ment6 as rateable at 18i3 marks, or about Xi2;l. The beet prebend* 
ie that of Glenowyr (Glanore or Glanwbrth) whidi ia valued at 284 
marks, or £l9; vraile the ohnroh of Ygohel, or YoghuD, ia worth 
one hdf aa much again, and is set down at £25 ; the sixth part of 
the value of the biabopric. In the taxation of Pope Nicholaa, . 
Youghal is entered, \mder the head of Taxaoio Beoefioioniiii £o- 
clesiaatioomm de Omakylle,'* in these tenna : —

-vioarius Robertas de Hsly well, tazatnr ad xxv** deeima s.*.** 

That of Pope Boni&ce is of the same import. In the mial deanery 
of Omakyll*' appears ! — 

*' Ecclesia de Yoghull, xxv" . . decLma lV* 

Nicholas de Cler, who, when the former taxation was made» en*> 

joyed the wealthy rectory of Youghal,. was of the Norman house of 
Hf-rtford ; and at this period his family owned tlio town, untl pr«'- 
.<onted to the living. A post-mortem inquisition, inuds in i:?*20, into 
the est^ito of Thonjas Fitz Kirhnrd de Clare, found him eci/.cd oi "the 
town(villu)ui Voghell" and the church of Yoghell with tlie chapel." 
To the De Clares, jperhaps, and not to the uenddines, we should 
attribute the eztensiTe improyemeiita which St. Maiy'a underwent* 
at this time. The style called Deomted English preraiM thioc^lH 
oat the fonrte^th century ; and in tliis style was now erected that 
portton of the church which has for five oenturiea rivctted the be- 
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holder's gaze — the present choir. Of the east end of this portion of 
the church an engraving made from a photograph is here given.

The nave also received its share of ornament. A beautiful De- 
corated doorway was inserted in its gable ; and, just within that en- 
trance, as fit companion with it, a baptismal font m the same graceful 
style was now erected. The gables of the aisles, particularly on the 
south side, were lifted up, the side-walls were considerably raised and 
were pierced with new windows ; and the aisles became lightsome 
and spacious. These marked improvements were, in all probability, 
only gradually effected ; and as we have preserved to us, in the 
Calendar of the Kolls, the names of some of the incumbents of this 
century, we may find in them the very individuals who pei*sonally 
superintended the alterations. Jolm de Tunstall was rector in 1347 ; 
John Drax, in 1384; John Hunt, in 1389; and John Tanner, in 
1399. The living was now presented to by the Crown. 
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On the foundataon of the college, Dee. i7, 1464, by Thomas, 
eighth Earl of Desmoiid, the church became coUcfriato, and wa$; 
served by the warden and fellows. The Earl, in 14G8, re-cdified 
the bmlding, with the proceeds of an inrbilcrence granted for thi« pur- 
pose by Pope Paul II. But if one Kai'l of Desmond wjkj ])nvile;:!:e<l 
to be the rtstorer, another, little more thau a hundred years afU r, 
was destined lo he the 4»j>oiler of the edifice. On {he 1st of Novem- 
ber, 1579) Gerald, sixteentii Earl of Dedsmond, went into open rc- 
belUon ; and at Ghristmaa he eaptured tiie town so Ipng foetmd by 
lot fisml]^' ^0 occupied Youshal for five days* during wluoh tntar» 
Tal, happily a brief one, hifl floUieiy employed themselves In |^ander 
and demolition. They did not snare even the buildingB eonaeerated 
to rcHpon, but polluted and defiled whatever was deemed sacred in 
them, destroying the vestments, elialiees, and other furniture. They 
ruined the college, and tstabh'd their hor^^e-^ in the collegiate church 
— a sacrilegious proceeding, wiiieh, aeituJiug to Irish historians, 
drew down upon Dcsiuond the jslgnal veuge;iiice of heaven. Tho 
rebeUioiiBtownsnieny emulating them m* impiety, herded their oowa 
within the oonseeiated walls. At this time tiie south tianseptwna 
greatly injured, and the tomb of the founders defiwsed; the choir was 
unroofed and desolated ; the side-chapels were destroyed ; and many 
ancient effigies and epitaphs perished. 

Still, while the edifice it«elf had suffered so much evil tij^ge, its 
ru li endo\vin<'iits preserved all their iui])ortance. When commia-> 
siuuers of (^ueen Eliz;ibeth made inquisition, August 31, 
respecting the iliucesc of Cloyne, they returned the ( iuamiaiiiitus 
ViUce et CoUegii de YoghaU" as rateable at 100 marks(£66 ld#. 4iL)^ 
while they vsTued the Episcopatus*' at but £10 lOt. But the 
time had eome when its revenues were to be alioiated fiom the eol- 
legiate church forever. Nathaniel Baxter, chosen wardeti in 15929 
was obliged, August 25, iB9t» to pass his bond of 1000 marks, 
which was to be iLirfeited in case he did not, in forty davs afVer de- 
niand, resign his ollice infn the QneenV hands, and did not sufll'r 
her agents to take posiseasion of the same. Finding his tenure of 
office so precarious, he, June 30, privately parsed a letter of 

attoracy, authorizing (while he vet had authority) the leasing of the 
eoUm and its revenuee for a long period to Sir Thomas Norri% 
Lorf President of Munster. Next year, Noiris was ebm by the 
Irish rebek ; and Dr. Meredith Hanmer, the well-known chronicler, 
who had succeeded Baxter in the wardenship, renewed, October 27* 
1602, the lease granted by his predecessor, demising the college to 
William Jone?, in trust for Sir Walter Raleigh. Thh same year, 
Mr. Richard Boyle, afterwards Earl of (^ork, became proprietor of 
the town, and owner by purchase <)\' u\\ Kah itrh's ectates in Ireland ; 
and he procured, April 8, ItiOi), a new Icajie of the college, by 
which the warden and fc)low9 granted the revenues to him m fee- 
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fiffm fiir ever, Lc covenanting to nay 20 marks yearly and to repair 
the charoh mod college hoiue. Boyle parohufxl, March 29, 1606, 
of the Mayor and Corporation of Yonj^nal, the ?oiith transept of St. 
Marv'fi for a mortuary chapel lor himself and family; and the 
traniiept was in srre^it decay, owin*? to Desmond s rebellion, he some 
time atu r i L-i^dided it and erected within its walls a grand mauso- 
leum. In 1G08, if we are to receiv e lioyle's own tebtimooy, he cx- 
i>eoded alxnre £1MN)0 in lebinldiiiff flie dmroli and odlege ; and, in 
a MS. p r cae rved aft UBmore, entiUed **CoTOe of aPartftralar of pert 
of tiie iunt 1^ of Corke s Comomradtfa WorkeOy" we find» tet in 
ootdoK* netttaoii of bio doinip here s— 

•* Imprimis, The Earl of Corke balli re-edified the great decayed charoh 
of Yoghall, wbeiem the towrameD in time of lebalBon kept theiroows, 
and hath erected a neir cfaappel there in, and made it one of the lairait 
chnrefaeein Izeland.** 

Tlie Sail Off Cork mm not one whOf to judge from hie ** True 

Kemembmiio^," wm Ukely to allow h\a good deeds to be hidden 
under a bushel ; and theie etetementi about hig ''re-edifying" and 

" erecting'* at Youghal, we arc constrained to receive with no little 
scepticism. They arc contradicted by prooik yet exi>ttiv^ iu the 
church itself, tis well jis by the stern voice of eonteuiporaneuus his- 
tory. TLe Karl could not have " erected a new chappel" at St. 
M^:y*s ; for Im own trau^pt — that to which reicrcuce in made— pre- 
serrea in ell ite deteila the esaet arohiteotoxal featnree of the oric^ 
nel itniotiire» reered finir oentmiee before hie time ; nor wm his 
re-edifying^ of the ohurch of any general Ghancter» ea we may 
easily discover by an examination of the several portions of the 
edifice. We have also the testimony of his contemporaries, from 
whi^^ h we shiill offer one proof, namely, in reference to the choir or 
chancel. In U»41, the Bishop of Cork and R<»ss (William Chap- 
pel), a noble-niiiided and disinterested prelate, udilt erased to the Earl 
of Cork a severe letter, yet extant, charging him with having 
stripped the Ticars choral, and left the chancel of Youghal, the re- 
vornea of wUbh eoUege the Earl had gotten into his hendst in a 
strte of min" (** Fasti iksdes. Uib.," 2nd ed. voL i. pp. 226, 227). 
That this charge was justly brought against him, so far at least as 
the efannoel was concerned, is admitted by the Earl of Cork himself^ 
in his making a posthumon'^ provision for the discharge of his ne- 
gle<'tcd duty. By his hist will, dated November 24, 1642, the Earl 
devised £98 "towards the new buildlnrr, covering, and garnishing 
of the chancel of the collegiate and parochial church of l oushall 
(" Lod^e," vol. L p. 16 1 ). Now, if he had " re-edified" the (£urch 
tost bdnret why sbonld thii» the most mateiisl portion of the work» 
nm lenmlned undone ? It is painlttl to add, that either tiie be- 
(peei WIS not piid by his heiie, or was not appropiiated to its in* 

0 
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tended ptirpA-Jo. Tlic chnnccl wns neither "covered" nor gar- 
nished." How 111 tic attention the sacred edifice received from thosu 
who had gotten iti> rich endowments, we ma? gather from it^t^tate in 
the middle of the following centnry. Dr. Smith, the county histo- 
rian (vol. i. u. 110), writing in 1749, describes the chancel as hav* 
nut b66D MOM j9tm nnoovtredy'' nd liie tnuuepta (or, m he 
ctM»ihiemi**dtKpf^oDmAmid»'^ Aiioiiier«»idaiBOit 
disinterested witnen we have, speikkiiig dmikrlj, at nearly the same 
tame. In the course of hi» mksionary labours m Ireland, the ode- 
brated John Wesley visited Youghal in June, 1766 ; and, on the 
30th, attended divine service at St. Mmrft. He made tbe £)Uowi^g 
entry in bis Jounitd: — 

I was gbd io flee a large and tolerably serioas congregation in tlM 
church. T*^ was once ft spncious building; bnt mere then half oC it HOW (a 
common thing in Ireland 1) lies in ruins." 

Some twenty years after this, tlie parishioners commenced npairB» 
aoofurduig to their own fashion ; and suooessive church wardeOB wore 
allowed to commit the Vandalkms whioh the preoen t geaeKation oon- 

tinually deplore. 

The building forms a Latin cross, and consists of a nave with 
aiplcfl, north tninr^ept with aisle at west side, south transept, a choir, 
and a massive square tower in the angle of the north aisle and uorth 
tnuiriqit. TlMfe wore elso^ aiKneiitlyy a Monsty, two obuitEy gIm^ 
pels, a bell-tower leeuing from the weet nble, aiid nortihaiid oouth 
porches. The aaoriety wee attached to the north wall of the obmr, 
parallel with tlic north traoMpt, and at the intermediate distaooe Off 
about 30 feet. The sole remaining evidence of this liuildin^ is the 
outline of its roof on tlie external fiice of the wall to which it was 
attached, and tlux>iigh which it commnnicated with tlu' * hoir by the 
])()inted doorway now stuppud up. The pmporiiuii?. ui the sacristv 
have been correctly ascertained by the discovei'y of the foundation 
etones, while digging graves ; and ili avohiteeteet to doubt) corres- 
ponded with that ofthe choir. One oftibamdeohapeb filled up tho 
angle of the south aide and south traneept^ and was «f the name 
date with those portions of the church, as we mar learn from exiaU 
ing traces of the bonding of its walls. It was oi small dimensions, 
33 feet by 14 within walls, and presented it^* gable to tlio west. The 
other chapel stood at the Bouth-west ot the cluirch, aud nnirbl he 
regarded as an extension of the south aisle, with which it was con- 
nected by a high pointed arch, now pai'tly filled up with mnsonrv 
and pierced by a badly-shaped door into the aisle. Dr. Siiuth 
mentions this uttle building ^vol. i. p. 110) ; but deseribes it as then 
** nuned." Some lemnanta of its south wall, eactending in oontinnafaon 
vrath that of the south aisle, to the circular mound o p pos it e, are atill 
remembwed by aged people. The wall is said to havepnseated two 
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■idMB, fvobably those of window* fmkaii through. cry YMtige 
of this chapel has been long sinod twept away. The bell-tower X

There are at present three 2:i <':it entrances into the church at the 
west end ; but of thci>e. the two leading into the aisles arc modern. 
The central doorway is of the Decorated English period, and is 
deeply reeeaaed and Mbonddj aw w dd a d with eohmn and folialed 
capitda. ItiawnHightmafiaehardaand-4toiifl,nowmiidioonod6d 
bf timai and presenting tracea of wanton iiyiiiy also. The colnmna 
aM viattach^, and inserted, as was conunon at the period, in a 
deep hollow^ at either side of the doorway. The hood-monlding 
terminates in sculptured hciids, now mvich defaced.

1 lie triple iieud Is iilled up with 
bfioik ; and the wall at the faaae of the window haa bom onened down 
aoBM fimr or five feet beyond the orimnal tanmnatioii, ror the puiw 
poee of lightbg a modem gallery. Adjoining the window^ on the 
north aidey there atood fonnerly a narrow, semicircular, cone-capped 
hell-tower, whose summit reached no higher than the barge of the 
OTer- topping gable. It swelled directly froTii the wall of the church, 
and was entered from the nave by a little circular-headed doorway 
still ieiiialiuiig in the vestibule. Another aperture of the tower, 
also opening irom the luivc, nearly breasted its summit. It was in 
Iha £ail/ ^WBted atyle ; is now filled up and partly hidden by 
the oeilinK behind the oigan. The bell-tower wae takoi down by 
Doolon finig and Jaekaoi^ when efauvohwaideii% in 1792. 
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TnE Nave. — The view of the interior, even in ite present in- 
cumbered state, 18 iniposin*; and ptrtnresqiie. The eyo trjiveraes 
the long avenue ol' piers and pointetl arches, which, steeped in dim 
religious lirfht, stretch out their heavy rrrandcur on either sitle, until 
it reaches the high moulded dioir arch, witii its clustered (X>lumn8. 
Bat the present aemiciieiilar covering of lath and plaster is a soriy 
' mibetitate for the erand painted oalings, wfai^ jiiet avwmty yoan 
since, overspread Uie nsTe as well as south transept. Hie aneient 
ceiling of the nave was of seven sides. It was boarded to the raf- 
ters, painted in colours, and sprinkled over with ^It stars. The 
defective slatintr of tlie roof for «ome rears athnitterl moisture, from 
which the boarding decayed ; and an accidrnr, causing the death of 
an individual, having taken place, the pni i-h resolved on niakincr a 
new ceiling. At a vestry held April 1784, a sum of £i>0 was 
ordered to be levied for tfiis purpose (V estry Book, pp. 258, 259) ; 
sndy in the oonne of tfaftt year, Mr. Wilikm Meade ereeted ^pie- 
sent compass ceilbg and d^p mortar comioe, the painted boaras of 
the old oeiling becoming his property. The original lafterBi how- 
ever, are safe, though consigned to obecurity. They are of old 
Irish oak, eight to ten inches sqiiarc, and ^tand eighteen inches 
asunder, each pair being fraiueil :\ jjrincipal. The taking" down 
of the plaster ceiling of 1784 would not only expose to vi< w this 
nol>k; Uuthic timber roof, but would give an extm height ot ;?even 
or eight i'eet to the interior, and would add materiallji' to its beauty. 
The side walls of the nayeare pieroedintha row of six lofty pointed 
aiehea, resting on square ohamnred piers. These» owing to the large 
sUttr-turret at the north-east an^e, do not exactly ftoe eadi otlier* 
The jambs are of wrought sand-stone, hot are plastered over. An 
inexpensive addition to the improvement of the church may be 
made, at any time, by uncovering and c1o!nii?>;]r them. Gnllorles, 
erected at diiii i < nt ])eriods during the last century, in violation of 
architectural |<rupriety, and to the great detriment of the light and 
ventilation of the building, hii up all the arches save those opening 
on the transepts. They were built by permisnon of yestry. With 
the grant of the arch was generally made an order, that a wiadow 
should be opened in the roof aboye, to remedy the eyil of the con- 
templated ineumbrsnce* The burgesses* gallery, or state pew of 
the (late) Corporation, appears to have been the earliest erected, and 
to linvc estahlishcd the bad precedent. Tn the wall beside it is an 
auti(iuc "rc^t" for the sword, which the ninv<ir, by virtue of the 
charter of James 1., was ])n\ ilcgcd to have borne before him. It 
is of timber, ciuiously carved, but somewhat gaudily painted. At 
the base are the arms of the borough, an ancient calley. In the 
centre is the case for the sword ; on the dexter sm of wfalcdi ate 
two corporate maces in ssltier, and on the auikter one in bend. At 
the smnmit are the royal arms, and immediately beneath them^ in 
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gilt letters, " E. C. AnnoDomini, 1()84,"!.o. Edward Crockford, 
who wad ^hij or of 1 oughal in that yeai-. Ueueath the burgcssca' 
gaUei7 is a plaiD Uirone for the fiisnop of Cloyne, as warden. It 
m eneled m themUdte of tiw last oeotury, and displaji no anfai- 
teolBnl pretemions. Opposite am the reading-daak tind puipb. 
Hm ktter ia ocnaniented vrith lich carvings in the panels ; and 
nader eqrfnon arc vine-leayaa and ohMtan of ^pes encircling an 
open book, with, ^^e €?b«Ia$tfn5<5o^pd»inscribca in gilt characters. 
These enr\-iTiLr~-" ^^'erc the work ol a native artist, and were executed 
at the le expense oi the present rector, who also newly furnished 
the pulpit cus'hion. The fine Decorated baptismal Ibnt stands at 
the intersection of the pastiagefi of the nave and tran&epts on aplat- 
fixm dightly devailady one portioii of whioh ia « fiagment of an old 
tomb-atoney having a licih oroaa fieory inacribed in a wbeeL Tho 
ftot la oetegOfnalt supported on four moulded pillars terminating in 
h\u ogee arches, their spandrils sunk and filled in with vine-leaves ; 
and in the centre of the ibur pillars is one of larger size with pointed 
archp-^ springing to each outer one, affording a good epeciinen of 
G rliir {m»ining. Over the tout is an ogee-shaped cover oi timber, 
on which was tonuerly a dove of the natunil size. The font was 
^adiciotisly transferred by the present rector from an obj*cui*c comer 
m the nofth transept to its present position, so as both to bring it 
agnn into nae^ and alao to afford an opfiortnnity of ita 
deiioate woifcmanwhip. The organ was j^urchased by the pariabioiio 
as in 1812, when also the loft in wbiok it ia pttoed waa bdit 
express^ for it. 

Tlie pointed choir arch, with its clu?tcrefl eolurans, deserves the 
visitor's attention. Its dimensions are, height to apex, 22 feet ; 
width, 17 leet. The column- nre each 9i feet high, but have their 
bases hidden by the rmscd hour of the modern communion table 
recess. It woiud appear from die Vestry Book (p. 47) that, until 
tba year 17S6» tbia arob waa filled np with maaonr^ ; a baKbariaaa 
perpetrated* we soppoae, in ooDaeqiMBoe of the rocAn atato of Ibe 
ohonr, with the otyeet of protecting the rest of the bnildin^ from 
the weather. At a Teatiy bekl Nov. 3, 1726, it was reeofved to 
open out the arch, to take away a gallery that extended across it at 
the height of the oM rood screen, nnd to rnrrv, about 11 foot into 
the choir, a seniicircular recces 11 ir the communion table. This 
(j>ent-hi>use ^!u^,pe(l) enlargement of the nave was ac^nlingly 
made, and still disfigures the church. Six bassi-rtlievi aiches, or 
aoBopartnentay of atoooo adon ita aideB. They were fonnerity 
<m Maaoned with the oreed, the Lotd's prayer» and the ten eom- 
mandmenta; bnt the inscriptions faded away with damp, and were

The Aisles. — Ikirharous iuuovutiou has »wept away almost 
every object worthy of interest in them. The modem galleries 
blook; up the wtndowe, and, with thehr floors, form low, VDsigbtlj 
ceilings, which greatly injure the light and TentilatioD, tiM 
•ielee vault-like and unwhokeome. The north and south entnoiM^ 
through which, for the moot pert, the congregatMaibneeriy passed 
(the west doorf^ being then rarely used), were, by act of vestry, 
July 12, 1791, iijiprovod by the Bishop of Cloy no n< wanlon, built 
up and had windows iiii?erted in them. The picturesque porches 
were at the same time removed, aion? with their benches and <<tep8. 
The south doorway, when being filled up, waa ^utiered to reUuu its 
iambs e&d the gmter pert of its eroh; eadttepordiwoiildeeenito 
heve hed e Sony ntd, wlnoh wee ettanlied to the west gable of the 
edjoiniiig (deetrayed) eheaitiy efai^peL The north door end ponsh 
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^gn whatever remain. 

At tlie junction of the north aidic and transept, a lartro flyinj? 
aivh (spnTis the aisle diagonally. It is chamiered and mouldiMl, and 
in u;=ed ill this instance as a f^upport to the angle-gutter, aftording a 
fine example of that <^mbiuatiuu of imQ with beauty, which tlie 
GotibiQ ansluteefc eiwaye aimad at. Clote to the beae of thb bnt- 
traaa ia m mommieiital anshed vaoaaa of the tUrtoenth oentiuy. It 
if nehl^ moulded, and b supported on two columns, with capitals 
wad taoeai the labels terminating in female heads, fienaath the aroh 
iaaieeoaBbent effigy of some distinp^iishcd, but now unknown, per- 
mnsge. Ft is that of a man, seeminjjly ndvnnced in life, clad m a 
loK-c tunic of long drapery wholly urioniaiiu nu d. llh hojul repjses 
on a pillow. The countenance is ijtcxpit>aibly hcuign, yet ilii:nified. 
Ihe hail- ia short, and the chin bcai'dle&s. lie huld» a liiicuu to 
ieaote his rank; and his feet rest upon o talbot. llliis which 
had many yeaxa ainee been taken ont of the aidi^nnd whm by, at 
diffawDt times, in di£ferefit parta ef tib ohurch, waa, Jan. 19, 186^ 
restored to its crigiBal position, never, we hope« to be aeaiu dis- 
turbed. In the south aisle, at the west end, is a sepulchnQ arch of 
a ver^' plain dcscrii^tion It je Bomr built up^ and ia half ooneealed 

by the .stairs of the galic i }'. 

We return to the nnvc, ;nul, pnf^pini:;^ down the great central wslkf 
enter — by a low uicIuhI door ol about EUzabeth'a time — 

Tufi South (o& Cork) Transept. — This port of the church, 
wlioh irm anoieiitlj called the chautij af our Blaaaed Bivioiir» 
bis bean already alluded to 97) as the nortuaiy ofai^ of the 
founders, Bidbaid Bennet andAUis Barry. We now proceed with 
a Ml architectural examinaUon. The eonth gable is pierced by 
two circular-headed AvindowH having coluTiin^, cfipitals, bases, and 
moulded arches. Each of the-T formed luin three lights by stone 
mnnion--. nrid the glazing con.sifsts of lozenge panes, set iu lead. 
These wiiulows were restored, in the autumn of 1851, at the ex- 
pense of the Duke of Devonshire. The east wall lias three win- 

oowa. Thetwo dde ones afo p(nntedaiidoftwolighta. The large 
oentnlonehaB moulded jamba and a flattenedaroh. Itwaa of three 
lighti, and was probebl}' the altar avIiuIuw of the chapel. At the 
south end of the east wall is the ancient doorway, baring on the left 

hand as you enter, a pointed moulded aumbry. 

The earlier record^ have perislied ; but the liistori," of the chapel, 
from the f^ixt^enth century "downward, hits been well uscerUiined. 
By an iiupiiftii tuu i.tkuii at Cork, September 10, 1j7H, it wns found 
thatJohnWckh, long after the Statute of Mortmain, aud without the 

lienae <rf'the Queen or her paadoeeaoora, had andmrad Ae ehaatrF 
af Of Blaaaed £Moiir,in the aooA wing of the ehnreh of Yoiwhaf, 
ipilb aindiylvida, toliia aannal vaba of$«.Lnah. AtC£riat- 
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mUB, 1579) on the occupation and plunder of the town by tbein- 
Bur^cnt Earl of Desmond, the south transept shared in the injnrie** 
inflicted on the church. It was (li-^Tnantled, and the tomb of tlie 
fi»ini(l<Ts defaced. In the vear U)llo\vin<j, Feb. 16. the cbantrv, 
with iLs members, and all structures, lauds, and herL«iiUiiient< be^ 
longing to the college, were granted for ever to George Moore, 
rait., at (m. Irish, per annum. This grant lumDe lapeed to tlie 
Grown, the aame were demiaedt June 20, IM^ to Donogh, Bail of 
Thomond (<< Calendar of Flatent Rolls," 3 Jao. L) ; and from thk 
iK^bleman, the edi6ce, without its lands, passed soon afler to the 
Mayor and Corporation of Yoii^hal. Kiduurd Boyle, afterwards 
Earl of Corlc. purcbased it in 1606, of tho Corporation, and re-edified 
it in 16 HI. He restored at the same time the tomb of tlie founders, 
and liad also "their pietvres cvt in .stone placed thcron ;"" la it, fol- 
lowing the style of his own day, he iell into an absurd and hidicroiw 
anachronism. Tlie north transept would have afforded him two 
line epeoinene of llie effigiea of tlie thirteenth oentoiy. Paanng 
them iiy>.he took for hb guide llie burgher ooetume of the Stuart 
era, and in this strange afqpai^ he bade the sculptor attire the per- 
aona of those who liv«d more tlum fi>ur centuries before his time ! 
Tlie tomb if nn f>blong tabic of lime-'^to!ie, plaeed against the east 
wall, on the right-hand side of the ceiitj al or altar window. Upon 
it are laid, with heads ou tassclled cusiiions, the rceumbent effigies 
of an aged man and womMi. The male figure wears a full-bottomed 
wig and venerable flowing beard, a small ruif and civic gown. The 
fimab haa lonj^ looee hair, and ahe weaxa n cloak, onoe of n rich 
pottle hne^ with a cape apparendy of enmne* The effigiea were 
originally painted in oolours, of which some ihint tracea remain. 
A rataed entablature at their head contained an eaoatcheon^ which 
has perished, and was surmountai by mort heads wrought in plan- 
ter. < )n the stone supporting the ftet (now gone) is the loUowing 
inscription : —

Lord Boyle (for he had not yet attained to his liiirlio^t dignity) 
tlus same year erected against the western wall of tlie tran-ept his 
own mausolemu in the bad Italian style of architecture, which was 
then in liuihion. The monument rests on a high plinth, or stylobatc, 
divided into a centre and wings. The latter are scolpturea in baih 
relief with inverted tovdiea, oreaa^wnes, and awoida in aaltier. 
Above them rise lonie, Composite, and Corinthian columns of di^ 
forent colound marbles, with their entabhitiiresy receding in gndi^ 
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tion, until they terminate, nearly at thefull lieightof the building, in nn 
obelisk standing on lour hails. Obelisks crown the lower parts of the 
moouu^eut likewim;. An ornamented arched recess over the plinth 
oiMliiiM IIm xeonmbcni effigy of theEKii, «xeeedingly well ezeeatad. 
He ie nnroeflntod in a splendid eoit of eornvM nisiet and gold 
innoar or the reign of JamOB L It has doofie ta^sets, and is richly 
fltmrnented tkroughont. His head is uncoTered» the face gazing 
heavenward, and, from the position of the monument, lookm^ to 
the cast, and he leans on his left hand supportdl by a cushion; 
while, as Lord High Treasurer of Ireland, he holds in his right 
hand liis purj^o of office. Over his shoulders, and the j)aldron8 of 
tlie amiour, arc capua or lup|)€ts of au uaii'b iiiaiiLic of state, which 

lmig& down behind his feet. Undemesth, along tiie edge of the 
piinSiy ate nine snndl fignres (now mucb broken) representing the

At the Earl's feet, under a canopy supported b^ Ionic pillars of 
red-veined marble, kneeling on a tasselled cushion, with hands 
folded in prayer, h the figure of his first wife, Joan, daughter and 
c<>-heir of W'lliiiuu Appsley, Esq., of Liiju rick. lier dro^^n is of 
t^e richest figured satin, and a dark purp le mantle hangs beliirid her 
imk. She wears a ruff, and her hair 4uitc erect and uff her fore- 
bead. This lady died at Mallow, December 14, 1599, in travail of 
her first duld, and with her still'-bom babe was buried at Butterrant 
Tnmaaotions of the Kilkenn^r Archaeological Society,*' toL iL pp. 
94, 95)* Adelicate allusion to this double bereavement is made in t£s 
tby cradle, placed at the mother's knee, with the little occupant of 
it holding what seemf intciidod for an invert( f! torch. Under a 
c'orre««ponding ciuiopy, at the earfs head, and in tlir «amo posture, 
ie tlic effigy of his second wife, Katherine, only daughter of Sir 
Gcutiry Fenton, principal ^Secretary of State fur Ireland, She wears 
a counte&b 8 robe of state of rich crimson, faced with ermine, with 
«n snnme cape and ruff. ' The Countess of Cork died in DnUin 
Feb. 6, 16S9 (while the Earl was Lford Justice in conjunction witii 
the Lord Chancellor Loftus), and lies buried under a stately tomb 
in St. Patrick 8 Cathedral. The ftces of these two effigies are 
^(Iniimbly sculptured. Over each is a painted marble escutcheon^ 
imjmljriT T»ovlc witli their nnns, rcsj)ectivcly. 

Over the arch is the recumbent effigy of the Esdi s mother, Joan,

Above this effigy are the arms, crest, and supporters of Boyle 
nlonc, witli the Earl of Cork's well-known and admirable motto —

In the centre, over the effigy of the Earl, is a large sui^lkcc ui 
black stone, on which are the following inscriptions : —

This sui)erb monumeiil, which had been r.ii)idly fiiirui<^ into de- 
cay, was, in 1848, restoreil iii the must perlcct iiianucr by oi-dcr ol 
Fmnds £. Currey» Esq^ the Duke of Devomshlre's agent in Ireland, 
and under tiie snperintendeiioe of the Rsw* Fieroe W. Drew, the 
present rector of xoughal. It is guarded by an iron maling panted 
led and white, at each end of which are bannerols formed of ircu 
plates, and painted with the arms of Boyle imp^cd with Appslev 
and Fcnton, re-^pectivply. In the centre is a bannerol charged with 
a lozenge ibr tlie Kari's mother: quarterly, Ist and 4th ermine a 
cock gules, on a chief azure three bezants or ; 2nd and 3rd aijgent 
three norses passant sable. 

On the south wall is a beautiful tablet of white Italian marble, 
in the shape of an eecutoheon, with diapeiy behind* to the memorj 
of Lord BrodiiU, ihe first Earl of Orrery* tluid son of the Earl of 
Goik. In tlie ek'irant Latinity of the insoriptioily may not we iind 
traces of the scliolarship of LordOrreiys younger brother, the pbi- 
keophio Bobert Boyle ? —

Leaving this intcret<tin«;chu|K*l, we re-enter tlie nave; and now, 
6feindin«^ at the intersection of the fiiiiir^eptf?. we sran the dimensions 
uf the noble cruciibrm edifice across it4» i idl breudih. Looking 
toothy we haye a fine perspective Tiew of the building we have 
quitted; Mid, taming to toe north, the eye rest* with pleasure 
upon the lightsome and grand proportions of — 

The North Tbansbpt. — ^In the winter of 1852, this portion 
of the church underwent careful restoration, through the taste and 
spirit of the rector, the Rev. P. W. Drew. A llat-roofefl vestry-room, 
erected in 1810, and (ijitly pronounced bv Mr. O'ilanagaii, in his 
••Guide to the Blackwater," p. 14, " the most perverse fpeeuiien 
of Vandal deformity to be iound in Christendom," was removed, 
and the interesting transept aisle was added in. The incumbering 
ImUc of a gallery which OMtmoted the view of the naye was talk 
down. The great north windows were opened and restored. They 
are liolily moulded, and have an angel's head and boat on the cen- 
tre pier, at the springing of the arches. The three windows in the 
easit wall had their e>tone mnllions njjain in?erte<h and were glazed 
with lozenge panes set in lead. A high ceiliPi:. umdo in 1794, aS 
if to shut out of view tlie ancient oak raitens, was taken down. The 
original ceiling, like that of the nave (p. 104), was of seven sides, and 
wa6 no doubt similarly painted in colours and powdered over with 
fpii stars. We shall now proceed to desciibie tiie objects of in- 
tcrest to be found here. 

Agsinst the ncnrth side of the stair turret, laid on a plain tomb 
of masooxy* is a fine recumbent effigy of the tfalrtccntn century. 
In style and execution it closely resembles the one which we alreaay 
described (p. 107) as occu])ying the sepulchral arch in the north 
aisle; and flic individual commemorated is similarly attired in a 
loose unadui iiul timic. The head reposes on a ])illo\v. In the left 
hand is a glove, with ilie liugerd underneath. The opened palm oi 
tlie light rand is Isid over tSe heart. The feet are suppcHrted by a 
lioness. Aronnd the chamfered edge of the ooodi, upon which the 
efHgv' reposes, is an inscription in Norman-French, engiayed in

We come now to a portion of the building, which, though com- 
mon in the cathedral and abbey churches of Kngkodi is of rare 
occurrence in this country — 

Thb Koetb TBANiBPr AisLB— ^Tl& dile b of peonfier 
tevert, from the erideneeB it effivde of afttmer dmidi, which etood 
nearly on this site. A sepulchral aroh of this older building is 
served in its north wall ; and numerous portions of the tapered 
tomb-stones of the eleventh, twelfth, and thirteenth centuries have 
been diwovered here. The ai.^lc is lighted by a single, handBome 
window in the north wall. Beneath the window, and partly occu- 
pying its base, is the nn Muimental arch alituled to. It is beuiicircular 
and moulded, the supporting coluimid being moulded likewise. 
' Both window and tomb were greatly injured at a remote peiiod, 
probably during Deemond's aaok of the ohuroh in. 1579- A huge 
nAral monument, to the memory of WiUiam Lewdlin, was erected 
within the arch in 1628, and the window was partly built op to 
support his effigy. These incumbrances and dilapidations were 
removed in November, 1852, and the arch was reptoml by Mr. 
Edward FitzGendd, at the expenae and under the supenateodence 
of the Rev. Mr. Drew. 

In the progress of research at St. Mary's have been collected, 
chiefly at this place, portions of nearly a dozen interesting stone 
cofBn-Mi. Some are very plain, having onljr a deep cSnmfir. 
Some bear eroaseB-fleury, but otherwiae aie nninaoribed. Aboul 
aiz have Normaii-French uuoriptions, mote or lese perfeoti in 
Lombavdic capitals. In the arcl led recess of the sepulchral aroh 
before us is laid one of the mo«t interesting of our tapered slabs. 
A linely sculptured cross-floury, the arms fonuing a kind of Knnic 
knot, runs down its whole length. The only words to be traced^ 
and they are pathetic ones, are ; —

Not far from this is a slab, the solitary unbroken one at St. 
Mary's. It has a human head in high relief on its upper surface, 
oyer a cross-fleury.

Thb Towbr. — This venmble remnant of bysone days has no 
pretensions to the architectural beauty so often disj)layed in the light, 
hi<^hly ornamented, bell-towers of ecelesia.<tic!i] buildings. Its rough 
iiias^ive walls, pierced with numerous narrow loop-holes, its windows 
an the upper Hour, and the remnant of it8 embattled parapet — all 
remind us far more of the sombre keep, or donjon tower of feudal 
tones, than ^ the open, nndefenoed bniloings ooneeorated to xeU^^on* 
Tim enter thia gloomy etractare through a plain GoUuc doorway in 
the sloping base, attneeoath aide(withm thethiclmeeses of the walls 
of whiohia the old Hibemo-Bomanesque doorway, mentioned in the 
conunencement of this paper) ; and find yourself in a smaU apart- 
ment ]iixhted by three nnrrow Innyi^holes. The wall measures 
through each of these about eight icet in thickness. A subterra^ 
neous p{iS8age connects the tower with the warden's house of the old 
collegiate ecitabli^>hment (at present called Myrtle Grove), and af- 
Ibrdbd the imnates acoesB to a eafe depoaitory for their eacred Teeadby 
boolBy and odier TalnaUes, aa well aa an asylum ibr tbemeelyeB Jn 
erne of aieffe or oommodon. This pissage waa atmdc npoo, a few ftet 
ontilde or the tower, in 18S4, while workmen were excavating for a 
sewer. A similar under^otmd communication with the college also 
i? believed to exist, but its exact course i-^ unknown. The a^^cent 
of the tower is by a lew stone steps, in the north-east angle, \\ hie h 
conduct to a doorway in the north wall, about twelve feet from ilie 
ground. Parsing within, a steep uuj row stair in the thickness of 
the wall brii^gD us to the nortb>>weet angle, where we find a door 
epeniDg on t& fat floor. Thiafloor waa of timber, reatmg on the 
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offietB of the east and west walb. The ohember was of fine propoi^ 
tions, vaulted overhead. The ceiling forms a Gothic arch iind firp- 
pr()f>f floor to the next story, and is perforated north and south, 
along the crown of the arch, by five holes for a peal of five bcllis, 
which tniflltlon says were buricil, durinix a >u ^e, either in the 
churcli-yui il, or in the grounds of Myrtle Grove. The^e bells wei'e, 
probably, of the Desmond enu The etant now wind spinUj 
within uie north-West angle, until we step fim them into the neit 
story, which waa lifted by two 8{nke^olee in the south and east 
walls. These apertures have stone seats, and were sufficiently lai^^ 
inside for a man to stand in, while discharging his bow, but so small 
without aa almo-^t to defjr tlio he^ioircr^' aim. Jud^ng fmm the 
double row of corbels stdl remaining in the wall above, unc row 
three feet below the other, it would ai)pear'that the tunber lioor of 
the Iburlh, or principal, apartment was hollow ; a provision made, 
we suppose, for piurposes of secrecy. This uppermost chamber is 
lighted hf fbvat laise eirealaiwheaded windows* one in eacdi of iJbo 
ftur walls. A annll stur in the north-east an^ aaeead a to the 
parapet» nowdisembattled ; and the venturesome dtmher is rewarded 
by a&ie prospect of the north suburbSt the harbour, and a oonsider- 
amc portion of the town, vnih a l)irdVeyB WW <^ St. Mary's Chnroht 
and the burroundinir burving-ground. 

The tower has beeu, lor a loi)!:r time, unroofed. It ou^ht to be 
covered in and thus pre^rvetl tium further decay, especially a.s the 
walls generally are good. And further, if a boiie were raiaed upon 

h, audft an additioii would break the lines of toe mass of the btnld- 
ing, and would affiod a new and prominent feature in the Iaiid80a{ie^ 
caJoulated to eanrjr up tiie eye and mnd to heaven* 

We come now to that portion of the church which, roofless and 
ruined as it is, tinif()rmly attracts the visitor's chief attention — 

The Choik. — The present choir was, as we have already seen, 
the latest portion of the cluu'ch erectnl. From the Early Pointed 
ai-ch spanning the nave at the coniHiuuion table recess, we have 
little doubt that a former chancel eidsted, of the sauie date with tlie 
rest of the church. The present building is in the Deoonited £11^ 
Vush style of the fourteenth oentury, of whioh it afibrds an exqinslte 
specinien. An external view of the east end, from a photography 
has been already given ; on the opposite page will be found an en- 
graving of the interior d the choir. It has double qwnn buttresses, 
moulded at the bases, which recede by Ftagca in moulded off^ts, 
until thcv trnniriate where science kncwthfv were no further neces- 
eary as al)utments to tlic great window.' The quoins were finished 
Avitli pinnacles ; the cuves luul au embattled parapet furnished with 
^urgoyles ; and the barge was crockcttcd to the summit, tcrmlmiting 
in a foliaged finial. 

The east window is divided bv a massiye muUion in the eentze 
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into two Lirge equal compartmentfl. Each of these is subdivided into 
tliree lights by lesser inullions, which terminate at the springing 
of the great arch in a series of six ogee arches, surmounted by tre- 
foil tracery ; and the kite-shaped space at the crown of the arch is 
filled in with a Catherine 
wheel. The whole win- 
dow is of wrouo;ht lime- 
stone. Its full lieight is 
26feet; to the springing 
of the arch 13 feet 8 in- 
ches; and the brejidth is 
nearly 17 feet. The se- 
veral muUions are 2 feet 
apart. The north side 
of the choir has four win- 
dows, of two lights each. 
Of these three are group- 
ed together near the west 
end ; the fourth adjoins 
the north-east quoin, so 
as to afford room for the 
sacristy, which we have 
noticed already (p. 102). 
The south wall has the 
sanienumlKjrof windows 

similarly grouped, but of interior of the choir. 

different designs. The 

three at the west end arc of two lights. Their labels differ, two 
being pointed, the third (that adjoining the south transept) square 
with sculptured spandrils. The window at the east end of this wall 
is of large dimensions, being constructed of three lights, perhaps 
to compensate for the subdued light of the east window, when filled 
in, with stained glass. The terminations of the labels of all these 
windows are deserving of the -visitor's attention. 

The entrance to the choir is at the south side, through a deeply 
recessed and pictures<|ue porch, formed within the base of a wide 
projecting buttress, which, with offsets receding at different stages, 
rises nearly to the eaves. The doorway is moulded and enriched, 
and the hood terminates in a cinque-foil and rose. Within the porch 
are three steps ; and, at the right hand, is a stoup in a moulded 
ogee-arched niche, which rests on an angel's head as a corbel. The 
interior (of which our illustration funiishes an excellent idea) is 
used as a burial-place, and is now nearly filled with graves. Mounds 
rise here and there, beneath which wetirj' hearts are still. A low 
wall marks off a jX)rtion near the nave ; and beneath the east win- 
dow is an aspiring tomb-housc, indicating the gathering together, in 
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slow but sure Huccession, of kindred dust. The Hajman, Gilesi, 
Parker, and McCarthy families have their place of interment here. 
At each side of the east window are moulded corbels, intended, no 
doubt, for images of the Virgin Mary, the {mtron sjiint of the church, 
and of Colman, patron saint of the diocese. At tlie south side of the 
altar are four moulded arched niches grouped in one design, but 
now much decayed and broken. Three had columns originally, and 
fonned sedilia for the officiating priests. The foiu*th niche, to the 
east, was a piscina, in which the shelf across the back, for resting the 
sacred vessels on, yet remains. 

In the north wall opposite is a richly recessed altar-tomb, of 
which we furnish an illustration.* It is wrought of fine hard sand- 
stone, in the Perpendicu- 
lar style of the fifteenth 
century. The sides are 
formed by two light but^ 
tresses, from which springs 
a moulded ogee arch crock- 
ctted to the top and ter- 
minating in a finial. The 
centre is occupied by the 
principal arch, moidded 
and cusped. The base and 
recess are panelled and 
finished in trefoils, with 
their spandrils delicately 
carved. On a shield over 
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AltAT-tom'b of Thomas Fleming. 



the arch is the name of the 
occupant of the tomb, who 
is supposed to have been 
Thomas Fleming, seventh Lord Slane, who died in 1436. Lord 
Slane was t>vice married ; and in corroboration of the supposition 
that he was the individual interred beneath this tomb, three skulls,

The restoration of the choir is, as I am writing, being under- 
taken bj the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of Ireland, who have 

come forward in a llbcnil spirit to meet tht; puhlic wish. I camint 
cl(we my present paper without giving honour to whdin lionour is 
dne: the preservation of this architectural gem is due to the in- 
cumbent of Youghal, the R^v. Pierce William Drew. This gentle-

CBOMWELL AT CARLOW.

**CBOinni*i« at Carlow I" the accurate observer of the history of 
onr counti7 may exclaim. " Surely here is a misnomer — for although 
at the period of the Great Rchellion, the castle and town of Cntber- 
loiigh yielded to the arms of the victori<jns Parliament — ' Oliver 
the Protector' does not appear to have been e\ er personally here." 
Well, our critic is perhaps right. Ubiquity is one ol' the qualities 
which have as yet to be added by hcro-woreiuppcrs to the character 
of GromwelL At the maae period of the siese of Carlow, it is 
eertain His Highneae had letomed fiom hie Cish oampaign, fbr 
the dispatch of urfgeoA and important bnon^" to England ; but 
It ii muikelj that hia watchitll eye never rested on that town in his 
proirrcss through its vicinity, or that he did not stop to contemplate 
the reduction of so important a gam-fin as that of Carlow on his 
marches to Ross and Innistiogue.

Before referring to the scanty details which histoiy and tradition 
have handed down to us of thk the last actual siege of Carlow» it 
may not be uninteresting or unneceaeaiy to take a brief review of 
the actunl posture of affairs at the time. 

The 3Uth of January, 1649, had been a remarkable era in 
England.

ibid in tbeae difltiiiet views does llie tnyDMOtkni oontiiiiieto be eon- 
eyen in our own dftj* Befiire tUs Socratyy Itowevcfy 
whm the defunct poKties of fbrmer am, as well as the animated 
eontroyezwefl of thepreaent day, are alue excluded, it would be iaak* 
pertinent to pursue our reflections upon the theme ; suffice it to say, 
that the struggle which had conTnl«nd England for some years had 
ended ill theaDoIition, fnr the thnc, oftlie monarchical form f>f «jovem- 
ment, and the efctal»lishii»ent ofa commonweahh, or republic — thnt, 
according to some, anarchy had begun — according to others, £reedum 
had dawned. 

But although the Parliament had thua effected the subjujgatifni 
of England, Ireland — then, as now, the ^atcst difficulty of Eng- 
lish statesmen — had not been reduced. Whilst the conflict ng^ 
in England, tliis country had been, necessarily, comparatively over- 
looked in tlic Ptniprp^le whieh required all their encrpes at home, 
so that Irehmd, under tlie Mai tpiis of Ormonde, still held out lor 
royalty. On the death of the hiist Chiirles', his son and IcgitiuiHte 
successor was proclainied in Ireland as kiu^, under the title of 
Charles II. Dublin, however, and some other places, were gar- 
lifloned bj the fiienda of the Parliament. Ormonde, on the otiier 
hand, waa in the field, wifb ah army of 16,000 men. Monk, the 
parliamentary general, retbedfrom Dundalk, which, with Drogheda, 
Newry, and other places, eepoueed the royal cause, and the aflaira 
of the Viceroy assumed so prosperous an nspeet, that the joungKing 
himi^elf entertained the notion of appearing in Ireland. 

In this posture the Parliament of England began to turn their 
attention u])ou Ii'cland, and this country afforded so favouralilc a 
ticld lor enterprise and glory, that the post of' Deputy, or Lord 
Lieutenant, ins^nred the ambition of more tiiaa one of the leaden 
of the Commonwealth. Waller and Lambert had both been ouh 
didatee fat thia high commission, and eadi had many supportera. 
After the eieoution of the King, the foremoetman of all, Oliver 
Cromwell, aspired to the dignity. The imanimous choice of the 
Parliament fell upon him, and he speedily set about the discharge 
of his duties in liis new appnintiiK'nt. He despatched before him 
into Ireland a (ontingeiit ot* 4000 liorse and foot under Reyni lii- 
and N'^enables, lo liic udi^i^tance of Jones, who held Dublin fui liim. 
This reinforcement enabled Jones, on the 2nd of August, 1G49, to 
rout the Marquis of Ormonde at Baggotsrath, near IXibliny with 
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ft losa of lOOU slain, and double that number pnponerM. On the 
I5ih of the same month Cromwell reached the hiubour ot Dublin, 
where he landed a force of «0D0 foot, hall' that number of liorse, 
with ail the sinews of war, Liicluding u iurmidable train oi artiiiery, 
tod a sum of twenty thousand pounds in money. 

Gioonrdl iras ModTed in the cafiital with ihontB and rejoicii^, 
but be mt not down in tioeregal ease. Tredab, or Drogheda, the 
nwMt fiontiar town on the nnrth, where lay the princip^ strength 
of Ue ndwMuries, &«t oonmwnded l\is attention, ana thither ha 
ha-^tenod, resolved to spread abroad the terror of rtnmc by a 
gifjnal nud Itlofnlv example. Onuondr. on bis discomlitiu*e at liath- 
uiinee, antii ipiitinu :ni assault on Treduli, h:ul poured into the town 
a garrison ( t 1^0 toot and 300 horse, well supplied with arms, 
aniiiiumtiou, and provii^ions, and hiul intrusted the defence and 

gofiflniment of the town to a gallent olBoer»'8ir Ardnir Ashton. 

Cnamrelly with alcnce of no lees than 10,(NI0 raeD^ soon leecbed 
liieg^rteeofTEedih»endeiirveyed theforttfioBtio^ His opesntim 

w«e immediile^ irigorous, and decisive. He summoned the gover- 
nor to surrender, and, hardly wtuting for his refusal, thundered with 
his artillerv ajminst the walls. Ilaviu'x made a sufficient breach, the 
asmult was given. Twice -were bis troops rry>nlsed by the valnnr of 
the bemcgeti. Tu the iliird attciiipt, beaded by the Deputy bin i-df, 
the place wus tukeii, and Cromwell luui Ireton, swunl in hand, were 
the first to enter the town. Promises of quarter were given to all 
who wottid ky down thdr aimB — ** a pronuse," ae Lebnd says, 
*<oid1^ obawred nntil all leaiataooe was at an end/' No <|iiartQr 
waa ffwvkf orders having boen isaued to put ihe entiie gaxnson to 
the sword. 

** This execrable policy," Lcland tells us, " had the intended 
eflfect." Trim nnd Dun<1:dk were immediately possessed by Crom- 
well. Vciiables was dctachcti into Ulster. Carlingford was re- 
duced ; Newry surrendered; Lisburu fell; Belfast capituiaud m 
four days ailer his approach ; Coleraine was betrayed ; and the 
whole oonntzy lednood) exoept tiie tint of CaixickferguB. 

In October Cromwdl stood before Wexford. This pboe, 
too^ Onnonde had sapplied with a gamson of nearly 2000 men ; 
hnt all resistance was futile^ and the massacre of Tiiedah was re- 
enacted at Wexford. Ross next surrendered upon articles, but the 
si^'iro <A' Diincanuon, after a gallant defence by Wogan the officer 
in conniiuiid, was abandoned by Ireton. Distress now began to 
be felt by the invading nnny — ^an epidemic spread amongst the 
troops, who jMirijjhed hi niuuber^, while the severity of the weather 
and the eoardty of provisions combined to dishearten the survivors. 
In the spring, however, CromweU* faftfing reoeived reinforoensnta 
from "^Snglawdj took ike fieM i^ain with -renewed vigour, and hia 
canqiia^E 'was attended with umYeraal snooese. Having made him- 
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fldf master of KOkenny sad GUnunel, tbe only plaoes irlww he met 
with any ahow of veeistaiioe^ ha resigned the care of the army to Ua 

lieutcnant-geiieral, and embarked for Kngland. 

The history of Cromwell's campaign in Irelaiid as yet remaina 
to be written. Dr. TVikle, f f Dublin, whose pen has illustrated so 
much of the topo^mphy ot his native country, as of otiier lands* 
alludes to this subject in hi.s work on the " Boyne niid Hl;u k\vatcr," 
and rcfers to tlie ample materials which exi.st ior tlie composition of 
such a work in the uuml>ei*e» ui unpublibhcd lcttci*8, despatches, 
orders, and state papers of the time. We hope the fertile genius of 
Dr. "Wilde may be mdneed to imdertake the task. 

Towards July the invading army approached Garloir* 

Catherlough, or Catherlagh, had bera for ages a place of consi- 
derable importance for the English interest, although no remains of 
antiqnity exist ?it the present oay, except the ruins of its ca?t1c, to 
attci^t it- fijrnier greatness; but this may not 8cem strange, avIicti 
even its natural appeanince has undergone a complete change in the 
lapse of years: not a drop of the huge sheet of water — which we 
are told formerly existed here — remaining to support the derivation 
of its muie-y'* the dty on the kke." 

In the r^ra of King John the town leottved a charter of hiOQr^ 
ration fimmWilliam, £tu*l Marshal, and Earl of Pembroke, endow in^ 
it with very considerable privileges. In the reign of Edward IL 
it formed the head ([uarters of the scncschalship of the coimties of 
Carlow and Kildare, institutrf! on account of the disturbed etate of 
tlie district. In 13G1, undci' Liouel, Duke of Clarence, sou of 
Edward 111., the Iving's Exchequer wa^ removed from Dulilin to 
Carlow, and twenty years later, we ai'e told, the Court of Common 
Fleas was held heie* The Duke of Churcaioe expended £600--« 
oonnderaUe som in those days— 4n fortifying the town with walls, 
which have long since vanished with the lake (if any such ever 
existed) which surrounded them. 

By the 2nd of July the army of the Commonwealth had reached 
Carlow, and were encamped before the castle on the Queen's Coimty 
side of the river — afield about a quarter of a luiie distant being sUli 
pointed out as the spot where they rested. 

Edmund Ludlo^v, a major-^neral in these wars, who has lefl us 
a brief account, in hb ^'Memous," of the operations, seems to have 
iwvded Callow as a pkoe of oonoderable moment to have gained* 
ffi, however, tafln of onr foriMS as being merely " a small castie, 
with a river running under its walls but attributes its importsnce 
to the fact that the gaxriaon was aided by the favour and re^cdof 
the n ci^rh louring countr}'' ; and he racntlonf the difficulty the troops 
experienced in crossing the river, being obliirotl to erort to!}i]mr;n v 
bridges of ropes, hurdles, and straw, to enable the boldiers to pas6 
over one by one.

Whh all due respect for Genml Lndlow'B opnion, we fancy 
tin ** mall'* oasUe must have made a pretty ^oonaiderablc figure in 

t!io9C days, jndginp: from the shattered remains of the building 
which still exidt. Two of the towers, and tlic connecting >vn!I be- 
tween them, still re^main — acoDepicuous object, forming, so to ^peak, 
the base oi' the square of which the entire consisted. The height of 
the walk 16 nearly beveuty feet, and the 6pau of the bide, iioui tower 
to tower, will be fbnod to meaeure one hundied aod five Ibet. 
F^om thoaedata, the ▼flriest tyro in seometry may form a tolerably 
florrect idea of its complete extent. It i^, even in its present manned 
and broken oondhioii* a fitTOwable specimen of the Anglo-Nonnaa 
fortress. We have a sort of child's affection for tins noble ruin, 
and have often <loplf>red the Ticissitnde which placed the structure, 
which had withsi m kI the assaults of time and war for ages, in the 
hands of that eccentric physician, Dr. Middleton, whose unskilful 
operations, with tlie design of converting the cattle into a lunatic 
asylum, effected its oyerthrow I Any inhabitant of Carlow, who 
iDMr be old enough to leoolleot the year before Waterloo waiB won* 
wlu reoaO to mind how, upon one fine Sunday in that year» 
greater portion of the pile fell about thdr ears with a tremendous 
crash, the foundation having been undermined by the mad doo 
tor in the progress of his alterations. 

The era of its foundation we may with ( ( i tuinty fix in the earlier 
portion of the thuteenth oontury ; but to whom we aie to attribute 
the honour of its erection is a matter on which, like the birth-place 
of Wellington in our own day, the records of history difter. The 
generally reeeived and moat probable aooonnt is, that it ma the 
work €# Hugh de Laoy, an Englith adventurer of Heofy the 
Second's xeign, and the predecessor, and afterwards the sacoessoTs 
q£ Stronsbow in the gOTcmment of Irehuid. Mr. R;pin, the his* 
torian or Carlow, sums up the authorities upon this point, and we 
enrnnt r]o letter than quote hifl worda. His mention of Deljacy 
introduoes the sulyec^^ 

** This very able man was sensible that in a strange country, and sur- 
immdad by enamiet, the English could only tniiintain potsMiion by superior 
skill and means of defonce. He therefore castellated his own district of 
Meath, and a great part of Leinhtcr. The castles of Carlow, Leighlin- 
bridge, and Tulluw were built by him. The erection of the former struc- 
ture baa been attributed to various other perisoas; umuug the rest to Eva, 
daughter of I>eniiot Mae Morrough, to Issbel, daagbter of Strongbow, to 
king John, to ITugh le Bii I, fourth earl of Norfolk, and to Bellingham, 
lord deputy ( f Ireland, With regard to the first, wc do not find that 
the statement is supported by any ancient record ; Eva, or rather Strong- 
bow, her bosbood, was obviously so much engaged in preserving the ex- 
iting poeaeanons diuring his very brief career, as to be oompletelypre- 
chided from devoting time to the sreotion of estennTs straotnxeiL 
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regar<l to Isabel ; she was conveyed to England on tlio death of her father, 
aad remained there till her marriage iu 1189* and wc have no positive 
evidence, that she returned to Irehmid. The castle was certainly in exist- 
«noe ]^revioiisly to theoonneotum of the earl of Norfolk witli this oountry; 
For we find, that William, Earl Marshal, in bifl charterto Carlow, mentions 
* the castle;' and the carl c f Norfolk first acquired his property in Irrlanr^, 
by marriage with llie daugliter of the said Earl Marsiial. Respecting 
Bellingham, the assertion is preposterous; as will at ouce apuear, upon 
mentunof tiie year of hk deputy ship, which wm 1548. Antooritj, ocH" 
latanl evidence and verisimilitoda^ all fix upon de Lacy as the founder 
of the castle of Carlow."— History Mid Juaikfaiiim of thet}oimlEy of 
Carlow," pp. 63-4. 

Contemporaneous, therefore, with the establishment of the Eng-* 
liab donunioii in tfaiB oonntry, the CMtib» from iftB-mfitficy, shared 
the yarioi]0 fbrtuiieB of its foiiiiden» and gradually gathered strength 
with the inoreaaiqg stability of Biitiflh rule. In the vkissitudes of 
. war it more than once changed ownera* In 1494, James Fit^gmld« 
Ijrotlicr uf the Va\v\ of Kildare, having thrown off the allowance of 
EnglMid, seized u] lon tlir fortrosfs. So bold a rebel, and so daring an 
enterprise demandfl tin- iinintdiate att(3ntion of the Lord Deputy; 
and Sir Edward Poyniug:*— u name liiiiious in the histf)ry of Anglo- 
Iri^h legi.^lation — ^marched in person to Carlow, and, alter a aiiigiQ 
often days, disposaeseed Fitzgerald and reooveied the oaa^ Forty 
yean latere in the reign of Hemy VIII., another of the QeialdineB, 
well known in Inah atofj aa Silken Thomas," loee in rdbellion. 
His success was such, that at one period he held possession of eiz 
of the chiefest castles in the kingdom, of which that of Carlow was 
one. Aflcr an active tronson m three yeare, ho w;i8 capttu«d and 
beheaded, A.I). 1537, and the caetle returned to lis former owners. 

A structure which had served the intcresis oi its po&se.-<M>rD so 
well ^vaa not suffered to fall into deca^. On the accession of James 
with tlie shrewdness proverbial of his nation, we find measoree pro> 
Tided for the maintenanee of the eeatle. In the second year of iue 
leign that monarch grants to Donogh, Earl of Thomond» ^ entire 
manor of Gatfaerlooffh* with the old castle with four turrets, with 
the precinct and buudings thereunto belon^ng,'* with divers lands 
appurtenant, which vtrr called in the gmnt " dctursno" lands, and in 
this document the Ivuig expressly provides that, in ;dl i^'orks innde 
within the ca-tle, the inliabitants of Carlow are to liiul ^-ix workmen 
or labourers daily, during the said work, ;it their own expense ; also 
each tenant and cottager to weed tlie demesne com yearly for three 
daySy and m woman oat of OTery boose in Cariow to bmd tue alieaw 
for one dav; each tenant and cottsger to out wood for the use of the 
castle ibr three days in aommer^ and each of them having a drau^it 
' hone to draw the wood to the caatie for three days ; also to draw 
the oomoat of the fields to the area of the said oasUe for three daya; 
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to tfiTe one cart-load of wood, and one truss of straw at Christmas 
and Easter," -with otlier services oi' n like nature ; and, by another 
royal grant of the same date, he confers upon tlie Earl, and hk son, 
Brian O'Hrien, the office of constable oi'the castle of Carlow. — 
"History and iVntic^uities of the Countj of Cailow," mu 121, 122. 

To lefeom agvn to our purpoee. Befoie mamt oftbat Snd of 
July, 1660, CioiairdrB Ironaidee'* were seated before the town. 
Animated by intelligence which had reached them of the success of 
the FteUttDentaiyftvoee in Scothind, and now resolved vpon imme- 
diate and more acdve service here, the day had been spent in pre- 
parations for an assault upon the town, the planting of then* artillery, 
and the selection of a suitable position for the troops.

Thi"* unusually conrteoii« summon'- was despatched to the castle 
by an otiicer of IrctonV, j)robably either Major Anthony Morgan, 
or Colonel Philip Fernsly, who afterwards attested the articles of 
surrender on the part of the Couimon wealth, aud wiuj dtliveied 
hilo the hands of the GbTemor, CaptHn Bellew, who gave wetd 
that a Ibnual answer wotdd be sent to the sonunoos on the foUowbg 
morning. Bellew consolted his coninanloos. Major John Dnngan, 
Qsptain George Darej, and John Wodiseon» and it waa motved 
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to meet the summons in a correstpondlnp^ ppirit of courtesy. Suo- 
oessfal resistnnrc, in the present state of the <>Tirrison, Avas ho]>ele-S'i, 
and unless assistance reached them from the friends of the royal 
cause in the north, all idea of niaintaimug tlieir pofiitiun agtunst the 
foroes of Ireton should be abandoaed. 

AoocM^ingly, iho OoTORior letanMd tlie ibUowiog imrer : —

No assistance reached the ^riison, and the sequel is briedj 

toM. Sir HardreBsdbortly after mwovit two oaim 
tower bdoneing to the cull6, which mudidiaooiiifitedthe mmaon ; 
after which he cannonaded the town and took it^ when BdJew sur- 
rendered the castle upon articles.

Tradition, however, indulges its freaks with regard to this suj)- 
prwd perfi'ly, ;uid makes it tlic act of an old serving-woman of the 
civile. '1 iie legend i^' tr^ven in a note to Mr. and Mrs. Hall's work 
ou Irehuid, from AvLi li 1 here quote it with the less re.->erve, having 
myself supplied it to lIic authors.

Tliere hap- 
pened to be in the castle two or three old women, servants of the governor, 
end es the loes of theM wee to he preferred to that of e single loildier, of 
whom there were barely enough to maintain the siege, reoonzve Wee bed 
to the sending one of them during tlie night to the river, which, as you 
may see, run? hnrd by, for the purpose of drawing water to the castle. 
Well, as chance would have it, some of Grummets soldiers wandering about 
et the time, feU in with the (dd women, end eeiried hc^ off to their oemp, 
determined to have some qx)rt out of the ^* Hiriah big.** Learning, how> 
ever, the object of the errand in Avhich they had sorpiised her, and that 
she had been an inmate of the castle, they resolved to turn the circumstanot 
to their best advantage, and accordingly promised her restoration of free- 
dom, and a rew(urd, provided she could conduct them into the fortress, or 
infinm them of any way by which they would be likely toenoeeed in their 
designs. Frightened eunoet out of her wits by their threats, and now en- 
couraged by their promises, she acquainted them with the fatal secret that 
that portion of the wall to which, on the insido, the staircase was fixed, wa?, 
iu fact, the only point that would yield at all to their artillery. In short, 
efter tome time, they agreed on the following terms: thet she, being sent 
beck to the osstle, shotUd, about the middle of ihe ensuing night, ascend 
the stairs that c<intlncted to the battlemented parapet surroundiiiu: the 
summit of the walls, and, stan liiiL^ by its edge, should hold forth a burn- 
ing torch to signi^ the place where the irailty lay.

By Bichard Caulfield* Esq., Coik: a gutta peieha cast, and 
dimwinfffly the soe of original^ of the obverse and reverse of a silver 
peetoni cross, found at Bridgetown Abbey, wmty of Cork, and at 
present m hh cabinet. The cross had been gilt, nnd was orna- 
mented witii tiuu l arb ancles, one in each arm, aud iu the centre a 
garnet cut in the shape of a p{iniiieio«^ram. The stones were of a 
nne colour, although they evidently had never been polished.

•ntiqiie bronze cauldrons which seem to be peculiar to Ireland; and 
a St. Fatnck's half^penny. Mr. M<E^ oj accompanied his donatioii 
\j the MIowmg oboarvatioiia - 

^ On the 23rd of May last, some men in the employment of Mr. Quinlan, 
of UiUnglbrd, wUltt engaged in enfeting torf in mt Bog of Allen, on tiie 
prcmer^ of John Latouchei Ssq^ ntoate three miles distant horn Urlisg- 
nra, disoorered, at a distance of seven feet below the surface of the peat, 
a curious nntiqne vessel composed of three pieces of bronze, extremely thin, 
and fastened together in a very neat and workmanlike manner, by innu- 
merable rivets, irhidi are scarcely perceptible inside, but externally pre- 
sent msll oooioalheida The bottom piece of the Twsd affords an admir* 
dde specimen of hammered work, forming in itself, without joint or seam, 
a perfect bcwl, six feet six inches in its greatest circumference, and dimi- 
nishing upwards to six feet. The height is then further increased by the 
riveting on of a broad band, consisting of two pieces of bronze, * as thin as 
a hare^ ear,* and nineinohes in depth. The upper rim is pieroed with fife 
holes, as if calculated to be rivetea tofa strong noop^ from widch a strap, 
six inches long, and riveted at its extremity, nppoars to have passed down 
at either side, over the vertical joining, as it" tor the purpose of lurther 
thening the sides. The bottom is much thicker than the sides. The 
whidi stands one foot six inches in height, presents many skilful 
linkeringat consisting of small thin plates of bronze riveted on, in iSt^ 
mum&t already described, over the holes. Although the cauldron is eqpa* 
bis of containing about twenty gallons, it scarcely weighs 8 lbs. 

" "When the vessel was discovered, the finders carried their prize into 
Urlingford, but as they esteemed it only for the value of the metal, it was 
immeniately purehassd from them for a trifling sum by a local dealer in 
old iron and copper. Hearing of the circumstance, I considered myself 
bound, as a member of the Kilkeimy Archa?ological Society, to investigate 
the entire matter and report upon it to the Secretaries, and having found no 
difficulty in repurchasing the ancient vessel from the broker, I am most happy 
to he aMe now to prsssnt it to the Mnsemn ef the Soeie^. This remain 
of antiquity ohnoasly must have bean in the position m which it was 
found for very many centuries, as not only was it lighted upon at a depth of 
seven feet from the surface, and at a distance of a quarter of a mile from 
the arable land forming the outside margin of the bog, but the surrounding 
psat had evidently never been disturbed. There was no trace whatever 
ef any embankment or work of art in that direetion, the spotbdngin the 
esntieof a wide ezpaose of red bog, except where a stream, called the Black 
River, much frequented by wild fowl in the winter months, intersects it, 
running close by the place where the discovery was made. The finders, 
and the neighbouring pea&autry who examined the vessel, were much 
Avided In opinion es to its origm and use; sooDebeing disposed to contend 
thai it innisd a portion of an anoient still, *in tBe time of theDanss;* 
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whilst others were inclined to speculate upon the prohnbility of it? having 
formed an antique kcttie-drum ; and the proximity ot the spot m which 
it was turned up to the ruins of the old castle of Inchirourke led at 
onoe to ita being attrilmted to the period of the cdelmted O^Somkc^ 
King of Breifne, the consort of the fair false one,' Dervorgilla. I need 
scarcely say, that I do not expect the Society to subscribe to either of these 
vie>vs, the vessel ] >eing evidently ancient Irish *coirei' or cauldron, and 
the largest of its kind which I have ever seen. 

"I also presoit » oopper ooin foiiiid in the hog in the nogbhomliood 
of the bronze vessel It isoneof theooin known as ^ St. Patrick's money,* 
— the subject of the interesting discussion between Drs. Cane and Smith — 
and is a very good specimen of the haif-penny so denominated. At the 
other side of the Black River, a little west of where the cauldron was 
discovered, some maa cutting turf, about nrenty years ago, found a num- 
ber of human ekeletons. And about toi years anooi some tuf-«nttan 
eiigpged on the opposite bank of the stream, on the townland of Longford- 
pass, came upon » v- ell-formed road twelve feet wide, the upper surface 
of which was composed of broken stones, like our present Macadamized 
pavement; this was covered over by seven feet of peaL Haifa mile south 
of the place where the cauldron was oome upon, and in theeame bog, about 
ax years ago, two iuatiqne awords were met with. It is said that they were 
presented by the finders to the proprietor of the land, Henry Langlcy, Esq., 
Archerstown. Three ypars since, another discovery was mndo in the same 
locality, about half a niile north-east oi vviiere the cauldron lay, ou the 
property of Lord Uonntgarret: three andent and ruddy fbmed firkiai^ 
0(mtaining a substance like butter or rendered lard, were rused out of the 
bog. The finder unfortunately broke the firkinat and diqpoaed of the qgih 
tents for a few penoa*' 

Mr. M^Evoy's donataon exdted yery great interest, and tKe 
Obairmaa siud the Society was deeply indebted to that gentleman* 
whose example in saving &om destruction this valuable relic of anti- 
quity was worthy of gfmeial imitatiop, andy he tnuted* would find 

maoy followers. 

By Mr. John Fcchan, Kilkenny: an ancient cast iron dimm^- 
bock; in size, oue loot eleven inches, by one foot three inches. The 
margin was adorned with raised scroll-work and 6ower patterns, and 
it bm in the centre a baMelief repreaenting a thief uDsuooeedully 
tempting with meat a doje which WW guarding the doorway of ahouae. 
Above was the motto, ^^Sdi^ dona superat;*' and below, the date 1 656. 
This antique vna diaooTered* in the course of alterinff, for busineaa 
purposes, the house now occnpiod by ^Tr. Feehan, ann in which the 
handsome ancient chimney-piece, (lescribedin the Procf rdinix- of the 
May Meeting ol' the Society, had been loimd. The piale oi inetal 
wa8 built horizont4illy into the wall, and above it cjccurred n sub- 
btauce like decayed silk. The casting wiis probably brought here 
by aome of the CromweUim aetflers, as, although very imoomuoB 
in Ireland^ chminey*bac^ of a aimihtf kind fiequently oocnr in old 
houaea in EngUnd. ' 
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Mr. Gi-aves took occasion to mention anfyther instaiMe <lf the 
good feeling iEtbt growing up in the oomnmnity, with respect to the 
preservation of antiquities. The ornamental stone cliimncys of the 
old Ifoiise of the Rothe family, situate in (^(^nl-inurket, Kilkenny,* 
comiii nly known as AVolf s Arch, having become dilapidated and 
dangerous, he luul offered to iuive them repaired at tlic expense of 
the Society, as he apprehended either that tliey would iaii, or thut 
the authorities would order them to be taken dowB as • nuisance to 
tiie public, wluoh would seriously define one of the finest of the 
Elisabethan bnildinfls jemainhtg in Kilkeiinj, as had akeady been 
the ^ise with regnd to two of uie old houses in Hi^i-street. The 
lessee, Mr. Preston, had, however, at once taken the expense on hmi^ 
self, declinin2: to allow tlie necessary reparation tn lull upon tlie 
So<aety; h*^ h-id taken down nm\ carefully re-erected the stonework 
of the clmnncys, scrupuiousiy prrs( rving their ancient chamctcr. 

Mr. Prim called the att^sntion of the meeting to a gla^s case, 
oontainiug several articles ibuud in the raths at Duubel, in addition 
to the many cuiioas remains already there dieoovered, and described 
in a paper which he had rsad before the Society in die year 185S.* 
Amongst those now exhibited was a double comb of bone, omap 
aiented irilh an incised roundel pattern — a fac-simile <tf that disoo* 
vered amongst the Saxon remains in the Barrow Furlong excavation 
in Northamptonshire (engraved in the " Archaeologia/ vol. xxxiii. 
p. 332). There were also several bone pins, with perforated lieads; 
a bone gouge, and a small ring ot the same material ; also a frag- 
ment oi one of those cii clcta aheudy described in hid |)apcr as 
resembling the English antiques, termed Kimmeridge coal-money.^ 
There was besides a curiously ornamented whet-eton6» and three 
specimens of the distaff weight*' or **fiury miU^stone" dass, but 
which might with more probability be sui^>08ed to hflTO been used 
at rudo sobetitntes ibr buttons. Theie were three bronxe articles — 
a srmnll nail-head pin, exhibiting some carving; a strip of bronze, 
showing tlie remains of an illep-iMe mrdiannl inscription; and a 
tiuiall. Hat, round box, about the size and tiiickncss of a half-crown, 
consisting of two i)arts hinged tOE^cther, •and ehowing the remaiii.^ oi 
eytis ior iiksteuiugs. The uon implemeuts comprised the remuius 
of several pins aim knife-blades, a pendant onuunent ftr the bridle* 
and a goA speomen of the small shears, also fiequently found in 
Anglo-Saxon barrows. Sinee the May iNIoeting of the Society, 
excavations had been carried on under the direction of the SecretaJ- 
ries in the largest and most peH'ect of the mths on the townland, 
ior the puipose of aseertaining if it oontained souterrains* The

or onumentB wore finind in this ]«ge imUi, but eevenl fia^mentB 
of KiUEennyoonloocmredfiNir feet beneath the surfim proving tlat 
the use of that mineral wis vary early knoMm in the district. 

Sir Erasmus Dixon Borrowcs, Bart., contributed the fonowinj» 
curious extracts from the old DubHn news[)aper termed '^Pue'a 
OocuiTeD068»" ToL juuLV., Ho. 8, January, 1737-8: —

linen, a dark grey close-bodyed cloath coat lined M-ith black, a mixed drab 
close-bodyed coat, a superiine black cloath vest lined with a white shagrine 
silk, andabreediesof uleismeelolh, SdiabfidiBgcoata, and several odier 
wearing appsreL Whoever, therefore, who diall discover any of the said 
persons or goods, so as such persons shall be convicted, shall have a reward 
trom said Mr. bmyth of 20 guineas; and if any of said persons will die- 
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i>"»Tcr the rc?t, so aa any of them shall bo apprehended and coixidotod, BUch 
pcrsou bhi^ii have the like reward, and his pardon procured.*^

**Thi8 littia doQoment, now nearly 1 63 years old, and in the most perfect 
state of preservation, though totally valueless immediately after it had 
served its intended purpose, is at present of much \>\]u(' and interest, and 
not without its use, for it shows us that, bad &s our own present times may 
be considered by some, at least, in one respect, * the good old times,' as 
they have been termed, were certainly not mnoh better, as from (ha itt> 
meosa tum paid for the freight alone (for whidiyou would now get nesiiy 
the same amount of articles, or at least n large proportion thereof, and, per-

Mr. Ci raves said that, hi ir f^f >r'l:ince with a pronriifso made by him 
at the Alaixh Meetinjj of tiic S.)c!ct v, he beg<;ed leave to sulmut a 
few additional observations relative t^j the unique and highly curioiia 
paotoral 8tafi-heud deposited in their Museum by Mr. Bluke [ibr accu- 
inte UlttBtntionfl of wbich, drawn and ene;ravea hj Mr. W. Oldham, 
«f Dubiin, aee plate ftcbg page 1 381. He (Mr. GraTes) had, smoe 
that period, ezhllnted the antioue to iHv. Todd, Gf»Te8, and Petrie^ 
and also at a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy, and had sent 
drawings of it to Mr. Albert Way, the distiuguiahed Knglish arob- 
seologist. The jiulfrrncnt of all was, that, so far a? Ireland was 
concerned, it \v;i< unifjue, and of the utmost interest. Opinions were 
divided as to its use. Dr. Todd, in the course of some oltser\a- 
tiouH made by him at the meeting of the Archajologiad luntitute of 
Great Britain and Ireland, held on the 3rd March last, expressed the 
opinkm that H bore a atrikSns reflembhmee to the paatoral etaff cai^ 
ned by iMahqw and abbots of uie Chreek Church, of whioh the handle, 
or cross-piece, was formed by two h^uls of dragons, or fo i h other 
animal, turned upwards, and recurved. In this view Dr. Todd was 
confirmed by the opinions of Messrs. Westwood and NiLrlitingale, 
the f^>r!ii( r of whom Sfuil thwX -^nnilar objects were re[)resented in the 
rnnL III tient work on the "^Vntiiiuitles ol'thcGreekChurch," of which 
u cujjy hiul been recently acquired ibr the British Museum ; whilst 
the latter gentleman observed that he had liequcntly seen pastoral 
•teA IB uae in the Oriental Churches bearing a doee resembtanoe to 
diia Iriah lemain. Mr.Waj^ m a priYate letter to him ^Mr. Qiayea), 
aecmed to doubt this reaemUanoe, and suggested caution in assum-

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mg that there is ''decidedly ii G rook-Church influence in this curious 
staff-head." Mr. Way Imd kiially lorwarded a s^ketch, copied from 
a plate in the Abbe Tcxier'e llecueil des In^eHjitions du Limuu- 
on,'* €i a BtoflMiead ibimd in tlie tomb (as suppoj^ed) of CretBid, 
Bishop of Limoges, who died in 1022. This staff bad a carved 
iyory cros » '| ttec e, apparentlj tenniiiatinff in two dogB* heads; the 
heads, however, wore not recurved, and there was a fitting and 
comfortable rest for the h:iiid at top ; wliereas, as might be «cen from 
the necoinpanyiiitr pltUe, in the ca«e of the Kilkenny stait-head the 
recurved headtj came so close as to preclude this use, whilst two 
bars crossing the aperture apfjarent between them would seem 
to indicate that a cross, or crook, protruded thereiiom, when the 
instrument was perfect. Mr. Blake, indeed, suggested that the 

rbdliflm of the ibal-shaped head, with crook or cross protradtng 
efiom, was roost appropriate, the noms having been the sjmbd 
of the Church from the earliest times. However the natter mi^^t 
be determined, it was a subject for congratuhUion to the membeiB 
of this Society, tliat it had been the means of making known to 
the antiquarian worM a new type of that most interestmg class of 
Irisii antlquities^ — tin* ero/.ier, or pastoral *tnff: and they were 
much indebted to Mr. lilake i()r (Upositin*; it in their IMusoum. 
Mr. Blake's account of the stulf was as iuUows : — lie is not able to 
say how it came into his fiunily, or to what part of Irehmd it ori- 
nnall^r belonged: his longest recollection of it is as a plaything for 
the children of the house. When first he knew it, it was aboat two 
feet long in the staff, and had two more knobs or bosses of intet^ 
twined lacertine work below tliat still remaininpr: the staff -was 
covered with thin plates of silver, and thi?, probably, cxeited the 
cupidity of servants, and caused the stati to be reduced to its i)re.-*ent 
scanty dimensions. As to it*i material, the ftjift' appeared to be oi* 
yew timber; over this was laid a thin coaling of silver plate, <>{' 
winch some fia^ente remained below the boss of bronze which 6till 
adorned the antique. ^ The boat^shaped head, and also that portkui 
of the stafiP inserted into the remaining boss, was of bnmie^ sud 
nesrly devoid of ornament. The reeurved dragon heads had the 
eyes filled in, two with red enamel, and two with silver, each head 
havinj; one eye of silver and the other of enamel. Mr. Cimves 
stated it to ]>e liis opinion tliat :i vrom of the eliaraeter of the cross 
of Conpr, pn -( rvcd in the Museum of the Koyul Irish Academy, 
originally protruded between the bars which cross the insiilc ul' the 
present boat-shaped termination of the staff [the accompany iug 
engravings, made to a scale half the rise of the original, give a front 
view of one side of the antique, as also a representation of the boat- 
shaped portion when seen verti&illy: they are scrupulously faithlul^ 
xepresentnng even the injuries which the original lias sustained* and 
firom which the orifice at top has espeoially sufib«d]. 
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Mr. Henry P. ClArke, on presenting a quantity of calcined hu- 
man bones, submitted the following observations respecting them: — 

•* I beg to present to the Society the contents of a small stone sepulchral 
cist discovered at Kilcreene, near the city of Kilkenny, in May last. Whilst 
walking over the grounds in company with a friend, he drew my attention 
to some rude stones slightly projecting from the bottom of a bank in the 
gravel pit at the rere of Mr. Edmund Smithwick^s residence. On examina- 
tion we found them to form a cist composed of six unhewn stones. One, 
placed flat, at the bottom of the gravel, rested on the stratum of yellow clay, 
and supported four others on edge, which formed the head, foot, and sides 
of the cist, and on these rested a cap stone, three feet eight inches by one 
foot six inches, remarkably flat and smooth, but, like the rest, un worked, 
and which was evidently carefully selected for the purpose. The stones, 
six in all, are of the lime-stone of the neighbourhood. We found the inter- 
nal measurement of the cist to be one foot nine inches in length by one 
foot four inches in breadth, and nine inches in depth ; its longest direction 
being N.N.E. and S.S.W. The clay upon which it rested is five feet beneath 
the surface of the gravel, which here forms a rising slope over the adjacent 
pond or river. The accompanying engraving, from a sketch by the Rev. 
James Graves, represents the cist as it appeared when divested of the gravel

and earth which covered it The top of the cist was but three feet from the 
surface. Having carefully taken out the contents, they were found to con- 
sist of the calcined human bones now presented to the Society, mixed with 
which was a fine white dust, which appeared to be rather decayed bone 
than ashes. Neither charcoal, nor implements or ornaments of any kind, 
were apparent, although we made a careful search for them. I should 
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remark, that the fragments of the bones are quite hard and sound, and give 
a kind of metallic riog ivhen struck. The situation in which they were 
deposited is, however, remerkeblj free from moutnie, wludi may parti/ 
aooount for their high etete of preaervmtioD. Having submitted some oif 
these lemdns to a medical man, he was of opinion, from the size of the 
tinder jaw-bone, and the distorted shape (nrising from softness under the 
action of fire) of others, that tliey were those of a young person. I have 
placed together &ome portions of the &kull as worthy, perhaps, of farth«^ 
eaBuninatiMmi 

It was imponible to aeoertiiti if this tomb had any sort of eHrthea 

mound or other memorial on the surface above it to mark its position. I 
believe such tombs have been found in the centre of tumuli, and, like thia, 
sometimes beneath the natuial surface of the ground. If any such elei^ 
tioa ^thAgromid were era hcre^ lU Indleationa of ithadoompletely 
appeared. 

As to the age of this tomb, which evidently belongs to the period 
when it was the custom to burn the dead, 1 understand this practice had 
totally disappeared about the eighth century, the practice having l>een 
expre^y forbidden by Irish ecclesiastical canons about this period ; so that 
we cannot, aooording to this -riew, assign to it « less antiquity than one 
thousand years. But to what m<tfe remote period we may refer it I cannot 
say, for it has not, I believe, been ascertained when the custom of burning 
the dead began. Mr. Wright, in his work, * The Celt, tlie Roman, and the 
Saxon,' ab&erts thai it was not generuUy c&tabluahed amongst the Romans 
nn^ tiie time of the Dictator Sy Ua, 80 yean B. 0* Supposing this to hnvB 
been the case in Ireland, it is, of course, possible to ascribe to this t<Anb 
an aiitiquity of twenty centuries. It is, I believe, now ascertained from 
the examinations of cairns and other sepulchral mounds, that the bur^'ing 
of the body entire was here, as among the Etruscans and Romans, the earlier 
praetioe. I wonid remark, that Roman tombs found in England, and 
which are known to be those of the poor, are often formed of six flat tiles 
placed in the ground in a precisdy similar mumer to th at n o w under Botioe^ 
forming a cist in which the calcined bones were placed, and covered over 
with a small mound of earth. Perhaps the Kilcreene cist was one of the 
tombs of the poor. 

**It has been suggested to me by the Ber. James Grmsi that, aa heis 
aware of several primoival cemeteries comprising large nnmbers ainular 
cists, here also there maybe others, which will be laid open n*? fhe oxoava- 
tion of the gravel pit proceeds.* By permission of Mr. Edmund bnjiilnvick, 
the stones were plac^ tc^ether as nearly as possible in their original posi- 
tions, and the tomb is now to be seen on the lawn in front of that genthi- 
man's residence. It was impossible to leave the out where it was found, 
on aooonnt of the exoaTatioa being oootinned.'* 



i I have since leomed that, nearly 
about the time when I was engaged 
reading the above fi.'w notes to the 
ciety, Mr. Graves' anticiiiations have 
been realized ; another cist, formed of 
KX snail and nide boalderstoneB^plaoed 
in a dide, and covered byacapHrtxme, 



has been opened close to that above de* 
scribed. It contained calcined bones, 
but. ludike the others, mixed with char- 
coal. No implements or omamfaits 
were found in it. The cist last disco- 
vered was about three ftet under the

OK THB 1BI8H FEWTEB COINS OF JAMES IL

Turn momoQB qnaotiiy of Imm and copper downs, ha]f-cEOwiu» 
fllulfiiigSy and aU-^Moees whioli bad been put into dieoktion wUbin 

nme months from Jime, 1689, being found inanfficient to meet the 
neoesaitiea of the Sing, be resolved to eoin money of less intrinsic 
and current value; and accordingly, on the let of ^larch, 1689-90,* 
a warrant wa,* i-^sned to the Commissioners of the Mint, whereby 
it wa-* ordered tliut two corts of coin were to be made, of a white, 
mixed metal, to pixst^ cun cut in Ireland ; the one about the size of a 
[brass] dhiiiiug, having on one side the King's head, with the inscrip- 
tion. Jacobus it^ Dei^atid, and on the other side having a piece 
of prinoe'e metal* fixed m tbe nnddley uritb tbe stamp of the harp md 
erown» and tbe inscription, Magf, BrL Ra, at HUf, Mex,^ along with 
the date, which piece was to paaa for a penny ; and the other jueoe, 
abottt the bigness of a [braea] 8ix-pence» to be made of the like metal, 
and stamped on both sides, m like manner, and with the inscription 
afore^said, topai^ for a half-penny. The Coniniissionors were autho- 
rized to o<->in snclj pieces ironi time to time till fiirtlier order.' 

On tile 28th of March, 1690, only four weeks after the date of 
the warrant ibr niakiu<^ the pewter coius, which were intended to 
lemedy the acarctty ot pence and halff»ence, a prodamadon waa 
ianied, in which the warrant of the lat of March was recited, and 
all persons were ordered to receive at their peril, **at tbe rates 
afiironaid, in all payments," the said money which was made ooneni 
for present necessity, and not intended to continue for any long 
time. It was further proclaimed that, n> soon as tbo said money 
should be decried or nuide nidi, tlmt it >li(>uld be lue^ived in |>ay- 
ment for all rents, dutic.-, or dcht^ due to the Crown, or tliat full 
satisfaction ibr the same would be given in gold or silver of the 
eorrent coin.^

The half-penny of the same ilate has on tlie obverse the Kinjj's 
bust, to the leit, laureated, the hair short, not descending on the 
bare neck, as it does on the penny ; legend, iacobus. ii .dbi . gratia. 

In 
the centre there is a bit of prince's metal. It we^e serentj-two 
grams. See flg. 8. This coin was not known to Sunoiiy 8n€3Kng» 
or Buding. 

A penny, with the date 1690, corresponds m ?i7C an^l typo with 
the penny of \6S9. It hsis a bit of prince's metal in the centre of 
the reverse, and weip^hs one hundred and seven grains. See fig. 5. 

Another penny wsis eoined in 1690. The head on it is smaller 
than that on the penny of 1689 and 1690, already described, the 
hair short, and the aedk hare,* fike the hidf-penny of 1689* The 
▼ahie of the coin is expressed by P beUnd thenead, wUoh addition 
was probably made to distinguish this coin more readily fivm the 
copper half-pence of James the Second, issued in 1685, 1686, 1687f 
and 1688, which were of the same size as the pewter penny, and 
very similar in type. Reverse, similar to the preceding coins, ex- 
cept that the date Is at tlie sides of the hai|), thns, 16 — 90, instead 
of being over the crown : it has a bit of ])rince's metal in the centre, 
and weighs only ninety-five grains, although it is in a high state of 
preservation. See hg. 6. 

The type send legend of the obrerse of a hatf-penny, intfa the 
date 1690, are nmilar to the half-j^enny of 16899 but the head is 
smaller, and under the bust there is an ornament or priry mark.

In order to remedy the scarcity of money, and that the standing , 
foire? mii^ht ]n' better paid, and ;dso to enable the Kin^*.** subjerts 
ffi pay taxcr^, fxrisu, customs, rents, and all other dobt?^ and dutit'.s 
{payable to tin- ( i-wii. a certain quantity of white mixed metal wan 
ordered, by pnHjlainaiiuu of the 21st of April, lb90, to be coined 
into crown pieces, to pass for five shillings each. The refiiflal of 
Ibese pieoes wae to be **jpaniiihed according to the utmost rigomr of 
tlM law,** and oounterfeitera of them were to be prooedled against 
u guilty of high treason; and all persons who should diaoover 
**0iieh offender <Mr ofienders, ao as he or they be brooght to condign 
panishmcnt," were to be recompensed either by a reward of twenty 
pounds, or one moiety of the estate, real and personal," of the 
oiFefider. Heavy i>enaltie>' were also to be inflicted on any persona 
who presumed ** either to import, into any part of this realm, ur 
export into any other country whatsoever, any of the baid coyn or 
men^ of white mixed metal," and rewards promised for their dia- 
eoveiy. As in the case of the pewter pence and half-penee, these 
crowns were not intended to " continue for any lon^ lame," and 
whenever they were decried and made ntdl»" full satisfitttion was 
to be giTen lor them in gold or silver* or thejwere to bereceiTed in 
jayment of all debts due to the Crown.*

Mr. ThonuM Putfamd* who givoi the Allowing aoeoimt of the 
discovery of a nnmber of these pewter crowns: — 

*' Kin? James, having turned all tlic Brass Guns of Ireland, nnd all the 
Brass and Cupper Vessels of tlie Protestants that he could seize, into Coyn, 
yiz. Half-Crowns somewhat bigger than an English Half-penny, Shillingi 
broader, but not ao thick as a Farthing, and Six-panoaa in proportion ; it 
was order*d to pass current in all Payments, even in Bond^ and diacharge 
of Judgments and Statutes; (iniomnch that if Ages to come knew not the 
reason, they would admire to be told, that there was a time wlien nitii 
absconded, to avoid receiving their Debts, as many here did:) iiut these 
atooka of Metal being all spent (whioh he began to Coyu in June 1669)* 
and no Circulation to bring tlu'm back into his Treaanry, he called in all 
that he had Coyned, and the Half-Crowns, which V)erorc were stamped witli 
a Face, were re-stamped with his Etlipries on Horseback, and then paid out to 
thoao who brought them in, as Crowns ; and the smaller Coyns were melted 
down, and re-oOT&ed again nnder the aame Daoomiaatioaa, bat with Im 
Hetal. Afker the torn waa aured by thia Stratagem, he had not where- 
withal to import Copper and Braaa; but for want of it. f< 1! foul on the 
Pewter Di?he?i, &c. And the piece I sent you of that Metal was Coyned 
for live Shillings; and the Proclamation to make it passable was as ready 
as the Stamns, for it was prepared: But King William passing the Boyue, 
prevented their Proolainung it. There waa -very little of it Coined, Ibr 
our Government ooald meet with none of it; until one day, rummaging all 
their Tinkerly Treasure, that they had left behind them in Dublin when 
they were routed, by accident 1 met with one Bag of one hundred and 
htty of those Pieces. So that the Piece I sent you, altho it's of no Intrin- 
sick Value, it's a Barity ; and had I thought it would have been aooeptabk^ 
I would have lemt you a Speoimen of every aort that he had G<7ned aod

The writer is not correct in stating that the proclamation wliioh 
** was as ready a^s the stainps" was not issued in consequence oi* Kin^ 
WUHam pasnng the Boyne on the Ist of Jnly, 1699. Smon had 
in his possession a nrinted copy of the proclanaation dated the 21st 
of April, 1699» and he had seen two or three others. It is evi- 
dent that it was published, and it is probable that some crowns 
were issued, as well as the other pewter coins which were made 
between the 25th of March and 21gt of April. Tlic ]>roclamation 
which Mr. Putland alludes to was probably the one i^^^^ucd on the 
16th of June, 1690, in which brass crowns (of the same type as the

pewter crowns) were ordered to be iiiade» and to paas for live shiU 
lings each.* 

There arc other coins ol' which no record is known except the 
f v iUence afforded by the coins themselves. Siiuou published a half- 
penny, which has on the obverse the King on horaebaek) to the left, 
wetnng a buoad-ieeftd hat» and holding a flword erect in hie right 
hand, toe horse prancing on his hind-1^ : legend, i acobvs . ii . dbi . 
GRATIA. A small circidar piece of piinoe's metal is inserted in the 
fore and hind quarters of the hoFM; reverse, in the centre a crown* 
behind whicli are two ^^^f'ptrc?' in saltire; under the crown a harp, 
and over it a lion pasnant «^nardaut: Ic'^end, MA(i . ijr . riiA . et . hib . 

. 1(>89., the word half-pbnt in an inner circle at the sides of 
tliu crown.^ 

Simon, who pubii&hed this coin from a drawing which was sent 
to hhn ^ hy the ingenions Mr. Charles Siuith»* of Dnngarvan," in 
^ comity of Waterfind, was of opimon that itwas strookat Limerick 
at flio mme time that lhefi>re-mentioned pewter haJfipence and far- 
things [pence and half- pence] were stmck in Dublin; and, that they 
might be the better distinguished firom each other, they had a dif- 
ferent stamp* 

Thi? coin is aixnil the size of the pewter penny of \Gh9, and 
much larger than the half-]KJimy of the same date; ; it also coiTes|K)nd8 
in size witli the two vaiieties oi the penny coined in It seems 

to have been intended for a pattemrpiece, of wlucli probably very 
few were stniek ; Ibr I have not been able to discover one m any 
public or private odUection. 

Rndin^ published a large pewter coin of James the Second, the 
current value of which he did not know. Obverse, the Kinj|p in ar- 
mour on liorseback, to the left, head bare, laureatcd, in his right 
hand a tlrawn sword erect: legend, rvf obvs . ii . dei . r, n vtia. in 
large letters. A small circular piece ot prince's metal is inserted iji 
the fore and hiiid q^uarters of the horse ; reverse, mag . br . i ua . 
■T.uiB.REX. 1689.: in the centre a piece of prince's iiictal, ou 
winch is atamped alaige crown. See fig. 1. 

This coin is In the British Mnseum,* and seems to be a pattern 
ftr a crown piece. It is larger and heavier than the authorized 
crown of 1690, and weighs three hundred and forty-six grains. 

There is one other coin of James* whicli is not made of })e\vter, 
hut X notice it here because the type of its reverse resembles that dT

Obyerse, the King's head to the 
left, latircated, the hair tiowing^ in loo??e curls over the Imclc of the 
neck, bust draped: legend, r vronvs . ii . dei . gr ati a. It is icieutical 
in size and tjrpe with the ol» verse of the hmss six-pence first coined 
in June, 1689 ; reverse, mag . uii . fra . el-, hib . hex . 1689. ; a 
crown over a harp, at each ride of wfaich are the numerak ii« It 
consists of a bard white metal» which rings with a dear aotind, and 
it weighs fifty-one grains. See fig. 2. 

The numerals on the reverse seem to indicate that the value of 
fliis coin waf fonr-jxjnce. I know of the existence of five of tlu'm, 
which leads me to believe that they were in circulation to a limited 
amount, and were probably issued :i sh<»rt time previous to the pewter 
coins which lir^t appeared in Alaich, 1689-90.

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NOTES ON THE SUKRENDER OF ROSS CASTLE, AS READ 
BY JOHN P. PRENDERGAST, ESQ., BABEISTKR-AT-LAW, 
AT THE MEfiTING OF JAJfUABT, 18&4.

Bb70Bb I proceed to the matter of this papw, I may be penmtted 
fiir myself and other distsnt members to express our obli^rtions finr

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the arrangement which aflbida us, at interrals of two months, the 
Transactions in Part.«j, as priiitod. I could not offer a l>etter 
nf^.f of tlie utility of such accominodutiou tiian by observing that, 
i!i (letault of it, it would probably bo souiowhere in the year 185G, 
tlmt I should (if living) be in possession of Mr. i* ieaderfrast'si inter- 
ebting paper, at a time when iU subject might well have lost much 
of its interest, and all its fieslmeBs, fbr him, myself, and the mem- 
boft of the Soeiel^ in geneniL 

The dooomentary evidences respecting the surrender ofBoflS 
Gertie pvodnoed hf Mr. Prendergast arc in themselTee most mtea^ 
^ting ; they set at rest all possibility of further question as to the 
feet, that "tmn?5porte<l ships," or, more accunitely, "f^un boats," had 
k'«^n <fniployed in tbe reduction ot" tliat Ibrtress in 1652. Yet I 
think tiiese documents scarcely warrant Mr. Prendergjist's tioduo- 
tions m to the mode of tnmsit of thc£>c ve^U to the scene of action, 
and as he has (with a too iavourable notice of a little antiquarian 
•crap-book <tf mine) addnoed my version of an eipreaabn in the 
epitaph of the bdtder of these Teaaela in proof of hie. deduetionfl^ I 
am inducc'd to re-open the queetion» and to argue that neither die 
oiiginai Latin of the Kinsale monument (ierrii veli/icas§e ratem), 
nor my own version of it (" nerlaml mt/af/e**), nor yet the import of 
Mr. Prcndernrist'a documents, are sutticient warnuits tor the conclu- 
sion ** that the veaseis had brt-n carried uuer the hills," or, as Ware 
gives the tradition, **over tht nuiuntdimt** and by consccpience that 
river was mt the courae taken btj the boats to the sieye ofHosi 

CuCb." I hope to be able to diBonsa all these pomts ynm OaX 
fiiendfiness and respeotfbrmj q[ypofient» irhich should always mark 
oar harmless antSquarian eontroyersiee. 

It k usual to commence an engagement with tbe light-armed 
troops ; I therefore dispose of the original Latin of Captain Chud- 
leigh's monument by saying, that Mr. Prondergast's inference, if it

Mi of the inscription rescued by Mr. Hall from neglect and rubbish 
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in 8t. Maltose's Church at Kliisalc, the question put in issue by 
Mr. I^rendcr^ast was not at all in my mind. I adopted what 1 
thought a happy turn of expression made familiar to us by the 
modem phra^se, overland route to India," a route, I may remark, 
which, with a laud traualt of but sixty or one Inuulrcd miles irom 
Caiio to Suez, indiideB wmaj itkanmad milee of ^sagc by w»ter. 

Bat, to dismiss yerbsl onticuni» and to diaooss the questioii 
dtreotlyt with a Tiow to ascertain the fact with as much approach to 
certainty m dociunents or loQalities will allow, I beg to eay thati 
reading Mr. Prendergast's paper, as 1 do, with a perfect knowl^ige 
of" iIm locality (in fact by a half-honr's ride to the top of the monn- 
taiu rjjige over my Iiousc 1 can trace the Lauiie from iti* outlet at 
the Lake to its embouchure at Ivillorglin), and from comj^ari^nn oi 
daieSy which iu this matter beconw of importame<, 1 now p^opu^^-■ to 
support the proposition that the transit of the vessels was by too/er, 
and not by lano* I pvooeed to aigoe thb proposition. 

SooutJIIaster Jones' letters to the Lorn General Lndbw give

All these monitions of war arrived in the Bay of Dingle (or 
CasUemam, as it is cslled indiffei^tlj) on the 18th of Jane, 1653. 

The terms for the siurender of Ross were signed on the 22nd, and 
ratified by Lord Muskerry on the 23rd following ; so that the transit 
of the boats, their " settiivj up," — their launching in such condi- 
tion tliat, as Ludlow's n;iri;iiive inlbmif= could he rawed 
about i/i the MJiiier,"— must have been accomplished iii the .<hort 
space of Jour days : whence we may collect that they must have ar- 
rived on the shore of the lake in a state of considerable forwardnessy 
or else most have been of veiy flimsy oonstmotion, and intended 
more to alarm than to do active service against the enemy. 

From the tenns in wHcfa Dr. Jones desires **a cmmoy to cotmtt' 
nanee their landxiig mid comMyanee," Mp. Prendergsst in^srs that 
no STTch precaution would be neces^arv if they were merehf tn he 
launched from the tratisport iofo (he river;" but I presuuie .Air. 
Prcnderppast is not aware what an insiixnificaut river the litiune bt - 
ccimcs tiom tli* ]M.liit at wliich it eca.-e.s to l>e navigaljle for viiaseU 
of bmden. A IillIc way above Killorgliu bridge it is bO narrow 
that a ftw active men on either bank, armed with stones, oould 
seriously annoy and interrupt the progress of a boat in roid-etresoi; 
and a convoy, to su[)erinteiid the landing and clear the banks at 
each side, would be an obvious precaution for the phmncrs of the 
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f xpdition to armnj2;L* Ijeforebaiul : moreen ( !•, tiiat the state of the 
country required it is ovirlenccd hy the coiiiiiiunication of the Parlia- 
mentary Coininis^iomTfi, at }>. 21) ot'Mr. Prendcrjnrast's paper, which 
meutioiLs the ruulin^ ui upiirtv' of the euemy, iucludiDg iifty horse," 
'and the taldu^ of a deiNMit of powder ''from an abbey called IGL 
lank" Thia ib obviouuy a nua-BpeDiiig for the abbey of Killaoh* 
OTt aa it ia now more euphonionsfy- tlian correctly called, Kilcols- 
MAN, a fine ruto* standing in the demesne of that name, the residence 
of bb William Godfrey, Bart^ and which lies but a few miles from 
the embouchure of the Launc. " In these ports " that is, in the 
iicitrhlKHirluMKl of the Laune river, Ludlow and hin brigade con- 
tinued until the Ihtii of »Junc, when they made their final march to 
their entrenchments beiure Koss, " seiuluu^ thither their boats and 

Mr. BrandemBt^a next diffionlfy aa to water tnnait ariaee from 
the charaeter cfthe river Laone itseli^ which ^havHff^ aa he ooit> 

rectly aaya^ ^not easily navigable at any time, toas, ofccwfie, at 
vtidsummer at its lowest level. ' This observation ia quite true, and 
leads us a consideration of the capacity of the river for admittUl|^ 
the Inward passage of a boat in present or past ttTiie. 

I will fiiist take tor granted that the present condition of the 
river i» the same it was two hundred years ago, and it may be de- 
scribed, in iti* general character as a succession ot deep pools, varying 
from half* mile to a mile in length ; theae b^g separated by gra- 
ahallowa. Aa it iaaoea from the Lake tiuou^ aome tortuoua 
rapida, there ia no deficiency of water, bnt the stren0;h of the stream 
would require considerable and oonttnnona phyaioaf foroe to dmw a 
boat upwards through them. 

Now all this presents no extreme diflSculty, wherea«. nt the period 
of the transit of the boats, the ditticulties of land ( ;it i i;igi' would 
have been great indeed. The roads of tliat period couid have been 
httle better than bridle-paths," the woods which covered the coun- 
try dense and intricate ; and though we speak of the valley of the 
laone, yet the term ia acarcel^ applicable, eioept by comnariaon 
with iiui more moanfennona region about, fw it oonabta of a ano- 
(^sbn of hi|^ and low lande, over which I will not abeolutely aay 
that one or more pinnacea eonld not be carried; but I greatly 
doubt the pofsihility of their being po carried, fitted up, and launched 
on the waters of'Tion^^h Lein in the space oi tlu'ee days, as must have 
been done in ihc case we are now eonsitluriug. 

To return to the existing gravel-beds in the Laune. A ([ues- 
tion here presents itself, namely, whether we should consider that 
they exiBted in the aame aocomulation in 1652 aa in the preaent 
daj. These ahoala are produood by the deiritut brought down hw 
the amaller moontiun tnbutaries, which, in rainy weather, man 
from the Keeks, and other narta of the mountain range finrming 
the iain*baain of the river. £very one obaorvant of the phenomena 
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riven will imdentaBBd that gimvel deponto ftom Bocii 

causes must be continually inflraBUig, for these streams arc con- 
tinually changing their coune: every fresh flood makes its fresh 
inroad on the beds of stone and earth forming the banks of the 
torrent; nor is it uTiconimon to sec on tlie fncf of n Tuountdln the 
commencement of what a future gonointion uiuy know as a deep 
mountain crlon, made after a single day 5 rain, by the rush of a stream 
accidentiiily diverted into a new course through fresh and friable 
soil, from which it sweeps all loose materials, to swell the deposits 
in the lowlaiid river to whkdi it nay be tributaty. ^Hieae otwoi'va^ 
^ODBf applicable to all riveta fed from nioimtain langea, apply pooo^ 
liariy to the Laone, and induce me to ofl«r the auggestion that ita 
water-way waa» in all probability, muoh deeper and more equable 
two ccntnrics ago than it is wo?r, when to dmw a war-boat tip it, 
though difficult, is not impo«-ihle ; for it was actually accomj>1i>*!K'd 
some years since by a party ol officers from one of the Avar-jsteaiixers 
then stationed on our coast. If I do not mistake, I read a alight 
journal of thid expedition, written by one of the officers engaged in 
It ; and I have a reooUeotion of a similar feat having been per- 
fonned by another party of naval men earlier in the present century. 

Since I commenced this paper, on looking into Smith's Keny," 
I obaerve that he professes to have known of an old man of the name 
of Hopkins, living in his day near Dublin, who was " one of those 
enqffffed in drawvuf the ship into the lake;" and T perceive \\v\\ 
JSmif h expressly litatcs that the boats, "being arrived in Castleniaifi 
Bay," were " brour/hl up^ the river JLanCy bif stnvu/fh of nonA 
hands,*' This tcotimouy, which brings us to the era of a \i\ mg wit- 
ness of the transaction, confirms my view of the mode of tran^t. 

And though this view of the mode of traorit may ** lessen the 
marvel" of the tet in one way, in another it seems to me to add to 
the reputation of all concenied, for the energy, promptness and 
perseverance of their proceedings, especially ot* Captain Chudlci<^di, 
who, having had the " care of the whole bn«inef? committed to liim," 
pnn od hiniself **abl(' nnd tit for the s^ervice." nnd justified the 
opinion entertained ot iiiui while living, and the laudatory epitaph 
which marks his place of fscpnitiire. 

Nothing remains to be tsuid except a tew words of explanation 
as to Uie causea which drew the courae of war to what wt Parlia- 
mentaiy Commisaioners call this "knotty and difficult south-west 
comer of the island," and how it came to pass that Koss dioold be 
the last garrison and strength of stoat old Lord Mnskerry . 

The castle was, and is, part of the possessions of the Browncs, 
Earls of Kenmare, and was held by Loni Mfiskerry a« the prnaT-dinn 
of Sir Valentine Browne, his neiJicw, then a minor of aliout twcU e 

Sjarsofage. Thet^e pai'ticulai's 1 learned from ji \i»hmie in tlie 
ritish Museum (Addit. MSS., 2so. 1820), cmiikd, *' Funeral ('er^ 
t ihcateii of Ireland," wliich contains niany detaiU of interest for the 
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tzacmg of tlie dedcente and connexious of Irii>U iamilies. The fol- 
lowng estiact k • speciiiMoti of the mmuteiiett and nMrticahrity 
vHb vlnoh msuAk mfttton -were put on record in fimner onye: — 

" Sm VALKjrrrNT Browne of Malahiffe Baronet — he did marry Mary 
(!aTT;;'hterof Sir Charles MacCarty, Knigljt, Viscount Muskerry, by whom 
lie bad two sons aud two daughters— viz. Sir Valeutiue Browue, twoyeare 
nd bftlf old »t Hflj 1640, John, Elis, and Elenoare. Th« above 1^ Vilen- 
tine did depart this mortal life the 25th April 1640, and ifMinterzed in 
the Parish Church of Killamey — July Gth following — the truth of the 
Prt?mi?i's as tostiried by Edward Hussey of Rath in the County of Kerry, 
£34 — taken bj me Albone Lererett, Ofiicer at arm^i — to be emoUed in 
tfceOffiee aft Arms." 

The connexion between the Brownes and Mac Gerties of Mu»- 

Icerry wns still closer and more complicated by a eecond marriage 
of a former Sir Valentine with the eiflter of hie aon's wifOf fov f^i»^n|r 
the same certificatee we read that — 

<* Sb YMJorran Bbowrb of M olthife Baronet deoeuod 7th Septamber 
1633 — he bid to his fu t wife Elizabeth dan^^hter of Gerrott Earl of Dee- 
mond (that Avas attainted) by whom he had issue, Sir Valentine — James 

Browne — Nicholas, Ellenour, Mary, Catherine — His second wifewas Shccly 
daughter of the Eight Honb'* Sir Charles MacCartliy \' isoount Carthj of 
Kuskerry — by whom he left issue, Thomas, Margret, Mabel—'* 

Of these iasue, Ci^ptam James Browne is frequently mentioned 
in the records of the time as an officer under Lord Muskerry's com- 

m-^ntl, tnlcen prisoner, exchanged, and fiiinlly Awm in the battle of 
Kuoekninoss; near Mallow, some time beibre tbt; fiurrender of his an- 
cestral fortress. 

I have nothing to add, except that, aa Mr. Prendei^ast's mention 
of mj trifling " Lake Lore" stands on record in yoiu* " Tmuaac- 
tbu,** I beg the Society to give the little Yolome ftedf a phoe m 
their Library, by accepting the copy which I herewith transmit 
thiou^jh thenr Secretaries. 



ON THE RUNIC CROSSES OF THE ISLE OF MAN. • 

BT JOBV WIKDBLB, B8Q. 

Like Ireland, the Isle of ^[nn poi'se??'^ ninongf^t her most remark- 
able monuments sculptured stone crosses, wliich have long attracted 
the attention and notice of the various writers who luive visited or 
described tliut island and itb remains. Some of these have been 
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depicted in GougliV edition of Camden in Wilson's "Prehis- 
toric Annals of Scotland;** in Worsaae's "Banes in England^ 
Scotland, and Ireland in Kennibrook's " Etchings of the Kunic 
]\f onuments in the Isle of Man ;** and in a work by the Rev. Joseph 
(leorjxe dimming on Manx (Tfolojjy and 'I'oponrmpliy Ca^ts of 
Fevcnd of tliesc crosses were taken a few years since, ami *U )M)site*l 
in some of the English and Scotch museums, of which ^^'llr^^ae 
availed himself, in die work above mentioned, in speculatiii^ a^on 
the Danish vestiges in Man. ISnoe then the Rev. Mr. Cumming 
had fiirther casts taken of the most bcautiiiil and important of those 
crosses. Of these, thirteen duplicates have been secured for the 
Cork Institution. It was intended at the 80me tinic that they should 
be placed beside casts « f thnse Irish crossc? wliicli had been to so 
much advnTita^e exhibiied in the Dublin lOxhibition of 1853, and 
thus an t>j>j»ortunity would have been afibrded to the nrchfeologrieal 
student, and the public generally, for comparison and illustmtiuo. 
This design has, however, been unhappily frustrated, and the Manx 
crosses must remain, for the present at least, the onlj monuments 
of thdr dass possessed ihe Institution. 

I have carefully examined those casts, and given the views cnto^ 
tained of them by the writers who have noticed the originals my 
best consideration, and feel convinced, whetlu r right or wrong will 
be for others to jutlgc, that they ought to be re<^arded as derivatives 
from those of Ireland. 11 mv possess many eliai'acteristic^ in am- 
mon, and afford sti iking evidences of aflfinity and similitude, as well 
OA peculiarities oi' an opposite description. They are, iu fact, im- 
praied with the variant character (tf the two xaoes, Celtic and Scan* 
dinaviao, which have occupied Bfaa between the ninth century, when 
the adventurous Norsemen first obtained a permanent footing in 
that island, and the thirteenth centuiy, when it became united with 
England under Edward the First. 

The fragments of our early history, v.tH tho testimony of 
foreign writers, conhmi the native Manx tradiUous, that the orii;iiial 
colonization uf the island was trom Ireland. Its proximit^^ lying 
within nine leagues of this country, as well as its language, and 
the manners, Imbits, usages, and superstitions of the people, lend 
further certainty to this opinion. The Bound Tower, deeined so 
peculiar to Lreland, is not without its mute but elo<juent represen- 
tative in Man. In Pagan and Christian tunes the mtercourse was 
as that existing between two portions of the same country. Cam> 
den, Us,>iher, Lhuyd, and Pinlverton, are all agreed as to the Irii^h 
origin of the Manx. The latter says: — **lt is clear fi'oni their speech, 
tiiat the mliabitants of Man came chieflyfrom Ireland ; it was held 
by the Irish in the days of Orosius.** -^thicns, the co? mographer, 
deUvers a similar statement : — " Mcuavia insula seque ac llibcrnia 
a Sootorum gentibus halntatnr.*' Tigemach, the cdebrated Irish 
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amifiit, says tliBtConiiaonipliadiu» King of Ireland, was so called 

beesuae he forced the men of Ulster to colonize Man. It hta been 
assumed tliat these were Cnithcni, or Ul>!ter Pictu. But there had 
\wen an crtrlier emigration than thi- from Irelan'l thither, even ere 
yet the Scoto-Milesians had quitti 1 1 he fhorcs of Spain, if wc credit 
thf ti :uiitions of Man, and the xrw nvhuUm^ liisiurv of our own 
TuuiIau de Dananuii, for in tliat very mythic period of our chronicles 
Mmwiii Mao Lir, or Orbeen, not only gave it a colony but his own 
name. Connac, King of Mimster* in we ninth century, deecribea 
this personage ai a *<fiunon8 merchant who dwelt In the lale of Man 
He waa the greatest navigator of the western world, and used to 
presage good or bad weather from his observations of the heavens, 
and from the changes of the moon, whcrclbre the Scots (Irish) '.uul 
. Britons named him "<^od of the sea." They whn cnlled him jNIac 
Fiir, that is, the Son of the Sea, Mid from him the isie of Man had 
it6 name, — " lar Ctmusiught," p. 20 ; also " Nennius," vii. Mananan 
was slain in battle at Lough Orbsen, now Corribi in the coun^ of 
Gahray, by UUin^ the grandson of Nuad of the nlver hand, Kii^ 
of Ireland, twelve eenturi^ before the Incarnation. The did statute- 
book of Man describes ^lananan as " the first man who held ^fan, as 
the ruler thereof, and after whom the land was named. He reigned 
many ycnrs, and was a Paynim.'* " He kept thehmd,"it adds, " under 
nuBts bv bis nprrrmifincv. If he (beaded an encmv, he wmdd of one 
man Oini-^o to seem one Imndred, and that hy art magic." The kings 
of IrLlaiiil regarded ]^bm as a portion of tlieir dominions. One of 
the rights of the Kiug of Tui-a wad fruit from Mananu (the liibh 
nsmeof Man), payable on the calends of Angoet at Tara, — *<Book of 
Sights,'' p. 3. Seal Balbh, a IGng of Connaught, was at the same 
tune a BkHig of the Cruithean tuaith (Pictland) and Manann> 

Amongst the legendary wonders of Man were reported a strand 
without a sea ; a ford far from the sea, which fills when the tide 
flow**, and decreases wlien it ebbs ; a Btone which moves at ni^ht in 
Glen Cindcnn, and th nii- li it should be cast into the sea, or mto a 
cataract^ it would be loiiiid on the margin of the same valley airain. 
There i^ ako a mouutaiu which turns round three times in the yciir. 

Man receiyed its Christianity from Ireland, having been con- 
verted by Gennanne and other disciples of St. Patrick (Jocelyn, 
"Vit. P«t,"c. 92). 

But a new element was Infused Into the popftdatbn of tliis iskmd 
in the ninth and tenth centuries, consequent upon the invasion of 
thf Xf^T-tbeni Viking?. In 87.5, HaroM Harfager, Kinp: of Nom^ay, 
after liavitiL:: -uhjiigated Zetland, the ()rkney^•. nnd Heljrides, added 
Man to liiti other possessions, iwid during tlie tenth and eleventh 
teuturies a series of Nonvegian kings ruled over the island. In 
1077, Godred Crovan succeeded in asserting his inilepeudcnce of 
Norway. He, it is said, diyided the island, and assigned one portion 

X 
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to the natives, and the otiier to hit own followen. Ma^us Bare- 
foot, King of Norway, however, subscqiioiitly recovered his dominion 
over Man, which he ht ld until his death, w hen the tainilv of Godred 
again repossessed theuieielvej', and retained their authority until the 
time oi' Kdwanl the First, when (in 1270) the Norwegian domina- 
tion termiuatiHl, and passed tu the Crown oi' England. Henry the 
Fourth ffn&ted the ishuul to Sir John Stanley* aa anoeator of the 
Derby niiiily» to be held by the homage of a cast of fiJecna to be 
llfeaented at every eoronauoD. The regal jniiadiotion enjoyed 
thenceforth by the StAnleys, as Xjorda of Man, was pmx:hased hy the 
Crown in 1765, and since then the property of the islan*^ ha? pn5»«ed 
over to the Dukes of Athol» by descent in the female line from 
William Marl of Derby. 

Whilst in In'laud we have but few vestiixes of the inroads of 1 lie . 
Northern \'iking8, their permanent occupancy of Man lins lel't inde- 
lible traces on the character of its population. and monumental 
remaiofl. An interfoaion of the old and the new xaoea eneiied, via^ 
ble in thdr institutions, habits, traditions, and to some extent erea 
in their language and topographical denominatiooB ; AvLilM the old 
Irish alphabet appears to haTO altogether fallen into disuse, the 
Kunic HH<)umed its place, and is now alone to be found on the old 
lithic remains. 

"In evorv <'luirrh-yar<1," say^* the writer of an old "Description 
of Man," in iT44, ihcrc is a cross, around which they <ro three 
times (at I'unerals) before they enter the church." — p. 122. The^ 
crossee are of elegant ferm, ixmaating of shafts supporting eneks, 
and transverse arms elaborately seolptared, and eoYored with inter- 
laoed knot and scroll work. They are oocaaonally Tahiable, as 
illustrating costome, musical and other inatmments, and the peculiar 
habits and ideas of their age. In type, as well as in their general 
stjrle of omani^'Tit. they flifTcr to -omc extent from our Irish cro«?c«. 
with which, altliouj^h cxux iiicly cuiiuus, and laboriously and mi- 
nutely executed, they will not bear a very close comparifon. They 
rathei' approximate more to those of Scotland, which are, however, 
themselves but modified derivatiyes firom thoic of IrdAnd, wheie 
the fonn and stjrle were first eUborated. 

Of abont thirty stone eroases, either entire or mutikted, at pre- 
sent remaining, tlurteen bear inscriptions incised in the Bnnio cba- 
raeter, and it is not a little remarkable, that these exclusively occur 
in the norllicm part of the island. Few of tho>'e are cut out of the 
stone entiro, or have the spaces between the arms nn«1 within the 
circles perlorated. Kirk Braddan ci\».-s is the only one of this cha- 
racter of whieh we have obtained a cast. The nvajority of them are 
Uierely raiisud in low relic 1, on the tturluce of un wrought upright 
pilfaup-etooes, and generally carved on the back and mnt.^ Thev 
present the apncjaianoe of ancieat Heathen memorials Christianina. 
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The rode stone {oUar, it k wdl kiiowii» mm wifoMy ^ Dnia^S&aX 
guniimeiit; andao sMrad WBsit held that the early Christiaii minie* 
t&Sf in very numerons instanceiy had the oroes sculptured on it, in 
Older,** says Fosbrook, to ohaoge the worship without breakbg 
the prgudioe.'* Ledwich expr^aes their practice in othor words: — 
**Tne?e upright stoncf*,'* he say?, *' wcro, by an easy operation of 
c 'rviri^ a cro^» on thcni, changcnl irooi au HeathfiU to a Chrietiaa 
feyQibof.** — ** Antiquities of Ireland," p. 75. 

Their date, as ci'osses, may be aBsumed as between the fifth and 
twelfth centuries. In the former age the Isle of Man received ita 
ChrirtMaity, and in the latter the use of the Bmue chanuster \raa 
proscribed by the Chuich. Indeed, it was eo in Sweden b 1086, 
end in Spain in 1116. 

Wonaae, who had seen earlier casts than those taken by th» Bey* 
Mr. Cuniminp:, cl^ms too much when he would appropriate all the 
Manx crosse.-* to the NorweL'^nn-- : for they possess '^a many features 
to assimilate the?n to the IrLih, that n v(My sli«;]it exunilnatiim muet 
show tlic uiuca^oiiablenePS of thi^ ))iciension. He, bowerer, ad- 
mits? that " they are imitated and altered from the Scotch models 
with great exp«vtneB8 and taate*'* — p. 286. Even on those inscribed 
with Knnic ebanMsters, and tibeee aie the ninoritY, the oocunrenoe 
of Cehic names, showing a mixed popidation, ehould have suggested 
tl)i> f>o8aibiUty that all may not have been of northern ereotion, espe- 
cially when it should be borne in mind that tlicrc are not any such 
crc^-e-^ in R^ve(1eTl or "N'orway, and when the vc rr form of the mo- 
nnmcat and much of the chanioter of its ornain* niLition jire 80 essen- 
tially Iribh. Avery little ult( ulion to these coiisiderations phould 
induce us to assign them to a mixcii rather than to one peculiar 
noe. Theyunquestionably unite cluuuct^ristics derivable from both 
tooms. Woneae would rehr on the presence of figures of diagona 
and serpents, as indicative of genuine Norwegian workmanship ; as 
if the use of these animals in soalptnre had been ej[clu6ive to the 
North. Our own monmnental crosses, shrines, illuminated initial 
manu5*cript letter?, <^c., will sufHciently exhibit th.e fallaeiou?ness of 
this view. Serpents and interlacings form nmeh the staple of 
Irish and Scotch ornamentation as they did in Scandinavia ; and 
therefore, as a test of origin, their presence is tpite inconclusive. 
It required do very acute powers of discrimination to arrive at the 
very obfiooaftet, ttiat the recently converted and naturalized Norse- 
men, in Man, imitated a elass of monuments which ther found 
already in existence in the island. They varied some of uie oma- 
mental details in accordance with their own national tastes, adding 
or substituting devices and fi^ircf, familiar in their own sculptures, 
ibr those whicli tlicy found ])revalent on those now imitated. We 
accordiugly find the outline i"orm of the Iribh circle crops universally 
adopted* The Irish ornamentation, its tri^uetra, interlacings, and 
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imagery, were in the main copied ; but added to these wore Northeni 
beik^ts iuid birds ufpi*ey, snakes, and hybiid aniniu!-, liuuic knots 
and inscriptions interepersed, derived from the mytiis ul the Su|^ 
and still well-remembered Pagan inia^iinijigs. 

The iiucriptioiis, although spcakii ig in the hnguage and diBnustar 
of the Viking, and in genend recording Soandinavum nameo, show, 
by the occasional presence of Celtic denominations, su( h us Mai- 
murra and Mai Bri^t, that intermaniagcs and affinities with the old 
. natives had l)cen formed. As inBcribed records, they are brief, 
simple, and nicijrrre; merely deelarlnif by wliom, and for whom, 
they had lu i n > rt'('t<'<l, and contuininix luiilur details nor dates. 
They cOntra>L rcmai kably, indeed, with our more ambitious and 
commmiicativc, but inflated and too eulogistic modem epitaphs, in 
the fonnute, as wdl as matter of the inscriptioiis, they diinr modi 
from those of Iielaiid of the same period. Phraaeology similar to 
our aroit do (a ])myer for) never occurs in the Manx Kunie iiiscri]^ 
tlons ; but in lieu of this we axe iiiibniied» for instance, that Mai 
Brigt erected a cross for his own soul. The only name of an artist 
which occurs is that of a person named Gaut, who, it is mentioned 
on one ot'thc five crosses at Kirk Michael, made that and all other* 
in i\Ian, ]>rol)al)ly all the Kunic crussscs on the island in his time. 

Tlie liiostreiuarkable cross is thatot iiirk iiraddan, takeu iiromtlie 
church-yard of that name in the centre of the island. It ia four feet 
nine inches in height and fourteen inches hroad at the anns, aooording 
to the cast. Instead of interlaced cable-work, the shaft is scdlpturea 
with dracontine figures intertwining. It is decorated on three sides, 
tJiie fourth being occupied by the following inscription: — " Thurlabr 
Neaki risti knis thana aft Fiak snn in Itrnthnr sim labrs;** i.e. 
Thorlat' Neaki erected this cross to Fiak, the son ofliis brother, a 
j>on of labr. There are characters in tlie under part of the ciiclc, 
which have been figured in Camden, and are supposed by AVilson 
to read ihbsus: curious example," he says, of the tranaitioa 
from the use of Bunes to Soman ehanoten.**— p. 54S. This lead- 
ing, however, is doubtful. 

In the opinion which I have ventured %o £>rm on this monument 
I fear I shall be 'deemed very presumptuous ; for it happens to be 
entirely opposed to that of Dr. ^^"dson, the able Scottish antiquary, 
who ])ronounccs it to be the most thoroutihlv Scandina^nan in 
character of all the Manx Kunic crosses." " The styh', ' he say^. 
** implies the work of some Norwegian artist, which he dcri\ ed i'nnn 
his owu iatherlaud, though in some degree modihed by the lavouiite 
modds of Celtic art, which have bflumoed the form of oUier Chri^ 
tian monuments in the isknd." — FhshtBtorio Annals of Scotland," 
pp. 541-2. **Iam not aware," he adds, ** if crosses of this form are 
round in Denmark or Nonvay ; but in nearly all the principal details, 
especially on the shafts it differs entirely from the other Manx unNMesy 
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md correspondfl to thoee on Scandhmmi zelics of the Iron period.** 
Ab ftr 80 1 am capable of judging, there k not another Manx croas 
irfiidi ao completely aasimilatea with the Lnah model as this. Ita 

finn, the perforations within its circle, its tnicciy and s^jrle of ozna- 
ment, completely establish its Irish affinity. Ito main difference is 
in the absence of tsubdivisional compnrtments or cnrtfTiichcsi troin the 
fiice of the shaft; but the cros-ses of Tnnm and lulialoe are equally 
defect! iti this respect. The Kuuic inscription and 2*«orse lan- 
guage could liave been supplied to the sculptor by Thorlaf Neaki • 
himself. It is right to observe, that the Kirk Braddan cross has 
been bvokeainthe iliaft, and ia now kept together by* an iron band^ 
nd apart of the dxde baa also been mutalatod. 

The writer of the ** Description of the Isle of Man," ahreadjr 
citedf says, in reference to a tradition of Man having been origi- 
nally peopled by giants, that *' when a new vault was being dug 
in Kirk Braddan chureh-yard tliey louivl tlio leg^ of a man ven- 
noar four foot in length from the ancle to tiie knee." lie tuilher 
adds, in ilhi.'^tration of the tradition, that in Ivirk Carbra ehnrch- 
jard was ibund a huuiaa head of that monstrous circunderence 
that a bashd would hardly cover it." — ^p. 123. 

There are fiye crosses at Kirk Michael, of wUdi three haye Biime 
inscriptions. The largest of these is a pillar-stone, seven feet eight 
mches in height, by twenty-three inches in breadth, standing in front 
of the church gate. The cro^ and sculptures are slightly raised on 
the face of the stone, the latter representing a man and hor?e, a ?tafj, 
(lr>g«, knotted Healed dragon:*, spiral volutes, &c. Above the outer 
circle, which incloses tlie arms of the eros?, occurs in Ciich angle the 
iiiU;rlaocd device eaHed the triquetro, from its trefoil form. This 
is a common ornament in ancient Irish monuments, as at Cloumac- 
noise, Killaloe, Ac It is also £)und on coins <xf the AnglcvSaacon 
and Ibemo-Daniflh kin^. 

The inscription, which ia placed on one of the rides, reads from 
the bottom upwards, as is generally the case : — " lualfr sunr Thu- 
rulfs eins Rauthn ri<ti knif? thano aft Frithti mnthur sino;" i.e. loalf, 
gon of Tlioixjlf tlu! lied, ereeted this cross to hi"^ mother Frida. 
The oeriirrenceof Si'andinaviaTi names on thin monument, Ci^pecially 
tho?«e ol i>id deities still retained, Thor and Friga, is peculiarly in- 
teietjting. 

Another stands on the north side of the gato of Kirk Michael 
diurch-ywrd* It ia also apillar-stone^ four feet two inches high and 
eighteen inches broad. On it is the figure of a man playing on a 
h^ of the flenuine Irish t^rpe ; two other hold in the hand 

either swords reversed, croaers, or staTCS. We have also the figures 
of a stag and dogs. The inpcriptlon in this case is on the back of 
the stone, and reads — liaisti krus thaoa eitir Mai Muru fustra 
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tin M. Todir Dnfgals kona is a thisi ati i. e. IfoTodir Dogftld 

erected this cross to Mai Miiru, his foster-brother. 

A third rro^H is also a piUar-stoiie, three feet ten inches in height, 
and eighteen iucherf brojid. It stands on the wall on the south side 
of the church gate at Kii k MichiWil. Its face is covered with cable- 
work. The iii^riptiou oontmns the uame of its Bculptor, Gaut, 
or»^a8 lie calls himaelfy Gaat Buurnar, on a monument «t Kirk A&- 
dieMy and states that he had made idl then in Man* It ia lemaric- 
able as giving the manner in which the name of the ishmd was 
pronoaiMsed by the Norwegians, **Maun/* It also contains the 
ubiquitous name of Smith. The inscription — " Mail Brigdi sunr 
Athakans Smith raisti krus thano fur salu sind sin Bnikiiin, (taut 
girthi thano auk ala I maun;" i. e. Malbrigd, son of Athak ni ( the) 
iSmith erected this (cross) for his soul. Gaut made this (cvn->) and 
all in Mdiu A portion oi this inscription is brought round from the 
side to the upper ftoe of the cross. 

A fourth oros^ also at Kirk Ifiohael, is but a fragment. Its 
inscription reads simply—*^ Grims the Swarthy." 

On Kirk Andreas cross the inscription states Ihatit was erected 
for Ufiug, but Gaut Biamar made it. 

On another, also at Kirk Andreas, the inscription reeord< that 
bandulf the u thy erected this cross to his wite, Ariubiorg. 

On a cro-s HL-ar the Tynwald Hiii the inscripUon announce 
Uiat ** Tnosruir erected these lluues to . . . . .** 

It is a singular &ct that, although the Hunic character is said to 
have been in use amons the northern natioiis in Heathen times, thst 
no Pagan Bunes have oeen found in Han, althouffh the Norsemen 
had held it in possesM ii at least a full century beiore their conver- 
sion to Christianitj. This circumstance, added to others, is oahsn* 
lated to throw suspicion on the prcten-^ions to a pre-Christian origin 
which some have set up for it. In investi*^nting its history very 
little can be found, iu the obscurity which enveioijes the subject, to 
justify the claims of northern antiquaric^s to its Pagan use. 'i'a- 
citus (" Germauia," c, denies to the Germans the knowledge oi 
letters: — ^<*Liteiarum secreta tam viii quam midierss monnt.* 
The note or lots, with which they were in the habit of diThmig, 
must not be confounded with literacy characters, and the earliest 
mention we have of Bunes represent them as mmly used &r ma- 
gical incantations and sorceries. 

Runes ma^ be of liigh antiquity, Imt the moninnents reputed 
Pagan, on which they linve been iound in the North, are, to say the 
most, extremely fe^v, and it may be (|uest!t»nable whether these he 
sufiiciently accredited. The siin^>liciiy ol ilic iorm of the letters, 
and the limited nature of the origmal alplud>et, said to contain only 
oxteen letters before the addition of binde-rones, or oompomid cha- 
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ncters carry with them a better evidence of antiquity than the 
alleged iiiToofttioa of Thor, in the eepaklire at Glavendrop^ in 

Fuhnen. 

He their ori«jrin as it may. cortain it i?* that the vs^t majority of* 
LUicrijiiions in the Nortlu a.-^ in the ikiti^h L-^lands, have reference 
solely to Christian fcpulchral uses, and that principally in records 
graven on stone, like the Assyrian cuneatic character and the Irish 
Ogham. Oa some monnmeiits the inscription mnst be read from 
li^t to left* bat geneiallj tbe rule b the other war. We have no 
cmdenoe of any Bmiie maimsoript writing befote the deventh een- 
tiirf« 

The prf>?cnption of this character bv the Church took ])]acc, af 
already reumi'ked, tmvnnK tlio rnmmeneement of the twcll'th cen- 
tnry. This, it may h* < <)ULluile<l, aroae from their use, or nither 
abu.se, aceording to X'arelius Unno^raph. Seaiui."), in dial)olical 
exorci^niii and other ma^cal conjuratioub, by which they became 80 
otnMokNie ee to have been designated b;^ eodesiaetiGel writen m ihe 
hendwritingB of the devil. BeSate Hub, however, Kunio writing 
had become much diffused, and eKtensiTely pnu ti^ whereeoever 
the ScandinaviaB power or influence prevailed. In Scotland it waa 
adopted as the common letter on many monuments, even in inscrip- 
tions ill the Gaelic languajore. In different Tiation.n we find an alpha- 
I»etie v;iri;in( e. The A?ii:lo-S;i \oti scale and letter differed from 
the S' andiuavian ; the Mareumanu lis)!!! both; and that espeeially 
under ctuisideration, the Manx, varied in several respects lioiu all. 
In fkatj the sevoial nations ueing the Hunes distorted and ehanged 
the fonMt the order, and the powers of the letters, as if desiious to 
Bjstify, and justify the sign^eance of the term Bune, which Spd* 
man derives from Kyne; i.e. Mysterium, a word cognate with the 
Irish Attn, and the Welsh Rhi/i, oec iilt or my^terioua. 

It i--* worthy of observation tiiat in Ireland, where certainly the 
Vikinija had Ibnned setthniioTits, and held eon-^iderable ])(>'-''^o-;-if>ns, 
especially in Duhliu and othns of our inarit'Hur cities, fur ;it K a-t a 
century and a lialf, we have not a single monument inscribed in this 
character. It is true, that in Lewis' Topography of Ireland a 
Dtaush insoriptkm ia mentioned on a tomb-stone at Tibioughny, 
in the toaaty of Kilkenny, near CWrick-oo*Snir ; but tlus happens 
to be a palpable mistake, as Mr Prim has assured mc. We nave 
seen too muoh of this absurd Danish origination assigned to all our 
ancient remains, the intrinsic worth of whieh is beneath contempt. 
But faiHn*^ to produce liunes, tJome of our arelueologists are prepared 
to ijive lis ;! derivative substitute in our Ofj-ham character, between 
which aiui the Scandinavian letter they affect to perceive some 
points of rcfccmblance. An idea so visional-^ could ouly have origi- 
nated in the panidoz-lovuig mind of Ledwieh» heated by lus anti^

And now, taming for » moment to omr own corOMeB, of wkidi 
8o inuny beautiful qKcimens were collected and ehown In iJio late 
Dublin Industrial £zliibition, it is with extreme regret it must be 
stat^, that the hopes a short time since entertained of procuring 
for Cork duplicate «'asts have been altogether disappointed. After 
iucui I in<^ c«>nsider.ible exjien.se, and after Mr. Brash, one ot our 
members, had, at considerable inconvenience to himself, volunteered 
to proceed to Dublin, to superintend the necessary process of select- 
iu^ and re-oaetin^ 6ueb of tiioae monuments as were deemed most 
smtable, he found tbatt, subsequently to the sale of the exhibited 
easts to the Directors of the Sydenham Crystal Palace, the moulds 
had been ruthlessly cast aside, and, under masses of rubbish, after 
a toilsome search, could a few fragments only be procured! The 
rclvard of mucli expenditure and exertions has been tbe disjointed 
portion-^ of three crosses and some few partades of sculptured arches 
and coiunuis, of no pos^sible vnhie. 

The luct is but little creditable to the officials charged with the 
care of these remains afler the close of the Exhibition. But it b 
nnlbrtunately too much in keeping with the neglect and miamansge- 
nient so indignantly attributed to them lately im the ** Art Joumd.** 
We should have thought that no man of oixlinaiy education or in- 
teltigence could have been insensible to the value or the pieeervation 
of such ob jects, much less could we have dreamt of the wanton de- 
sfniction that iinpeiided, or of the barbaiic indifference that could 
ba\c {I in lilt (d it, and brought such a weight of oppn^jrium upon 
the R putaliun of our country.

Dargan, who hadmtended to j^resent to the Cork AthiflUBimi some 
beautifiil casta of andent ecclesiastical monuments, full of aidusolo- 
gical interest, have been also rendered abortive ; for when they came 
to be sought for, they were found qnit< mutilated, and in a state 
terly useless. The sympathy expressed for our objects and wishca 
by Lord Talbot de Malahide, ana the grent tnmble that his Lord- 
ship bad taken on onr behalf in their furtherance, not only by cor- 
reepondence, but also bv [)ers<)nal exertions, in conjunction with Mr. 
Brash, wei*e, in like inamier, wasted to no purpose.^

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EXTRACTS FROM THE PlilVAlE MEMGUANDUxM BOOK OP 
CAPTAIN GEORGE GAFNEY, OF KILKENNY, AN OFFICEE 
IN THE A£MY OF JAMES IL 

BT TBB BMV, JAMBS ORAVB8. 

It needs no apology to introduce to the notice of the members of a 
Society, such as ours professes to be, the followin^r extmcts. It is 
one of our objects to collect and place on record tliu materials of 
hidttjrv ; and althoucrb tlu' extnicts I nm about to give may to many 
seem tri\ iiil and ujiiiupurLant, yet, iii my mind, they are iur from 
being so, inasmuch as they serve to intioduce us to the private life 
of an officer who finrmed one of that formidable anay whieb the d^ 
voted loval^ of James' Irish subjects enabled bun to oppose to the 
ftroes of WiUiam III. From these memoranda we may learn bow 
that army was fed and clothed. By their means we get a peep 
into the jovial habits of the officers, whilst one or two entries, such 
as that of the H-t of regiments encamped nt Ardec, and the orders 
of the day, dated a few days before the battle of the Boyne, are of 
higher and more treneral historic interest. 

The iiuiidy ui Gafney scemo to iiuve been ibunded, or at least 
nised to notioeaiUe poduon in the Irishtown of EiJhenn^, by the 
pre&te of that name, who filled the See of Ossory fiom 1665 to 
1576. The name frequently occurs in the Corporation Records of 
the Irishtown ; and there can be little doubt that the writer of the 
memoranda which follow was of that family.' 

The original MS. is at present in the keeping of Henry tfamcs 
Lough nan, Esq., of Kilkenny, one of the tiuriibers of this Society, 
who kindly [)i i niittt d me to make from it what extracts I pleased. 

r. Lou^lman, wliosc ancestor appears from it to have been an ensign 
in Captain Grafoe/s company, obtained the MS. fi*om the late James 
Qafiwj KlKng, Esq., of Dublin, a lineal descendant, in the female 
line, £om the writer. TheMS-coosists of tlraiemains ofwhatwas 
at one time a thin paper book, dght inches lou"; by three wide^ 
originally bound at the nanow end, pocket-l>ook fa^on, the writing 
running ncross the narrow pa^. The binding lias, however, given 
way, and the lenve=? are very much worn at the top and bottom. 
The dates of tlu entries extend over a period of about eighteen 
months, termiiiating a few days before the battle of the Boyne. 
There, perhaps, the writer fell; at all events ihcru aic no subse- 
quent entries. It is an undoubted autograph.

Mr. Jobn D' Alton has lately announced the publication of an original 
AxBOj liat of James the Second's forces (should sufficient encou- 
iiffemeat be afforded by the public), to be lUustrated by m historic 
oaiand gencalo^cal commentary ; IVfr. O'Callaghan also promises a 
history of the Hervices of the rrisli Bri^iulc abroad. Tt is to be 
hoped, that when the labours of these gentlemen see tiie light many 
desiderata will be supplied : but even though the publication of the 
works may be all that the character of their authors would lead us to 
eipeota I cannot fefirain firom eiprasBing a wisk that the luatorian 
of the period could xefer to mairf doonmente of a natcure similar to 
Gafhey s memoranda) tliateolie might be the better emiUed to warm 
into m and action iJie vagae shadowa of the past!

^ The freshness end hardness of the lime mortar of the Bound Towers 
tank one of the points that have oftsn pnszled me in relation to these struc- 
tures. In someoftho^e which I have seen I could liiiil hut little different^ 
between their mortar and that of the adjacent old chm cli, when it yvns com- 
posed of lime and sand; and yet there is great dili'crcnce in the architec- 
ture. This fact is in itself of but little importance, but still it may not be 
altogether unworthy the attention of writers on our Bound Towers. I am 
Sony to say that the Bound Tower of Aghadoe is in a very deplorable state; 
and, if somcthin;^ not finne to arrest its utter destruction, must soon 
yidd to time and thuJ m uf effectuai destroyer of onr antirjnities — man 
in a letter on Aghadoe wliich I addressed lo the Editor oi ' The Tralee 
Chronicled soon Mter my visit to tlie plaoe in August last, and which will 
I. f iuii 1 ill hits paper of the 18th of that month, I referred to the very 
dilapidated condition of the small portion of the Tower which now remnins ; 
but as yet nothing, I boli^'ve, has been done towards the objer't fnr winch 
1 appealed to the antiquaries ot Kerry, and those visitiug her lar-lamed 
Lakes, which ere in the immediate vicinity of Aghadoe. We shallt conse- 
quently, I fear, soon lose this Bound Tower, and Kerry will then have left 
but the solitary example at Rattoo. In any case, I have to congratulate 
the Kilkcnnv Ar lieeological Society on po««e5sing in its Transactions for 
the year 1853 what I am happy to stale is a very accurate representation 
of what remains of Aghadoe Hound Tower. I say this, not because the 
sketch is the work of my own humble pencil, but because I have been 
greatly struck with its accuracy when compurinL^ tiu' ongraving with the 
original nn tb,c or^r.^ion of ray late visit ti) A;.'had<)t'. Having: t!ia> s<ho"vvn 
tnysf»h nn advo ^it.^ I'T the preservation el ilie iittle that rt iunins (d' the 
liound Towcrt it may be right to add, that the specimens of lauriar which 
I Ibrward to the Society for inspection were not taken by me from the 
Tower, nor would I i > ^ >. I picked them up from under u part of the ruin 
out of which t!i y had either recently fallen or been pulled. 

*' Thx-^ few |)ortions of bones which I send were pickf-d up by my«e]f in 
&o underground chamber discovered, towards the end of June last, on the 
MflssTk HilUard's farm at Ballydimlea, near TnJes^ As this waa evidently 
the first time the souterrain had been disturbed since its desertion by the 
original oooupeots, perhaps I may be permitted to give some account of it. 
The ' CTYc' wa? di?cov<'rrfl in the onr^e of <U<z^rin^:^ nT> nn old stone fence 
which ran down tliiou;:li the length oi thi' iield. 'Iheie no trace of a fort 
on the surface ; but a mound like a portion ui a tumulus is to be seen, 0Ter> 
grown with blackthorn, briers, &c This mound may have formed part of 
^embankment of a fort; but it is now difficult to ascertain this, as it

doorwAy leading into ihe chamber if about aeraiteeD feet long; its ATerage 
breadth three feet, and average height four feet. A great put of one of 
the side walls is formed by the nstural lime-stone rock, the whole structure 

being btiilt with the lime-stone of the phice. The rest of the passage is com- 
posed ul nudtUe-sized stones, covered over at top by large Hags. The door- 
way leading to the inside chamber i9 two feet high, by one and a half feet 
broad, the bottom and part of the tidea being afio formed by tiio natural 
rock, hollowed for that purpose. The chamber is of a circular form, being 
five fec^t broad by six feet long, and it is ubout six feet high, built of middle- 
sized stoin'S, broiijrht in, one over the tithcr, in the t'ovm of a bee-hive, till 
they are overlaid at top by a tew larger stones. The whole building is 
Tezy rode. The floor of the entrance passage and alao that of the ohamber 
are oovered with stones, which seem to have Lun there a long time. Hie 
floor of the chamber, tinder the etone?, "vrns partly strewn with small bone? 
and portions of bones, and it is a few of tliuse which 1 send the Society. I 
hiMfd that a horse's skull was found in the chamber by some person who 
went in aoon after it had been opened, and that, aa usnal in anch diaoove- 
riea»ihe greatest hopes of finding treaanre were entertained. The entrance 
passage and chamber lie nearly east and west, and as the old fence lay in 
the snmc direction, it mnsi huve passed over them. I could see no trace 
of an inscription on any of the lintels in this souterrain. In the adjoimng 
field, and nearer to the river, tiiere ia what I alwaja oonndered an inlereit- 
ing fort It ia formed of amall stones^^ believe rather n rare oocnxfenoe 
— and in the centre is a large and rude stone, placed in an oblique position, 
«9 if it had served the purpose of an altar for sacrifice, I have often ?at on 
this stoue, meditating on its probable use, and on the curious fort in which 
it is situated. 

** In May last a number of bronae oaltt, or *bat4ile-axea,* aa tbej are oalled, 

were discovered under n block of bog-deal, on the elay anbaoil at the 
bottom of a partly cut-away bog nenr Abbeydorney. A paragraph in *Th€ 
Tralee Chronicle' of June <l. mentioning the discovery of the celts and ;i 
quantity of bog-butter, states, on the authority of Mr. Henry H. liice oi 
Abbeydorney, that there were about two docen of the eeltaibund; but Mr. 
Rice, who has since tupplied me with the particulars of the discovery of 
both, mentions, in letters to myself, only twelvt-. The place ■where thty 
were found was the sccoiiff rutting of the bog, at the first cutting of which 
there must have been a buriace of twenty feet over them. Mr. Rice says 
that each of the oelte weighed about three and a half pounds ; but thia looks 
like a mistakot or else they are unusually large spec iniens. The finders sup- 
posed them to be g:old, but after having them * analyzed' were disappointed. 
The celts were afterward"? broken u|) and sold as old copper, at ten pence 
per pound I Mr. Rice, however, in hit* l&st letter to me, mentions two <^ 
them aa bttng still in eodatence, which, he says, are only * miniataree' of 
^e rest. The celts were of the usual material and form, having a sort of 
*heel,* which had no groove in it, but which must, Mr. Rice adds, have 
been fixed in a lonc^, weighty pole, and pinned [or wedged] overhead through 
the shaft or handle, in a temporary manner, by a strong pin or bolt. A 
friend who has two of the celts, unbroken and in good preservation, informs 
methnt the/ wdgh,re8peoti?^7, oolj one poimdaad* half andonc pound; 
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but whether these are the ' miniature' gpcciinens mentioxied by Mr. Kice, or 
sot, I omuot say. 'Ihe^e two celts, which 1 have sixice seen, hare nothiiig 
mnikftble about them, except tfaet one appealed to be of some mftrior 
metal, perhaps brass, and that both axe weU-pieierved examples. Could we 
believe the celts found near Abbeydorncy to have been dt-posited at the root 
of the ' block of bog-deal,' when, as a living tree, it stood in one of theprim- 
ftivid forests oi ancient Ireland, aud could we form any idea of the catas- 
trophe which felled it, and of the depth of bog which had since accumulated 
oier ity<-*we eonld not help conolading, that many oentaiiei, indeed* mnat 
have peeaed away since this hoard of ancient implements was placed beneath 
the root of that tree I An acooTint of another and perhaps more curious find 
of bronze celts in Kerry js given by Maurice O'Coimell, Esq., in the * Pro- 
ceedings of the i:^yal Irish Academy,' vol. iv. pp. lGt>-7< in this case, also, 
it would aeen ae if the oelte weie intentionally deposited in tfadr lemark- 
able hiding-place. 

'* The bog-butter was found in Jtme 1n«t at a depth of over ton feet* 
beneath the surface of the y^n^. of A l' u l i r, in tlie parish of Kiliahan, 
between Abbfyduiucy uud Causeway, ii vva:i covered by a coarse cloth, 
of a vaty etrong texture, feaembling matted hemp, whidi when eoepoeed to 
the wit immediately ornmUed into doit; but ue butter itself was well 
preserved. There were about twenty pounds weight of it found, the 
greater part of which was sold in Traleeat six-pencc per pound. Mr. Kice 
turther informs me that the bog-butter is every day becomin|; more dete* 
riocated in quality, by gradually beeoming lighter and drier in snbatanoet 
A small portion of the specimen forwarded by Mr. Kice to the Editor of 
* The Tralee Chronicle,' kindly given to me by the latter gentleman, and 
which I hrEewith send for the Society's Museum, is of a yellowish-white 
coionr, soft and unctuous to the feel, and emits a rather unpleasant smell. 

Vessels full of bog-batter are frequently met with deep in the bogs of 
IrebndL Beforal specimens, with the rode T o se els in which they have been 
fimnd, are preserved in some of the msteopolitan museums. In the July 
part of oar " Proceedings and Transactions,' p. 1 32, mention is made of one 
of those discoveries; and 'Saunders's News-Letter' of July 17, 1854, 
contains an account, taken irom ' The Coleraiue Chronicle,' of a large 
speeimen fbnnd in Soveedy bog, at a depth of about eight feet from the 
surface. It still bore the distinct marks of the thttmb and fore-fingers of 
the right hand, evidently where it was grasped when being thrown into 
the bog. The man who found it melted some of it, intending to oil his 
carts with it; but on cooling it became harder than it was originally. The 
JSditor * The Goktmne Cnioniele^ fnrther informs me^ in a letter, that 
Bodi speoimene are often found in that distriot But perhaps a more 
remarkable ^cample, as showing the extreme age of these deposits, is that 
recently dng out of a bog at the foot of Slieve Sfineht niountain, between 
Buncrana and Carn, in the barony of Inishowen, county of Donegal, 
noticed in ' The Derry Sentinel' of July 7, 1854. It consisted of a butt, 
fitted with butter, the butt or tub itself displaying evident marks of having 
besn made aia timeanterior to that at whioh the oooper's art became gene- 

^ Mr. Rice in 1)1!$ first letter to me tpr HtAti>tnan» lAn feat— in }if ^nu^ 
says twenty feet but I take his lat- correct. 
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ralljf knowa in this ooontrj. It it fbnBed hem ft piece of bog fir, which 
out dovft OMtn ud tlm toooptd ool» toat tomalMUmilBeieDtlj 
hollow. T1i» halT6B ware then laid tc^ethflr; and, after having had hoI«a 

bnre»1 through them, fewpf! witli \intnnned thongs, which still retain soTne 
ol the hair upon theiii. iiaridles rudelj formed, ami cut out of tlie solid 
WO0<lt are placed at either side of the tub. Thongs uiu uisu run through 
tiM holflt 111 th«e handkt, ui ordar that tba Imtt may mora aaaUy ba 
Oaniad from pUoe to plaa& The butter itself la in a wonderful state of 
preservation, but emits a disagreeable odour. Antiquaries Lave frequently 
felt at a loss to account for the deposit and subsequent discovery of such 
quantities of this bog-butter as are daily turned up in our bogs; but I 
baliave the preoiae pmod wbaa tha vemBU amdnaiBg tba bog-butter were 
Qiad» and the reason of ita being ooooaalad in boga, aiaqnaations inrolved 
in considerable mystery. It would seem as if they had bec^n plucc<l in tha 
bogs deaigaedijr, but for what purpoae does not appear verj dear.**

erectinr^ the local National Model School. The portion of the ban- 
quette in which the di-^eovciy was soada had evidently never been 
disturbed since it^s construction. 

The Rev. J. (jnives remarked that, in his opinion, this fmgmcnt 
of ancient pottery was a portion of a ^rey beard," as bottler or jars 

widi a hideona bearded &ee ftshieiied upon the neok^ iminediately 
nndar the* opoiing, were designiated. Mr. Secretary Windebank, 
writing to Straflbrde, iJien Lora D^uty, nnder the diate of Kovem- 
ber 20, 1633, says : — There never appeared a woraeFaee nnder a 

Cork upon a liottle, than your Lordship hath caused some to make 
in disgorging such Church Li\nng8 as their Zenl had eaten up." — 
** StrafToi'de'd LetterH,"vol. i. p. 16 1 . The allusion here was evidently 
to the "grey l>eard" ol'the period, and was admimbly illui^tratcd by 
the llagiueut belure the meeting. In ^larryat's History of I'ottery 
and Poreelain," London, 1850, p. 253, there ia an engraving of la 
earthenware bottle of the grey beard" chue. Fh>m Uie&etoftbe 
fragment pfeaented by Mr. Cliurke havinff been exhumed from the 
earthen rampart of tne ancient town wml, the bottle to which it 
originally belonged would seem to have dated previous to the year 
1400, when the defenoea of Kilkenny were completed. 
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Mr. GfW¥et direeled the attantioii of tlie mo&dng to an OAtm

on an oblong water-wom sandnitone boulder, presenting do an^e to 
ffiipply the fleascf^ or medial line. It was the only Ognam yet dis- 
covered in the county rif Wexford, and ho trusted that Mr. Kevins, 
wbo wai; present, would give the meetiiig the iDloxmation aa to the 
locality in which it hud been found. 

Mr. Kevins sud that, in the course of some geological researches 
on the pnmKmttynr of Hook, he had eoddeiitally lighted on the mo- 
nmneat beneath the day cUff under the Tube of St. Smoie'i Churoh* 
«n ancient ecdenastical remain of very small size, et present standing 
wiUiin three feet of the edge of the bank. The stone might have been 
t!iro\\'Tt over; but it wap more probable that it had been >s'a8hed down 
witli the jj^eater part of the burial-ground, which wan every year 
yielding to the violf^nce of the waves. He had made diligent search, 
Tt)Oth <;ii the bc;ich and in the neighbouring farm-yards, for the re- 
mainder of the stone, but without success, and he removed that 
poftioiii whioh he now had the pleMwe «C pteeeotiiuf to the Sooietry 
DeeaoBe, if left m the podticm m whioh he hadibimd b on the benui, 
it might have been washed away in the next storm. He had ex- 
hibited the sttme, shortly after its discovery, to the Royal Irish 
Academy, where it had attracted tho nttcntion of Dr. Grave?, and 
thnt learned gentleman had ffot ir en^nived for his forthcomin^T 
work on Ogbams. Dr. Graves had deciphered the portion ot the 
inscription remaining, and had suggested, from its rounded oblong 
form, that it originaUV served as the pillow of the ascetic or anchorite 
of the neighbouring imoroh) and had been inecribed as his monnment 
on his deaflu The present nun was certainly not oldo* than the 
tiibteenth c^tniy, but» if Dr. G rayes* suppoation were well founded. 
It mm\ lin vc been preceded by an earner cell. He was happy to 
present this Ogham monument to the Museum of the Kilkenny and 
ry>uth-Kast of Ireland Arclia^ologiciil Society, as the ftflfWTfiation emr 
braced the district in which it had been found. 

A special vote of thanks to Ms. Nevins, for his very \ uluable do- 
Mitiony naviiu; been moved by the Hev. D^. Browne, and seconded 
by the Bev. James Gsstcs, passed nnanimonaly. 

Edward Hoare, Esq., of Cork, communicated the following ob- 
eerratioiis on an unpublished Hibemo-Danish coin. The wood 
engraving which illustrates Mr. Hoare's paper has been kindly pie- 
eented to tiie Society by that gentleman : — 

" I send a very accurate drawing of an extremely interesting Hihemo- 

Danish silver f-nin (weight, eleven grnin<), whicli brlnngs to my collection, 
and is as yet iinpublislu'd ; it was found in the neigiibuurbood of the town 
of Fennoy, in the couaty of Cork, about the ^ear 1820, iu breaking up one 

of those euriooseifenlirssrthen BKmndi^ or mtienohmsntib so wiy mune*

rous in almost all parte of Ireland, and termed generaUy and traditkaiallj 

by the country people * Danish forts'' or ' raths;^ ii was given to me, a few 
years since, by the gentleman on whose property it was found, nnd who 
had retained it aince the time of its discovery. To attempt to appropriate 
it "mi^k certaSnty to any partieakr personage, will be^ I fear, m bopelete 
teak, as not a letter is to be found on either obverse or reverse, the plaoea 
of the legends being altogether occupied, on both aideet atrokeSi re* 
sipm>>1in!T the letter i. Tho reverse, how- 
ever, IS most interesting, as it has been evi- 
dently copied or imitated from a penny of 
HepzY the First of Bngland, whiiu viu be 
ibtmd figured in the ' Supplement* to Rnd- 
ing, and perhnps, thcrefor«% this coin may 
be considered sumewhat in the light ol" an evidence that the intercourse be- 
tween each ibland was greater in those days than some persons have hitherto 
imiffined or supposed, oir, at leest, hm been willing to ellow. It Is also 
the only Hibcrno-Danidi coin, except one other specimen, I have ever seen, 
on which the three pellot*: thus arrar)!7P»l are to be found, and which, after- 
wards, for centuries, became of such general use in the English coinage. 
The ornaments outside are, no doubt, representations ot Ireland's national 
emblem, the shamrook, end therefore, coupled with the other mentioned 
incidents, cleerly denote it to be of Iririi origin, whibh, I fear, many of the so- 
called II:b('rno- Danish cf>lns fire not. As contemporaneous with the reign 
of Henry the First, it may iiave belonged to Kegnald the Third, who, at 
that period, liourished as one of the Northmi Sea-Kings of Ireland*"^ 

^Ir. Prim culled the attention of the meeting to a discovery made 
in the shop of Mr. Thomas Power, High-street, in the course of 
some recent altemti(m«. Mr. Power liavinjx occasion to add to his 
premises the house adjuiiiliig, lunuerly occupied by Mr. Basil Gray 
^which latter wu«» of comiiderable aiiti(juity, and traditionally said to 
haye Ibnned the reeidenoe of the ze^cide Axtel» whilst Goyemor of 
yilheimy), it beoame apparent, in pulBng down the diop fitttsu^ 
nnd recent inaeoiii^» that the building ori^ally opened to tEo 
street, and commmiieated with the houses at either aide* by aiohwajs 
of dressed ytonc, a portion of the ancient open colonnade, or pcnt^ 
house, porvinir the cxpof<ition of good?^ nnd a covered side-way for 
foot pas^engerd. But what was <U\\ rwovc euriou? was, that those 
piers, tlieinselves some centtiries old, lc^tod on Ibimdatious formed 
of ancient tomb-stones, one beaiing a raised floriated cross of the 
sixteenth century, the other an indeed one of the fiiurteenth. As 
it was impoeaibte to exj^oee any lar^ Biii&oe of the tombe, irith 
BaSety to the hooBe, the uucriptiona* if unjf were not apinzont.

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Mr. Ckike iiiibnited the Sooieiy» tliat tinoe the last meeting he 

had f^)und at Kilcreene another Tery small sepidobral cist, somewhat 
amiiar in character to the ieeond then mentioned, and which also 
contained burnt hnraan bone?, mixed with small fragments of 
chareotd. He had likewise observed a ninnltor of atones scattered 
on the top ot tlie baidi, which he had no d^uibi wryp tlie remains of 
another cist; thujs the anticipation of the licv. ^ii . ( jnives, as to this 
place being on a very ancient cemetery, might be therefore now 
conndered ae fall^ Terified. On loolung over the Ulster Jenmal 
of Arohnolog^ fbr July (p. 192), he eaw a similar eemeteiy 
noticed as existing in the townJand of Church-walls, county of 
Down. The author says — The spot seems to have been at some 
remote period a bnrying:-place, n9 ?evernl ancient graves of pecnlinr 
construction Avcre met with at alxtut tljrce or lour feet from the 
fiurfacc. The^e gmves appealed to lia\e been formed by placing 
lon^ narrow flag-stones, edgewise, along the bidesi and at the extre- 
mities; and to have been covered at top by similar stones, somewhat, 
in the manner of sbiting." The simihrity of the grayes aa to con- 
stmction and position he considered remarkable. 

Mr. GhraTcs stated (with reference to the recent extnordinary 
di«roverY of gold ornaments in the county of Clare, a portion of 
whicli, |)urchased for ii|»wnrd- of £500, at the current price of gold, 
he had recently seen iu Dublin), that lie had been informed l)y ^Ir. 
F. Barnes, C.E., the then contractor for the Limerick and Knnis 
Eailway, that the discovery had been made about two miles noith 
of the town of Newmarket-on-Fcrgus, in the following manner : — 
Whilst ditehing the line, the ganger ordered some of the nayyies to 
stn^hten an inequality which had been left in the dike, bounding a 
portumof the line which passed close to thelakeof Mooghaun;^ whust 
they were obeying these orders a large stone tumbled out, and 
revealed a small chamber, rudely built, about fifteen inehe? or two 
tret scjuare, covered at top by a Hag. Tlie cavity Avas entirely filled 
with antique ornaments composed of the precious metal, amongst 
which were a few ingots. A scramble immediately took place 
amongst the navvies, who, on dividing the trcasm'e-trove, shortly 
after decamped, and disposed each of his share for a few pounds to 
tiayeUhig dealers in such matters. The field in which the discoyeiy 
was made had neyer been coyered by the waters of the lake. Dr. 
Todd havinff reoently given a detailed notice of the various articles 
composing tnis remarkable "find" to the Royal Irish Academy, 
Mr, Graven <:\\t} he did not consider it necessary to refi'r further to 
them ; but he wished to place the above iiicts on record, as vety

iVIr. J. D. MacMnlion, Bluckrock, Dublin,* comumaicatod the 
following observationa on tuliichd jij* places of sepultnre : — 

••The preservation of all the aids to elucidate the ancient names and 
usages of Ireland is ao objt^ct wuU worthy of the care of everjr Lriahmao. 
Indeed, it ii in this view that tnoh MfooifttUNu m the KilkiwnT Ajohgolo» 
gieel Society ere ohieflj ueeful The ieoleted facts furniahed bj ite mm^ 

bers may appear to a supei'ficial observer to be of little import; but they, 
nevertheless, are an accumulation of material? which may be made available 
by ^ine future historian in constructing a history of the countxy bated 
upon something like adequate authority. 

** Apparently the most trivial oiroamstanceB ooUeeted from en eaEUU- 
nation of the remains and traditions of the oountry, as preserved in her 
monuments and the names of her loealitie*. ni;>y ?en'e to illustrate or 
expliiiu mutters otherwise inexplicable. Tlie lumies, for instance, of ihe 
raths and mounds which are so thickly scattered over the it>laud, when 
t*^— phihilogioaUy, nay point to the toene of many a noUe abhiere- 
ment» or cuironicb the exiitence of some personage who othe^^^ i^e might 
be estncmcd fabulous. Care sh.mki be tal^en, however, that nothing should 
be received on ijmde«iu!ite evidence. The et)lleetor should proceed with 
caution, and authenticate every statemeut by all the authority within iiis 
reach; and when hypothena is indul^'ed in, it should be only taken for so 
muoh as it is worthy and duly sifted before it is elevated to the dignity of 
fact. Crude and undiijesied criti(;isin darkens the oUject it is intended to 
illuminate; while ignorant and presumptuous opinions dii^ust the candid 
and ingenuous inquirer. 

In this spirit my present object ii to mshe a few observataooi upon 
Mr. John Daly's paper, read at the May meeting of the Sodety, *0b 
Tulachs as places of Sepulture/ 

*'The ef^say was called forth, as it appears, by a passing observation of 
Mr. Prim's on the name of Tullaherin. Takiug the ordinary meaning of 
the word tulach, Mr. Prim stated that the name was • generally supposed 
to signify the height of Kieran ;* but added, * It was sometimes piononncsd 
and ipeUed Tullaherim, which woold mean the dry hill, a term certiinly 
descriptive of its peculiar situation, it being elevated ground nearly sur- 
rounded by a marsh.' in op{>osition to this opinion, or rather to this 
statement of what Mr. Prim believed to be the fact, Mr. O'Daiy bays:^ — ' 1 
now beg leave to intunate, that, in my opinion, the word, tnlach, signifies a 
burial-place, and that the original name, which has been corrupted into 
Tullaherin, literally meant the burial-piaoe dedicated to St» of 
Osaory, or founded by liini.' 

'* I may here premise, liiat I am totally uuucqiiaiuted with the Iri&h lan- 
guage; upon any grammatical criticttm, therefore, of Mr.O'Daly's opinion

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ifon tbe nam** I do not iatcnd to observe. The logioil deductunUi, hmv^ 

ever, wliich he attempts to draw are fairly open to remark from nny one 
who am estimate in how iar his premises justitjr the ooooiatioos at which 
he arriTe.*. 

Aa a preluBiMfj to tbo ittVMtigatioii, I (xmaolted the only Iriili 
tmhoriUot witUn my reach, nmamiyy O^Brien's and Cooajs* DiottonariM, 

and O'Donovan'a translation of the Annals of tlie Four blasters. In the 
two first I foTind tho translation of the word given, a ' hill' or * mound;' 
and ou reternug to ail the names in O'Donovan's index, with which the 
word U oompoanded, in the two or three plaeet wbere it n tnmaleted, bill 
and aoand are the only terms used, and there is not a wigle hint tbat 
* toeab' or * burial-place' might be employed for the purpose. I regret 
that time or opportunity did not enable me to look further into tlic subject; 
but as Mr. U'Daly does not himselt quote any authority on his side, i am 
justified in supposing that he is single-handed in his endeavotir to ettt* 
Ukb tbe MHiuoii whiob he hat ezpreieed so confidently; and that the 
piooi^whieabehaepiodQoed, so fiir it the comtroTertj baa m jet extended, 

ere the only one«» available. 

** His first instance is derived Ironi what he calls a Fenian romance, of 
great antiquity and value, in which St. Patrick is said to have been stand* 
iog on a Terdant tnkob (wMoh Ifr. O'Daly, between pexentheeeii trane- 
Utt-s *iiioii&d*), and inquiring into its origin and history. Caoilte replies, 
' The can«?e of this sojuilchre is this,'' Tisin!> the word frart instead of 
tuUtcLi. The pruba"t)ility is, ther< tore, that Cuoilte, instead of n-i'Tritiir to 
tbe iurge hill (or tuiacli) it&elf, with which no parlicuUr story might have 
been oofiBeoted, points to % tomb (or feart) ereoted upon it: aa opinion 
wfaiohis borne out by the next sentence, in which it is stated that the very 
man, Airncalach, who wna interrod here, wa«? 5!!t&nding on this ulentical 
tulach wiien certain events occurred, wliich Caoilte proceeds to uarrate. 
1 am not aware of any grammatical furm, or of any tigure of speech, which 
permits e narmtor to speak of a thing as existing at a period prior to the 
•jdstenee <rfthe thing itself. There is considerable oonftision, indeed, in 
tbe passage, or at least in Mr. O'Daly^s translation of it, which makes it 
Tcrv difTicult to be comprehended; for instance, the f >!lowing words occur 
iij one £i2Ut«:nce: — ^ On a day that he [AirnealachJ had been on ihts tuiach^ 
a poet came to him with poems, and Airuealach said to him, Great is thy 
umim^ O men of song} exonse ne at present, end allow ne n respite from 
rsfwarding thee, untu I shall have my jeweb and wenlth at hsod.^' By 
my word," said the poet, "I shall grant you no such indulgence, but, on th« 
contrary, I will satirize, persecute, and defemeyou this very day." When 
Airiiettiach hud heard these threats, he became duwncast iu Iti^ face and 
aovntsBaaos^ and never raised bis head till he died of shame. Thit iulaek 
wm Cimtln$ded osw Aim; his sepulchral stone was erected, and against it 
is your back, holy Patrick!' It is not an niifair dedoction from this pas- 
sajre to 5tate flie tacts contained in it thus: — Airneaiach stood upon 
lAitr tuiach — Airucaiach died — and over Airneaiach was t/tia tuiach con- 
structed. 

Mr. O'Daly's second instance is taken from the same extract from 

the Fenian romance. The only words l>eurinL* on the subject are: — 
'"Whose feart (jrave) is that other on yonder tuiach, to the south, Caoilte?" 
inqaired St. Patrick.' The mode of expreision in this sentence, while 
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it offers no support "whatever for Mr. O'Daly's meaning of the word tu- 
lach — for the -".vf^ni foart is used as expressing the grave erected on the 
hill — ^is confii iiiutiiry of the explanation just given by me in the preced- 
ing paragraph, namely, that Cftultewaa pointing to a grave on the tolabh 
when he Mdd, *The cause of this sepulchre is this,* &o. Certeinlj* it 
affords no evidenoe thet feart (gmTe) end tulech (momid) aie exchuijge* 
able terms. 

Mr. O'Daly's commentary on these passages is well worthy of attea- 
tioD. *If theee tnlechs,* he says, *hed been thebqrial-pIaoeB eltwoPe^^mo 
princes, namely, AirneaUoh, son of the King of Leinster, and Salbhoidhe, 

son of the King of Munster, there is every reason to believe that (4her hirinl- 
plnce9 hud ulsu been denominated tulachs;' and concludes, ' Tfence, tulach, 
mt^ns a plac^ of sepulture; auU Tulliiherin, in the county of Kilkenny, may 
mean the place of sepulture or cemetery dedicated to iSt. Kieran of Ossory.' 
It may, but ICr. Prim*s suggestion may be equally correct. 

" Mr. O'Daly's next instances are a group of names which he takes 
unlimited license in forcing into his "service. The first is Tullaroan, 'which 
is the burial-place of. or duUcdtrd to, St. 0<i}ir!in.' ditlVrcnt things, it mi^jht 
be supposed; theu lullow:> Tullaniaiue, whertj it appeurb a uiau with reti 
hair Ues interred; Tnllinally, called so, * probably from the of scnne 
Feoian heroes being interred there;* Tullyvin, vt l * r Finn Mac CumhaiU 
f Fin-ma-euol] innijhave htr/t interred; Tiillvvamsl: and Tullowbeg, where 
two men, it appcius, were really buried; and Tuilynanr'eve, 'another in- 
stance of tulachs being the burial-places, or dedicated to Irish saints.' 

** A poem famishes the next of Mr. O'Daly 's proofs. The word *grKve* 
occurs four times in Uie translation, but in MO instance as the rendering of 
tulach. In fact, tlie word lulacli does not appear in the poem. The diminn- 
tive form, tulcha, ' little luound' (see O'Brien's 'Dictionary'), is the word 
used throughout, and the sense of it evidently is, as if an Englishman, in 
enumerating in a grave-yard the names of those baried therdn, were to say, 

* beneath this hillock/ or * nnder this little mound lies,' &o. ; and as well 
might it be argudl that * hiUook* and * little mound* were syno&ymoiin 
teroi^^ with 'jTravp.' 

Kderring back again to the Fenian romance, there is one in&tauee, 
given at page 89> which would seem to favour Mr. O^Daly's opinion, sind 
which I would not wish to pass over without notice. 

" " Whose feart (grave) is that other on y<mder tulach, to the sotttli, 
Caoilte?* inquired St. Patrick. ' Another young chief of the Fians,' re- 
plied Caoilte, * who died there; namely, Salbhtiidhe, son of Fei loach air, «on 
oi' tiie King of Munster.' What was the cause uf his death V said ralnck. 

* He was killed by elfin shots or arrows, and his thirty hounds and thirty 
followers, who attended him, were also killed there by fairies; and that 
vegetating verrlant tiilucli wa5? rnr?ed over them.' ' We would wl^h,' said 
Beircheart, a dlsciiile of St. P;itrkk's, ' to procure the jewels which be p(;s- 
sessed md which were buried along with him.' * You shall get them,' said 
Caoilte, and having opened tho grave, he drew forth the handle of his 
spear,' 

" Upon the first part of this extract I have already observed. Caoiltf, 
having explained whose was the feart (or grave) upon the tulach, in rt pl y' 
to St. Patrick's question, now proct^ls to narrate the history of the tulach 
itself. Thirty hounds and thirty followers of Salbhuidhe had bestt killed 
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by the fairies; and the pooplc, afraid of injuring or polbiting themselves 
hy handling th()se devoted bein(7=, without even separatmg the men from 
ihc Uouuds ior the purpose of giviug them the usual ritt^ of sepulture, 
fiofcrad the entixe niMt ia one miclMtingn'uhed hmp, fortniag thefeby tbi* 
* Tttdaiit tiilabfa;' and upon the top of the mound thus taiaad ihey interred 
in a grave the remains of Salbhuidhe, selecting him from amongst the others 
an account of liis rank, but burying liim out of the usual place of inter- 
ment, in consequence of his haviug shared a similar fate with the others, 
and entombmg wiA him the spear and jewels whleh he bad ibont him at 
the moment of his tragical and miracnlotui end. This view of the snbjeet 
is fully confirmed by Caoilte ^ having opened the grave,' a mode of ex- 
pression which would not be used to indicate the lemoviog of ahngemoand 
to arrive at what w as concealed beneath it. 

Inooodusion, I baTe merely to add, that tulach ma^ mean grave, but 
Hr. (yDalj hai not proved that it does so ; and ^at it yet remaine for 
some on« to establish the fact, * thai the IHA word iulaeh wuamt, k^fomd fAe 
fomAUi^ o/domUf a place o/Mptdtun,* ** 

The Bev. Janm Goodman, SIdbbereen* afao oontriboted the fol- 
lowing remnilDi on the eame mtjecst : — 

*• Although it does not follow of necessity that the wordcula6 always 
means a burial-place, and nerer a sloping hill, yet it is quite evident that 
Hr.O'Dalyis oonreet in stating that all the terms, peapc, lea6t}, Im, and 
ciila6, are used in connexion with the sepulture of the ancient Irish. The 
expressions, however, are not to be considered synonymous, nor can one 
stand for the other. 

The following remarks, beannoon this subject, may perhaps be found 
not altogether devoid of interest. First, as regards the distinct meaning 
of these several terms: the word peapc signifies a grave digged deep in 
the ground; leafcD means a pile of stone?, and is generally applied to a pile 
raided in memory of the dead, but of a tulally distinct nature from cupi), 
a heap of stones thrown promiscuously one on another, such as the earns 
to be seen through the country, supposed to mark the spot where some 
murder has been committed, and on which it is customary for every passer- 
by to m«t a stone, in order to mark his disapprobation of the crime, tia 
signifies a lar^t; flag or flat- surfaced rock; and lasth- rnlfir, in its priinary 
njdiuiug, biguiiiccta uiouud ur hillock, but, iikc inc Luim Lumuius, it comes 
to mean a tomb f^om the fact that mounds of earth in the form of a Ml* 
lock marked the graves of persons of note in olden times. All these are 
distinct words, and shf uld not be eonfuunded one with another. Let us 
now see how these form the component parts of an ancient Irish burial- 
place. 

** The simplest mode of interment was, no doubt, that of digging the 
peapc, and, having ptaoed the body therein, sometimes with a thin flag 

over it (as tlie word abUtcatj, the Irish for burial, derived from the w r l 
IfdC, a tlag, would seem to intimate), then to cover it over with the mould. 
'1 his is, probably, what was duue iu the case of the poorer class. I re- 
member that a WW years ago a man, in ploughing up a fiddin the neigh- 
bourhood of Ballintaggart, within a mile of Dingle, turned up a number 
of f!.i;: .s wliich lay about a foot below the surface ; the«e on inspecdcMl were 
found to be the coverings of graves that must have been very aneient, as 
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1 vnderstaQd that there was no tradition of a burial-place being situated 
iatfaAtloeslitj; ThsboM, but wpeciall^ the akolls, exposed on that oc- 
QMioD, are Mid to hm betn of a gr^ atse, Whoe, howevw, a wirmt 

or person of note was cscmeemed, bis body was not suffered to mingle with 
its kindred dust without some lasting monument tn mark the place for 
posterity : the peopc was not enough for him: one, or two, or all the other 
component parts were added to make him a suitable resting-place; he Lad 
Jna ieadl>» and Ua, and oooaninally bis coloft. 

I shall just cite one passage to prove this, not because othefa <»o]iot 
be adduced, but because the book I shall quote from is easy of access to all. 

" At pajre 120 of the ' Transnctions of the Gaelic Soci^'ty of Dublin,' 
established iu the yt«r 1808, the tuliowing wurds occur in Deirdri's lamen- 
tation over the tons of Usnach: —

* O! man, who digrjcsi the new graTe(peapcX 
Make nut the tomb narrowly/ 

And at page 12G we read: — *Qh-aitle na laeif)C pm, t»o Itn^ t)<r'ipDp0 
am liiinn Maeipo pan ppepc, acap puaip bdp gan liioill acup i>o 
cogbab u liug 6y a leitc, 00 pcpfbu6 ananmana o^aim, acap 00 
pepa6 a cclui66e caemee.' — After this lay, Deirdri flung hmdf npoa 
Naiai in the grave (peopc),and died forthwith, and their large rock (ka) 
was raised over their monumental pile (leafco); their Ogham name was in- 
scribed, and their funeral dirije was chanted. Wo are hnrc informed that 
in the sepulture of Nai>i, hi:> body, with tiiose of his brothers and Deirdri, 
was laid in the peapr, a pile of stones (teoftb) was tben erected, and a 
large rock (lia) placed on the top. Sncb was the vsas] mode of interring 
any chief or prince. Many of these monuments remain to the present day. 
A class of antiqimries, howovcr. followinjC^ out some fanciful notion? of 
their own (such led theiu to assert that the meaning of the name Baiti- 
more, a small town in West Carbery, was * the great house of Baal/ and 
that there roust have been a temple of the sun there in did times), have 
designated these by varions titles, of which the favourite one seems to be 
*Drnidic altar>,' or cromk*aes; while the common tradition among the 
people (iind which ^CL-ms to be tlie most natural and correct supposition) 
is that they are the yraccs o/ aticiaU wan iurs. Over tlasc graven a mound 
of earth waa oocasionally riUsed for the purpose of preserving them, or of 
making them more remarkaUe, and this mound was called cula6, as may 
bo seen by referring to the pas^nrres quoti-d by Mr. CDaly in paper on 
that subject, page 87, ante. A rulac, therfftire, when it is used to desig- 
nate a place of sepulture ^as it undoubtedly does sometimes), will} on dis- 
section, be found to contain within it a large stone (Via) resting on a num- 
ber of others (lea6b) enclosing a grave (peopc:). 

"Perhaps some one more competent than I am, and with greater powers 
of development, may be induced to write an article on this subjrct. I con- 
ceive that one object of this Society should be to propound rational theories 
in opposition to the fiuitastio ones of vistonarpr enthusiasts, whose absurd 
notions have brought ridicule on the antiquities of our oountry.** 

The ioilowbg papers were then subiuiitcU to the meeting. 
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DESCRIPTION OP A CEOMLEAC AND OGIIAM MONUMENT 
NEAR CASTLfiTlMON CHUKCH, COUNTY OF WlGivLOW.

During a recent ramhlc throuirli one of the inauy beautiful '^Ums into 
which Wicklow county in cut up Uy its innumerable hilJs and moun- 
tfuns, my attention was attracted hj some gray stones, standing iu 
ID upright position, hj the side of what appeared to me a large masB 
ef fook of the same eolonr. On a closer exammation the groap 
proved to be the component parts of what had cmee been a ver^ fine 
cromleac. With the exception of the eoTermg-stone having slipped 
ii'om it^ on^nal po«fition, the monument appears to be m aspeinct 
a itate it was whi'n iir«t erected. 

This cromleac rstands nearly in tlio centre of a sruall pasture 
field, belonging to a luaxi named Brenuan, in the townlaud of l^rittuij, 
parish of Dunganatown, and baronj of Arklow, about seven Irish 
nuks fiom the town of Arklow, five from Wicklow, and one inm the 
sea-coast at Brittas mill, on the old sea road leading from ArUow to 
Wicklow. The field has a northern aspect, and slopes down to the 
right bank of the little river Potter, or "Potter's river," from the 
nearest point of wliicli the cromleac is dlstnut oiirlity-nine paces. 
At fifty-eight pacer; from the cromleac the land dips down -snhleidy, 
and presents an alnio?t pcrjjcndicular declivity ol' various dopth.^ ; 
the remiiiiiing thii ty-une paces to the river's brink are over a dead 
flat or marsh. 

In the adjoining field on the opposite aide of the iiTer, on a 
aonthem slope, atand the ivy-oovered rums of Caetletimon Church, 

surrounded by a goodly array of tombs and head-stones, whilst a 
little to the north of the burial-ground, Castletimon hill flings its 
shadow over the valley of the Patter. From the top of this hill 
the legend hfi"* it, that some mighty f^iant of old hurled the covering- 
stone at his brother giant of Bailinaclea hill in a muiaent of anger, 
but, falling short of its intended aim, the stone rested on the hank 
of the liver, there meetiy<^ the pillar-stones flung by Jiim of BaUi- 
wacloa at hia antagonist or Caetletimon. 

Tide certainly may be termed the battle of the giants, when I 
ahall have given the dimensions and a pp r o ximated weight of the 
" finger stones** thrown from the sumnnts of two hills, at the leaat 
three miles distant from each other. A\''lien the people here speak 
of anythinE^ of a very y'vja-yw^ shajie, they sav it is a? crrxtkcd n,"? 
Totter's ri%*er, and iiere the river having dragged itb slow lenixth 
through the handsome valley of Duuganstown, crosses a road lead- 
ing towards Wicklow, at Castletimon mill, a little to the westward 
erthe eromleae, which having passed, it pursues its course un^ it is 
lost In the sea at a pUuje called Ballynacarrig, a little to the eastward 
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of the mill of Brittas. I have been thiia something particular ia 
(lo«rriHn^ the loenlity of the field in which tlie croraleac is situated, 
tliiit [>:irtirs who niav i'mA iiitorci^t in \ i-itlnu such a ve--ti<j!;e of 
anti((uitv inav find im ilitliciilty in inakmii uiii ii - 

And now I'ur the ciuialeac iUiilf*. Tlie four pi liar- stones I will 
number 1, 2, 3, and 4. No. 1 bows S. E. from No. 3; No. 3, N.AY. 
fiomNo. 1; No. 2 hms S. W. from No.4; and No. 4, N.E. from 
No. 2. No. 1 Btands nwty per|>eiidijDi]kr, inclining a little to the 
N. W., and measures 6 feet 9 inches in slant height from the gnfls. 
The bruadtli of the cast face of thi? stone at the base is 3 feet, and 
TH'nr thr top, *2 teot 8 inches. Breadt h of south face at base, 2 tect, 
and near the top, 1 fi«tt 2 inches, h-j Lnrth a))oiit tlic middle is 9 
feet 6 inches. No. 2 |)iUar-sti»iie j»re^eills a very irregular surface; 
one point of its uneven buutli side, or rut her ^Ige, touches No. 1 
stone. This stone forms an angle with the horiian of forty-five de- 
grees or lees ; its shmt height from the grass to its point is 5 feet, 
and its greatest breadth from the extreme point of its base west to 
where it touches No. 1» 6 feet 5 inches. 

No. 3 stone is of more regular shape than No. 2, approaching some- 
thing to a square; its slant height is 5 feet 5 inches, ami it-i greats 
est breadth 5 teet 10 inches. It stands nearly perprii lf ular, and 
touches the north edjic of No. 2. Tiii- ne meiisuic^ 12 in< lie> 
m depth at the top, and iti* girth taken ncai ly round the middle ij* 
13 feet. I could not take the droomfeience of No. 2 at any useful 
point, in oonsequenoe of the enclosed space agsuist it being filled up 
with small stones and briers. No. 3 uss a whiter appeanmoe than 
any of the others, and I could observe small particles of mioa glit- 
tering on its surface, ^ret I think it is of the same description of stone 
as the ri'-r : Imt ha^nng a smoother and clearer surface, the action 
of t!ie weatlu ] lias had a greater eliect on it* aad brought out the 
tthining specks of mica. 

The liice of No. 4 stone is also extremely irregular : it stands at 
an angle of about fifteen degrees from tJie perpendicular, and comes 
to a jagged point at the fop ; its dant height is 7 ftet 5 inches, and 
girth fuiout the middle 12 feet 5 inches; its greatest breadth is 
6 feet 7 inches. 

All the slant heights are taken on the exterior faces or backs of 
the pillar-stones. I could not take them on the interior f^ices, ns 
thf (Mirlosed space has l)een made a receptacle for the -niall stones 
giiihru d off the field from time to time. The pillar-sioncs Nos. 1, 
2, and 4, all iiwlim towards a common centre, but No. 3 leans in a 
contrary direction to the rest ; this I attribute to the effect of the 
shock it received at the moment the ooTering-stone slipped to the 
ground. I also noticed the earth to be looser about the base of No* 
3 than about any of the other three ; in &ct, there is a hollow about 
it s but I onljr state ftct8» and leave it to others more competent to 
draw concluaons. 
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The four pillar-stones enclose a space of nearly an elliptical fonii. 
As well as I could measure among the fniall j^tones, the distance 
fi*om the inside of stone Xo. 2 to the iusjide ol' No. 4 w^as 1 0 feet ; 
and from No. 1 to No. 3, 6 feet. The tops of Nos. 2, 3$ and 4, are 
netrlT on a leTol, wtth a gentle inclmation down the hill ; and aa I 
Qonki not well aeoertain uie relattive perpendicular heights of the 
ftvr pUar-stoncs, in consequence of the slanting position in which 
they stand, I adopted the following method : — I removed the small 
?tonc? from the centre of the enclosure, until I came to the sof\ 
eat-th ; and as the apice« of Nos. 2, 3, and 4, are not far Iroiii being 
on a level with each otlu r, I placed a j^traight roil ai lOas the enclo- 
sure, resting on the tips of Nos. 2 and 4. I then measured the 
perpendicular height fir^ the spot from which I had removed the 
«ul stones, to tne rod* and I found it to be feet 8 inches* The 
top of No» 1 stone is also on a level with the highest point of the 
Qoviering-stonc. 

il^in, I laid the rod on the top of No. 1 and the oo?ering- 
stone, nnd took the peqiendicnlnr height from the Fame point in the 
rnclosiire a.-^ hefnio; and I discovered it to be 8 ieet 7 inches; tiieic- 
tbre, the top of pill!U--stone No. 1 is 2 leet 1 1 inches above the level 
oi the tips ol' piliar-stoncs Nos. 2, and 4. 

The distance from the top of No. 2 to No. 4, across the enclosure, 
is 4 feet 10 inches, and from No» 1 to No. 3^ 7 feet 3 inches* If I 
be eomot in my sug^eation that No. 3 stone was diyerted from its 
oiigmal position by ULe weight and velocity of the covering-stone, 
when sliaing to the earth, and also by the great pressure which the 
covering-etono sfill exercise? on No. 3, bv reason of its restinjj' a 
CTcat portifiii ol its weight t>ii it, — tlio distance from the lop of 
No. 1 to the top of No. 3 was not so much when the cromleao was 
erected, a6 it is at present. 

The covering-stone rests its heel on the shoulders, or I should 
lather say die necks, of Nos. 3 and 4, and is of dreular fonn. To a 
spectator placed in a straight line betwe^ it and the river, it has 
the appearance of the segment of a 8|>liere sianding on a portion of 
its circumference, and leaning from hun, the two longest lines cross- 
ing cncb other nearly at right angles, measured 14 feet S.^V. to N.E., 
and 12 figet (> inches from N. to S. These lines inclnde the tliick- 
luv^s ol' the curved edges at the S.W., N., and N. E. points, but not 
at the south point, lor reasons to be hereafter mentioned. 

A portion of the underneath surlUcc is smooth, and also of a cir- 
cular anape, and measured 12 feet 3 inches from £. to W., but to> 
wards the sonth it is uneven, and of greater tludoiess than in any 
otker part of it* The covering-stone projects 6 feet eastward over 
No. 4 stone, and 2 feet 2 inches westward over No. 3. In con- 
j^equcncc of the uneven surfaces which the heel and imder face of 
the cover present, and of the unequal thiokness in different places,

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I cannot acounitely compute ii.- solidity in cubic feet or yards. I 
aiiccitaiutjd tliat a cubic lout of the stone weighed nearly 228*24 
pounds, avoirdupois. If we aasume the oovenng-stone to be the 
Begment of ft sphere-— duuneter 12-25 feet, and height 2-88 leet— 
the aolidity wiU be 181*92 feet, which I think too little. Now, let 
the ooverinMtooe be the segment of a cylinder cut parallel to its 
base, and of the same diameter (12-25), and height 2*25 feet; then 
the contents will l»e 337*64 ciiliical t'ect, probably too much. J.et 
U8 then take the average of both, nnd we have 259*78 cubical feet; 
but a cubic foot weis^hs 228*24 pounds*, hence 259*78 feet will weigh 
69292*1872 pounds, or 26 tons, 9 cwt. 1 qr. and 14 pouuua, which is 
as near an approximation to the true wi 1 i t as I can at present make. 

The stone is of dose, hard teztnre, of a daik bloe colonr when 
broken, and yery heav^ in proportion to sixe. I eetimated its 
weight by comparison with a small stone of the same d^oripdcm. 

The ruins of Castletimon Chiuxjh are situated on the opyiosite 
side of the river. The eastern gable, with nearly the entire of the 
southern side wall, is gone. The Wi'.-^tern gable, with the north side 
wall of nave, and a ]>oi tli)n of the chancel, is still standing, and al- 
most ouveied wilL i\y . The cliurch originally consisted of nave and 
ohanoel. The nave was entered by a door on either side, but the 
dressings of both doorways have bisen torn away, and now only 

E resent two large openings through the walls* A holy water stoup 
es inside the northern doorway, of coarse granite stone, and of 
very rude workmanship. The burial-ground seems to contain the 
drist of the ancient sept of the B}Tne8, who once innslenMl in strong 
force aniniiir the hills and ta<tne<ses of this county. In tact, the 
great ?ii:ii(irltv of the head-stoni'.- inti)nn you that beneatli '-lit' the 
mortal leiuuiiis of a liyrne. 1 have not noticed the preiix U as 
beins used by any of the clan Byrne on their tombs. 

At about 15 perches distant fiom the northern boondary of ^ 
ehnich-yaid, and on the left-hand dde of the public road leading to 
the coast-guard station at Ballynacairig, may be seen a gray stone 
aboat 5 feet long, 1 foot high, and betn een 1 and 2 feet wide. It 
presents mtlier an inviting resting-place tor tlie frnt-sore wandering 
mendicant, from whicli to watch the >\nrA columns of hhie ?nK>ke 
ascenil from the chimnoy-tops of the surrounding farm-lioiisi s, and, 
by an instinct peculiar to his craft, therefrom to divine the exiict din- 
ner hour of the peasantry — those hereditary benefactors of his race. 

As a listless loiterer, and one of a class of Irishmen, in a woildly 
point of view, not much raised above the mendicant, I seated my* 
self one fine evening in the monih of July last, on this stone, to 
smoke m^ pipe, and contemplate the gray covering-stone of the 
cromleac m the little field on the opposite side of the crooked Pot- 
ter" beneath me. At the monierit I sat down I qnite uncon- 
scious of the anti<^uariau character of my scat ; lor I was a stianger 
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m the neigiiboiirhoody and bad, aa yet, no interoonne inth th« 
people. 

My attention was first attract<*d by fwn <nv.i]\ re<l cros-^^-^ painted 
on the front of it, — the work of some idJcr. On If lang more 
closely, I observed the f^cores or mystic chaxacler.s ilie cdfje of 
the stone; and as the grave will sometimes mingle wlili ihe gay, 
two dilferait ideas took podsession of my nund at the same instant, 
— one, that I had discovered an Ogham ; and the other, a recollection 
of the milk-acartt which I had so often seen on the inside of the 
cupboard door of a female friend of mine; hat here the '^lOimd O" 
Ibr the shilling was wanting. 

I comimiTiicaled the nature of my dtscnvory to tlie Rev. James 
GiTivcs, foadul tliat, on the sideol'a public ruud, within halt ii mile 
of the jK\i\-4Miuge at Dunganstown, and in the eonnty of W'ielvlnw, 
— the haunt of a thousand and one booh-uKihini^ tuiii unts, such an an- 
tique curiosity had long since been broiight before tlie notice of the 
public. Fkom that ^mtleman's reply 1 believe that my Ogham is 
, one hitherto undcscribed, and I take leave to lay before the Society 
the ibUowing details of it. I also send a rough sketch of its front 
and upper faee.":, as it lies in a flat position against the ditch of the 
road. On the edge of this surfno*^ T have marked the mv^tic 5»yra- 
bol« in the relative po-llions in which they appear upon tlie front 
and upper iaces ot the Ogham stoue, preserving, as nearly as possi- 
ble, the direction of the scores. 

The stone is of the same heavy, compact description as the cover- 
in^-stoDe of the cromleac, both Wng of the common stone of the 
neighboailiood* It has a whitish appearance from the action of the 
weather, and from the moss with which the front of it is more or 
leaa covered, but when chipped or broken it present? a Vilui^h tint* 
It mea«uref 5 feet in length, and 1 foot in dej;th. At tlie top, or 
rounded end, its ehord measures 13 inches, and at 1 loot from the 
top. its breadth is l(i inches. At 2 feet from the tup, its breadth is 
18 inches, and at 3 feet from the top, 17 inches. The underm uih 
and back ftces I have not seen, but I removed some clay which had 
&]len fiom the ditch on the upper fiuse, so aa to see the \msSk. edoe of 
it ; and I ^und that tho^ were no scores marked on it. The bade 
e^ge is of a very irregular shape. 

The scow^ extend 3 feet along the front edge from the top to- 
wards the base, and in the centre of the base is a hole 6 inches by 3, 
and 2 inches deep. This hollow is of circular form, and this end of 
the stone appears to have been broken. 

The scores begin at about the centre of the circular end. The first 
set contains five scores, and each score is two inches in length. They 
are not well defined on the stone, and I had to fed with my fingers, 
to ascertain the len^h of the incisions* I was obliged to find the 
lengths of others of them in the same manner. In the second set 
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there arc but two scores, eacb five inches in len^h, and appcarinLr 
on both face?. The next mark is but one inch in h'njxth, and, witii 
the exception of this one, all the other short marks are cut across 






the edge of the stone, and are each of them about an inch long. 
These murks I shall not designate m teta, but sunply oall theoi 
mftrks. The third set has four scores, each five inches lopg^ iiiid 
something curved. Then comeB one mark. The fourth set has 
three scores, eachsoore four inches in length ; then come four maiitt 
drawn right across the udge of the stone. These four sets are in- 
scribed on thf front ot the stone, but the second set extends to both 
flices. Tiic riiVh sset ha^ four f»corP!«, cn* h r^core four inches long. 
The ijcorco ot this set;u"e pai lly dctuccd, and are upon the U[>pur lace 
of the stone. Then IbUow five marks, di'awn across the edge. The 
sixth set is composed of five scores diuwn across the edge, and ap- 
pearing on the nont and upper fooes, and the scoves are each about 
seven and a half inches long. Tltis ^et presents more or less the ap- 
pearance of an impression leil by a hand, and which must have given 
ri«e to the saying of tlie people — that all the j^cores are the marks of 
thefingcr? and nails of the ijiant ^\ho throw the ?tone from the top of 
Cai^tlelhnuM hill. After this set we have one mark, and underneath 
it on the front of the stone is seen engraved a small circle, or oval, 
less than an inch in diameter. The seventh set contains four scores, 
two of them three, and two» four inches long ; then comes a mark* 
The eighth set has but thiee scores; each score three indies in 
length. Now comes the last bunch of marks^ four in number ; after 
which we have the ninth and last' set of scores, five in numlxr, 
and each foui- inches long ; this set is aUo pmtly defaced. By hxtk- 
in;,'^ ;it the rubbing which I Bend, it •will ho seen that live sets (4" 
t-curc^, or mystic symbols, are eoDlincd to tho front surluce of the 
Ogliam stone; two sets to the upiu r -nriiice, aud two sets drawn 
across the edge, and appearing on liout and upper faces. All tlio 
marks, save one, are drawn across the edge of the stone» and, with 
the exception of the mark between the third and fourth set of ecorea^ 
are at right angles to it. I have now given as accurate a description

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of the Castlctimon Ogliam stone as I possibly could, md shall ciose 
with a nut ice ut" tlu; legeutlai'y lore associated with it. 

The giant's stone" is tke mmie by which it is kuowu in the 
neighbourhood, and we are told that it was thrown by him tirom the 
top of Ctttietimon hill» and tbat the moras are the marks of Ins 
mgoB and mils when handling it» [ireTious to flin^ng it down. 
Otaera admit the lOOies to be the marks of his finders, but assert that 
it mn kicked down, and that the hole in the end of it was made by 
the top of the giant's shoe when he struck it with his foot. If you 
object to the possibility of sending so lui fxe a stone such a distniice 
wiili the force of a kick, you arc met wiili the reply, " Oli ! suie 
the same giant cost the big stone in Breuuan's field" (the covering- 
stone of the cromleac) " from the top of the hill, at the giant of Bal- 
liaaclea, and if so> he ooiild eadly kiok down this stone." Good logic, 
oertainly — ^for the part^ who had the hand that threw the ooTering* 
stone hiid a loot sufficiently strong to kick the Ogham stone, and 
the latter only fell some sixty or eighty perches abort of the iormsr. 
The legend further saith, that once upon a time, and as the storj*- 
tclK'rs say, *" a very jrood time it was," a neighlxiur not having tlie 
fear of the *' //(/ot/ people' l>ot(>re liis eyes, took it home for a " /iob" 
sioHt ;" but tho«e ppiteful little gcutry so annoyed him, by keeping 
the spoons, treuuhers, and noggins dancuig on his dresser every 
taghi that it xemained in his house, that after a week he retmned it 
to its fi>nner pkoe. Others say that the man did not take it home, 
but only got it into his car for that purpose^ and that the rest of the 
oeighbmirs comoelled him to throw it out again. 

A<xain, yoti near that when the Danes erected the altar (crom- 
Irac) iu lireuniui's field, it was on tliis stone they ^/ the nuinl>er 
(if kiijfT? they had beheaded in their trav!-^ : hut that, bein^» so hotly 
jmrsucd alter the battle of Ch)ntarf In Jhiaii lioni's soldiers, they 
dropped the stone here on t lie side oi" the road, us they rau down 
to weir ships at Ballynacarrig. 

AssocnAted as the hiatoiy of the Ogham stone is with these old 
stories, 1 am gkd to find that the people would not wish to part 
with it. Some time ago a lady of rank in the neighbourhood wrote 
to tlie proprietor of the land on which the stone lies, for permission 
t<» have it removed to h^r own home. When this appliciition was 
Hade known to the people, they evinced a rehictance to liavini^ it 
laken away. They were asked did they asciilje to it any curt , or 
flfcan«; they said not, but that it it were of any value, the place iu 
which it had vested for so many ages was best entitled to it. 

The fively intevest takto by Uiese poor and primitive people in 
this vestige of antiquity does them great honour, and should put 
to the blush many in the higher ranks of life^ who woidd probably 
tliink that Dunbrody Abbey would make a ca]>ital cow-shed, and 
the Ogham stone at CastLetimon an excellent sill for the door of it.

The \mh retused, and the Ogham has a trusty waider in the 
person of a tailor named Hjknd, realdms within a i'ew perches of it. 

The Ogham stone is on the north aiae of the road, the field on 
the opposite side runs down the slope to Potter^s lim, and ad- 
joining the river on the south side is Brennan's field, in which the 
cromleac is situated. In the north-west corner of this field is situ- 
ated the old church and Ijurlid-i^OTmd ofCastlctimon; therefore, the 
rroMilriic, the church, and the Ogham, may be said to be in ad* 

joiiiiiiLT fields. 

How long the Ogham stone may have remained in lis prcj«ent 
j^osition I cannot say. A man now 38 veiiri; ol' age tells me he had 
it from a person who died at 86 years of age, that it was there when 
he was bom ; and not onljr that, but the man who died at 86 was 
told by his &ther, who died aged 80, that it was in its present plaoe 
when the 80-year man was bom. 

I am now done with the Ogham, ruin, and cromleac, and shall 
leave them under the protection of the ffenii of Castletimon hill, •^v^\ 
the peasantry of the neighbourhood; and I hope that the dixnuUd 
anjrer of the former, or the Ptout hfindi» of the Isitter, may {)re<crvc

NOTES ON THB TOPOGRAPHY AND HISTORY OF THE 
PARISH OF HOOK, COUNTY OF WEXFOED^Part L 

BY THE KEV. JAMES GKAVES. 

Th ERE are few portions of the southern coast of Ireland that 
sent to the intcllii^cnt observer so interestin«r a firld inquiry, or 
to the sea-9i*le loltci er such a variety of noble sea and con^t view?, 
as that extemling Ironi Bannovv, liy the headlands ot liiirard aad 
Baginbun to the point of Hook. The artist, the geologist, the 
natural historian, and the sidueologist, have l^ere food, enough and 
to spBre« for thdr peculiar cravings, and for one who happens to oom- 
binc a liking for each of tliesc piir.<uit8 in his idiosyncrasy there is 
spread a nm banquet indeed. X do not, temptbg though it may 
be, purpose at present, however, to extend my " notes" from Ban- 
now to Ilook, or, even were I competent for the task, to treat of the 
geolorry or natin-al history of the lUstrict furth(»r than niav be abso- 
lutely ni'C('-?<ars- ti> ehicidate the topoprraphy of the latter locality. 

If wo litkc ilic Urduaucc index inap ol" Wexford, and, reversing 
it, look at the south-eastern boundary of Watcribrd harbour, the pro- 
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moDtory enclosed between that noble estuarpr and the sand-choked 
\nv of Bannow will, perhaps, to the more imi^natirc of the be- 
holders assume i^omewhat oftlie shape of* a red Indian's head deco* 
rated with the long i>caJi)-lo<'k, tlie chin Uiing repre?ci»ted hy the 
western enclosinj^ point oi" Ijutuiovv bay, the nose by liigard head, 
the brow (a little too promioeiitly) by Bagiabun, thence the flat 
reoodiiiff emmitm slopes back to Houselaad Day, whence tibe parish 
of Hook atratohes out into the like a stifFcncd and erect scalp* 
lock; the coast of the Waterford har1>our, from Ilarrvlock bay to 
BvDom hill, forming the back of the head, of which Broom hill 
reprp?cnt.s tlie projection jrcncrally found at the base of the skull. 
It will lie seen r.^ ;t t^lanee that the pceuliar rock which bounds^ the 
sea nmsl luive Inriucneed the production (d'tlie remarkable littoral 
oiiiline I have endeavoured to describe ; and, as it is therefore plain 
that any account of the parish of Hook would be incomplete without 
a Bliffht dustoh^ of its geologi<»l features, a few observatioiu touch- 
tog Stereos can hardly be considered out of place, even in an arclueo- 
k^cal p«per» more especially when it ia remembered that many of 
the ancient as well as of the modem j^uliarities of any district axe 
the result? of entire? which lie beneath the surfiice of the soil. 

Without, then, <:«>ini^into any teclinieal particulars. I sliall briefly 
touch upon the more salient points of interest. Taking as a basis 
the slates of the siluriau i>eriod, with their strange laultj?, twisting^, 
and broken strata, bits of volcanic rock showing themselves here 
nd there, and leaving more visible tiBcea in the contortiona above 
them, we ahall dumiss this part by mentioning a large mass of the 
old red Band-stone, which has, so to s|)eak, dropped into a fault of 
the slate formation just at Broom hill, jutting outinto the harbour of 
Waterford in the headland so named, whence it runs across the pen- 
insula in a sonth-easterlv dii-ection, and overlies the slate at Car- 
nivnn close to Baginbun head. FoUo^^-ing up the stnita of" tlie old 
rtd ^nd-stone, and remarking the even alternation of fine and 
coarse beds, as the water in which they were deposited happened to 
be deep and etfll, or shallow and boisterous, we oome, at a short dis- 
Inice fiom Hanrylocfc, vpon the beds called by Qriffith the yellow 
sand-stone, but more ^ro))erly, in my opinion, belonging to an 
mtermediate formation in which the old led sand-stone passed al- 
most imperceptibly into the carhonifcrnns series; for here we have 
beds of red T!!ters[tersed tliroui^li the yellow portions, the firmer hc- 
cominiX scarcer ;ind "^career nntil tlicy altof^rtln-r dii^appcar, and tlu n 
aller a series ot purely yellow beds, couUiiaing plants (lucoids?) we 
have, creeping in, little layers of bluish or blackish slaty stone, con- 
tauimg small uiells and fish spmes; these transitlonary stratA running 
across from Hanylock and Oldtown bays to Sandeel bay and the

true carboniferous period. I caoinot omit mentiomng here the 
bemtifiil appesruioe presented by Bome of the IbeeilB in this yelloir 
Mnd-etone, when the carbon of which they luiially consist has been 
lepboed by^veen carbonate of copper. Above the impore beds 
already mcntioi^d, we have the true carboiiiiei-ous lime-stone for 
whicli Ib)ok point is justly celcl)nited, with its crinoids, pentacri- 
nltes, teeth, shell?, coraiB, and Crustacea, the position of which, 
and tliu bedri e< ntniiiinix them, tell to n close obs*erver a strange tale 
of the Imbit« oi uuimald dead ages bciure Adam ti'od this globe. 
We find in marked and distinct groups the inhabhants of the soii 
black mud, and of the dean sandv bottom; the most mdeaii fceden 
of iJl appear to have been the tritobttos, thus showing themselves to 
be the true forerunDei-? of our more modem crustaoea; the cleanest 
of all bein^ the corals and the encnnitc.«, whose beautiful heads and 
stems are nivariably found most perl'eet and uio.st plentiful on the 
hardest and mont crystallized strata. Kach jiortion, too, lia? it? pe- 
culiar fossils, and a history of mfiny ages marking '* <;enenitioi)s 
gliding swil'il^ by," and succeeded by generations simihu- in iamily, 
but difieriug m minor points, is here written by the finger of God 
himself upon the leaves of aoUd stone that, \yvag one above another, 
age after age, lay bare Ihdr riches to the ken of that bemg whose 
place is only lower than the angels, and whose destiny an eternity 
unqutredtocompbte. m cr^^talUne and goUd lime-stone wlu^ 
thus forms the more prominent portion of the parish of Hook, end- 
ing in the well known j)oInt," ))re«cnts to the waves an almost In- 
defitructible bamcr; and Ln'sides its own jjeeuliar and siil)rmic story, 
tellri \i6 huw it lias come to \kibs that this lung, narrow, and low 
tongue of land has for ages withstood tlic action of the sea — so ccp* 
tuidy does the geology of a district govern its phyaieal and topo- 
graphical {jeculiarities. 

Althongh I have long felt a peculiar interest in evoything 
belonging to tlie next parish to America," as the inhabitants in 
familiar conversation term their native district, yet it so happens 
that I had my attention more particularly drawn to its history, and 
c.^ptH-ially to the etyaM)h)iry of its name, by ]»artles lutereeited in as- 
certaining the exact line which should semrate the jurisdicLion of 
the hai bour authorities of New Boss and Waterfbrd. It was well 
known that Hook point and Credan head were the boundarieB of 
the harbour ; but, strange to say, the name of Hook is nowhere men-> 
tioned as a boundary in the ehartera cnmted at various periods to 
the municipalities of Ross and Waterford — and the constant rivalry 
which exiatod between these two ports produced charter and ooun- 
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ter-ohartcr in quick succession, the 1>^]»e^^ or intinoiico of the rival 
corporatione swayed the " backstairs mtiuence ol liiosc uidun duya. 

In the year 1226 King .John p^ave a charter to bis liegemen of 
W'ateribrd, granting theiu all the city of Waterford with the ap- 
parteoMMee, and the ffrtai part of the nine, whioh enten between 
BmUgUmk and J^yaSbisfM." About 1280 Heniy III. ooniimed 
lUs grant, and as Koes-ponte*" a port bdon^ng to a subject (being 
witlmi the hoandfl of the great Regalitv of Leinster, that w^rium 
in imperio pogscsscd by the Earl-^ of Clare and Gloucester in right 
oi'desKMeat from Strongbow and Kva), was then rising into notice, 
and promised ti> boar a^vay the ])alTii f i nin tlie royal municipality, 
Henry strictly iin bid* iuerchant-s ti uia luiluadiiig iheir ships at Koss, 
which the citizens of Wiiterfbrd had showed was freauentlj done 
to the very great lom and damage of hia and city of Waterfiiffd.'* 
Sabiequeutly , howOTer» the men of Boaa fimnd meana to incUoe the 
royal balance in llieir ftvonr, Min the year 1377 we find Biohaid II. 
kniiiig his royal letters, giving pcmuBiion to merchants to load 
and unload as well at the port of lloss as at Waterford (his fflrand* 
father, Kdward I., had issued hi? kinprly edict in 1275, that Water- 
ford alone should hr the depot tor all nierchandit>e), and tliis liberty 
is specially granted to all ships aud boat^ "passing through the 
water of Randouauy wluch said water of Bandouan is that which 
holds itacooiee betweenilamtoiianand JtitAiiU,''whidiiJieofaartar 
speoaaDy partieakiuea as being it» bonnda of Watei&rd harbour 
indicatei by the prohibitory edkt of Edward X. Jamea L confirms 
Boas in thia privile|ne, bis charter ordering thai **aU veasels whioh 
shall enter or go mto the great j>ort or haven between Ruddi- 
bank, in our said county ot "^Vntcrford, and Kindoayn, in our said 
comity of fl'exfordy" may ireely discharge at lioss. His son 
Charicii 1., in tlie second } eiu- of his reign, again, however, threw the 
weight of the ropd sceptre into the Waterford scale, enjoining " that 
afiaHBDflr of akps, vessels, boats, and eraft, whalaoerer, whieh ahall 
go into and enter the great port of Watoford, between Ruddybank 
aad Bindown, may load and unload at the key of the city of Wateiw 
Ibtd, and no where else." Whilst again, when in 1687 James IL 
fevourcd Ross with an extension of its privilege-^, erecting it into a 
city, with mnvor nnd rorordrr, vSiic, the sanir tcrins ofKindownand 
Ruddybank are used to detiignate the headiauds of Waterford har- 
bour. 

Tiie charter of James I. having fixed the locality of Bindoayn 
ai bong in the county of We]^rd» I at once pereeived that it mnat 
be ideiSioal with Hook point; but how to earinet the latter ftom 

the fonner (notwithstanding that adnumfalc canon made and pro> 
vided for aU antiquaries, viz., that aa a Towel stands for any t^g, 

and a consonant f^tr nothing, any one word may be tmnsformcd into 
any other) mther puzzled me. As to the first syllabic of the olden 
name there was no dilhculty ; Rinn in lxi»h means a poiut of land 
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running out into the sea, being identical with the Greek piv, i. e. 
note;* but what to do with doayncj down, or dmoan^ the fleoond por- 
tion oftlie name, was the question. In this dilemma I appliea to 
that charitable assistant of ali diatreaaed antiquanea. Dr. 0'Don<K 

van ; nor was I disappointed in my expectation of relief. I received a 
prompt reply, in wliicli thcDoctcr ^^tiN 8: — " In my opinion Rhidoayn 
IS an AiiLjlifised form oi J{ifin-<inhhain, i. e. Duanes poi/U^ and wjxs 
so called atu r St. Duhhau, u Briton, treated ol' by Colgau and all 
the calendars under the date of the 1 1 th of February. It is a fact 
that a vast number of falae tranBlstiona of Irish names of plaoeB have 
been made, and are now established in many parts of Ireland, aa 
Freshford, for Achadh-ur, ^^c. ; and Hook maj have become the Eng- 
lish name of St. Dubhau, although the p;v)per translation would be 
nigellus, a black little man. We have it still in the surname O'Dubh- 
ain, now Anglicised Dnatio and Downo^i. A notion, however, 
prevails that the towrr of Hook was caded after a certain Mr, 
lioulke, who built il bhorliv alter the time oi'Mrs. ivose AliicCrew; 
bat this u one of those vuigar Anglo-Irish traditioiis whichy in my 
opinion, ave &r below the level <n the real Irish ones. Another 
Buly legend of this description introduces Strongbow as saj'ing, •! 
must twee Ireland by Hook or by Crook,' assuming that Hook was 
the name of the place in Stronjjjbow's time! The truth seems to be, 
thnt Hook was the barony of Forth name for St. Dubhan, who wn^ a 
iirilon of roval extraction. The Infill word dubhan, Jis ii comnitni nuun 
substautiv e, means a Jishing-houk^ hence probably the origin of the 
metamorphosis." Uavins^ also submitted my difficulties to Herbert 

Here, Esq., of Pole Hore, a gentleman whose ample collectione 
illustrative of Wexford history and topography would well qualify 
him to be the historian of the county, I received from him the im- 
portant information "that by the Patent Roll, 34 Henrjr VIII. It 
appears that St. Downn was the patron saint of Hook.' By this 
combination of testimony, totally independent of each other, the 
question may be considered lis titialiy &ct at rest. It cannot, how- 
ever, but be acknowledged that the transfonnation oi Ritidoayn into 
Hook point is one & most curious philological metamorphoeee 
that could be imagined ; and I may perhaps be excused if I endea-' 
vour to trace the process by which it ;if effected.* 

When Robert Fitz Stephen and Maurice de Prendergast landed 
at Bannow in 1 ir)9 with a handful of knijrhts* and archers, and later 
still, when Strongbow dl?^einhnrked a more imposing, yet still small, 
fr>rce on the west coast (^i Waterfonl harbour, the eastern head- 
land that shut, m the estuury irum the wave:^ oi' the outer sea was uo

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doubt known as Rinn-ilubhain^ and understood to mean St. Dubhan's 
ppint, and so it continued to be until the English coluiiistij jxradually 
oiuing ground, the Irish traditions as gradually wore out. Still, 
ott fawwMge of the Lnah lenguage me not edioed» end although 
St DiAlna wie^ugottei^ H was yet knofwn that 
«^4mI, end at that period Ein-dubhaa was translated by the Irish- 
speaking fishermen to the Saxon settlers as the **point of the hook." 
Gradually, the Irish hmcruage departed in the wake of the Irish tra- 
dition,^ ; everything wtis Ibrgotten, as well relative to St. Dtibhan, as 
to the implement called dubhan ; and the promontory came to be 



ne tee by the pages of Stanihiint that Hodk, or Hook, was the 
uiDe by wliioh the point and Hb ]ight4ower were popularly known 
k hboy* and probably for aome generations before the era of that 
quaint and graphic, but, I very much fear, highly imaginative hia> 
torian. Having thus, to my own satisfaction at least, settled this 
knotty etymological question, I shall not at present enter further un 
the history or topography of the parish, hoping at a future meeting 
of the Society to be able to resume the subject again. 



It la plfiiniiig to thinVj that thfi oldon loin fif Trnlanfli atlaat»aeenialo 
have laiaediiplioata of admiim in almost every quarter we torn to ; 
and no wonoar anoh should be the case ; for scaioe a step can be 
taken, or the most triyial research made in pur great archaeological 

field, which is not well calculated to repay the inquirer, in rich intel- 
lectual enjoyment of a high order, as every portion of it teems 
with legendary, traditionary^ or historic remimscences of thrilling 
interest. 

Our Oghams are generally allowed by most of our learned 01- 
kanha to bathe moat anoiantmaeriptiona we have in Ireiaiid» andit 
aaama fiirly proved that aome of them are of a date anterior to the 
intndnotion of Christiamfy among us. There seems alao good 
ground to conclude that many of them belong to a period subae^lMttt 
to the introduction of Christianity. Much attention has been given, 
of late, to this subject, and it is to be hoped ere long much of the 
mystoiy which has so long enshrined it will be completely swept 
away, so that " he tliut runs may read," aye I and understand also. 
In a recent visit to the ancient citie of St. Declan," Ardiuore, 
eoonty of Watacfocdy the writer diacovered & fine Qg^iam inacrip-

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tion; and though it is located within the walls of what he considers 
tha eadieai Chnstiain atoucture in Inland^ he has good leaaona to 
eondode it to be a pnre Pagan vdio : howerer, he hopes to heable 
to suhnnt, for the satia&olioa of die n^mben at the next tteetin^, 
an accurate sketch of the monument, and a notice of this rpmarkalwe 
locality, merely remarking for the prosont ihnt the OuIihih is in 
, good preservation, is inscribefl on hotli cd^r-. ;md is built into the 
east gable-end of St. Declan's onitory — a .structure of the early jmt 
of the fifth centur)'. The discovery of this reUc now is the more re- 
markable, as Ardmora was made the theatre of much research by the 
8onth Monster Aiohsologioal Society, so lAuX to glean up a glaring 
Ogham after eueh odebrated ardueological reapers is no menn feat 
ofmore modem investigation ; but it so happens that, as a learned 
finend who visited it a few days ago says, it, is iike Columbus' 
egg" (now that it h known); the wonder is, how it -hould be 
|)assed over by any mte^ the matti r is so palpably plain to all, A 
short notice of it, which is uiking the rounds of the oewspa|»erf«, id 
iucuircet in the statement that the inscription is un a lintel, being 
not so, but on a oommon bnildtnff sfame near the top of the gable.

This combination of the cross, circle, and legend, brings us natu- 
rally to the subject of the ilhistrntion on the opposite paire, nnrnely, 
the Irish inscriptions mi Tnomiiiu ntal remains lyin?^ in the nave of 
Lisuiorc Cathedral, wliirli, ot luU', liave been justly much noticed 
by aixihajoloOTsts for their beauiy and interest; lor here we have not 
only the Irish inscription, but the drde, emUenelaDof eternity, the 
cross, and abrief but simple prayer soficited to him to whom the dk^ 
ninnentwM inscribed. These memorials of the dend are esftllow: —

With Mr* Wmdele*0 usual deaite to proaotve reooids of oar 
national antiquitiea, lie liad sketohaB fiom theae memofiala IHImh 
grai^ifld some years ago. The preaent illustration was fitmi 
an accurate sketch taken directly from the originals measure- 
ment, yot a discrepancy exists bctwofn t!ie two. Hm artist or 
HthoLH ;ij)hcT probiibly has been at fault in tin- matter. 

I.i-niore has been noted in our aniials ibr itscai'ly religious tbun- 
dutiuiipi, and as one of the chief seat8 of l^uming in Ireland, dovm 
nearly from the introduction of Cfaristianify, as wo find it noticed as 
a biahoprio as early as 540. In the Acta SS.,** p. d39, and at 
p. 19S» ire have the death of St. Lugad of Uamore announced in 
the year 688. The Annals of the Four Masters record that in 610 
died St. Neman, abbot of Lismore, S:c. Then we have the Annals 
of Inni^fillon rooordi!i;^r thnt in 630 St.Carthagh, being driven out 
of Rathciiiu by Kin*^ iilathniac, tied to tlie territory of Nandcsi, or 
Decies, in Minister, and there, on the banks of a liver, he laid the 
foundation of a great moiiastery and school, which idourished ex- 
ceedingly for many ages." It is alao recorded thai " half of Ikls 
dt^ waa an aayfaun into which no woman ever dared to enter, it 
bemg full of cells and holy monasteries ; thither holy men flocked 
from all parts of Ireland, many also fiom fintain, benigdeairoas to 
remove Irora thence to Christ." 

A numoroii? list of bishops, abbot^i, anchorites, saints, — of burn- 
ings and buildings, are duly irgis^terfHl by our annalis^ts down to 
1^63, when this ancient See was united to that of Wateifoid by 
Pope Urban iii. 

Considerable remaina of the old Cadiedial can stOl be deaeried 
Ihrovudi ita modein maslc» which wodd lead ns to snspeot a complete 
rebuufling in the HibeniO»Nonnau era of architecture ; but certain 
improverSf some thirty years ago, knocked out the Norman heads of 
several doors and most of the windows, and re[>laced them with 
pointed arches, and nicely ^^tuccoed the ceilings, &c. The same 
pnrtv also lent a helping hand to decorate another relic of the 
same period at Ross, and had all those iimighthj superjhitten in which 
our old Irish architects so delighted, such as the billets, beak mould- 
ing, and chevzons, that aanmmded the prindpal enteanoe^ all weQ 
chiaelled away, and redaoed bj nice modem monldinga of a neal 
chnrohwarden pattern f

The Honorary Secretary then read the following Annual Re- 
port for 1854: — 

The Society's career has, during the past year, been chequered by gain 
and loss. One hundred and tweiUy-six new names, comprisiu^ many cal- 
culated to reflect credit on the Society, haw been added to its mnstet^roli ; 
whilst the loasef by death or withdrawal have not been iNHii«rtoa£fy laijge. 

Foruraost amongst those whose death we have to deplore, stands the name 
of the Society*s earliest Patron and best friend, the late Marquis of Ormonde. 
In the Heport iur lSo3 was recorded the luuniticeot gift of the Life of St 
Caoice, privately printed at his Lordship's own expense, and gratuitously 
preaenteii to each of the memben of tms Society as bad fnlmled certain 
conations laid down by him. Lord Ormonde's priceless store of ancestral 
MSS. was on all occasions freely thrown open by hhn to your Secretary's 
inspection, and, by their noble owner's liberality, always available' towurd 
the iilustrutiou of local or uutiouui uulK^uities^ whiliat by frequcuiiy pre- 
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siding at its meetings, and by tiie exertion of his widely extended inliuence, 
be proved the warm interest felt him in the prosperity of this Associ*- 
tioo, sod wwaninlT initruimtal m ruring U ta iti praeat high poritioa 
TIm lost tmtaaned by the oonntry At luge in tiiA death of this truly noble 
man it is not our proTince to dwell on^ but we may be permitted to ex- 
press our share in the grief bo universally felt, aiul To lament that not only 
on the community in general, on the wide circle ot his Iriunds, and on Inn 
immediate family, but also on the ranks of literature so great a calamity 
should bstfB fUuD. Amongst the sad Int of tiiose whom deatii has re> 
moved from amongst us, we may mention the names of the Rev. George 
Stanley Faber; T. Crofton Crokcr, Esq.; and Patrick Chalmers, Ksq., of 
AJdhar; whilst it i"* also oiir pad tfi^k to rocord the glorious fall, on thcblood- 
tiiaiued slopes of Inkt rniann, ul auuiiier of our members, distinguished for 
his seal in the stiuly of namiimetles, Captain Edward Stanley, who nobly 
died whilst leading into eetloii hit Begiment, the gallant 57th. The lOU 
of the Society's members now extends U) Jive hundred ajulfhirty-sixnwoaesi 
but large as this list may seem, the objects of the Society cannot fully be 
carried out until it at least numbers one thunj^and strong. If each member 
would beat up fat xecrnits in his own district^ there can be no doubt bat 
that ample snooess would attend his exertions, etpeoisUy when such a re- 
turn can be promised for the annnai snbseriptlon as tiutt afforded by the 
publications of the Society. 

Since the last Annual Meeting, the Transactions for 1862, extending 
to 176 pages, with numerous illnstrations, have been issued. The Transao- 
tioos for 18fi8« completing the seoond Tidnme, are nesrly ready ; whilst the 
l^nceedings and Transactions of the past year, forming the first portion 
of the third volume, cxtcndinr' to 20f) ]>}1(t»-s, and largely illustrated, have 
been completed and issued to the members. Thus, in a short time, the 
arrear iu which the publications of the Society had folleu will be fully 
bioiight vp^ and the interest of the members in the proceedings not al- 
loired to flag. 

In the early part of the last summer the necessary steps were taken to 
stamp the Transactions as a newspaper, in order to lacilitate tln-ir trnn«- 
nussioD through the post, but in consequence of a misunderstaauiug wiiii 
the Post Office aathorities» your oflkers were unable AtUy to osrry out 
tfie dengn. We are happy to be able to announce, however, that all diffi- 
culties appear now to be overcome, and that the bi-monthly stamped issue 
of the Transactions will for the future, we trust, be steadily carried out 

The Library has received many important additions during the past 
year — chi^y oonusting of the Tninsaotions of kindred Associationai To 
your Museum, also, many induable presentations have been made, amon^ 
which may be spo^ified the tmique undent Irish crozier-head, figured in 
last year's Transactions, presented by Janios S. Blake, K?q., J. P., and a 
fine bpecimeu of the ancient bronze cauldron, presented by Mr. Daniel 
M'Evoy, Urlingford. 

The work of zepeiation commenced at Jerpoint Abbey, in the autumn 
of 1853, has been long since brought to a satisfactory conclusion; and a 
ftatement of the receipts and expenditure will be laid before the Society 
at the next Meeting. 

Oa the motion of Mr. r)urko, >^eooiuled by Mr. Jmuee FoCy 
the Keport was unanimously adopted. 
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The Rev. Jaiiicrf Graves, Acting Treasurer, then brought up 
the Accounts of the Society for 1854. lie observed that subscrip- 
tions for that year, amounting to about £60, were yet outstanding; 
however^ In rc^y to hifl last cncalar ibis mc^ 
In. With rmeot to the large item, m the Aoiooimtoy of £14 9s> 6a. 
ftr postage^ he remarked, tliat if members oonodered their mb- 
lOiiptioiiB as due in advance on tlic Ut January each year, and 
paia Tip nccordingly, it would f^ive the Society a larp^e nmount at 
present uselessly expended in tlic postage of circulars, and relieve 
the Secretaries from an enormous amount of lahoui*. The compunc- 
tion of some members, indeed, seemed to liave been touched by tlie 
number of circulars which they had received calling for their sub- 
aoriptiona, and thejr bad forwaidfid an additional sum to raminnw 
the Sodetf for all tiie postage Btimps expended vmm fheoL, It 
mi^ht seem to each individual that the penny paid m the poetoge 
'of his cironlar was no great loss, but it should be remembered tut 
a circular, posted to over 500 members, involved an outlay of over 
£vc hundred pennies, to say nothing of the oj^eufle of Btataouery 
andprintin*^, and the wa^te of lalxnir.

One of the men to 
rrbom I applied said that a shower of stnds (small buttons) had followed 
tlic blast, and i succeeded in purchasing a few from him; but tliey rose in 
Tidue after my inquiry. There were a few pennies of Alexander IlL among 
them, but I cud not get a duplicate.'* 

Bir Mr. J. G. Roberteon : an impieflaion of an andent Cbinese 
poEodain seal, in hia possession. 

Mr. Graves exhibited a beautifully illuminated grant of aima, 

which he liad Lately secured in Dublin for the Society. It was an 
cxcmj)lifie:itiou of the original gmut recited in an official certificate 
obtained by \'a!entine Smyth, Esq., of Damagli, pnntrd nt length 
in the " Transactiomi," vol.i. p. 261, and was dated 2inli J uiie, 1640. 
Bj s oontemporary endorsement on the back it is stated that — 

Tlie reason of the within arhifvpmcnt of the Done bearing an olive 
branch for the Crest was bycause it wa& imparted by the withinnamed Earle 
James to the withinnamed William Smyth, by way of secresie, that the 
happie match In mirriage betwesne the nid Earle and hia now Countesse 
naamadeBture and done; and willed the nid William Smyth (who waa than 
going ttan the Conrt of Enfl^d Into Iraland) to tell tlia aaid ISarla Ut 
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mother so much, and to bidd her be of good Comfort ; wbich ioyftall ncwes 
the said William Smyth brought into Irelaud« and wua the iirtit tlmt euer 
imputed the oertaintie tli«rof onto the nid Earle^liis moihflr, the Ltdie 
yueotmtesse Dowager of Thurles, by ivmy of secresie ; which was ooneeded 

by the said Earlo [ ] bycaiise at that time the Kinc and State 

of Eughmd were against that match: ;intl therupon was it that the said 
Earle uaed these words unto the sayd \V liiiam Smyth, when he sent him 
awaje— * More I oonld let joa knowi^ trat he tliet ciimoi keqp his owae 
eooDsell will hndly keep another neaV** 

This was in illusion to tlie marriage between James Vireoimt 
Thnrlcs, aiti rwards the great Duke of Ormonde, and his cousin, 
Lady Elizabeth i*rc8ton, which restored to the Ormonde family the 
greater part of then: estates, alienated from tliem by James I., who 
bad assigned thorn to one of his Scotch &voiinto8y FkcBfeoo» inxig^t 
of hiB marriage with the lady's mother^ tihe daughter of Thomw uie 
tenth Earl oi Ormonde. 

Mr. liobert B. Wright, Foulksrath, sent a copy of an ancient 
but impcrfert inscription from tlie old clmrcb ofCoolcraheen. From 
internal evidence it appciured to be the cpita]th Ix lonfj^ingtoatomb of 
the Purcell family, the ancient proprietord ui i' ouiksmth Castle, as 
the seventh line refers to the "porcus," or " porcellus," the cogni- 
zance of the Furcells. The slab bearing tnis epitaph probably 
focmed a portion of the montiment of Bobert Puroell of Fonlki^ 
rath, having been, poiuips, originally inserted in the wall above 
the still existing altar-tomb of that aodent propnetor of the lands of 
Foulksrath and Coolorfdieen. The moniunent is of the sixteenth 
eentnry. The in8oiiption» as copied by Mr. Wng^t» is as fikUom:—

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This Bicliaid Bermingham is atUl nmembercd in the local 
dItioDS of the peasantry. His mansion or castle of Bally horaick par- 

tklly existed in ruins till Intelv, when the vorv fecundations were 
uprooted to build the house oi' John Martin, a nciglil)ourin2r farmer. 
Ill the excavation ?ome ancient fire-places were found in tlie base- 
ment story of the castle, still containing ashes, apparently of the 
stone coal of Slieveardagh. Bichard Bdrmingham's brother, John, 
fired at Kilbiirry, where some alight reaauha of Ms reeideooe are 
atQl Tulble. Aooording to popular belief he was ^ilty of some 
abominable act of sacrilege or mipiety, and waa camed awaj fiom 
Mrtb by the evil one in a thunder-^torm ! 

TIh' coeond in^rription found by Mr. Brennan was from the 
church-yard of Drangim. The monument bears ti cross similar to 
that at CUoncen, and the inscription, as follows, is also in raised Bo- 
man characters, but much defaced '.^

tomb, but a Mr. John Meagher 0*Ryan, of BallycurKeen, near 
Carriek-on-Suir, alwa5's declared himself to be descended from him^ 
and left directions at his death th^it he should be buried nt DniTiij^an,— 
directions which, however, w* rt' nut complied with by iiis iamily. 

The third inscription, Mr. Brennan states, was inserted in a 
bridge near Draugan Castle, a residence of the Dunboyne fiimily,

Charles C. Babm£rton, Esq., M.A., F.R.S., of St. John's Col- 
lege, Cambridge, and i reasuier to the Cambridge Antiquarian So- 
ciety, forwarded tranacripts of gome deeds rclatiug to a transaction 
between ibe nuniBBteEm cff Cbrist Cburch, Cantetbmys and New 
Tbtem in the oomtj of Weiferd (see p. 81, ante) : — 

*^ The following documents concerning the abbey of New Tin tern or 
De Vbte^ in ibe oounty of Wexford, are copied from tbe original oesrlj 
cotttempomj tnmseripts, contained in a manuscript headed, ' Registnim 
veterum cartarum conventus [Ecolaiiis Christi Archiepiscopalis Cantna- 
riensis] et aliarum literarum tarn patcntium qiiam clausarum tempore 
Henrici Prioris,* which forms part of ii largo parchment volume entitled, 
*• Be^istrum Henrici Priuris,' now preserved in the Library of the Urn- 
Temtrof Cambridge, and numbered sad marked 1076, Se. 31. 

**Tbey consist of four deeds between the convents, showing the origi- 
nal transfer of the lands, v.lc. from Christ Church, Cn:,(rihury, to the ho«?c 
at New Tintern, in consideration of an annual j rtvnieut of ten marks from 
the latter to the f«.)riuer body; a subsequent aduition of three marks to the 
annuel vent-obargc, and the ultimate redemption of <be rant-ehai^^ ^6 
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marks, or £4 Gs. Qd,f After an interval of eeventy-tluree years, by one 
pajment of £100. 

The difficulty Ibimd bj liha monki of Caaterbniy in obtaining any 
eertnn return from lands and churobet wbidi were altiiated in a recently 

conquered and disturbed country, at bo gr^t a distance from tbeir monas- 
tery, and at a period when communicatioti was very difficult, was probfibly 
the cause of ttxis transaction; and the irregulurity of the payment ol the 
annual rent-charge (as I deduce from the last deed) rendered them willing 
to oonunnte it. 

**It will be seen that the transfer of this property took plaee in the 

year 1245, and the addition of three marks to tne annual rent-charge com- 
menced in 121-', and that the redemption of the rent was made in 1318. 

*' The iiibt deed states that the lands and churches were given to Christ 
Oundi, at Ganterbury, by Hervey de If ountmanrioe, to wnom It will be 
femsnibered that a tract of land was given, adjoining the eoast between 
Wexford and Waterf'vr J, hy Dermot Mac Murrogh. This grant took place 
very soon alter his arrival in Ireland as the companion of his nephew, 
£ichard de Clare, Earl of Pembroke, at the first invasion of the countzy 
in the yeer 1 169. Perhaps no doctdODents exist by whidi we might learn 
the date ofhia gift to the monks of Canterbury ; bnt aa he was apparently 
not a young man in 1 169, it is probable that the convent of Christ Church 
had been at least fifty years in possession of the property when they trans- 
ferred it to that of New Tinteru. Some documents concerning transactions 
vith the abbey De Voto are said to exist in the archiyes of Canterbury 
Oatbedrel, but I do not possess the opportunity of exunining them* 

want of knowledge of the tract of land where this property Wia 
atuated prevents me from being able to i Icntify nil of the places men- 
tioned, but probably a local antiquary w ul i di t rniine them without 
much diiiiculty. They must, of course, be iuukcd lur m the district for- 
merly held by Sir H. de Hoimtnumriea 

** We learn from the copy of a letter preserved in the sameTolnnie^ that 
in the year 1285 a certain Dominus Tl. de Burgo, clericus, was the agent of 
the monastery of Canterbury in Ireland, and that he had been concerned 
in some negotiation between them and the convent De Voto, and had con- 
dneted some legal proceeding in the * cnria regis.' Notiiing is stated that 
will explain to as the nature of these proceedings ; bat ts reference is made 
to a concession that he had asked of them for the convent De Voto, and 
which they hesitated to make, we may, perhaps, conclude that, as by the 
first of the following deeds they granted all their lands, &c in Ireland to 
Hew Tintem, the new oonceesion requested of them most probably oon- 
eemed the reserved xent-churge.

Dr. O'Donovan in part agrees with 
Mr. BabingtOB. The learnt Doctor 
sayj", in a letter to the Editors: — "I 
iodine to think the name means bait- 
iilanda ; bat whether it ia of Saana or 
of Danish origin I should not like even 
to conjecture. Ireland's Eije and An- 
glesey are of Danbh origin, meanini^

Thie mimnment b stiU existing at Untem in Monmouthshire 
(ihepftrent of the Irish Tintern), iu the north-cast corner of the clois- 
ter. Lancant is a hamlet near the original Tintorn. On tlip ^^^l!no 
slab was carv ed a similar crofis, and also an inscription to tiie memor/ 
of John de Lyuiis. 

The Bey. Jemes Gnves exhibited an ancient letter memorialt 
irritten on Tellum, addressed by the monks of Ow-ny or Ahin<Tdoii, 
near Ncnacrh. to J;uiif>: E;irl of Ormonde, the representative of Theo- 
bald le Piiu'i i na, tin ibuiidcr of that houf«e. In this cui-ious docu- 
ment the monks complain tliat an Irish-bom and educated monk, 
named Dermot O'Glessoon, was intruded on them as abbot by the 
yioleuce of the hdty, headed by Cosneliiis y-Mobeyan and Ins sonp 
contwj to tbe Ejajgf 8 Btotate and fDndate^ who (the Indi abbot)

castrum montttem,** and were reduced to the greatest straits by want 

of food, whilf t divmc service was entirely diBcontinued and nepceted. 
Wherefore tliev a^k the Earl, " with tenrfnl sifrhs,** to listen to tluir 
Upriefti and provide n remedy, by cautiiig the imiutiincr " Hiberiiicua" 
to be expelled, and iUi l^nglishmaii to be appointed iu liis place. ITie 
date of thk quxioua document 'tvas May 31> 1436. Its tenor was ae

The Secretarv read a eommunication trom the Kev. lienrv Cot- 
ton, D. D., Arcbdcacuu of Cashel, to the ibilowing ettect : — 

** In the description of the Lismore stones (p. 201) there are a few in- 
acoTiracies, which I may as well enable yon to correct. The Iri^h infcribud 
stones were not ' dug out iu ejkcavating for the loundation of the tower 
some thirty years ago.' Their receut hi&iury is thus : when I weut (in 1834) 
to ezeonte the office ofDeaa of Iiamcira» I inquiied for any such, and thesex- 
ten showed me two (the two smaller onei) in different parts of the dmrch- 
yard. -i^rvlng for liead-stones to modern gmrcf. I took them up and re- 
moved them into the Cathedral for aaiety. I then searched closely for others 
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Md disoQwed the two luger, terfing the bum offioe» bal invwted, tad 
nnrly buried in the eurlli, to as not to show a letter of inacription. I re- 
moved theee in like manner: the last two are of the lime-stonc of the dis- 
trict; the smaller two are simply flat river pebbles, reddisli, and certainly 
nU lime-stone. 1 showed the two former to Mr. O'Douovau ou a parsing 
Tint to Liamore; hut At thtt time I had not found the two lacg«r ttonoa. 
These last two bear no eppeenuioe whatever of being *wftter>wom end 
rounded.* 

** IMmit that Mr.Windele's lithograph of them was taken from a drawintj 
which was made for me by Mr. Armstrong, then clerk of the church, 1 1 m 
Inaed to employ for sncA purpoces, and who eflerweirdB executed severul 
drawings of antiquities for the late Dean Dawson, of St. Patriok'a» Dublin. 

These are trifling particulars ; but it is well to have them all aet right 
^hilc the actors in the scenes arc alive, to testify what they saw and did. 
1 have one other small fragment, which I dug up by acciduut while laying 
the foundation of the Cathedral Library at Lismore, in 1851, being part of 
acixded erooa, with part of an inaoiiptionf OR . DO . CORTnOC.'^

Tn hotac^ little (mtacy at Axdmmi thoiig^ a iioted duine of pil- 
grima^ mm moet xemote times* hue lutherto reoeiTed little or so 
attentioii fiom the tourist or archieologist. Little doubt» wba;t ofaiefly 
eoDtriboted to tlus oversight waa its rude humble appeanmce* and its 

being nearly connected witli the celebrated Round Tower and mined 
llil^eriio-Normnn cathedral, with it? attnictive sculptures and inte- 
re^^ting eurly inuiHiinents ; but, Jia in numy similar circumstances, the 
lowly and liuiiiiile exterior, though covering iiu" more real worth, is 
passed bv unheeded, wheu your high and haughty tinsel and uhow 
sfaeoffb all the attentSon. As one ofonr earliest Christian chinches, 
tUs Tenerable lelie deserves fir more at our hands ; for here we ha?e 
atannble monument of one of our fir^t great Iridi mtasumaries, — 
a prcoec^mr of even St. Patrick himself, — the old moss-grown walls 
of whicb have Aveathered the storms of some fifteen hundred years. 
It iiinA' >)o n-^ked, what ])roof8 are there that -nt H is the fact ? Well, 
we find that numerous historic proofs connect St. 1 )«'clan with Ard- 
more. The "Annals of Innisfallen" announce, aiuiu 402,— Ciapan 
Qoup Oeaglan 05 ceachc on Hoinih na n Gapcop," that is, Ciaran and

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had. Cianm founded the cathedral at Saighir : " Ggiip beanap t)caU 
jan CatiOlOli eile an QpbTnop onnyna t)eipibh;" i.e. And Dcalgan 
erected another cathedral in Ardmore aniongst the Desii. And the 
author of the Trlsh ver:^es, attributed by U dsher to Beiiuing^iis, says 
that St. Patrick having baptized Aen^us Mc Nafroich, in the city 
of Cas8eal, in region of Eogpuiac&t» m tlie year 449* he there con* 
rtitnted Dedaa ^snop of the See of Ardmore* over the Nandeaii, 
aooordingtothe aneie&tdktichpfeeerTedm Uieliifeof Albera — 

*'Qilbe tiThnl, paryiic TTlunian, tjocIi pach: 
t)©cUin pucpic NanDeipi, naOopi ug DecUin 50 bpach."

That it, Patrick gareMunstcr, and all its strong phccs, to tlie hum- 
ble Albcns. He gave the Des'ii to Deelan — he gave the i)e<li to 
Declan for ever. Colgan, Butler, Wills, and Mac Ocorrhcjijan, also 
support the for^;oiiig i the last even goes so far as to soy that — 

" The four preoonors of saint Patrick, namely, AUbe, Deoks, CoraB, 

and Ibar, having come to Casliel, to see the saint [Patrick], and to congra- 
tulate their king upon his conversion, assisted at the synod which that 
apostle had convoked. Some difference arose about the primacy, which 
thoM sainti wbo» like lum, bad r e eehred tiieir xninloii ftoni tke hdy aee, 
would not acknowledge in aaint Patrick. However, their dbuity stifled 
every sentiment opposed to the cause of Jesus Christ Those saints were con- 
firmed, at that synod, in the possession of the churches they bad loundcd 
and That of Ardmore, in the territory of Desie, in the county of Water- 
ford, was adjudged to St. Declan, by whom those people were converted"

TI1U8 we lind Wills, in his Lives of "Illustrious TriAmen" (vol.i. 
p. 100), as.^crting, that " tlic dwelling of Dobran, Avhich was called 
Dobran's Hull, ai'terwardb obtained the name of Dochm's Hall ; and, 
hainDtt been presented by Dobran to his ward [Dedan], became the 
dte of a oeU wliieh he erected to God." And next we find, that the 
building under consideration is invariably pointed to by tradition aa 
that in which St. DeoLm was buried ; and so deep a nold haa the 
reverence for this great man still, even down to our own day* on the 
people's affectic!!-', thtit few will visit bis patron (which fbe most 
celebrated in this part «t'i lie country) without bringing ott a trophy 
a purchase of sonic i)uruun of the earth from his grave. And Uiere 
is bcai'ce a opot oi' Aidniure which ib not ludlowed by his name, and 
does not teem with tradition or legend of his miracles and works ; his 
holy well is celebrated for ita curest and many an uaeleaa limb is laved 
in its limpid waters. And yet, in the &oe of all ihia, Ida shrine ia 
pointed to by some as a Pagan fane, nothing less than a firo4uni8e 
m connexion with the Round (fire I) Tower close by. Little argu- 
ment need be wasted on auoh an aa8ertian» as the simple &6t <tf fie- 
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clnTs being interred here, aa a wy oatnral inftranoe, it onoe dif- 
ppoves it, for what he so firmly opposed in life, surely would not be 
Mimcctcd with him in death by any of his devoled Ibllowcrs. 

Th:it it was nothiiilt as his scjmlchre or tonil) there seems good 
evidcnro also, as it (lisj»lay.s all the dii?tin«xnisliinnr ieatures of those 
iiiimitl\H' Iriish churciics, or Ooimlias, so beautil'uiiy illustrated Ijy 
Vt. Tetrie in his fiuuous work on our early Irish architecture. It 
coneapondawith than m pontioii and detuk, stands east and west» 
has a west door and oinmlaF-headed east window, and also a aquare* 
headed window to the iouth side. These particuhu% oonf^ad witll 
the iact of Dedan's grave being eunk and built into one eomer of 
it, in a ronprh, coarse manner, with unhewn, uncementcd stones, 
and witlioiit the sliirlitcst pretensions, not even occupyincj an houour- 
ahlo or ]»rinci[)al pOssition in it, speak i'or tlicniselve.^, and plainly tell 
tliuL this building was erected belbre his death, and, little doubt, 
served as his church or oratory during his liie. St. Declan died iu 
460 ; liie ontory, thwefore, mnit date from tlie eaily part of the 
fifth ooBtoiy* 

Tbe eecompanyingaketoh 
ffwm aome idea of its pri- 
mitive appearance, with the 
celebrated Kound Tower 
some few jierches in the dis- 
tance ; the ruined Hibemo- 
Norman cathedral stands a 
Jitde to the right of the 
Tower, but it not shown in 
the abetch. The oratory 
measures 13 feet 4 inches, 
by 8 feet 9 inches, in the 
clear ; and its walls 2 feet 
5 inches in thickness ; it is, 
there tore, we beUeve, the 
smallest as well as the most 
nsQsnt eeehMMMtMsd stRio* 
tue m Ireland. IVomthe 
eli^tness of the waOs* it is most probable the roof was originally 
csovered with wattles or reeds, and not arched in stone, as were many 
of the later oratories. The side walls project two feet beyond the 
^bles, forming square buttresses at each quoin ; similar projections 
present theiiit>elves in tlie onitorv- of St. Mac Dara, on the island of 
Cniach Mhic Dam, oil' the coast oi'Connemara ; but in the latter the 
projections me cairicd on to a point at the apex of the gables, which 
li not tbe oese In 8t» Dedan's. The doorway shown in the illustra^ 
tkm is not tiieongmlonei bat» indeed, part^^ 
ancient fi»m,wifihwoddBiiggsit its hinng to 
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The original doorway is in the west end, bat u oowed m soil to 
its lintel from accumulated, buriak during the lapse of ages ; and 

thougli the entrance from the present doorway through this !?idc is on 
a coTT^idcrn^ilo slf>|>o, it is ncce^'j'.'iry to descend a few !?tops to the qH- 
^nai tioor trom tiio same cause. The ancient west doorway measures, 
on the interior, 5 i'uet fJ inches in height ; across itd bu^ic, 2 feet 5 
inches ; at top, 2 ieet ; it^^ lintel, on the exterior, is over 6 feet in 
length. Tlie essl window, also, ptvssnts the same taperine i4>pesiv 
aooe asllie doorway, bat bas a Beiiii«»roai«i^«rohed bead, mraiedof 
ono stone. The size of this wind o w, at its base, is 2 feet 5 inches ; at 
the springing of arch, 2 feet ; and the jambs are oonsidenbly spkjed 
for the bettor admission of lijjht. The exterior arch is al«o cut from 
a sitiirlo stone, and mrn^iires over (j feet in length, though the ope 
is considerably narr uvt ] tlian on the iiididc. Thi>< window was 
altered to a low square-ljcadcd one, seemingly at a very remote pe- 
riod, if we may judge from the inclination of its jambe. The \nndow 
to the south bad been altered or broken down; and again boilt op, 
bat the jamb wliieh remains presents the ancient slojnng appearsnos 
of the rest. The peculiarities of construction here nraaeoted, of low, 
narrow opes, inclming jambs, well-built walls with massive stowMb 
horizontal lintels, and arches cut out of a single stone, and, in many 
other oratories, of rmjxtilnr-hrnded windows,- are of thr r i\rliest type 
of Irish architecture, and, undoubtedly, belong to aboriginal times. 
This, we find, ia not peculiar to Ireland alone, as the earliest remains 
of many countries we are acquainted with, present nearly the same 
IMouliantiee, as maj be stUl seen in the early Egyptian, Greek, Etni- 
rian, and SiotUaa remains. Treating od tins subject, Dr. Petrie so 
often refers to the Q/dopetm ibatures of our primitive chupofaes, that, 
indeed, it wonM almost seem as if he intended to insinuate a oloie 
connexion between tlie builders of onr early churches and the con- 
structors of those wondrous labrics ; but the idea is really ludicrou?, 
to compare the archit^scture of our pigmy buildings with that of such 
wondrous colossal Eastern structures. 

Uitherto, English writers on mediaeval architecture seem to have 
ttther shunned, or toba?e oompletelT lost sigfat o( our Irish elsims 
to precedence over what is ususllj denominated AaprkHSazon and 
Anglo-Norman arshtteotore; for here we have positive proof that, 
before the Saxons set foot on English soil, the so-called Saxon style 
was fully develo[)ed in Ireland. And, centuries before the Nomm 
invasion, the so-ciilled Anglo-Norman style cnn al-n be proved to 
have been t ally earned out in many of our ele«icyii curly Hibernian 
remains. ^Vnd, indeed, muny prools may be adduced to show, that 
at the early age now under consideration, Ireland wsis the great seat 
of ksRui^ of the day, and tlie constant resort of distinygui^ed Coih 
tiaental and Bnglish students. The oondusioiiy 'thareraw, ftroedon 
the mind is^ thiS, instead of the Iridi deriving their early ardiileo- 
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k'oiuid Liult into a low irmll in the 7<ave of ^ Old Cathedral.

tnre from the Saxons or Anglo- Sfixon*!, Norm;ir!B or Anglo-Nor- 
mans, those nations tlirmselves drew their science and arcliitrrtin*nl 
knowledge, as well as their learning, from the "wild Iriflh" aud poor 
gavage Celts of barbarous gone-by days I 

At the September Meeting of the Society, a brief notice of uune 
¥» iMd of ttie i^eoent dmoOYioj of aa Osham insGription in St* 
IMan'a Qratoiy ai Ardmore. With pnidenoe, little more ooold 
hare been giyen at the tipie, as it was late in the eTening when the 
discovery was made, and the writer, on his "way home, merely con- 
tenting hiniiself for the time, by ti*ansfeiTing a hasty sketch to his 
note-hook : h<uug, however, folly deter?n?ne(l tn pay in a very .short 
period a more formal and protracted visit to tliis new acquaintance, 
but venerable relic of remote antiquity. My anxiety for thLi vii>it 
wui the more mgeut, as, when eyeing the old Icg^end with anxious 
gaze hetnff some dom feet from £e ground),! thought I cotdd 
perodTe the lines of the letteia on the lower ang|e» or^^^» torn 
under the bed of the stone, at once suggesting the posnbitit^ of tihia 
inscription being of an earlier date than the oratoiy itaeli» u e. the 
early part of the fifth century. Aflcr the discovery, an incorrect 
account of it got into the public; prints, whicli, I learned on paying 
my proposed visit, had drawn the attention of liicliard Chenrnley, 
Ecij., of Salter Bridge, to it, who had subsequently ])een paying his 
proibund respects to the old new-comer," and had taken rubbinfis, 
and made ooosideiable onttmga all ronnd the atone to aet atwe 
l^end that turned under and orer it; which I now finm^ mnoh to 
my satisfaction, was the case, at once establishing the &ct, ofatle^Mt 
this Ogham dating from pre-Christian times. On a more minute 
examination I found several of the lines which tunied over the stone 
were not cleared, and after cutting away more of the ove?*ljnng ma- 
sonry, I added a few scores to what Mr. Cheamley could iiave taken. 
An acetirate pkctch of the stone and inscription is given in the ac- 
companying lithograph: it measures 4 ieet 9 inches in length; and 
I foot in height at its widest part ; it is of sand-stone, and ue legend 
in general is deeply cat and well defined, ronndinff considerably over 
the sn^es. Immediately on mwAnmg a perfect sketchy 1 forwarded 
copies to several of our celebrated *<uisman8," of course, on the tip- 
toe of expectation that a post or two would bring a true reading of 
this old Irish riddle, and fully anticipating some primitive legend to 
the iueiuory of Krc, Dcclan's lather, grandfather, or great graudsire; 
a Pagan earn to one or all of whom is still })ointed to by the finger 
of tradition on ouc of the wild headlands of Aidmore. However, 
I am sQRj to say, all my antiimMitions were woefttUy disappointed 
for the time being, as all seemed most chary of giving their opinion 
on this seemingly donbtfol crttx. 

In conse<}Qenoe of the just tribute, of respect paid to the memory 
oCthe iUostnons md exoellant IiOErd Ormonde, none of ^ 
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fonvardcd to the last Meeting of tlic Society were read. Thia has 
given an opportunity of cmlnulying sevt ml ini|>nrtant opinions re- 
ceived since on tlic sul>jcrt from some eiiiiueiii irUli scholar?, who 
were lumi^licd willi Cdpie^ of the Osfham; aud as the great ohject of 
arch^losy hi the elucidation oi'ti*utii, not, 1 imagine, for merely up- 
holding uieories, it » but fait I should ^ve ftar and *^ against," ai 
I harereoeiTed them; remarldng, that m one inBtanoft a gentieiiiaii 
to whom I forwarded a copy deigned not even •npl^y bat probably, 
he may yet favour your readers with the results oi his learned hica- 
brations, which, no doubt, will l>c well worth having, as I am given 
to understand that in his antiipiarian researches he has actually delved* 
up the key to unlock all such mysteries. In the accompanying illus- 
tration the inwribed intone U !*hown m it appears in the l)uildini». The 
inscription (No. 1) tihow6 the iUll legend &6 it tuxus under aud over 
the atone, and aa It appean to the fioat vieur* No. 2 ahowa the 
legend and lettera aa ]£lx. Windolo zeoommenda va to lead IIimd, aa 
he says, — 

Frum the dimeD&ions and figure of the stone, I am convinced that it 
originally served as an upright monimienti ataadisg upon its broader end, 
and that the inscription must accordingly be read upwards from that as- 
tremi^, that ii^ as it now lies, from tlw right to the left.** 

And he Ihitiber addfl* 

** I aroid all attempt at translation. The language of the period 
antecedent to the age of St. Declaa must be a crux to far better Irish 
adiolarsihaa lean pretend to be> ^Insfaiana'areTeryoharyofgivingthdr 
opinioBS on these inscriptions. We remember thai the language may be 

2000 years old, and we know that of tlie Irish language, o.s '^ti 'kon I.jOO 
years ago, it V>ecamc necessary to write a gloss some few centuries alter, 
which gloss itself, some ages later, became nearly unintelligible by reason 
of ^ uiange in the language.** 

Profes.^or Connellan* Qoeen'e College, Cork, also declinea tnins- 
iating it» and says:— 

M ICsny years ago I formed an ofpinion about these inscriptions!, whidi 
is, that if they be actually of a date anterior to the Christian era, we can 
only give a mere c(»njecture as to their significattou. A number of cha- 
racters may be put for a word, while a single one may cmswer for another. 
We eannot at im distant lime tell what waa thdr mode of dividing them 
into words by which they wished to oonvey a oertain muming, Add to 
this, that the language then used must at the present day be so obsolete, 
that Eochaidh O'Flynn himself eoiiM scarcely understand it, were he now 
living. Suppose I would bay, ' Go langib ig esg^ i.e. fishing with spears 
or tridents, I may be as far from the real meaning as I am from the 
moon; and observe, that this constmotion would make It modem language, 
eomparat ively speaking. But I must, at the same time, admit that it is not 
move modern then the laognage we find in of the eighth and tenth 
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centuries, such as the Book ol Armagh and others of that date; and I must 
alao admit, that there was very little change in the language from the 
Hdtd to the eighth or nmth oentiiries, especially in historic or oommon 
compositions. I could render these letters into three or four other read- - 
iDgs; but what would that avail? I could not be positive fis to the intended . 
oridnal meaning in any of tliem; but if I couUl meet with an historical 
mme, such as Conn V. C, then, indeedf I would take my stand on hrm 
groondL For snght I know, CMantg^ vhidi appears in this inscription, 
may have been a oelebreted ohencter in his time ; but with oar present 
iafoniietkin we heve nothing of earteintj to proceed upon.** 

An eminent IriBh echokr^ the Bey. John Casey, now of Eil- 
kroe J, who hee lo^ made O^ham in8cri|>taoiiB his studjr, reads one 
fine 80 making " Qol ang ibtgesgy" signifying, **Heran lies Grol 
the renowned diviner For eoroer^]." The 8ecx)nd line he divides 
thu:s, Gwju fferr n mtar,^ i.e« " Gog [or Oiifjii] the di6tinf]:uishe4 
[or the scientific] died." Gol and Gugu he regards of the JJnndic, 
order, and, as sucli, eminent of their cla?s. These gentlemen ail see 
the great importuuce of the position in whicli the inscription is found* 
and the natiiral inierence to be drawn from it. 

Another gentleniani deeply versed in our Irish lore, dii^fen al* 
together fibm the forcing, and does not even believe that ^^onr 
Ogham inscriptiions are PageaC* He eaye >^ 

** They are founded on the Koman alp^tabet, and are not older than St. 
Bilriek'e time, if, indeed, they can pretend to tudh antiquity.'* 

He also gives it as Im opinion : — 

** That we had no letters here but what we learned from the Western 
Church f ( lirist. TheOghams are triick§ of the middle ages, which will 

8oon be exposed.'* 

These opinions are from an excellent authority, but I am not 
at liberty to give the author's name. None will be better pleased 
than the writer to sec such '* tiicks" exposed, and at once put a 
(pnetus to endless lucubrations on the subject. But, with all due 
deiiiicuce lor our learned friend's decisions, to my uiurI, up to the 
present time, the proofs all preponderate towards a pre-Christian 
origm, aa we find the O^ham has been diacovered inacribed on the 
standing etonea of Dnndio cirdea, on piUar-etonea in oonnezion with 
Pa^an cania, and on the roofiu*^ stones of ratlis'. Yet^ it may be 
maSf these were inaoribed in Chnatian tim^ ; well, posably it may- 
be 80', but it so happens that many of those in the raths are found 
witli ]>ortions of their legends go covered, that it could nut have Inn ii 
posoiUe t<» i?i-cribe them, except they were done ])rcviou8ly to the 
construction of the building in which they are ibuud; therefore, if

doubtedly belonged to a predecessor of even St. Patrick himeell, 
juaoxfyt the subject of our pNieiit illuatrBlioB from St. Ileeka't 
Oitttoiy; and here agam we luve tlue inMsription half ooTorod up in 
the maaomry, plainly proving it of an earlier ori^ than the bnilmng 
iteel^ oanyins^ us a little beyond the " middle ages,** and the teach- 
inp^ of the " \V''e5itern Church.** And if we learned our letters from 
the Western Church, is it not mo*t extraordinary that such uulet- 
t(M'od Pagans would have the Avisd(mi to invent a totally different 
ai|^;habet to what their tutors taught ? and begin with B, L, F, S, 
N, H, as the ancient Irish alpliabet hath it, iubtead of the A, B, 
C, D, E, F, G,oftheBoinan»l To my niind, the Western Chnrch 
baa fiilly as just a daim oitheintrodaetionofthelriBh f/mgvafft^ as 
of the letters, wUoh ide^ IbelieTe, has not been broached yet. 
the very germs of oar earliest architecture and all our primitive 
Christian churches arc stamped with, not a Western, l)ut actually 
an Eastern type; f »r the inclining jambs to all their openings are 
decidedly of JCasiet n ort(/Ui, Mr. Windele, in his excelieut jMper 
on this subject, l»elore alluded to, has quoted numerous proofs in 
support of thepre-Clu ibtiau origin of the Ogluun, from ancient Liah 
•nthoritiea. Since the pnblicatian of his paper, the Oaaiaiuc Society 
has come into fall opcratioii» and has just lasued its yolume ftr 1868^ 
in which I find a passage in point nom the Battle of QabhiB»" 
lbiigbt> A.D. 283. aalbSowa 0^ 60)

inscription of any kind, and I chaUenrje Mr. Windcle to support bi0«ner>

/Voeo%, the Doctor feared ihe <^Ho]ie Citie of St. Beebm'' 

should be defied if those broad brands of Paaanum were cdtablislied 
on it. But I understand the Ogham toas produced, and safely lodged 
in the Royal Irish Academy, Dublin, whether to Dr. Fctrie's satis- 
faction, or not, i? anotluT <iucstion. At all CTcnts, we hrrc iMc^^fjut 
afaithtul jxulrait of the stone of contention, to satisfy nil matcon- 
tents. The length of this relic is 2 feet 5 inches ; breadth at vvi(l<\'*t 
part, 1 foot ; at smallest part, 9 inches ; thickness, 2 J inches. The 
celebrated archsoologbt, Father Matt" Uorgan's readbg of this 
imcriptum wae to the memoiy of a person whom it describedas the 
iw^ and the brave." The disooyery of our second Ogham, and in 
Boch an unusual position, is rather a stubborn fact, which jprovea St. 
Declan thought Bomewbat differently from the learned Doctor, as 
here there is no I'lFort to conre:il, — but the rcvrr'sc, as the Pnjjnn 
pniar-sttme is |>lante(l in the most conspicuous position in his newly- 
erected umtory, no doubt as a trophy of bis prowess in the conver- 
sion of the Pagan Desii. 



DOCUMENTS CONNECTED WITH T!TK CVFY OF KILKENNY 
MILITIA IN TUfi S£y£NT£fiNTH AND £IGiiT££NXH

Thf militajy ttiitiq 111 tits ol'u country fonii ii branch of its bi.^tmy 
wiiicii generally engrosses to itself the cn'eatest amount ui' interest, 
as it involves tno^e notable iacaiui les wiiich are most largely con- 
nected with the national glory, and must minister most to national 
pnls. Bat when the ^enenl histoiy of Ireland fenaina yet to be 
written, it isnotaorprisuiff thatits mditavy asnale are so veiy meft- 
gie, etill lesB ao that very little indeed should have been ]plao8d on 
reeord respecting the hau civil, half imlitaiy finrce, calkd mto axia* 
tence in the middle of the seventeenth eenttiry, and playinprno unim- 
portant part in the troubled period ot'llie wars of. James and W lllinin, 
andtho precautions taken by the earlier members ol the Ilanovcriau 
dynasty asrainpt tlie daiipTs likely to spring: from the Jacobite .sym- 
i^thit* ot tin- t^rt at uiu.-ii of the Irish people. It is true that the Irish 
Ififitia regiments, of the period refened to, can boaat of none of the 
gjkniouft exploits, or the pride, pomp, and cucoumstance" pertauing 
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to the regular army, their duty ha^Hing been th;it more immcdiatclv 
ot a police than ol'ii military force; but, seeing that the presence of 
such an finnf(l Ixxly in the country was deemed of va?»t iinportnnce 
by the V alio Ud succeeding monnrcha and miniate ir^ oi'tlu: pt'i iod, any 
contribution of facts and ducuuieuU tending to elucidate the early 
history of the Irish Mtlitiafl, however dry or unpicture^que may bie 
the details^ ahonld, at my tunoy be deemed oi some importaiicc; 
whilst at the present moment, when a new Militia force is bemg em- 
bodied throughout die country, a larger degree of interest may be 
expected for nn attempt of the kind. The idea of bringing the sub- 
ject under the notice of the Society was «ng2:pjitcd to me in conse- 
quence of the Rev. James Grave* hnving directcil mv attention to a 
Cdllecilon oi'tlocuments connected with the City of Killvciuiy I^Iilitia 
in the tieveutccntli and eighteenth centuries, preserved aiuungst the 
Haydock Papers in the Evid^oe duunber ^JBjlkenny Castle. Be- 
yond the aneient municipal boundaij of Kilkenny my materials do 
not carry me ; but perhaps the pubhoalion of this paper may be the 
means of inducing others to make known similar records illustratiTe 
of the old Militia regiments of different cities and counties;' and, even 
n« regards Kilkenny, mny load to the contribution of documents fnmi 
(itluT roposaitories, calcuhited to fill up such gaps as I hnve l»ecn 
Ibrccd to k'uve, owing to dclecU in the record"* nt pr(\scnt witlilti iny 
reach. To many it may appear a tediuuis iiiriicliuu, ujud a useless 
consumption of space, to oocupy many pages of the TnmsaetionB with 
dry lists of |>eople, ehiefly of humble station, long siooe dead and 
forffoltoTi ; ^ It it should be borne in mind that the Militia miuter- 
rolls, which I propose to place on record, form statistical documents 
the preservation of which ought to be deemed a matter of some im- 
portance, as stipplyin!^ the names, and frequently the trades and 
callinij?, of a consideraMe body of the iahabilauts of a eltv siidi as 
Kilkenny, during tlie period over \Yhich they extend ; l>e»ides utioitl- 
ing ua a curious glimpse of the Militia aiTangements, discipline, and 
annsi-of the seTenteeDth and eighteenth eenturiea, and serving in 
amne dmee» to illustmte both the miUtaxy and dvil eostoms and 
uaa^ of the times. 

lla?ing said so much by way of apology, perhaps before laying 
my store of local documents before the Meeting it may not be un- 
intercf^ting to take a lin<f v o-l;inr<» ?it the origin of the force with whicli 
tlicy are connected. Imaginative historians have attempted to tnop 
the germ of the Militia system to a vety remote antiquity indeed.

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In EDgland they allege it sprung from the prudent arrangements of 
Alfred the Great, who is said to lt:n (^ di.<?ciplined all Ids male std)« 
jects of sutftcient age, and to liavc luade his })eople a nation of'&ol- 
dieiis, in the ninth century. But tlicy c^t'uk it.-^ sonrce in Ireland at 
even a more distant period, regarduig tlie embodiiueat ot the gome- 
wbftt mythical poUoe of King Connao, mider the renowned Fionn 
MaeComhail, as the origin of the Militias of subaeqaent agea.^ These 
flpecnlaiaoss, however, are rather fanciful, and therefore we most 
look to :i period more modern than those of the legendary exploits 
of thcFianna Eirion and the Knights of King Arthurs Kound Table 
for the introduction of those arrangements in the government of the 
country which c^ew by degrees into the present Militia orsranization. 
In the feudal system, established in liritain and Jrtland by the con- 
quering Normans, wc nuquestionabi^ imd the origin oi" this force,' 
eadi oropiietor being bound, throu|;h the nuUtary tenure whereby 
he held His estates, to supply a certain number of anoedmen for the 
defence of the State, as well as the enforcement of his own seignorial 
rights, thns dischaiging alike civil and miHtary fiinctbns; and per- 
haps we may trace some of its arrnngements to the power entrusted, 
from a very early period, to .slu rifi'^, of calling out the po.ssfi comi- 
t'ttns for the maintenance of the law. The first Commifisi'>n of Array 
iu Kuglaiid, which hron;:fht the lV!ilitia Fy.-^tem into f^oim iliin<>: like 
the modem organization, 16 ^luied tu huve been issued in 14:^2; but 
the arrangements were further developed, and moulded into nearly 
their nresent shape, by the Statutes of 13, 14, and 15 Charles 11^ 
passed in the years 1661, 1662, and 1663,^ in which the subsequent 
acts or royal proclamations of Jame8» William, Aqne, and the 
Georges, only made such trifling changes as suited them to the exi- 
gencies of tlie times. 

Thf» ancient Militia of the eonnty of Kilkenny was from an early 
period under the lull dirc rtlon and cuutrol ul t he Lord ui'the Liberty, 
whose feudatories and vusi^uLi were exempted tiom the j>rovi»ions of 
the various royal Conmiissious of Array issued finmi tmie to time, 
as he liad bound himself to the Crown to take the necessity order, 
on all occasioDS» for the defence of the Liberty at his own expense.- 
The Earle of Ormonde beingalso Lords of the Liberty of l^pperary, 
the mmc system of defence was ^tablished in that county. A do- 
cnmcnt of the sixteenth rontnr^', in the Kvidence Chaml>er of Kil- 
krnt^v Ciistie, f^penkinui; of the *» aienj^icntt jnrisdixion ' of the Karls 
of Ormoade in those counties, gives the tbliowing statement of the

But in cities like Kilkenny the feudal usages which prevailed 
through the rural districts did not hold. The burgessca purchased 
HmSt ttMnption fiotn nSKtity tmnrot tiy tho 6bbm paid to tlw pro* 
ptietor of llie dfistrict, and to tlwCvowtt^ <br llieir ctauten of incor* 

poration, and they were not liable to be called awsy by the feudal 
lord t>f the locality to fight his battlcB, unless the martial spirit of 
thv times prompted them, a? it frequently did, to vohinteer for such 
a serviee. But, eon-^isthio: cliieflv ol" colonies of Eniilisli urtLsaus 
plaiite<I in distriotri wrung by the strong htuid from tiie oi'iginal pro- 
prietors, and jsiuTounded by the hostile native clans, anxious to seize 
upon any opportunity to annoy the intruder, or wrest ftom his pos- 
mmtm the territory whkli iSfeej vlafi dmnd their own by t^ht, 
eadli hnrgm ^nmd it ne ceanw ry to atnd^ the Me of ems, and be 
prepaml at a moment's notice to join hn feOoiMiowuHieB fst the 
defence of the community from the eudden foray or the stealthy 
inroads of tlu! " Irish enemy." The mnnicipal nrchives aifbrd U8 
InfornLition on thi«: subject, whieh>vill en-.dde us to tniee the oniTin 
and progress of tlie urlmn Militia system. It is stnted in a by- 
law of the Corporation, set out in the Ked Book ol'Kilktainy, in the 
year lj9l, that— 

" The Lord of Bnllring wa«t, time immemorial. High Constable, and m 
time of necessity had the comiimud of the forces of said town lor deicace 
thereof, and used to train up the youth in warlike exercises." 

The bnrfjesFes were not content vnth mereW dcfendin*^ their 
town, but irct(ueutly gav€ their military aid to tlieir jKiwertbl neip:h- 
bour and patron, the Earl of Ormonde, cither in support of ihe 
Crown, or in carrying oul hiri private leud against the Gcriddinei?. 
Oliua, in 1407, on <«ihe day of the eiateadoo of the Holy Cro^s," 
the inhabitants marcAied out m warfifce array) under their emreM^gn 
or duef magiistmto, John Croker, and did good service in the amy of 
Sir Stephen Scroop, the Lord Deputy, m Lord Thamae of Lhk 
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<Mter, the King's son, and the Earl of Ormonde^ m whose ftcvovr

were ^pc cudly exempted fiom niiltary dut>' to the State.* On the 
SMi April, 1623, «onapctltionoftWr Archer, Mayor of Bull- 
ring, complaining of the bad attendance of the Merchants* Guild 
last Easter Monday, rn ni n Pterin !r with him, it wa? ordered tlint 
the .®tntiite« of the Corporation l»e executed upon them, if ilicv do 
not ^^how f!^urticieut cauj^e." On the 2(ltli fTannary, 1(54*2. a time of 
great |>ohtical excitcmcut ihruu^houl the couuliy, and ia Iviikenuy

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in particular, it wba enacted tiiat **eTery of the mereltantB and fine* 

men that keep open shop, shall keep in their shops a good halbert, 
brown-hill, or <hnvt pike, and every merchant to wcnr a SAronl in 
the street, on pain of 5* to the n?e of the Corporation ;in<l on the 
9th May, 1645, it was iiirthcr ordered that "every niti chant bliall 
by the Ukst day of Alay, provide a browu-Liil or halbert, and have 
the same daily, in Im nonae, ready ; and every freeman of any other 
Corporation ahall proyide a brown4>Ul or partazan ; and toat an 
alderman of every ivard, and the constables, ahall see that eaid wea- 
pons be provided, on pain of double the value of the weapons on the 
person neglecting." On the 12tli April, 1662, it was " ordered by 
the Mayor and Aldermen, tluit y late Mayor, Thomas Evans, Esq., 
doe drawe Ibrth y Tnxme band of' this Citly, with their amies, &c.j 
and deliver them upp to y" pre!«ent Mayor, and tliat on Thu^day 
next." And on the 29th April, l(i80, I find it recorded in die 
White Book, that it was the day and yeare aforesaid enacted, and 

be it herby • that noe man shall be awome a freeman of 

this Citty nntill he bring into court either a firelock and coUor ot 
baiidilecres,^ or a sword, which ▼* board of Aldennen shall thinke 
fithinff." 

I have given extracts from the Corporation mnnimcnts sufficient 
to show tliat the city of Kilkenny Irom a very early period was 
supplied witli a volunteer Militia of the townsmen, amply prepared 
for their own defence, and not unwiliiug to be led forth against 
those whom they regairdcd as rebels or disturbers of the public peace, 
and infiingers of the laws, in the county. Thns, when King Cnules 
II*, in 1661, and the two following years, remodelled the aitange- 
meats of the Commissions of Airay, and placed the Militia more on 
the footing of royal troops, there were ample materials existing in 
Kilkenny to form a local reiximcnt or 1>attalion. How soon nlVer 
the embodiment of such a corps took place in that city, or what wiis 
its exact stieiiLTtli, T am unable to pay, but early in the year 1667 
there wsis a local xMilitia serving under the new regulations, of a 
company of which Thomas Evans, one of the Aldermen, held the 
Kxngy commission as captam, and there are three moster^rolla of his 
men in the Evidence Chamber of Kilkenny Castle. I give here 
one of them, purporting to be a record of the attendance at a ^ 
rade at the Butts, on the 8th April, in the year referred to. llie 
letters prefixed to the nfimes «ho\v iiow those who attended 
armed, m standing for musket, and /> lor juke. Those who :ue not 
miu'ked as befirinir arms were ub-eiit tVom tin* muster, or came too 
late. Out of a company coui^i^ting ol 172, including olhccrs aud

It will be soca that the foregoing wa^^ a muster of every quali- 
fied citizen capable of bearing aruis, without distinction of claas or 
grade, for several of the aldermen, and most wealthy burgesses, ap- 
pear as private soldiers. It should be observed, however, tliat only 
tlie Frotestaat oitixeiiB were qualified to serve, as Boman CSatliolics 
oonld not take tlie oath of supremacy, without which no one could^ 
nndw the then existing law, serve the State. Another list of the 
same muster, of the 8tli April, 1667, supplies some further particu- 
lars. It appears that thirty-two of those absent were pikc-men ; that 
Peter Hilton waa unable to be presont because lie was "in prison ;** 
Robert Wilkinson, John Papr, ffrniM i^ Harris, William Heyes.aiid 
Davyd Rice " came late j" \\ liiiaiu \V alters was represieiited on the 
occasion by his son, and Jacob Camockes by his servant, both of 
whom' were armed with pikes ; and Bichard Danniella also aent^ as 
ft anbstitute, his serrant^ who is marked Papist." A third moa* 
ter-roll of the same company, and evidently dmwn up in the same 
year, although it is not dated, supplies the additional information 
that the Militia medical officer was ^^r. Tho. Bond, Chyrurgeon.** 

The next docunieut which I find connected with the ^filitia of 
Killvcnny bears date fifteen years later. It is endorsed: Septem- 
ber 2i : 1G81, A Mubtcr Hole." A new Commission of Aria^ must 
have issued in the meantime, for we now have J osias Haydocke, who 
was enmgn of the former eompany, figuring as captain, with a new 
lieutenant and ensign ; whilst the only old nonpoomnusaioned officer 
remaining is Corporal Henry Yonge, now promoted to the tank of 
sergeant. A large number of the privates, however, remain unal- 
tered, for it is yet a Protestant Militiii, Charles IT. being still U|X>n 
the throne. There is more system apparent in the arrangements, 
as the names are enumerated in alphabetical order, aud the difterent 
arms borne by the men are marked iu separate columns, under initial 
letters, indicatm^ i esi^ectively, s. sword ; h. halbert ; b. bandolier ; 
and p. pike* It is eniions that there is no column fiv fire-arms, and, 
unless whm in two placet in theoolnimi fi>r halberts the letter si is

But a great duusge totm after took place in the goyerameDt of 
iheooimttX} wbich quickly brought about a revolutioD in the IVUIltia 
flnangemenfa. On the 6th of February, 1685, James II. aaeended 

the tnrone, and it very soon became manifcj<t that the Protestant 
interest wn^^ no longer to be in tlic ascendant in the ooimcils of the 
State, 'i iie oatiiB which j>r("vionsly acted as a barrier ag^nst the 
admis-iion of Koman Catholics to offices and privileges were done 
away with, and the King bet about remodelling the Iiish corpora- 

iaxMB, fint aendins ordera that Boman Cathofica ahonld be admitted 
to the fieedom orcidei^ and elected to mimioipalhoiKHua, and aooa 
depriving the municipalities of tbdr olden charters by the prooesa 
of gtto tDarraniOf and ffranting new charters himself, on anbh tenna 

as suited his views. The re-arranoring of tlie Irish Militia force was 
also an important consideration which was not lost sight of, and 
m carrying out these changes, the Earl of Clai"endon, then Lord 
Xrientenant, efhcientlv seconded and enforced the views of the King, 
I rom the iirst, the advisers of James seem to have been iuJly alive 
to the danger c^havm^ all the Iriah Proteatanta well supplied with 
arma under the MIfitn system ; whilat the Boman Cauolica — ^to 
whose support he could only look m case tliat hia anbjeota of oppo- 
dte leBgioiia viewa determined upon leaiatmg his new plans of ^o- 
Temment — were altogether without weapons, owing to the restno- 
tions of the laws passed in the previouis rcin'iis. But it would appear 
that the Militia had gent rall\ purchased their own arms, the amount 
having been deducted froia their pay, and tliere was a difficulty in 
the way of calling upon them to siu'render them, iudependent of 
the nuuiifest iuexpefUencj of ooreating any premature ahurm in the 
aainda of the Fkoteatanta. The' first atep^ however, towards obviat- 
ing all difficulty and danger appears to nave been taken by the asene

Wbk&sas upou luloruiation that the Anns given out of the stores to 
the Militia of thie Kingdom, es well as tho^Hi paid for by tfae tevoal Conn* 
tiee, are not lodgM in safe places in the said ConnUea, as by the InBtra<^ 
ttons annexed to the Commissions of Array was directed, but are scattered 
in places whcrf they are exposed to the attempt!5 of Rohhcru, or other evil 
designing and ditiaifected persons, His Majesty bath thought fit to com- 
mand us to take effectual remedy for the ^me. We, pursuant to his said 
directions, do hereby strictly require and command every Contain, or in

And We do further require all such Captains or other Qffioera ai 
aforesaid, immediately upon receipt of the said Arms, to return an account 
to us the Lords Justices, or other Chief Governor or Grovernors of this 
Kingdom fur the time being, and Council, or to the Ckrk of the Council^ 
what number of Arms are io deUvered into their eoatody, with the several 
kinds of them, and the names of such persons as shall not give in their 
Arms before the afore«nid fourteoiitli du) of July next, as they are hereby 
commanded, giving withal au account whether the said Arms were deh- 
vered out uf the Stores, bought by the County, given by the Othcer, or 
paid for by the private men. And lastly, we require all such Militia Cap> 
tains, or other Officers as aforesaid, to keep the Arms when so lodged, clean, 
and in good order, that they may be fit for the Militia upon days of Ex- 
ercise; or for such other uses as His Majesty may have for them. All 
which they are required to perform iu the time appointed, as they shall 
answer the contrary at thdr utmost fwril.

It would appeal from imother muster-roll of thi« ronipany that 
tlie sergeants were armed with " each sui olil ilolUni t, ' and the cor- 
porals ' ' each of them a ffirelock." Perhaps the reason why tlie arms 
were not unirerwlly " mvenm," but were so largely held back, was 
that ihe men, to whom they belonged* suspected tiie Govenunent of 
li i\ Idl!: a deeper motive for looking after llidr oafeful presennatkm 
than that assigned in the proclamation. If 80, they would appear 
U) have ])cen perfectly justified in tlieir anticipations, for the Lords 
Justices having dexterously contrived to get the officorj? to call in the 
arms, and uuike themselves responsible for having tlieni forthcomintr. 
soon arran<red to take thcni into the care of the Government altf>- 
gether, and out of the reach of their ownera. On the 1 6th October, 
1686, a prodamadon was iasned» strongly oensuring such officers as 
had neglected to get in the Militia anus, or had ftiled to luake a 
return of those in their keeping, punuaat to ihe order of the 80th 
June ; they were directed then immediately to get in all outstanding 
arms, if necessary, by calling the sheriffs and justices to their aid to 
enforce the arrangement} and then the prochumatiQii proceeds 
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** And for tbe better pA'0 9 crv> tiott of the said arms, and to the end to 

httTe them in readiness to answer any occasion of his Majesty's service, the 
ortic* are required, brtore the 19th November next, to cause all the said 
ftrms, so deliver^ to ihem as aforesaid, to be safely courejed to oue of his 
Majesty's stores of arms and mnnitioii in tide kingdom.** 

The arms of the Leinster IVGlitiafi were to be lodged eltheV at 
Dablin or Athlone ; the clerks at the stores were to give receipts 
for them to the oflScers, and the expenses of their oonveyiiin e were 
to be paid hy his Majesty. Accordingly, we find Captain I laydock 
prc])arin^ tu eurrender the arms of his company at Dul)lin Castle, 
hclore the day specified for the purpose j but it is to be noticed that 
the list which he made out for the ooeanoa diflbri from that which 
he gare of tfaoae previously stored in hie genet; and ee he wee hy 
no means a fiivoturer of the innovations made by King J amee on the 
previous system of gowiiment» it ie veiT probable that a conside- 
rable portion of the Militia arms was held back. A document of 
the 10th l^ovember in thia year is thus heeded : —

It soon afler became nppn rent enough that the Government dis- 
tnistcd the Protestant iiihal)itants, and that their aj*ms were required 
for troo[)8 more likely to sustain the King. Tlie Revr>hition shortly 
£}llowed Lu England, and to his Irish Romau C tii liolic subjects James 
looked for support for his sinking cause. In Kilkenny large bodies 
of tvoope were nused for the purpose, and some curious parttculars 
respectmg a portion of them liaTe been aheady hod before the So- 
ciety by the Kev. James GrayeSy from the note-book of one of the 
officers. Captain George Ghdncy. The Lord Deputy, Tyrconnell, 
f[h>tu some time in KiiKenny after King William's arinv IkkI landed 
in irchuul, engaged in organizing miiitiuy levies; ami tlirre is in 
the Evidcnee C'haniber of tlie Cafitle a letter of the period, addressed 
to the Dulce of Ormonde by one ol his local aguutd or receivers of 
rents, Captain Baxter, privately ihtimating to his Grace that his 
fettoir leoehrer, Mr. Bryan, a Boman Catholic, and ancestor of the 
iraent Qeoige Bryan, Esq., of JenkmstowDi was very negligent 
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of the diitifls of hu agency, bi ho mm devoting all his time to tlio 

niising and equippmfir of a troop of horse for Kinp; JamcR. It is na- 
tural to suppose that tlif* (M \nlitia aims called in in 1(585 had l>een 
ftlrmdy usetl by the iiiiih Goveniincnt in eqiii{)i)iiig the now levies 
Ibr the royal army : so that it id f^iisy to understand that when, in 
1689) King James called out an Irish MiUtia also, he was obliged 
to leave them to thdr own devices for the Drocnring of weapona. 
The proolaiiiattoii is dated the 30th Julj* 1689« and calls upon all 
the loyal aubjecto of his Majesty, between the ages of sixteen and 
sixty, not serving in the regular army, to enrol themselves in Militia 
rrgimcnt? arconlinfj to their counties or towns, arming themselves 
*' as best they ean." The Castle Kvidonco Chamber aiij^jdies nie 
with no doeiinieuta calculated to aflonl udormation a? t<> the Kil- 
keiuiy Milit ia then cmbo<lied, lor Captaiu Hay dock held no eomuiis- 
sion under James, and the Duke of Ormonde had been attaiuted by 
the Lnsh F^lisment fiv &vonring the metensions of the F^rinee <n 
Onuige. Mttster-rolk of King James* Kilkenny Militia, however, 
were a short time since in existence, having formed a portion of the 
curious eollection of intcrc.^tlnc: local manuioriptB accumulated by 
the late Mr. Laffan ; hut, unfortunately, they were lent, with many 
other dnniments, by that ;^entlenian to Dr. Ledwieh, when he waa 
compilin<r his *' Eseay towardb tlie History and Antiquities ol' Ixish- 
town andKilkenny," and were never after returned or heard of, whilst 
very little use was made of theui iu the work referred to. Dr. Led- 
wich merely supplies the names oftheoffioers andnoa-oanmussioned 
offioers of one company, as follows : —

With one hundred and twenty-one phirate men. 

The men composing this Militia were the Roman Caiholio citl- 
lens of all grades. The Protcstuit inliabitants were not eli<^ablG to 
serre, but were < >I)li^ad to pay subeidiee for the support of the Militia 

orrrnnization. Mr. Latiiiu's manuscripts supplied the particulars of 
the-e siilxsidics ; but Dr. Ledwieh has only placed on record the fact, 
that the contril)utionF were paid i'i\nn the holders of 507 hnyjies in 
the city and libcrtief;, and he makes the serious blunder o: -upnosini^ 
that thcrio were the dwellings of the entire of the iuhai'iiaia^. 1 he 
lazed houses were thns dis&ibnted: — in St. Mary's parish, 241 ; in 
St. John's, 94 ; in St. Patrick's, 20 ; and in St CttaiDe'a» 

But the decisive victory of the Boyne Speedily xevened all these 
anangements. By a royal letter from his camp at Bennett's-bridge» 
dated 19th July, 1690, Wiiliam xeinstated in office the Pkotestanta 
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whohadbccn eicctod from ihv cnrponitioii when James annulletl their 
previous charter :unl Lii anted one of hw own, in which he specified the 
nmne^ of those on whom he chope to confer the civic dignities ; and 
a few months later we find a Commission of Array being carried out 
fur Kilkenny. Two companies of PMestant Mlfilm-nieii seem to 
bavebeen nuMd on tlus ooeamon, respectively placed under the com^ 
mand of CaptunB Jonas Haydock and Joshua Helsham. The fol- 
lowing 18 the commission granted to Captain Haydock, the words 
prii^M in italics being inserted in manuscripty the rest piinted : —

It \& singuhu: that amongst the Haydock inanuscript^ no docu- 
ment of this jear» oooneeted with his oompany, was preeenred by 
Ca|ilain «FoaiaB» ezoepi die above ooinnuseion, although there are 
several muster-rolls of the following year^; however, his brother 
officer, Captain Joshua Helsham,' left behind him some mustei^roUs, 
and other docmnents connected with his company, which are now in 
the po9?C!??ion of his dc^rendnnt, Cnptjiin ( icor^e Paid Helsham, of 
the j)rc'>cnt coiiiity of Kilkenny Militia, which liave, hecn reiuleiv<l 
available for the illuutratiou ui' ii»y .•^ulijert at thid period.

The next two ilocuments amongst the lielsiuiui papers, which, 
howmr, I do not thmk it necessary more tban to leier to here, ere 
lists of tbe Ftotestaot InhAbitants of Kennies parrish tfaats to 

serve in y« Militia," and a list of the Bomm Cathohc'* Iiihabitiints 
of y* Panshtis of S' Cannis and S* Johns near y« citty of Kilkenny," 
on whom the Protestant Alilitia-men were to be quartered. In the 
prcviotia reign the Protestants complained loudly of the injuftice 
done tliem in making them supply the money wherewith the ^lilitiu, 
frriiii wliieh they were prccludeil i'rom Kcr-v inu, were to be pnlil and 
jiiuiiitaiued, and they relied on tliis as one ol liic grievauces winch 
justified ihdr revolt against King James.* But no sooner had they

He adds, that divers 
other inhabit^mts of Kilkenny were also reduced to extreme poverty 
by the recent military oppression. The object ol the letter was, that 
Haydook ahonld faiing ihe matter nnder the notioe of the'Loid lien- 
tenant^ with a yiew to obtain oompenaation Ibr the Duke'a tenants* 
Tho local Militia arrangements would seem to have been alto- 
gether remodelled at the time when Captain Haydock was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and if in other parts of Ireland 
Ulis force waf in n?? officiont a ptnte in Kilkenny, it is not oney to 
understand why a urw pi urhuiuitidii tor cmbodyin^r the Irish Militias 
shuald have been deemed iiece»eiu y by the Govern iix nt a few months 
subsequently. This proclamatiou, bearing dale i9tk December, 
1692, was issued by Yuoount Sidn^, the "Lotd Uentenant, stating 
tiiatCommiBaoiia of Amy were iarae^ acooidtii^ to usage, for the 
aerenl oonnties of Ireland, with the object of raiauig a Mditia fbiee, 
to comprise all ih» male inhabitants between the agea of sixteen and 
sixty, in order to provide for the quelling of disturbances by the dis- 
affected at home, and to resist the invasion of foreign cnemio?*. The 
various companies to be formed ^vc ro directed by the prociai notion 
to meet at lea?'t once each month for training. Doubtless many 
musters of the Ivilkeiiuy Militia took ^lacc under this prociauiation, 
but I have been unable to procnre a amgle list of the period.

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The appointinenta thus recommended must 1ia\o rnaile 
out immcdiatplv on the receipt of the letter, for the couimiseion of 
Josins Haydock " to be Cap* of the Coni])iiny of Gmnndiers in 
the -Militia of the City of Kilkenny," under tlic hund^ and seals 
of tlie Lords JnsticeB, is etili extant, and bears date 2drd July, 
1702* Although the number of oompames and of offieen was 
largely multiplied by the Commissioners of Array on this occasion, 
the efiectiye stiwigui of the Militia force of the city docs, not seem 
to have been increased. The only difierence appears to have been, 
that the men were divided into a larger number of weaker com- 
panies. This I jud<^e fi'om tlie only two muster-rolls which T liave 
been enabled to procure. The first that of Ca])tain \\^irrin<i^\s 
company, which only comprised thirty privates, besides three ser- 
geants (John Ftu^ison, Tho. Godfrey, and WiU. Fryerson) ; one 
corporal (Josenli WorlyS; and one dmmmer (JBdward j^ms). The 
second is of CSaptain Haydock's grenadierSy which eonasted of 
tfatrtj-nine men, with three aeigeants (Heniy Head, Hicliard Bo- 
rers, and William Harding) and three corporals (John Batten, 
iSjamucl Mitchell, and Jacob Watorhousc). 

A general muster of the Protestant inhabitants, cai)able of bear- 
ing arms, was called in Kilkenny on the 1 9th March, 1707) and a 
hot of the names of those who appeared is preserved amongst the 
Haydock papers. They were 233, besides seventeen individuals 
who are put down under the heading Sergeants and this assem- 
hhkge is rarther conneeted with the Militia by the oircnmstanoe of 
its beinff stated that those present had amongst them the following

The men serving in the Militia did not take np their 
residence at the houses of those on whom they were billeted, iljr 
they had all tlieir'own dvvollinu- in the town; but those on whom 
they were tjuaitercd had to E<u|jply them with the pay regidated by 
the Government as remuneration for their trouble and loss of time 
whilst engaged m military duty.

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A moster-roll of Havdock's company of pviuulicrs shows it to 
have at this time consisted of only thirty-six privates. The eei- 

feanta were, Saniiiel Davin and Walter iMtiiray; the corporals, 
ohn Ferguson, Richard Bridge, and Jobn JPeart; and the drmn- 
mer, Eldward Hudson. 

Four yean kter» in 1719, Mr. Hsydock made out a roll of all 
the Militia^ien then in Kilkenny, not dividing them into oompsr- 
nies, but armnijcd in one consecutive list. Of officers he gives — 
beside- tlie lieutenant-colonel and major — -tour captains, six lieutf^- 
nants, luui- ensigns, a quai'ter-nia^«ter, and an acljutant. He pm.- 
down 411 OS the number of private men still living and capable of 
bearing arms, who had been ealled out for eemoe under the old 
Commiasion of Army of 1715» and he euppUea the aamea of 86 
this year added to the regiment. Two are marked as Papiste,** 
so that all the rest evidently were Protestants ; and it is curious 
thus to be enabled to fix the fiict that carlv in the last century, iu 
the city of Kilkcmiy, upwards of 500 male i'rotestant inhabitant?, 
couiprisiug oflScers and privates, were to be luund capable of beai*- 
ing arms, or between the ages of sixteen and sixty. This List is also 
intomtiiig from the dreumstanoe of its supplying the trades or caU- 
ings of many of the persons enumerated. A Uu^ number are put 
down aa ** gentB," and several are stykd aldermen; a few are claaeod 
as yeomen ; all those whoso social position is not specified vicrc pro- 
bably merchants or shopkeepers, as no such titles as these are given 
to any of those enumerated, except where in one instance a man is* 
marked ** j^c-seller j" but the traders arc iu large numbers. These 
appear to hisiye been principally shoemakers, weavers, smiths, mar- 
sona, plasterersy Joinera, gMdeneta, and outlen ; there are severml 
gentlemen's servants, three eoaehmea» three dancing-masters, two 
wigmakers (apparently fo^<dgners, Irom the name, Peter, and ^'Fol,** 
Vousden); there is one " apoulsterer,** a schoolmaster, an attorney, 
a watchmaker, a jeweller, a harness-maker, a sexton, a verger, a 
**ffidler," a horse-rider, and a " dogteacher." In some cases the 
name of the person appears not to have been known, h\kt alWr his 
number was placed his trade, or the house of the person with whom 
he lodged, or the name of some relative — thus, " No. 64 — Bridget 
fferpuson*s son-in-law " No. 237 — Edward Butler, his Brother 
" No. 22() — A tkins his son's son-in-law," The manner in wliich 
trades have becrimc hereditary \n fninilies is exemplified by these 
documents. In the list now under consideration there is a Militin- 
man given as " Samuel Stevens, dyerj" and iu a documeut of the 
rdgn of William and Mary, amongst those foiled to find quarters 
for the Militia is a Marks Walsh» butcher.** Men of the same 
Christian and anmamee fi>Uow the same calliogs at this day in 
Kilkenny. 

This muster-roll of 1719 is the latest amoDgst the Haydock 
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coUecliou, aud the last which 1 have been enabled to discover any- 
where, although documents of the kind of a more modern date may 
be in existence, for the City of Kilkenny Militia seems to have been 
kept lip and called out at steted times for ezercue, throughout the 
temainder of the xdgn of George I., the entire of that of Cf eorge II«» 
and the greater portion of the long reign of Geoi|;e III., so much 
being apjmrent from incidental refi;renees to them m tlie ^IIniitc« of 
the Municipal Corporation of the i)eiiocl, such as the I'ollowing order 
entered on the Council-book at a meeting of the oivic body held on 
the November, 1747 : — 

" Ordered that John Fagg be paid what is Duo to him hy the late 
Mayor's certificate i'or the refreshment and recreation of the Militia— 
which was accordinly Certify ed by the s** Imte Mayor under his luuid to 
be fiTe pounds fifteen tliiUinga & eleven peno&" 

So far as I have been able to draw an inference from tlie docu- 
menta to which I have had aoceee, the City of Kilkenny Militia 
remained an altogether eeparate and dietinct body firom the Militia 
of the county, nntil a new force, arranged on a different principle, 
bringing it to a nearer u])})i oximation to a regular military corps, was 
embodied in 171''^, in wliieh the continijents supplied by the county 
and city were amalgamated in one regiment.^ Xhat regiment took

"^The original seal is Id the posMision of my friend Thomas L. Cooke, 
Stq., of Parsonstown, to whom I am indebted for several impresaiuns from 
it, and the following particulars: — * Peter Donilan was born not far from 
Lougbrea, in the county of Galway, and was iioman Catholic Bishop of 
Clontert in the year 1742.* He presided oyer ibat diocese many years, 
sad was succee ded in iliu See by his brother Andrew DoDilsn, who was 
succeeded by the RL'lii Ki-v. Dr. Costcllu, wlio, aft«r presiding over the 
diocese more than forty years, was in lii.s turn sxicceeded by the late "Or, 
Thomas Coen, to a letter of whose to me, iu m35, i am indebted for thest} 
psTtieQlars. I reseued the original matrix from the erndble of a brsss- 
founder in this town [Parsonstownj. The arms on the seal sie tho»e of 
the Donellan family, and not the arms of the See. The clergyman's hat,

The Rev. Dr. Spratt, Aiinj^er-strect, Dublin, communicated a 

nntice of an ancient senlptured stone, of which the accompfuivin;^ 
bkeich^ is a perfect delineation; according to tradition, thin 6ione

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marked the grave of an early Irish saint. It was of liard pranitc, 
in length 3 feet 5 inches, in breadth 1 foot 10, and in tliickneds 
5 inches. The stone bore 
two sculptured crosses, 
s^mbolicju of the Chris- 
tian faith, one on the 
front and the other on 
the back ; each cross is en- 
closed within a circle, the 
emblem of eternity. The 
crosses and circles are 
greatly worn by the action 
of the elements during 
more than twelve centu- 
ries. It stood in Owen's- 
lane (wliich leads from 
Corn-market, through St. 
Audoen's-arch, to Cook- 
8ti*eet), near the door of 
entrance to the ancient 
church of St. Audoen, or 
Owen. From time imme- 
morial it was called the 
"blessed stone," and was 
held in very great respect 
and veneration by the 
Catholics oi' Dublin — a 
respect so great that for 
ages past, and up to the 
time of its removal, all persons, when passing by, laid their hands on 
it, and invoked a blessing, through the intercession of the saint, to 
perpetuate whose memory the stone was erected. In the year 1826, 
when the church near which it stood was undergoing repair, this 
ancient monument was taken up, and being regartled with slight 
respect by some workmen, it was wirefully removed and buried in a 
^ard in Cook-street, where it remained for some years. It is now 
m Dr. Spratt's possession. 

The following letter conveys Dr. Petrie's opinion as to the use 
and age of the monuiuent: — 

"67, Rathmines-road, 2\st October, 1853. 

*' My dkar Dr. Spratt, — In obedience to your request that I should 
give you my opinion respecting the probable antiquity of the interesting 
ancient stone on which a cross within a circle is sculptured, and which, 
till it came into your conservating custody, was to be seen near the an- 
cient parish church of St. Audoen, I have no hesitation in expressing my 
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tmnion that it belougs to a class o£ monumeat« — most probablr sepui* 
eonU'Wliich wn mm xarely to be nut with ia Irehuid, ami wbieb vj^ 
pears to me to be of * yety mxlj Cbriatiui i^; and I have no doubt that 
this stone is timch more ancient than any portion of tliu veij old chnrob 
DOW renudmogt with which it was formerly connected.

Miss Beaufort, one of the members of the Society, forwarded the 
ibllowiog extract from a letter of Charles Stewart, Esq., C. em- 
ployed on a nibroMl in Canadft Weat, the partieiilArs givea 1^ wbieh,

September, 1854. 

While the workmen were making some excavations upon the shore 
ef tlie hike, for the railway esplanade, they came aoroes some Indian graves. 

I saw some of them opened to-day, and found numbers of things lying in 
the graves with the h^nes. In the first opened was a larjre silver spear- 
head, something like the spear used for tishing, only that it must have 
been emploved at an cniatDent to ftaten eome part of the dress: There 
was also a plate of silver, somethmg like a teo'Saucer, and of the aune siae^ 
hut it seems, Ithirik, to have been used as a brooch. Also a smaller one, 
with carved figures upon it. There wa« a large number of copper buttons, 
and a little looking-glass, in a carved frame made of one piece of wood. They 
seem eride&tJj the ralnge whieh had been * traded* with the Indiana when 
this country vaa first settled; and, what seems Strange, there were the 
remains of n very curious pair of shoes, which were not half so much de- 
caye^i M tho 1 oiH'^, s inie of which were complett'ly decomposed. In ano- 
ther grave there was au old jack-line, lixnt and steel, and two pieces of 
siher, about the ssme siae as those in the ibst grave. In the third gravo 
tibat was opened there were pipss, spear^ arrows, together with three or 
four silver broorhr<5, plnred in n row aoioss the chest of the skeleton. 
Some parts of the bodies were petrilied; I have a part of the petrified hm crs. 
I never heard of such a thing, and can hardly believe it; however, it was 
caetly placed as the Inngs ifooM be^** 

Mr. J. G. Robertson exhibited a numerous collection of pen-and- 
ink jikctche^ of cromleacs, by Alexander Johns, Esq., Manager of 
the Northern Bank, Carrickiergus. Some of thc»c sketches were 
from dimwiofrs by Lieat.-Colond Smith, a gentleman who has siven 
mveh nttentum to the stody of thia brandi of sntiqnities, ana who 
has traced their ezutence in various ooonliies. The skotohM ttdn- 
bited embraced examples fim Irelandf Ejgknd, If^rtnoe^ YromoM, 
and Denmark, all presenting a striking resemblance to one another. 

The K^v. Kobert Hewson, one of the newly elected members, 
forwanled drawinp:s of a carve<l stone, apparently a hoh -wMtrr -toup, 
lying in the chmcli-yaid oi iiathcore, county of Meaih. 1 iic carv- 
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ings were curiousi, and proved the remain to be of the Perpcndi* ul;ip 
period. Amongst the sculptures was a shield charged, quui icriy. 
With four uninmlB, wluoh Hewson stettt to be dogs. 

The Bev. Constantine CoegmTe» P. Eeash, Bdlymote, fop- 
warded a rubbing from ft fragment of an ancient Irish tomb-etone, 
whic'li he y tilted to be regarded by the people of that locality with 
m*eat reverence. It was atuate at Caltr.i, about a mile distant 
from the much-reiiowned HiU of Keash. Any attempt at it^ re- 
niuval, iic mentioned} was regarded by the peasantry as c^ilrulati il 
to be Drodiieti?e of the moat auefbl retnlta to the person cugu<^iu^ 
intachanact. Tlieapotwhereitveatiiaaaaertedtobethaate^ 
an ancient drnveli and bnrial*p]aoe» aHiiongli no 'veatige of Mmbt 
leniuns. 

Mr. Hitchoook aent the two foUowing oommomcafionB to tbe 

Societj: — 

**Tn the interesting^ account of sun-dials by tlie Rev. James Mease, ixx 
the 'Proceedings' for 18.53, ho ofTers the suggestion ( v. 3G3), that the great 
standing stones found &11 over our isUud, particularly iu the south and 
w«t parts, may, among oiber naes, bave tarred as aun-diala. I have aeea 
mmy bnndrada of thaw gaUamiai or dallfins, as tbij are naaaed Jaj tbe 
peasantry, and I cannot easily conceivR that they w^re ever set up, or 
even iised, for such a purpose, though of course many ol thcni would have 
served as sun-dials. One or two of mv reasons for this assertion must be 
given. The gallauns are ibond in all aitaatioD%— on the nonniaui tide 
and in Uie deep and secluded ▼alh^«— .when, for tiie greater part of the 
year, the sun has but very little effect on them, and where they could 
never have been of any use, as sun-dials, to the iuhabitmits of this coun> 
try. And is it not quMtionable» whether the ancient Irish were snffi- 
euntlj aoqnainted with the prindples of dialling to nndentaad tiie eon* 
struction and use of sun-dials, or of objects serving the same purpose? 
The gallauns arc also sometimes found in rows of two, three, four, oTui 
five (I do not remember having seen more), with only a few feet dii>tauo« 
betweoi every two of tfarai. ^eie fowa or groups I have little doubt 
axe lepnlohial, as I beUere the gfeater number of the gallauns are ; > while 
many more of tlifm may have served as ancient landmarks, by which 
were divided the ten ii cries of the old chieftains. Since the preceding 
remarks were written, 1 have been obligingly favoured by Mr. Eugene 
Cnrry with the following meaning for the word 'gaUann,' wbieh aesBM 
to strengthen my opinion as to the large standing stones baving been used 
a? landmarks: — 'jalMn, an upright or pillar-stone, to mark a bmir.Jarjf 
or IIP :iring in lands. — A very old word.' O'Brien, at the word oaUdn- 
cluiclic, iu his ' Irish-EngLish Dictionary,' tells us, that many of these 
atonea, wbidi, be saya, were ereeled by the old Iriah as monnmenta of 
some remarkable achievements, were inscribed in the Ogham character. 
Several of these inscribed dnlldns, or gallauns, nre '^tiil to be ^*^vn in 
various parts of tlie . utti ot Ireland, both in the souterrains oi raths, 
and in their original erect positions; and it is remarkable that, in gene-

of our Iriah monolitha may have alaa aemd as tnaW-atonee, Ao^; Imt I 
ibSiDk "die few facts which I hare mentioned are tnncient to show that 
they were not erected or used ns sun-dials. It is said, indeed, that some 
of the Egyptian obelisks may have been intended as a kind of dial, where- 
wkh to mark the houra of the day ; but I beUere the objectiona above 
•tatedt with reference to the Irish standing stones, do not ao muoh apply 
to those wonderful monuments of antiquity. It is thus we have our own 
immortal Mooie alluding to the Temple of the Sua at Balbec, whea he 
says,—- 

* Whose lonely eolamns stuid soblime^ 

Flinging their shadows from on high. 

Like dials, which the wizard, Time, 
liad raifi'd to count his ages bji"' 

•* Judging from the beautiful lithograph given at p, 227, cmt£, the line 
Ogham inscription recently discovered by our Local Sc retnry for Youghal, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, in the ancient oratory of bt. Declau, at Ardmore, bc^idea 
being a valnahle and most intsresting aooeasion to onr stock, seems also 
to be another of a very ftw remarkable instances of the occurrence of two 
dt'"criptions of Ogliam scores in the same locality. These consist of broad 
and roughly cut or jnnu^lted scores, and fine pointed ones, like ' a blade of 
grass,' cut with sumu &harp edged instrument. Of the latter variety we 
bsnre n mresentotion in the lithograph of the inscription fbimd in St^ 
Dedan's Ontoiy, end examples of the former nwy he seen in the Ogham 
inscriptions cnp'rnv«^d in the * Transactions,' vol. iii. pp. 86, 192, and in the 
small stone represented in Mr. Fitzgerald's lithograph at p. 227. Taking 
the entire lithograph as accurate, it therefore presents us with these two 
varieties of Ogham ebafaeten— the hroad and coarse, and finely cut-— in 
the two monuments from the same place at Ardmore. There is, perhaps, 
even a more remarkfible fact of thi< nntur.?, which may bo noticed here, 
namely, that iu two or three cases iu Cork and Kerry, the same stone^ in 
flscli case also one of a group, ochibits the two kinds of Ogham scores above 
mention^ These iitcts may appear of little importance to the superficial 
observer; but, as I believe they are not accidentui, I am of opinion that 
even less remarkable points will yet be of use in the elucidation of our 
Ogham inscriptions. \Vhy uiscribe the scam stone with two sorts of cha- 
laeters differently out; or why inscribe one stone of a group of two or 
mors with one style diaraoter, and the rest with another ? I trust that 
gentlemen discovering or examining Ogham monuments will not fail to 
ootifie such cuiious points; and I am glad to see that JVlx. Fita^erald's

And yf he be tenaate to another lorde (the systers 
bayngo wiuun age) the lorde shall hane the warde and maryage of them 
all, and the eldest onely shall do homage for herselfe and all her qfatam 
And when the other systers come to ful age, they shall do theyr seruyce 
to the Lordes of the fee by the handes of the eldest syster, yet shall not 
Ihelejst by thysoooasyoo exaeto of her yonger systors homage, warde, 
or any other sabiooyon; for when they be al systers, andin maner as one 
heyrc to one inherytancc, yf the eldest shulde haue homage of the other 
systers, or demaunde warde, then the inherytaunce shulde spnie to be 
deuyded, so that the eldest syster shulde be ISegniores uid tenante of one 
inherytonnee (simnl et samel), that is to say, heyre of her owne parte and 
sagniores of her systers, whyche OOQMa not stand well togyther in this 
case, for the eldest can demaunde no more than her systan hot the ohcjfc 
mease by reason of her auncienty.

The Bev. James Giavea called attention to a great uumlier of 
very intereBtiD^ robbings which were displayed in the room. They 
were, he end, &i>riniilfi6 of a moet important dase of monumentB,-* 
beiii^ the memorials of learned men, ecclesiastics, and ^mgB, who 

flourished in Ireland from the seventh to the twelfth century. The col- 
K ction was made last autumn by Mr. Henry O'Neill, in one ancient 
cemetery, but that was a yqty remarkable one — Ch)njnacnoir:<\ on 
the Shannon, celebruted lor ita group ol'ecclesiastical ruins, iUslxouad 
Towers, and scidptured crosses. ISIr. O'Neill had proctured forty rub- 
Inngs; anditia toberegi^ttedthatDr.Petriehasnotpnblisheddie 
nmnber which he saw and copied on the aame spot many years ago, 
in order tbat it might be seen how many had been lost, or if any had 
been discovered since. Mr. Graves was sorry to say that these in- 
teresting antiquities were subject to daily depredationf : sometimes a 
tourist carries away some portable example as a j^'unenir ofthe place, 
— more frequently the peasantry remove them tu the other ceme- 
teriee to Berre aa gmve-atonea for some yillaee eebbrity, for happy 
IB the wight tiiat rests under one of these ** blessed stones/' 'SMef 
are also naed as stop-gaps in the boundary wall of the cemetery at 
Clonmacnoise, as sills ot doors to the later buildings, and in many 
other ways are liable to destruction and injury. It wa? proposed to 
engrave tlie most interestiiii]^ of them, if a j-|ieclal fund can be made 
up lor that object, asj the general fuii<l> of tlit; Society are not ade- 
quate for such a pmpose. About £lo would be sufficient for the 
enffnmngs, and tne Secretaries were ready to receiye oontributionsy 
and see them properly applied. Those who could not attend the 
Meetmg wonld be amply repaid hj a visit to Mr. O'Neill, who was at 
present rcsidinc^in Kilkenny, when they could examine, not only tho 
rii])bing8 of these monunieTit;d atones, but alfo Mr. O'Neill's ample 
collection of drawing and rubbings made to illustrate the irreaT work 
ou which he was, with a noble enthusiasm, employed.

There is no want so miicli felt by Irish archaeologists, in common 
with, it iiiay be added, tiiobe ot' Euglaiid and Scotland, as lists or 
catal<^ue8 of inoniimental ramauns in particular localities, each list 
ezhaustiiig the matter to be found in an^ one Bpot» and capable of 
forming themselves, like the pieces of a dissectedf map, into one oom- 
plete monumental description of the entire island. Such an under- 
taking would be too laborious for any one individual ; but if, as oppor- 
tunity offered, a little was done by one and another, eaeh taking a 
district, or even a bingle burial-ground, the work w ould be so far 
advanced, and each additional contributiou would serve to add one 
stone, at least, to the wished-fbr stntctore* The members of a So* 
ciety like ours, extended ^videly over the face of Ireland, and pos- 
sesemg a Jr n 1 1 1 al to chronicle their labours* might do much in the di- 
rection indieut^id; and I cannot help pointing out the manner in winch 
Mr. Henry O'Neill, the author oi' the now well-known work on the 
"Ancient Cro*5s>es of Ireland," has enabled ine to submit the following 
libt of ancient Iribh gmvc-stones at prcscut existing at Cloumacuoise, 
as an eattm|)le*whi<& might be profitably followed by those who are 
willing to co-operate in the work proi)os^. Having occasion to visit 
Clonmacnoise m the autumn of 1854, in order to maac drawings and 
rubbings for his work on the "Ancient Crosses of Ireland," Mr. 
O'Neill employed an intclli-jent "-native" in make rubbinfrs with 
grass of the numerous ancient fmve-stones for which the place ia 
lamed. It was astonishing, he £iaid, iiuw t»oou the man acquired a 
skill and proficiency in his task ; he hunted out the stones with the 
greatest assiduity, deaied off all superincnmbent rubbish, and pvo» 
Snced f:ic-siinile after iao-eimile with the greatest accuracy. Sniis»> 
quentljf Mr. O'Neill went over ssch rubbing, comparing them with 
the orirrinals, artd tnuMnir in, with a soft pencil, any line which the 
roiip:hness of the material — a fissile san(l--tone — rendered infli?tinct 
on the rubljincf. Perfect accuracy had tiiua been secured; aud when 
Mr. O'Neill kiudly allowed me to make a catalogue of hi^ rubbings, 
I was enabled to ao so with as much confidence as if I had ilie ori- 
ginals befbre me. 

I am aware of but two writers' from whom information may be 

f leaned respecting the early grave-stones at Clonmacnoise : Dr. 
'etrie> and an anonymous author in the " University Magazine/'* 

' l>r. O^Donovan has abo given several of the inscriptioos in hus " Iri«h Gramnuur.** 
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The eminent antiquary and artist first named has, doubtless, made 
drawings of all the early monuments now existing at Clonmacnoise, 
as well as of many not, alas I now to be seen there : for this latter 
supposition we have proof in the pages of liis great work on the "Early 
Architecture of Ireland," in which he gives engravings of three not 
now in existence, or, at least, not comprised amongst Mr. O'Nciirs 
rubbings. The first of these is the monument of Suibhne Mac Mael- 
humai, one of the three Irishmen who visited Alfred the Great in 
the year 891 (Petrie, pp. 324, 325). The engraving here given. 




by permission of Messrs. Hodges and Smith, represents this fine 
slab, and affords a chai-acteristic example of that species of cross 
described on the next page as of the Latin type, of two incised bands, 
with the circle at centre and scmicu'cles at extremities all filled in 
with ornament.

T am informed hv Dr. O Donovnn that he saw several other in- 
scri|)tious ut Cionmacnoise, which are nr)t. given in this list. They 
are now probably cai ried away to some church-yard on the other ride 
of the ShMUioiiy — a faTomito pradice with the Muneter-men flforoaa 
the river; or, perh^e, they enzieh the mweam of eome <*la]id> 
louping" tourist. 

So far as !Mr. 0*Neiirp nibbinc:? have ennltlr'fl me, I have now 
liud before tlie Society a list of the early Irish p-:»ve-stone5 at Clon- 
macnoi!^. 1 wish the catalogue were more perleot, but this could 
only be effected by the co-opemtiou oi" Dr. l*etrie anil Dr. O' Dono- 
van ; and geeiA would be the boon to the Irish archmologist if either 
or both of these emment men would complete the list. It were 
also to be desired thai il^ ^strations of all the more intcr^ting vane- 
ties of cro??-slab phould lu' uiven, but the cost would far exceed the 
funds at the disposal of the Committee ; and it rests with the mem- 
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bers to B»7 whether thb desimbic work shall be nndortakeii or not. 
In the meantime, the thanks of the Society are due to Measn. 
Hodges and Smith for the use of Dr. Petric*8 admirably exeouted 
illnatnitions of aix of thoae aociezit moaumental xemaiiiB. 



ON ACOUSTIC VASES AND OTHBB BBUC8 DISOOYBBBD IN 
BBSTOBATIONS LATBLT MABB IN THB OHUBCH OP 
ST. HABT» YOUGHAL.

The histor)' and antiquities of this ecclesiafitical foumlatiori have 
bceu ably and amply set ibrth by the Rev. Samuel Hayuian, iu the 
* Transactions'* for May, 1854. Since the publication of his paper 
die old chuieh bae peflsed thioogh the wholoome oideal of a eldual 
pruning, so thaA much of the gangrene ^wtfa of tlie eevent^nth 
and eighteenth centuiiee has been carefimy cut away,' and a noble 
effort made towards n complete restoration to its original beauty. 

In rcdtoring the ruined choir (see sketches, j)p. 99, 117, ante)^ it 
was necessary to liavc the old plastering hacked off the wails ; whilst 
engaged at this, the workmen iuuud, ut about 24> iect iruui tliu 
ground, five hdea* fiom S to 6 inehee in diameter* at iir^galar dia- 
taneee, in the north wall, towaida the weet end. When viewing 
tins disoovery from the ground, the first impression on my mind was, 
that they were the opes in which originally fla^-stafis were placed, 
and from which probably of old the Geraldine l^nnncrs floated 
proudly over their oaken stalls, as this structure (the choir) was the 
work of one of that race, Thomas, eighth Earl of Desmond, in 1464. 
However, on closer examination, I found in the &out of ^h ope a 
peffinated pieee of fiee-etone, of aboat4 incfaee in lliioknefl8» iiunde 
of wfaiefa tbe lips or mouths of earthenware vessels made thdr ap» 
pearance. On introducing the hand and arm, I fi>and they were 
complete vases of burnt clay, lying on their sides, perfectly empty ; 
Kofnc were nicely crlazcd, and others without any sign of'cver having 
lK?cn so. 1 iiuHt anxious to have a few of them taken out ihr 
further examiuatiou, thinking that their exterior sides might have 
been ornamental, and had ue stone-work from two out away to 
aboat half dieir depth, bat fmmd thiy were ao Snnly bmlt on and

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embedded in tiiu murtai, tbat to remove llieui would have been their 
oertain tetnictiinu Yet» luflideiit bid bm deared to diow thai 
they were perfectly plaiii» and that aoma bad ean^ beaiing siarfrng 
leeemblanoe to BoiMn anphorso* By Introducing a light I was 
enabled to measure and make the aooompanying sketches of four of 
them. 

Naturally, the first iiuiiiiry was, what were they inteuded ibr, 
and wiiy placed in these possitiuus ? This seemed a regular puzzler, 
some sug^sting that they were for hoarding, and must have been 
the eoolesiastieal ooffna in disturbed tunes; others said they w«re 
cinerary urnsi and ^ikoedup ssfiily oot of the way : that they were 
intended for acoustic purpoecs at once struck my nundt^^but then* 
had we a precedent for such a conelusion ? 

In a communication to the l\r v. James Graves 1 mentioned the 
matter to him, and without knowing mine, he at onee coincided in 
the same opinion, and (suggested the possibility oi tho»e immerous 
soiflll opes (now empty) in the beUty tower of Dunbrody Abbey 
bmg tot the same purpose. Subsequently, ibe w or l u iieu were 
ohanged round to the soutk side of the building, and at about th^ 
ftame height, and nearly opposite the former, five other vases wear^i 
di^'('o\'f'r('i1, Imt of somewluit a smaller si/e. This discovciy at onw), 
tlrt'til d the question in my mind, — tiiui tluy were all ])laeed then.,, 
Ibr acoustic purposes, and, no doubt, intended to give etfcct to the ' 
choir, in chanting f(nrth the pealine anthems through ** the Ions- 
drawn aisles** anifechoing araes of the renoable 8t Mary^s. Tl3a 
oondusion I found also was fhlly borne out by ancient uesge^ as the 
eaily Qreeks and Italians used bronze and earthenware vtiscs for 
this purpose in their tlx'atre?!, as will be fount! by referring to " Pom- 
peii, ' vol. i. p. 233 (*' Library of Entertaining Knowledge*'}, where» 
speaking of the Greek theatres, the author says : — 

Still fn^er ta iaomse the resonaaos ef miioa, bnaen •nam, 

sembling bells, were placed in different parts of th« theatre. It is well 
known that when two instruments iu harmoiiy areplaml wiilnn the sphere 
of each other's intluence, if one be struck the other wiii vibrate the cor- 
resDunding chord^ And the vibiatieB of the iseoad ivIU of eooiM iasii— 
snd straogtben the sound ef ihe fiist^ 

In Stuart's "Athens," voL iv. p. 39, on ilm Greek Theatre, we 
also read : — 

" Acting on this principle, which pai ticulai ly suited the recitative in 
wincii dramatic compositioofi were dehvered, tiie ancients had echeia of 
mtik and metal, modulated to the interrala of the different notes of the 

voice, placed in small cells under the seats, in one, two, or three rows, 
according to the extent of fhr thf atrc. Ilencc it resulted thnt the voice, 
passing from the scene as the cent n , > xpTindcd itself a!! mind, and striking 
the cavity of tiiose vases, produced a clearer and more distinct sound by 
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flMM* of ^ QOIIIOIMSO0 df iSktm Woraot nndiiktod tonflt, tad «3rteiided 
lihe powers of the speaker to the utmost limits of Ifae OAvea. The vases 

were in the shape of a bell, placed in an inverted position, the side towards 
the audiencp renting on a pedestal not less than half a foot high, in ail other 
respects t^uitc Iree from contact; and in order to allow the vibration of the 
aooBd, ft BtmU ftpertoie was left in tlie front of the seat, about two feet 
long aiotd hilf a foot high. It is remarkable that no writer has been able 
to adduce an existing example in confirtnutiun of the pri]iaiple>| Iw the 
echeia and their ceils, ^id down by Vitruvius." 

This wonder is explained bv VHraviuB himself, from wIkmh 
(book T. chap. 5), treating of the vaees of the theatre, we leani:^ — 

It may be aaid that msny Aeatres are built yearly at Rome^ in none 

of which are tliese contrivances used. But all public theatres hare many 
boarded surfac»'«, which resound by nature. We may observe this from 
aingers, who, when tney wish to rai^e a loud note, turu to the doors of the 
eeeae, and thve leoeive a help to their vaiea Bnt.whn the theatm are 
bailt ef solid materials, as stone or marble, which are not sonorous, ikm 
these methods are to be t-mployed. If it is asked in what theatre they are 
made use of, we have uoiie at Rome; but in different jiarts of Italy, and 
in the Greek provinces, tliere are several. We bave also the authority 
ofL, MiiBdBiiM» who toliofed the ihntia of Oseinth, and btoQgkt the 
brazen vases to Rome, and dedicated them in the temple of Lnuik And 
many skilful archit<x^t8, who build theatres in small towns, use farfhenware 
vases, to save expense, which, when properly arranged, have an excellent 
eflect" 

Sir Christopher Wren fully agrees with Vitruvius on this sub- 
ject, wliich may Ixj scfja an extract from ki& Lilc, pubii.slied bj 
the Society tor the Diffusion of Useful Knowledge, pp. 29, 30 : — 

"In the construction of theatres and of churches, the propagation of 
sound IS one of the most important points to be attended to. The doctrine 
of aeenHiii la little wtdentood by bnildeBe in thif ooantry, aad yet. how- 
ever hidden to ne the wdttent OMjF be, it is <%rtain the ancients understood 

its principles with creat accuracy; whilst in modern times this important 
object of architecture has been almost wholly neglected. Vitruvius de- 
scribes the effects of the science as well understood by the Greeks,** &c. 

A curious fact connected with tlic vaaes in bt«Mary*^ loughal^ 
is that no two are alike, or oi' one size.

jugs or jars being found embedded in the biae ef the aiMtel eheb- 
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■emu of Fountains Abbey is given, and also m qmotitiop from the 
'^Bkurtfaited Iioiidoii News" £ur Jtme 17» on tliesaiiie Botgeeti wfaioh 

•ays: — 

"At a recent meeting of the Royal Institute of British Architects — 
• the Ear! de Grey, President, in the chair — his Lordship exhibited sereral 
casts and original objects brought from Fountains Abbey. There was also 
wn intenetiDg discnnioii on the probable use of some eaiioai earthenware 
jars, iaibedded In the bate waU of a screen in the nave. These jars were 
laid in mortar, on their sides, and then surrouiM^fl with the solid stone- 
work; the necks protruding from the wall like cannons from the sid(» of a 
ship. Their probable use has been the subject of much conjecture." 

The first writer eays thnt the neck oi the one he saw was crushed 
by the wheel of a caxt wiiich u ius removinn; soil and rubbish from the 
floor, and that *^ it contained a coubiderablc quantity of a dark sub- 



S0, another writer says that v^seU of a smular eharacter were 
discovered underneath the ohoir at St. Petei^a Maiioroft Chnnshy 
ia Norwich ;** and one in his poeaoeeion — 

la a jar of common reddish earthenwara, glased in the inside, nine 

inches deep, and six across the mouth. A dozen or more of these jars 
were foxmd at intervals, in a line, in the masonry under the stalls of thd 
choir, exactly in the position in which those were at Fountains Abbey, 
Ifaongh it did not appear that the monthe of these jars ever protruded from 
the walL There was no appearanoe that thejhad ever contained anything. 
I could not loam any conjectures of others as to their u«o or intention, but 
from having read of similar vessels beini? found in other c liurchec, I think 
in France, with evident remains in them of human bones or ashcs^ 1 am of 
ofnnioa that these nms were intended to reoetve the ashss of the hesrt» or 
pome other portion of the body, in case any of the canons attached to the 
ohttioh sboiild will that any part of his remains should be so deposited.** 

Li both the oases here mentioiied, ashea being discovered in the 
Tttses or Jan, to my mind most be ooosUlered aooidental, from the 

low position in Avhich they were found, and being on their sides : 
for it cnnnot be admitted that crpmation was used by Christians in 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centurien, and espei-ially among eccle- 
siastics ; furthermore, if they were intended lur such use, we should 
now find them oarefaUy standins <m their ends. The last writer 
cm the salgeet in *<JNotea and Qnenesi'' Fcbniaiy^ 24» signed 
Norris Dwky Cambridge" at eooe settles the qaestion in a waj 
of his own* as he says: — 

** It seems to me improbable that jugt would be employed eltiier as 
acoustic instruments, or to hold the a'^hos of the dead, or for the purpose 
of strengthening foundations. In Cambridge they are very frequently 
found in digging; u^ the foundations of old houses, not embedded in the 
masonry, bat lying in the soil bebw the beeement floor; thtj are generally 
of the ^pe known as JMUarmumt or Qrtjf-Uardt. .... Kow I oaaaot 
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help thinking that ihefle jvg» wm med fat tlw ofmoas purpose vfjugs, 

■ad l^t they were 6llcd with some generotts beverage, witli which success 
or prosperity was drunk to the conimencincr edifice, nnrl that then these 
vesscU were either thrown promiscuouslj into the open foundations, or 
built up in the naioiiiy. This proceeding would be somewhat analogooe 
to our pfeaent eaatoin of depotiting coins, &c. in sneli positions ; sad eleo 
to another custom, now dying out, of throwing out of the window, or 
against the wall, the wine-glass or other vessel OUt of which some pecu- 
liarly cherished toast has been drunk.'* 

This gentleman ?cems to have come to quick conclusions without 
much consideration, as none of the writers ou the subject make the 
eliixhtcst allusion whatever to any of the juf^s or vatJes discovered 
ha,\ lug the least resemblance to BellaiTnines or Grey-beards ; and if 
they were thxown promiicaotiBly into the open foiindetionB»'* it u 
noet wmKMnl that all thoee foimd in theae countries should be in 
ohoirs of churches, and all so nicely arranged with their openings 
to the interior. In the case of those at Youghal we have a high 
step of some thirty feot (to stumlde over) from the "foundations*! 
and a perforated piece of Irce-fiuiK- | Itt hed j)ronii-ouously" I into 
the mouths of every one of them, wiiicli appears rather miraculous for 
our times. From the &ct of most of the vases under considemtion 
bdnpf fi>Qnd empt^, and on th«r aides, and all in oonnezion irith. 
the mterior of choin» it seeme quite evident, with our ancient pr^ 
cedents before ns» that they were all intended for acoustio pnrpoees. 

The outlines of some of the vases in our illn^tmtion are un- 
doubtedly of clasdic origin, Conneftinii; this with the purpose for 
which they were intended, we have guu<l reason to conclude tluit the 
Iiish of that day were not the uncultivated boors we ai*e generally 
led to imagine, but, on the contrary, were well aoqnainted with 
attence» emythmy, and daaslo beanty. 

Several other mUm were also ^t in the course of the icetona^ 
tions at St. Mary*s. In clearing the sloped seat of the great east 
window, a piece of stained glass was found, with a flower on it of 
the foiled class, in dark purple ; little doubt but it was part of the 
original window ; other pieces of stained i^lass were also picked up 
from excavations in the south transept, showing that it must have 
been eztennvety used in the moie ps^y days of tins venerable 
feondation. I cannot omit mentioning here Uiat the Bey. P, W* 
Drew (the leetor), in the true spirit of an aieluBologist, has restored 
at his own expense several stone-jambed doors, mutilated monu- 
ments, and the elefjant sedilia, ivhirh were brutnllv broken, and all 
but destroyed, and he is now filling ihc noble eu^t window with 
stained glass, lie also raised a considerable portion of the funds 
towards the general restoration by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 

The old day pipes represented in onr iUostration were dug up 
in a catting vmeh was made roimd the walla of the choir wod novtn 
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transept, for drainage, and to admit air to tlie foundations, as they 
were covered up by soil and rubbish some five feet. Such relics 
are not unfrequcntly du^ up in this locality, and are often found iu 
taking down the walls of antiquated houses in Youghal. l?Vp|n the 
discovery of those before us, so close to the church, >V!fW3a ' ' 
too much to think that the old burgesses of Kaleigh's I'ret ; ;i 
times brought their "dudeens" to worship with them, and ^nidked 
whilst lounging on the sloping banks, awaiting the gathering con- 
gregation ? Sir Walter Kaleigh was Mayor of You^^hal in 1588, 
and more than probable, about this time, introduced the "weed" to 
"Paddy's" notice. In Bolster's "Cork Magazine," vol. iii. pp. 405-6, 
a rather humorous account of the introduction of tobacco into Ire- 
land is given ; sp(^king on this subject the writer says : — 

*' Whoever introduced it into England, to Raleigh is due the merit of 
the acquaintance of the Irish with it. It was probably during his quiet 
administration of the afiairs of Youghal, that in the heavy ennui induced 
by his connexion with the very unlaborious office which he filled, he sought 
to dissipate the tedium which preyed upon him by his application to the 
solacement of the weed, and in his first efforts raised in the mind of his 
beer-bringing Ganymede that alarm of approaching combustion, which he 
sought to assuage by flinging the tankard and its contents into his wor- 
ship's face — [of which scene our illustration gives no bad idea J. 

" It is, doubtless, the fact that 
Raleigh initiated the lazy bur- 
gesses in all the mysteries of the 
beatific science which he had in- 
troduced ; laboriously teaching 
them its occult delights, and giv- 
ing to their dreamless vacuity an 
employment thenceforth fitted 
to serve them in place of meat, 
and drink, and clothing. That 
the use of tobacco leaf was a pe- 
culiar blessing to the autliorities 
of Youghal cannot be, for a mo- 
ment, doubted; there was something very gerroain in its effect* to their 
peculiar faculties. It gave them an increase to the sura of their calm and 
unwearied enjoyments, — a soothing companion and bland consoler amid 
the ills of earth. It tended further to elevate them above the vulgar rab- 
blement of the place ; for since all men in common may be distinguished 
from the bestial, as bipeds, forked, and cooking animals, the distinguished 
practitioners of the new mysteries could to themselves claim eminence as 
smoking animals." 

No wonder, therefore, that our late lamented countryman, the 
facetious Crof^on Croker, should love to store up the different varie- 
ties of the old Irish "dudeen," as, no doubt, he inherited this feeling 
of veneration from his smoking forefathers, having been, it is said, 
himself a Youghal man. 
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In tlie ** Dlifclfai FenDT Journal" (vol. iv. p. 39) lie has given 
some good specimens of the "dudeen," from his own cabinet, and 
tellf MS in page 28 : "I feel satiefio*! that the ancient tobacco pipcjs 
hitherto discovered in England and Ireland, belong uot to ^e tenth, 
but tuj^e seventeenth century, and that they wei^ used by English- 
mei^** ?'^ *r|Dt by Danes and in page 30 he says that " the smaller 
tibe r^i^4r«P* mm flDdent the pipe, and for tlua there is a leMon 
inth^^vMlf «id.Tidiie'of tob«coo on its first introduct ioii. I there* 
ibn y en ti a e to aasign No. 3 to the leigp of Elizabeth ; No. 2, whidi 
is somewhat larger, to that of James 1. or Chrtrlcs I.," ^'( c. Now, 
how he reconciled "the seventeenth century' imd "the rn;j:n of 
Elizabeth" is rather a puzzler, — probably a misprint. But, wiih all 
due respect for our lamented townsman's opiuious, smoking the old 
Irish dodeeQ" aeeme of ftr greater anliquity than he seemed vb^ 
cihaed to gtve it, unleeB we are ftirly prqMmd for jprtming down 
the antiquated legends of our Irish durkmme to this lecent date, 
ae we invariably find those olden " gentlemen" repieeenled with a 
*^ wee dodeen in their auld wrinkled jawa."*

Ireland previous to the time of Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh ; otherwise our popular tra- 
ditions cannot be taken into accoimt in 
weighing the evidence at either side of 
the (|ne8tion. Mr. Crofton Croker him- 
taiSJu the oonunaiucaiioii to the ^' Dub- 
fin l^BBBT JdmaT* veAned to above 
by Mr. Fitzgerald, noticed some facts, 
or ^ipposed facta, calculato<l to nflord 
much htrottgcr cvidenoe of the .u,t li julLy 
of the use of tobacco. Hemetitii on

read in some periodical pabli<»tioa« 
but we certainly did not altogether cre- 
dit the allegation — of the exit^tin ^ rffi gy 
of one of the old Irish kings, in a grave- 
yard aomfewhere in the west, being re- 
prn^r'Tited "with tlii' short |>ipe. or du- 
deen of the Irish m the mouth." ^ot- 
wilhatanding all this, we tie infsBned 
ftStj to agree with Mr. Croker in his 
opinion that most of tfie old clay to- 
bacco pipes turned up in this country, 
and popularly ascribed to the Danes, 
really belong to the '^rvontf^nth ccn- 
tuxy, and that all the others are scaroelj 
mncii older. Tliere are in tiielfoeeiim 
of the Society numerous specimens, 
amongst which are examples of all the 
shapes and axes, drawn by Mr. Croker, 
and engraved fiir the **Penny Journal,** 
and many of the mosi nndcnt Ir-okmg 
of them are actually iw>cnbed on the 
■haak with d i i rae t aw which aanet be 
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But whether it was tobacco^ or some other equally soporiferous 
aaroolio* our naliaiial quite enjoyed, deponeiit Myeth not, and 
(unfortunately) being no idept in tlkft myBlio nie of the knded

400 pounds ; its charge of powderwas apotmd and a qoarter« the ball 
2^ inches diameter, and in weight 1 pomid 5 onnoes, and its point- 
blank shot 90 paces. The Kilkenny exaTivple was 5 feet 8 inches in 
length from breech to muzzle, with a handle of the Icnp-tli of 2 lieet 1 
inch j)rojecting from the l^recch : its bore was 2 inches, and it was 
loaded by means of a moveable ciiamber, which was now wimting. 
The gun wae mounted 8wiTel»wise, and bore a remarkable likeness to 
theiralMeoes stiUused by the native tribes of India to defend their 
ftrts. The present w^bt of tl e gun was lowt. 5itone; it was 
of cast iron, and well eanouted. The peouliar ooostmction and 
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appearance of this curioii!? remain will be best understood irom the 
accompauyiD^ pkte. Froui the dti|)tli (four feet) at which it was 
dlBooTered, &b portion of the ancient armflmeiit of tiie whUb of 
KSlkeiiiiy had endendj been dcf^Ignedlj buried m the earth, pro- 
bably on the surrender of the dty to Cromwell in 1650. It seems 
likely that other similar remains might be discovered if a more ex- 
tended search were practicable.

It represented a knight in complete 
plate armour; ronnd tlie neck was suspended, by a clinin, n hr^Q 
crucifix.

The following communication, forwarded by Mr. Hitchcod^, was 
timrsed:^ 

"There are in the remote and uncultivated parts of Ireland numerous 
ancient circles, each consisting of a rin^ of standing blocks of stone, and 
ftveraging in diameter from fifteen to thirty feet. Antiquaries, I believe, 
are generally of opinion that these circle commonly Known as Druidio 
temples, and founa in almost every Celtic country, were used for worship 
only, or perhaps occasionally as places of assembly. The following cut- 
ting, from the * Perthshire AdTertiser* of April 1 2, 1 855, the aoooimt given 
in whieh I look upon ae very curious, ivould seem to show that anon eir* 
cles were also used for sepulchral purposes, and may be worth preserving 
in the pages of the * Transactions of llie Kilkenny Archaeological Society.* 
* Ejcmarilable Discovsry. — About a fortnight ago, as some individuals 
were olearing and trenching a piece of waate ground for a garden at Tyn- 
rich, a small Dmidieal circle, dose upon the highway, was disclosed to 
the gaze of the stranger by the removal of masfcs of broom and bramble 
that had hitherto concealed it. This olden temple — if temple it v."err — is 
about 18 feet in diameter, and quite entire, each of its huge stones aLauaiug 
erset and in its proper place; but thwe is an additional interest attacbea 
to it from the fact, that, while digging and levelling the interior, four huge 
urns, about two feet in heiglit and a foot in diameter at the month, were 
exhumed, quite full of calcined bone*!, besides three or four stone cuilins, 
form^ of thai, uushapen slabs, evidently from the adjacent grotmd, and 
likewiss coDtaiaing the mortal remaiiis of the ancient Caledoniaiis of a pre* 
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luiioiie ptriod. Unibrtwuiftaly, eidier from Hkm tzinnie btUtl«Ba» of the 

urns, or a want of care on the part of the labourers, the •\v"h ole -^vcrc broken, 
to pieces ; but at the time we visited the plrtcc. f noii-li ^[dl remained to 
show that they were of the very coarsest manuiocture, xti shape remote from 
eUMioalf and with no pretension to deooratbn bat a proftulmi of eentch- 
Ingt, wiAont method, on the otiteide of the upper portion of each. The 
cofHris were equally unconMn^niously dealt with; but it is worthy of re- 
murk, that tht'v lay in no j)articular order in reference to the conjpass, but, 
il aay thing, rather laclintKl to south and aorlh — indeed, one of them lajr 
enetly in that direction. The genertl notion ieyihetDriikKfitldxdeiipen 
tenpleiy end nothing else; but the trenohing of that one ehowi that they 
were also used as burjring-places, like churches in present times, for great 
men — probably the higher orders of the pri^thooA' I may remark, that 
the diameter of the Scotch circle, above given, is nearly that of most of 
thoee primitive ttmotnies which I have seen inou own ootmtry, in many 
of which, OQ the brown moor, and in the rmote grem valley, I have fre- 
quently, when on my antiquarian journeyings, iftt to rest mys^, and to 
indulge in a thought on their probable uses. 

" It may be necessary to distinguish the circles of which I write from 
ihose which Worsaae (' Primeval Antiqaitiee,' p. 83) oells * small circolsr 
cromlechs* (Rnnd<i>/sser), and from those noticed by our own eminent anti- 
quary, Dr. Petrie, in the ' Proceedings of theKoyal Irish Academy,' vol. i. 
pp. 140-2, each consisting of a range of stones, sometimes of two concentric 
ranges, snnonnding a fhawber formed of larj^ stones placed one upon the 
other, in which have been found the nsnal sepulchral rfmsins urns, bones, 
implements, S:c., which, of course, at once settles their n^f^. The circles to 
which 1 wish to point attention, and of wiucli that Rt I ynrich, above de- 
scribed, seems to be a good specimen, the sepulchral remains excepted, are 
merely oMes, and nothing more^ the interiw being always levd and empty. 
I may observe, that the Irish wordlbr sneh aatroleis eiiipc> and the mean< 
ingof this, as gi%'en l)y O'Brien and O'Reilly, is, a court or palace.^ Soveral 
very fine examples of this circle occur in the neighbourhood ot Keiimarc 
and Killaruey, aud in other parts of the south of Ireland, where the blocks 
of stone oomposing the circles, supposing them to hsve been used as plaoss 
of judgment or assembly, must have been well enoil|[h adapted for seats in

** * Rev. Sir, — In reply to your inquiries r^arding the Druidical circle 
at this place, noticed in the Perthshire Advertiser** recently, I have now 
to inibnn you that the stones are quite close to the turnpike r(»d; they are 

six in number, and quite regularly placed; the figure they form is ellip- 
tical, its greatest diameter, due north and south, being about 27 feet, and 
the iMser diameter 22 feet; the height of the large stone in the south of the 
dgore is sbimt 6^ feet from the snrfaoe, that qfthe others varies firom 3( 
to 6 feet. Tkui stones are the common hill Bags peenliar to the district, 
and they appear to have been placed with the narrowest or most pointed 
end f^rtwnwards. Until recently the stones were not so conspicuous as they 
now arc, the ground ssurruundiag them having thk spring been levellod, 
and otherwise made suitable for a garden or nursery. In the process of 
levelling the workmen had occasion to dig oar trench the earth in the inside 
of the circle, in doing which they occasionally turned up wood charcoal, 
or cinders, generally mixed willi tlie remaiuti of burnt bones; in some in- 
stances the booe^j appeared to have been placed in the ground euclubed iu 
fade day wns, fragments of which were found along with the bones. In 
one instance an urn was found whole, with the exception of a small hole

Conodur 
Idtmoir qniertt ;* i e. Anno 696» Conodnr, of lismore, rested. 

Probably some other member nui^ poke oat £he dates of Col^en and 
t)onndiot), in their antiquarian grnbbinga, aa dieie iaUttledoabt they 
were aU important personages. 

"Archdeacon Cotiou did well in brmymg us to the on^iaul fmder 
(himaelf) of theae beautiftd inscription!^ aa there ia nothing like getting 
et the fountain head (see p. 222). That the atones were found in excavat- 
incf for the foundations of the tower, I was credibly informed by a most 
respectable authority. It is pleasing aUo, that the inaccuracy of the first 
lithograph is shifted to the right shoulders — the 'clerk of the diorch;* 
nit^ it waa not to the choioh-wardens, they are inTariaUjr vwh terrible 
delinqnenat.

Mr. John G. A* Prim begged k:i\ o to lay beforo the Meeting 
n document which was calculated to be of much local interest, from 
the ylvvl irlimps^e whirh it afforded of the state of the county and 
city oi Ivilkeuuy a huudrc-1 years jigo, when the Lrcntrv^ and their 
servants discharged the duties oi" a constabulary Ibrct;, and when, if 
felons of a higher class in society than common were confined in the 

giol in the heart of the city, a miUtaiy goavd was deemed expedieikt 
r their safe oostody, and a g[)ecial weteh was finind neceaaaiy to 
patrol the streets at night. But this was not the only interest at- 
taching to the document, for it served also to prove that one of the 
mo?t generally rec<'ived Incal traditions of the last century, the most 
circumstautiul and couairitcnt in all itp details, and, therel'ore, gaining 
the most implicit credence from the present aud two la8t generations, 
was, in its moat important jmrtn, altogether without foundatioo, and 
in lealilj rested on a ▼eir slight snbstratum of ftct. There waa no 
natiye of Kilkenny who had not heard of tiie murder of the Lo* 
vctta," and had not, from childhood, regarded w ith feelings of awe 
andenriosity tlie site of that supposeij trp^edy at Purccirs Inch, on the 
river Ni'i e, opjiosite Archer's Grove, n nilK' i'elow Kilkenny. The 
talc, as it told, was this. In the middle ul'tiie Imt century a gen- 
tleman and ladv named Lovett resided at the house of Purcell s Ineli, 
originall V an old castle which had belonged to the ftmilj of Fdn|aU 
ef Bally^yle. Mr. and Mrs. LoTett had two daughteta residing with 
them* and were known to be in v( ry opulent ciroumstanoes. The 
• county was at that time very mueh di-tuibeil by a party of banditti, 
known a^ Doran's gang, who were most darlnix in their robberies, 
and most cruel lu tlie mode of eommltlliig those ollenees, whilst it 
was rumoured that they were nut only patronized and su^iporLed, but 
were actually led on in tiiie eommkmon of Aeir depredations, by pcr- 
aona of a aaperior poaition in society. On a oertam night — so ran 
the tale — Doran's gang attacked and broke into th e T n ch Honae» and 
at once murdered Sir. and Mrs. Lovett, with such of the servants as 
joiiuHl them in makin^r resistance. They then seized the younger 
daughter, and, placing h<'r on the Hre, eonij»e!led her by fliC most 
horrible tortures to tx»l] where the ])l;tte an*! nioiiev were eoneeriled. 
Having thus obtained the plunder \shicli they ©ought, they put liie 
girl to death, and went away, suppodng that they had left no one ' 
who could identify them and give evidence as to the perpetrators of 
the bloody deed. However, Mr. Lovett*s eldest daughter slept in 
a small chamber in the thiclaicss of the wall, which was separated 
firom the pariour only by a panelled wainscoting) similar to that which

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lined the walls, and, tlicrcfore, was not observable to persons unac- 
quauitcd with the premises. Through a chink in the wood-work, 
ABob Lovett beheld the wliold of the fearful tragedy, and had stnoigtli 
to listen to the groaais of ker pBretita and the efai^lcB of her asler» 
without betraying her preeenee, or making known lier pkoe of con- 
cealment. From the iiirormation which slie •wtip able to give as to 
the appeanmce of the iin;rflf nn-s, several of the gang were arrested, 
and am()n<_r>t them two yoiui^ men of lamily and station, but who had 
led very wiKl and dissipated lives, named i>avis. On the ti'ial at the 
ensuing assizes, Miss LoTett iden^ed fiiUy all tiie partieB in the 
dock, except one of those hrothem ; but haying looked dnbioosly at 
lum for a moment, she suddenly exclaimed — ** he is one of them too, 
for that waistcoat which he wears is made of my mother's petticoat." 
The garment was accordinpfly taken off the pnsoner, and submitted 
to a fuller inspection by the lady, when she immediately idcntitied it 
by a darn, wliieh .<he remembered from the circumstance that, when 
repiiriug the petticoat for her mother, she liad remai'ked how curious 
it was tmit the dam had actually formed the initaals of her own name, 
E. L. There was a further confirmation of tiie evidence of this lady 
giyen by a man who had gone at an e^rly hour of the morning of the 
murder to water his horses at the stream which crosses the John's- 
well road, netu- the Pococke Institution, and who there saw the |>rl- 
boners trying to wash the hlooAfrom their clothes. The prisoners 
were executed for the crime, and in the old house of Inch (wliich has 
been within the last thirty years thrown down) the blood stains of 
the unfortunate Lovetts were shown to all visitors by the subsequent 
inhabitant-^. There were at this day many people living who had 
often looked witli hoiror at those supposed recoids of the dreadful 
deed of violence whieli was believed to have been perp<ni-ated in that 
lonely maii'^inn. All this was, as would he f^een, mof^t circumstantial, 
and tiicre couiJ be no surprise teit that a story so lol<l bv people who 
lived in the next geuemtiou after, and by them sent down to their 
ohiWren, should be liilly credited. But it so ha^>pcned that the d«H 
oument now laid before the Meeting showed phunly that» although 
there had been a rol)l )ery at the oldhoose of Inch, there had been no 
murder at all! The document was the copy of a letter from Wil- 
liam (^olles, at that time — exactly one hundred years ago — Mayor 
of Kilkenny, to Sir William Kvans Morris, then Member of Par- 
hiuuciit for Kilkenny, at Dublin, and the Society was indebted for 
the copy to Mr. A. Colles, Millmount, the great grandson of the 
writer: —

This letter showed clearly that thef6 bad been no murder what- 
eror, althoogb the prisoners hod been executed for burglary. Tbe 
liOvett? appeared to have been in Dublin when the robbery was eom- 
mitted, and it was clear that the lady did not see them from behind 
the waiuisCOt, or Mr.CoUea would not huveeaid tlicrc was no evidence 
!^unst them but that of the tailor. Ali^ Lovelt probably did idcn- 
tify the waiatooat, inade from her motber^a petticoat, andthereiti lay 
the yery tUgbt foundatioa for the romantic portion of the tmdifioB* 
Tlie man watering his hordes had, perhaps, seen the robbers waahing 
their face?, whi« li tlicv luiuht liave had blackened according to a com- 
mon custom orhi^'hwnynien at the time ; and a.-^ ior the stains on the 
floor of the houoo of hu ll, they were much more ajx>cryplial even 
tlmn the marks declared to be tiie blood of liizzio at Holy rood, for 
there was every reason to befiere tiiat ihe hapless royal &youritc lost 
bis l]& on the occasion, although, ^^baps, not within tbe precinet 
of the palace. They could not ayoid drawing a moral from the di> 
oovery of the baselessness of this tradition, which could scaraely fiul to 
act a caution to too crcdnT'^iis archa;ologi?t8 ; for if a vcrv ordinnn* 
oocurrenoe oould> in the space oi a single century9 be converted by the 
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TOioe of tnulidoQ iato tDch a very romantic eyent, implicitly believed 
a? a fact ivhich no one coulil dream of gain8ayin«x, wh4t amount of 
reliance was to be placed on the legends of the middle ag!ee» or of 
periofls still farther remote ? 

Mr. R. Caulficld, Cork, sent the following copy ot u document, 
the ori^nal of which, he stated, he found amongst a parcel of looee 
papers in s portfolio purchased for Dr. Nel^an, at the sale of the 
late Sir W. Betham's library. It bore the signature of Thomas* 
the tenth £arl of Ormonde, then general in command of Queen 
Elizabeth's Iri-li rirniT, and was ciirioiijj as showinir tlio kind of 
oommission received by the captain of a company at tiiat period : —

Tn yo' 
trnvell y' slialbc lawful tor yo" to take iiu'ute and dryncke tor one nyght, 
uud a breaketa^^t, iu ech place, in compeleut tuauuer, not usinge of extor* 
oon or other oppretnon on the oooatny. Yf yo* haTO not anflicieiit men 
already to make up yo'oompanyrayse the reateof them, some in the County e 
of Kilkcny, and other some in llie Cotintye of Typparye, as formerlle I told 
yo". Use all expedicon hcreiu soe as yo" maye overtake me, in tlieis partes, 
whereby yo" may receave ympreate to furnyshe yo'self and cumpanye.

The Anglo-Nomian adTenturers, to vhom (as yre have aeon in our 

former paper) the erection of the gteatpile of the Collegiate Church 
of Youghal should be ascribed, did not relax their hold on the dia- 
trict won by tluMr prowo«3. As a further ptrp to secure tlicmsf^lvea 
in posscosjing their sea-port at tho mouth of the Bluck water, the town 
Avas newly peopled from EngLuKl. A colony, consisting^ of men-at- 
arms, traffickers, and other adventurers, was now intrmluced from 
Bristol ; while, to promote trsde, and insure the safely of marinera 
frequenting the harboiur of Yonghalj a lighi-liousc was erected^ and 
ingeniously plaoed under the management of the inmates of — 
The NuNNEKTy OR Chafbl of Saint Anmb's,— an inatitntioa 
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ionnded about the year 1 190, and erected on the clifi" at the west 
side of the hnrboiu-'a mouth. The house was nchly endowed l>y 
the founders, under tiie condition tluit the uuna bhuuid »ee iliut 
the light was regularly maintained.* This €Oiiiditioii of tenure was 
insiitaied as an appeal to the leligicm and the saiUantry of the na- 
tive Ii-iah, who were deten«d from injuring the light which guided 
leuifiHroementfl to the iuvaden fay a reluctance to offer violence to 
consecrated females." — 0*fianegui*s Guide to the Blaokwater,** 
p. 10. 

Itj44. M. Bi ullaye le (jouz, the French traveller, who visited 
Toughal this yeai , ihus mentions St. Auue's : — " At musket-tihot 
fiom tibe town there was fttmeily a convent of nnne on the se»«liofe» 
and thaKeiemains of it atower called the Nunnery, upon wluoh the 
nuns used to light torches to enable vessels to come into harboor 
during the night." — " Tour," edited by Croflon Croker, p. 33. 

From this record it would appear that the Nunnery had been at 
this time removed* excepting the light-tower that came down to 
our own day. 

1645 — July 19. Sir William Penn, the famous sea-genend of 
the Commonwealth* who had come to xefie?e Yooghal* at the time 
doedy blockaded by Lord Casdehavgn, msntkms St. Anne's in his 
jommal of this date. He tells us that he received a letter from the 

governor of the town, "desii inir," he writes, "to take notice that 
when he had occasion to speak with us, or have any rccourise to us, 
the sigiiMl should be a fire on the top of the ahhey tower, near the 
point on the west side of the hai hour's moulii. On the 28 th Lo 
wzitea : — " Half an hour after the watch was set» ire espied a light 
upon the tower, aoeoffding to the signal given bj Sir Percy Smyth; 
and not long after, another. I sent our yawl ashore, and with her 
30 sacre, 30 minion, 20 falcon shot, and two quires of paper, with 
a letter to the governor." — **Mciuon-«," bv Granville renn, vol. i. 
1681. Thomas Dyueley, a Worcestershire geutiemaib who vi-

In the pariiib of Brialtugton, near tho 
hanluof toe Avon, and within two miles 
ofBristol, stood the Chapel of St. Anno, 
foun'!' 't one of the Lords de la Warr. 

It vins iit-ld in high consideration, and 
Was much fretjuented by thoinhabitaats 
of RrisKjl hy way of pilgrimage, on ac-

1848 — May 16. The Ballast Board having dedded on erecting 
a harbour light-house at Yoaj^ialy an inquisition was held this day 
for the puq>of»e of valuing the ground at the harV>om*'8 mouth, for- 
merly occupied by the Nunnery of St. Anne's, and the jury awarded 
£100. So admirably chosen had been the site of the Anglo-Norman 
light^tower, that almost ou the very same spot was it found desi- 
iMle to erect the new beaoon, and the deBoofition of the anoieni 
interealingstrnotare became ineiitdile. A minate description of the 
tower of St. Anne's will not be unaooeptable ; and the illustratioQ 
here ^ven will aflord the reader a good idea of it« The toww 
was circular, about 24 feet in 
hoight, and 10 in diameter. 
The only entrance was a nar- 
row Gothic doorway, on the 
water ode, ftenig tlie eaatem 
point of the harbour. The 
▼intor foond at his right hand, 
on entering, the bottom of a 
flight of stone steps, which 
were conducted spirally on the 
whole inlerior of the building, 
and led at the eonunit to two 
large oiroalar-headed win- 
dows,^ one of which opened 
on the middle of the bay, and 
the other liiced Ca|)('l Island. 
As is customary in all liirht- 
houses, there was no ope ou 
the land side. 

In the smnmer of 1848, 
when thie interesting struo- 
tare — perhaps the onlgr Anglo- 
Norman light-tower which 

reached our own day — was tiiken down, it had fallen into ijjcat de- 
cay. The roof had perislicd at a period so distant that no one living 
remembered it, and the weather had lor centuries wasted its strength 
upon the onunhling wallt. The stairs within were so broken, &aA 
asoent to the top was diffiotdts and a portion of the snmmit of the

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tower on iSbe south Bide had &Uen in. In removing the foim^ 
Xiona a human skeleton -was found, deep in the elay between tvro 
rook-^ : hut we have not heon n1»h' to fi^ccrtain whether the remains 
appeared to have been decently buried or hurriedly packed toge- 
ther, nor whetlier the tower was built across theui (iu which caae 
the burial Urould hsve antedated tlie building), or thej laid within 
it» Looal traditium la iDeiit on the sabject. At the time of demt^ 
fitkm of the tower» there wob a straw-thatched cottage connected 
with it on the west or land side ; and the lere wall of this house 
(whir!! Imnir directly over a steep hilly passi^:^ to the benrh, ^u]{ 
exidtiug) wiiB perhaps a liagment of the Nunnery, or wa« built — lor 
the stones were old and time-worn — with the materials of the ruin. 
The lane alongside i^^ no doubt, of remotest antiquity, and was often 
trodden by the Boamen and tnifficken in ages past. Oar drawing 
waa made abont midway down this passaee. 

An interesting remembrancer of the Nunnery is the little well, 
once used by the mniate^. It still remains, though liiddcn behind 
one of a mriL'e of marine cottagCf*. lentil the emotion ofthe«e houp^, 
the old well of St. Aune's was a picturesque scene. It was rcnrliod 
from the road by a flight of steps ; and the water trickled do^vu out 
of the native brown-stone rook, iu which was formed a kind of na* 
tmal basin. The well la now concealed, and the water is obtained 
from a firanlaui hy the way-ade« 

We come now to the local fimndations belonging to the two 
jrrent orders that shnultanoonsly sprang into existence in tlie e?\rly 
part of the thirteenth century. We find that very soon alter t lieir 
first establishment, both the Franciscans and Dominicans were in- 
troduced into Youghal, and had princely endowments provided ibr 

lliem by Um GefsMunea* And intiaa bang the earlier of the two, 
we ahafi describe— 

Tbb Franciscan Fbi4RT, commonly called the South 

Abbby. — ^Maurice Fitzgerald, second Lord Ophalcy, grandson of 
the Maurice Fit/ircmld who was FitzstephenV companion at the eon- 
quest of Watcrlbrd, founded, in 1 224, a house ibr Frsmeiscans on the 
hill side, a little to the south of the town of Yuu<^hal. liolhngshed 
gives 1229 as the year of this foundation, and other authoritiee 
wronld make it to have been 1231 ; bat the statements, thoogh ap« 
parently conflictbg, are easQy reconciled by supposing that the 
different dates have reference to the commencement or completion 
of the works, or to the time when the honse waa opened for its 
inmates. 

Wc Icnm from Ware, that tliig was the fin»t Franciscan Friary 
established iu irciund. it in Kiid that the building was originally 
deelgned for » castle, but waa changed into a rclimous foundation 
from the fidlowing ciicumatanoe. The workmen wno were digging 
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for the castle site, on the eve ol'a festival, bcfrfred of their employer 
A piece of monej to drink hb health, and he directed his eldest son 
to grm H} but Ae jounff man, so fiyr ftom obeying hie fiKdMi''e 
oonuDaad, eternly reproved the poor bboomi and bis fttlicr be- 
oeine ao oonoerned for this opening prestigey that he altered hie 
dcsiprn, and resolved to erect a house for Grey Frim^ wbioh ha 
accordingly accomplished. — Lod<;e*s " Peerage.** 

1320. An interesting monastic seal of this 
period was found December 31, 1853, near the 
preoinoto of this IViazy, hj a labourer wbo was 
woridnff in the gaideo oTBiohivd Henry Bo- 
pers, Esq., Devonshire-place. Our engraving* 
18 the exact size of the original. The matrix is 
of bronze, and is in good preservation. The 
handle is hexagonal, tapering gradually until it 
'expands into a trefoil head. The device is a 
human heart, pierced from above» through the 
midflt, by a perpcndienlar timMladei aid feel- 
ing on a mass of coagulated blood, tiie whole 
beii^ oicloaed within a cusped frame-woik or 
border. The inscription is in Latin, and seems 
to read : $ . frt$ . iof) . ti»|a|tNd, or til|«||ttl> i*e« 
de Yuglml, of Youghal. 

1585. Among the MSS. in the Library of 
trinity College, Dublin, is a collection of " Maps and Charts rel»- 
ting to IzelaBdy'* one of wbioli is a Tety iBteveelang pictorial plan of 
Youghal of ihia date. The F^wciacan BMnry is well representee! ; 
and from a careftd treeing oar artist baa produced the view whioh 

apf>ear<> on tlic opposite page. 

In the reforences at the bottom of the map this building is called 
•* The Abbey on the So. West of v' Town and, by the scale, it is 
distant 200 paces from the south gate. In its outward present- 
ment, as the reader will peroeive, it ratiiir losembles a finnal ibi^ 
tress than alViaijr ; and tbia eirooiiistBaoa wwdd amoenlly cor- 
roborate the tiaditional alofy of its fiMmdatkm, wiuoh we hsft 
already narrated above.*

1817. In digging the foundation of the chapel of ease, which 
occupies part of the site of this Friary, and was built in a great 
measure out of its materials, **an innumerable quantity of sculls, 

and other human bones were discovered Two stone coffins 

were found, but were again carefully placed in their original posi- 
tion." — " Dublin Penny Journal," vol. ii. p. 186. 

1820. In this year, when Matthew Hayman, Esq., was erect- 
ing his dwelling-house in the precincte of this Friary, he turned up, 
in excavating for his cellars, several skeletons and some tomb-flags 
with fleureed crosses, all of which were re-interred in the same place. 
We gather from this, that the burial-ground must have been of 
great extent, spreatling from the hill side on which the Friary stood 
to the very margin of the ocean, and reaching as far as the grounds 
now called Green Park. 

1826. The Devonshire Arms Hotel was built this year, and 
such remnants of the Franciscan Friary as had survived the erection 
of the chapel of ease in 1817 were now wholly removed, and many 
curious tombs were destroyed, the cemetery being for the most part 
thrown into gardens ! 

1832. A convent for nuns of the Presentation Order was 
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founded tliin year, a liulo to the south of the chapel of ^se, on a 
portion of the grouudb of thia Friary. A w ing of this building lorins 
• laige female aehool, ftontbg the piDb]» TheiRNrndstkHief 
the school-hoiMe was ezoavmted m a fine, dense sand, which m- 
served in a remaricable manner traces of ancient burials. Number- 
less uncoffined human bodies were found to have been interred here, 
and lay in vnrious attitudes, some prone on their faces, some half^ 
doubled togcilier, some [)iickcd in mii^so'* like the slain of a Vmttlo- 
field. The saud hud acted like a uiould ; and, while nought re- 
mained within its dasp but bones and dust, the full outlines of the 
nnbreken htunsn form were in many instaiioes perfectly difloemiUe. 
The f^itures of some of the dead were taken as in a mask, even to 
the mmutest lines of the eje-lids. It is much to be regretted that 
no notes nor dfKVrings were made at tlio titne liy any qualified person. 

1844— tTulv. The Magdalen Ativhiin wjuj erected, on the va- 
cant spdcc l)etween the eliapel of eaae and the convent. In exca- 
vating for the foundation, numerous graves of masonry, covei'ed 
With lags,^ were fmnd. Within them, the skeletoiis repoeed hn m 
perieet state. Some of these nanow resting-places were built in 
triple conjonelion, like the arms of X» and perhaps belonged to mem- 
bers of the same family. A fine tapered tomb-fiag, with a fleureed 
emss rnTHiiiiT down \U centro nnd tne remains of a Lonibnrdic mar- 
ginal iiiJ^cii[>! Ion, was at tlicsime time turned up. It had been broken 
in the middle, apparently wilfully. Tliis cothn-lid, which we would 
assign to the Uurteenth century, now Ucs in the adjoining burying- 
ground of the Fresentation Convent.* 

There are no traees of this Fiiary now xttDaining. Onrillastni- 
tion, however, preserves its general Stores at an interestinff period* 
before the hand of the spoiler was laid heavily upon its walls. As 
it orijjinally ntood, the lioiise must have enjoyed a lovely pros[)ectof 
tlie ocean, and must have greatly contributed to the beauty of the 
harbour as the shipping parsed in. It stood a short distance from 
the town, with its grassv lawns extendiitt to the shore. Venerable 
trees embowered it. Above^ rose Ihe hillside of Cnoo Nooih Tllumo 
(Knoekaveny). as a motnresqne back-ground. To the north coiud 
be seen the walls and gates of the adjoining town, with its strong 
fortifrrations against the foe ; to the east was the harbour; and to 
tiic south spread the opt n ooean. 

From the direction and course of cxijjtiug strecta and lanes, we 
may fix the exact site of the Friary, which appears to have been much 
the same with that now oeonpied by the chapel of ease and Ma^ 
dalen Asylnm. EiiarHrtreet ohowa that the bnildinga atood at £e

same distance from the shore as the chapel of ease : and the two 
lanes, opposite the chapel and leading to the water, were probably 
the tfuaent pafisagea fiom the FriarY to the sea* 

The Franciscan Friary, as wc have seen, derived it0 name of 
The South Abbey** from its local position. At the oppofltte end 
of the town, a little oiit^^ido the waUsyiraB fininded by another meiiH 

ber of the irroat Geraldiue family — 

The Dominican Fiiiary, commonly called the North 
AituEY. — 1268. Thomas FiUmaurice Fitzgerald, surmuned uAp-' 
P^^ftf SMaeus^ or the Ape, founded a Friaij for Dominioansy or 
Mrun FraaohefB» at YomiaL Thie house was fint placed under 
the Invocation of the H(^ Cross ( S. Crux)f perhaps on account of 
the family arms of the founder ; but it was suodequcntly dedicated 
to St. Mary of Thanks (S. Mftria Gratiarttm), on account of a mi- 
raciilou>> ima^ oi' tlie Virgiu preserved here* — De Burgo*8 **llib» 
JJoiiiinicaua," p. 272. 

1450. The ima^ of the Madonna and Child, for which this 
Friary was fimons, is of Itsliaa workmanshy of this period. It Is 
of carved ivory, about three inches high. The droomstances of its 
invention," as detailed in 1644 by Sie French traveller^ M. de la 
Boullaye le Qouz,' are sufficiently marFelloas : — 

the DmBlmcMi oonTent [at Tooghal] there ww an linage of the 
Virgin, formerly held in the greatest reverence in Ireland, whioh arrived 

there in a miraculous manner. The tide brought a pif^eof wood on to the 
sands opposite the town, wliicli several tishennen tried to 'carry otf, tl»e 
wood being rare in this couutry, but they could not move it; they har« 
naned ten norses to it without eflbot, and the reflnx of the tide brought it 
near the Dominican convent. Two monkt raised it on their shouldoa and 
put it in the court-yard of the convent; and the prior h:\<] in the night a 
vision that the image of our Lady was in this piece of wood; whicii was 
i'ouad there. So say the Catliolic^, who have still a gr^t devotion towarda 
it; but the Domimoaaa, hiring been peraeeuted by the Engliah aattlen^ 
carried it elsewhere." ' * 

Miraculous powers were, ere long, ascribed to this image, and 
pilgrimages were made to the Friary, in conseqnence» flom dl parte 
of Lrebnd. The dedication of the noose, as we haye abeady seen» 
underwent a change, the special reason (accorduig to the author of

1587. De Burgo, p. 273, quoting from a w u k, entitled " Thea- 
trum Catholic <e et Protestantiai Keligionis," trui^ in accfuint of the 
demolition of this Friary in the above yeux, with tiic iktc of those 
eoneemed in the worir. The ibllowing is a tnoMlation : — 

** A certain Etiglishnian named Poet [qu. Pocrj, while destroying the 
Monastery ol' St. Duiuiuic, in the northern part of Yougball, fell from the 
top of the ehnidi sod bfoke til hb limbic Likewise, three s^diers of that 
town, who had cast duwn and tbrown into the fire the Stored Croas of tlukt 
monastery, were dead within eight days from the perpetration of their 
crime. The iirst died of madness. The second was eaten of lice. The 
third was sl^n by the Seneschal of the Earl of Desmond.** 

1602 — Dec. 7. bir Walter Raleigh conveyed all iiiij Irish grant8» 
including this Friars% to Mr. RicharcY Bovlc. — Patent Roll?. 

1603 — Dec. ii. By au luqui^iliou taken tliis day ul louglial, 
respecting theestetes Wiuch had been oonreved by Raleigh to Boyle» 
the jury made the following report about tiiis lYiary : —

1617. The Lady Honor Fitzf^erakl, of the Geraldiiie family,^ 
presented the Dominicans of YouLrhal with a silver-ixilt shrine \hv 
the image uf the Madonna iu their possession. TiiiE^ relic ia about 
4 inches in height, by 2 in width. Its sides are richly chased with 
floriated oraamentSy and its snininit is surmounted bj a cross. It

within. The reverses of these doors bear a crucifixion, and a figure 
of a saint in prayer, respectively.

1750. In Smith's "Cork," vol. i. pp. 1 12-13, ed. 1750, is a view 
of Youghal, in which this building appears. 

We have but scanty remnants of this Friary. The general plan, 
judging from portions of the foundations which have been uncovered 
from time to time in digging graves, consisted of a nave, 73 feet in 
length, by 24 feet 8 inches in width ; a choir, 66 foct by 24 feet 8 
inches ; and a south aisle, 105 feet by 21 feet, — all in the clear of 
the walls. The domestic buildings were, as usual, on the north side. 
Of these several portions, there have come down to us only a muti- 
lated massive pier towards the S.E. (from which sprang arches that 
connectctl the nave, choir, and south aisle together, respectively) 
and the west end of the nave, having some small attached jK)rtion8 of 
the sido-walls. The domestic buildmgs have wholly penshcil.

Mr. J.Kichardson Smith communicattd some particuhirs respect- 
ing an ancient brooch, found in the cav e of Bhreacaiu, on the J ura 
snore of the gulf of Corry viee han ; as also of another, finmd in the 
island of MuU ; presenting, at the same time, seven hundred and fif)y 
impressions of the accompanying beautifiiUj executed litbogrsiili of 
those remains* intended to iUustrate hig commiinioatioo* 

" The brooch iigured in the lithograph without the acus, althonprh its 
Celtic or Dairiadic origin will hardly be doubted, yet has an additioaai m- 
teresl from the TOBUHitio uodtion in whidi it WIS foinid Itisofbrooaa^ 
much decayed, and ooated with a brown iraraJih-like eiida The litfao* 

graph, nlth-^^iigh most accurntely drawn, yet scarcely conveys the idea of 
its anciMit clKirnctpr and ap|;c;ir;iiice. The brooch wns found in a small cava 
imiuediatciy udjumiug thu cave of Bhreacaixi, uu tiie J ura shore of the guii of 
C orry TTScksn, which nmsbetwsen thenorthern part of Jnim and the lalsnd 
of Soarba* This gnl^ or whirlpool, is noted in fable as the spot where 

Bhrencnin, the son of n Tcinir of Denmark, was swallowed up with his ^liip 
liud crew, he having txuitiessly tried to anchor with three anchors m the 
gulf. His body, says the Btory, was brought to the shore by his dog, and 
was buried in the mwe whidi still bean his nune, the corruption or change 
of which gives the title to the gulf. Bhreacain in the Gaelic, I am told, 
means Tartan, — Breac, striped or spotted; am, a person or tiling. The 
tradition or superstition of the peasants in the neighbourhood, on the 
hvooeh being dug up, atonoadeoiMlihatit hadbdoegedtoapersoairlio 
diedof the plague of I6d5» In titerflig& of Charles IL, and that it was un- 
lucky to remove it, and it was left for two years on a ledge of rock in the 
cave.

Mr. J. G. Robertson, in presenting a fiketdi of a small ancient 
cross, recently diBCovered by him, said : — 

*' I regret being uaable to r^ivo any ['orticnlars conccrmnL'' it, as I have 
been unsuccessful in my endeavours to glean some lalbrmation Irom the 
people in tiie Tieinity of the oross, whieh is ntnated on the lands of Belly- 
callan, in the county of Kilkenny (the property of Henry Jemes Looghnen, 
Esq.), about a mile from the church of the same name. The cross stands 
quite close to the hednrr' I nun ling the road to Kilmanagh fit is shaded by 
a line beech tree, and ib evidently very old; the rubble work upon which 
its beseis pleeed is modern, having been bnUt by theoonntry people, that 
by thns raising the cross it would Took more imporlMit» as it is very small, 
and is called in Irish, * Cnis-gar,' or the little eroM^ The Ber* James 
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G raves soggests that it may originally have been the gable cross of Bally- 
calhin Church. lam disposed to ndopt this view, nn the style or fomi and 
size of the czoss seem well adapted for such a situation. As local cos- 
tMM mfttt disappearing, I woMfiiA t» pitw on noord At ftUowntg 
«Mtom> which, daring my rambles about Ballycaiian, I learned from the 
people of the nHr^hbourhonr! On the; first day of February (being St 
Bridget's ds.\), parties who have relatives buried in the church-yard of

f the following ac<^oimt of some traces of ancient polyQhtomyy lately 

<UBQO?ered in the chuick of St. Muy, Xoughal : — 

**Aw«8kflrtvoago, an old window ialibegaUabetvwii the am and 

choir of St. Mary*8, which had been built up for centuries, was opened, and, 
when cleared, was found to be decorntpd by painting from the springing of 
the arch upwards. The window is about 40 feet from the ground, and is 
coiB of two whioh occupy the spandrils oyer the chancel arch ; it i» an ofalaoig 
square at tho ohoir side, of 3 feet 1 inch by 1 foot 2 inches; at the naiVO 
side it forms a widely splayed Gothic arched window. As the masonry was 
roinovcd, 1 examined the arch for a very different purpose, when I observed 
on the square head, as you look from the nave side, &ve sets of perpendi- 
eolar lisMi, in oooplat at regidar iatorfala, and aliovo tfaaie, on a iqiiara 
band, three stars of about 3 inoliai in diuneter, with two three-quarter 
circles intervonin?: the circles are turned on their back^ vrith open sides 
up. Around the radius of the Gothic part, next the st^iKirt' licad, are two 
lines, 2 inches apart, with a row of small circles about thrcc-quaxter inch 
diaBMteriforaiioffaneatboffdHr. FMm this part <Mf the arch, to the inaido 
odgo of the wall u in bieadth 2 feet, forming the iplay of the window ; on 
the inside ed^ro nre three parallel lines, -vvhich run round the soffit of the 
arch, one on the edge, aud two close together, 5 inches from the inside, 
leaving a space of 4 inches between ; this space is Oiled in with radiating 
lines in oonpha, thecooples repeating at interralB of ahont 6 inebea» down 
to the springing of the arch, giving quite the appearance of a halo or glory 
round the head ; between this and the inner border of small circles is a space 
ef about 18 inches in breadth; this is also filled in with four eiffht-pointed 
tlaia of 6 inches diameter, at regular intervals. All the stars and eiiolei eM 
of a porple or dark red colour; the different lines are dark blue, and the 
grcnnd is a light buff or gold colour. The reds have stood well, arc in 
general bright, but the blues are much faded. This is not a bad specimen 
of our old Irish polychromy work, which I think may be proved some 
60O yean old. mthbi the memory of Hving witncasss, we ooold boast a 

Siinted ceiling of over 1 00 feet in length* spanning the nare of this fine old 
brie; the old oaken rcof bcincr then exposed tovir u, lined betwesn With 
boarding paintrri bhie [uul jiowdcri'il ^wih golde!i s-'tarR. 

** In hacking oil the plastering from the mterior of Kiilaioe Cimrcli 
another spednian of pQlyohromy was Utaly disoofwed, being a dog-tooth» 
painted in red, round one of the ardMs." 
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Mr. John G. A. Prim annouiiGCtl the discover}', hy himself :md 
fellow Swretary, of two very fine O^liam stones in the nith of Dun- 
bel, which had been secured fiir the Society's Museum, lie was 
oompelled to hold ow a detalleil ftoooimt of ih» disooyery to the 
next Meethig of the Sodetj, in oider that the P^per vn^t be 
eompanied hv !<uitable illustrations, which were oeing prepared. ' 

ATelTn Shirley, Esq., M.P,, presented to the Society a tran- 
«<'n|>t of the first portion of a Tour in Trclnnd, by Thotnns Dinelcy, 
in ItiHl, beinij an oricrirnil manuscript in the posset^sion of Sir Tho- 
nnis K. Winnington, ot Stamford Court, in the county ol'WoreePter, 
I>art., who has kindly j>ermitU;d it to be transcribed for the use of 
the KtWrenny Aioh»olopiettl Society. The maniucript is profusely 
illiutratedwith pen-end-ink iketches of towns, castleit ehtuohesy and 
sepnlefaiil monuments, many of whioh have long eoaaed to eziet* 
As soon as the fun l^ - f fhe Society permit, it is proposed to under- 
take t}\c printinpj ot this very curious document. The Soofetaiiee 
will gladly receive donations ibr this special purpose.

THB CASTLES OF GOBKAOUINT, COUNTT OF KERBT— No. L 

BY RICUAKD UiTCUCOCK. 

To wiite the history of the oesfles of Iiefayid wodd bc^ in a mat 
ineMOfe, IbelieTeftowxitetfaehiitoiyoftheooimtxyftomthel^ 
lish conquest ; and the same obflervation of oonrse eppEea to uiy 

district in Ireland. In offering a description of the present rcnvnns 
of the email castle?, or fortalices, of that part of the ancient Desniund 
<»untr}' now comprised in the barony of Corkaj^uiny, in the county 
of Kerry, I shall, therefore, touch as little as |>o6t>ible on their hiis- 
tory, one which, I believe, u but yeiy Hfttle known, and whiob» 
OFen if it were written, may not, alter all, be a very interestmg pro> 
ductlon. Bat, ooniidered apart fiom the troablona times in which 
thelriflh caatleB were ereeted, they pieaent to the contemplative mind 
many plea-^incr and deeply intcrcptinj^ associatitm- . If we view them 
as memorials of those times, now hnppily, and let us lu>|ir i'nr ever, 
pfifipied away, a.H tlie theatres iii vvliich have been enacted many a 
tragic as well &6 joyous scene, as tlic strongholds of gallant knights 
and ** hidyes fidre," aa the suppoaed haunts of ghoata and evil apuito, 
or as pictiir^ae objeota dottea over a peaceful and smiling hmdscape, 
we have mncn, indeed, to admire and reflect on. It is in this spirit 
tiiat I pfopoae to oontribnte to the ThMMaotiona oi' the Kilkenny 
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and South-c;vrit of Ireland Arcliccolo^ical Society a descnptitin nf t he 
castles wbtxse ruins now adil anothei' chann to the deUghttui scenery 
of Corkuguiuy — that remote western barou^ of Kerry, which, &a the 
great Camden aays of tbe ooonty, ahooJtaftrthHke a Httle tongue 
mto the sea, the waTes roaring on both ddea of it." 

Most of the English Archs^di^pQil SoeietiaB devote a ooaaide> 
rable share of their attenUoa to me old castles of their coim1ary» 
illustnitiii^r their ivy-clad ruins, and recording their hi.itory and pre- 
sent state in the pat^es of their Tmnsactions. Irish autiquarieti, too, 
it is to be hoped, will not permit their fine castle niins to remain 
unnoticed, or their history unrecorded. If an antiquarian lady or 
geatkoMUi, nmiSBg in a diatriet when oaetlea euet, would only 
ondertidDe to dewsrine, accurately, the castlee of her or Ue own nd^l^ 
bourhood, prefacing the description of each, whenever poBsihle, with 
a brief sketch of its history, and, when materials exist, enUvening 
the whole with some local legend, I venture to say we should soon 
have a useful and interesting work on the castles of Ireland ; and 
if the writer possesses the additional accouiplishnient of being able 
to use the pencil, a sketch of some picturesque or otherwise inte- 
resting oaeue roin^ or even of some memorable stone of it, would 
render the work the more tahiable. 

In a scrap from an old newspaper I find ti c following enumera- 
tion of the castles existing in the liritish Lslauds: — England, 461 ; 
Wales, 107 : Scotland, 155; Ireland, 120; total, 843. This enu- 
meration, doubtless, includes only the large baronial caftlep, or tbu^s^j 
celebrated in history ; but I am of o^)inion, that tlie total number 
would be foond in irehnd alone I Lewisi in his Topographioal 
Dh^onary of Irebad," the Miaaentery Gaaetteer of Muid*'' 
and other authorities (not always, indeed* me best), mention lAi i l^ 
as the number of feudal castles in Kerry; and reckoning in propocw 
tion for the other thirty-one connties of Ireland, we shall have over 
900, instead of 120, for tlip ulutli . which shows what inaccurate 
statements there are respectuig our antiquities, even supposiug niy 
rough estimate to be double the actual numb^ of castles m Irdand, 
which I do not think is probable. And I Yrnift no doubt, that the 
number 30, as llie total given Ibr Kerry, is also miieh below the 
tmtfa. In the one smslf barony of Corkagumy alone, as I shall 
show, there seem to have been no less than twelve or thirteen eoptlcs, 
many of them, of cnnrsr, small structures ; and if each of the other 
seven baronies contains a like number, or even nenr it, we shall have 
a total for the county of about nineiy castles, each having some share, 
more or leea, in the history of the ancient Ein^om.** Mlfitary 
strengths of nearly ereiy Tsriety, fcom, the •lM»ig^lal earthwotk to 
the baronial caatle, and from the defensive fbrllCSS of the settled in- 
habitant to (he hasty redoubt of ^lanish or Wnglish invaders, are 
found in Kerry. 
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The barony of Corkaguiny, judging from the numb^ of its (Ka- 
ties, their commanding positions, and other circumstances, would 
seem to have played no unimportant part in the history oi Kerry in 
time?* jj^one l)y ; but I regret that I cannot do these cjistlea the justice 
which tlmir history and occupants require, — inseparably connected as 
tfaqrarewHhtiie graaitHoiiaecfBeaiiioiid. My impeiftct attempt 
my) hawewer^ induce some more competent hands in Keny, or ebe- 
wbere, to take up the subject of our ruined caatlea, many of which 
are fast mouldcnng to decay and being destroyed hy man. The 
following are the names of the ca^tlo^ whirli once .stood in the barony 
of Corkaguiny, and around the ruins oi'niost of which \n!!agea have 
since sprung up : — Ballineauig, Bullingolin, Camp, Caetlc-Urcgory, 
Din^ie, Fermo^rle, Feniter's, GaUerus, JMSnard, Mooreetown, and 
BahimMBie. Inngle is said to have had three eaetlea, and then i^ 
tiaditioa cf one having existed at Glandine» near Camp, irbidi would 
make the total number to be fiwrteau Bnina, more or less, of all 
these castles, except Ballingolin. Custle-Grcgor}', Fermoylo, and 
Glandine, still exist. It had been, and still t8, my winh to ascertain, ii* 
pos4»iljle, the i/t/f^ s of erection of the castles ; but, alter iiuich research 
and iuquiry, 1 liuve not been able to find anywhere detailed or exact 
aooooata of them» and have to content mvaelf witb little more than 
a deecription of each rain. They are all apparottly of neariy the 
same date, and were erected, for the greater part, probably in the 
reigns of the Seventh and Eighth Hennes, by theOeraldine foliowan 
and ret4iiner!<, the Moores, Ferriters, &c., for defiaice of their poe> 
aeaaaous and mutual support of each other. 

In the map of " The Province of Mounster," in Speed's raie and 
curious collection, entitled, The Theatre of the Empire of Great 
Biitaine»" Iblio, Lond. 1611, the feUovnmg Cotkaguiny castles are 
marked :— " C. Mores" (Jdoorestown) ; " C. Sibbell" (Ferriter's) ; 
«<C. GaUy" (GaUerus); Bahama" (RahimiBneU IHngle; C. 
Minet*' (Minard); " C. Gregory'" (Castle-Gregory); and " C. Lin- 
der," marked on the north shore of Ca-stlonminp I^nv (i do not know 
this, i!nle«s it be int* ndt i] lor the "* Giandine, btlure mentioned). 
The L^ondon (i63;i) and Dublin (1810) editions ol'the racatalli- 
benua" contain some inta w ati ng engraving of serend ef tlie ancient 
castles of Monster, and the manner of takmg them. Of the fiueny 
CBStlea there arc, nnfortonately, engravings of only Carrigfoyle and 
Castlenuune given. Those of Corkaguiny, marked on the map of the 
" Province of Alounster" in that work, are the same as above given 
by Speed, viz. C. Gaily;" C. Sibbell ;" «* C. Mares ;" " C. 
Gregory ;" «* C. binder " C. Minet ;" Dingle, and " Bahama." 
These maps furui&h evidence tluit the castles just named were built 
before the commenoement of the seventeenth century, and we have 
esisting proof that one, at least (Castle-Gregory), reared its proud 
head •ceatoiybefoie that period. Dingle castles» in all probability. 
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were still older. It will have lx;cn f<een, that Balliiieaniir^ Hnllinnrolin, 
Catnp, and Fermovle c;ij*tles, are not marked in the nm]»-, Ik tu which 
circunmtADce theuaturai iuierenc€ inuv, 1 liiiuk, l>e liiawn, tiiat tbete 
four castles were erected after the publicatkm of Speed's maps and 
tliA«<Fb(»taHibeniia;'' for it ib not liMy that they aUooold have 
been omitted from both works. Indeed, a date whiidl I shall tntro- 
dlioe in the description ofBallineanig Castle voald seem to establish 
with certainty that it wn? not built till jslxtv vears aftor the tnibli-

cation of the ** Pacata llibernia,'* allowing the date to liave been 
placed in the cattle wall on itt« completion. The ea>tle, however, 
t»Gemij to have been built before this j>eriod, a& 1 believe it is to be 

jonnd xdftrked on Sir Willttm Pett}r8 nufi of Kerry, pabUshed in 
1683. Smitfa, the hietovian of Keny, is delectiTe in lus remarite 
on the ancient castles of the comity, as, indeed, he is on many other 
points connected with its history and antiquities. The castles of 

nahinnane, BallinenniGT, Gallcni?, an*! ^foorcstown, appear to have 
been built within sight of each other (no doubt a matter of inntortiiuce 
in thuiHi times) ; as were Ferriter's and the tluee latter ; &o were 
also those of Dingle and Ballingolin ; and Camp, Caa tie-Gregory, 
and Fermoyle, fiisTemarkable that it is the es or jMrlft-<oi< sides 
of the Corka^uiny castles that are the most mined ; e. g. Fenitei^s^ 
Ghdlerus, Mnard, Moorc^town, and Bahinnane ; the south-w»ti 
angle of the existing castles i?, in all cases, standing. Ca.>tle-Gregor%% 
Ferriter's, and Moorestown castles still retnin the names of tlieir 
foundei's, tliat of Castle-Gregory bearing the Christian name of iuj 
builder, Gregory Uoarc, or, as others sav, G regory Hnssev . iiav iog 
made ^nse genenl remaiks on theConoiguiny 0B8ties» I shall now 
jiroceed with my description of their ruins, fsrtly the resolt of many 
pleasant days passed amongst them, but pnndiisUy drawn up fiom 
notes taken in the autumn of 1854. 

Bat T iNFAN ff,.- The mine of thi-^ o;u«!tle — if the term may be 
applied to a Mnall portion of the Wall, which is uU thai remains — 
are now sun'oumied by the village of Bulliucaiiig, about live miles 
to the west of Dingle, at the foot of Ballyferriter HiU, and comiuaud 
aiine Tiew of Smerwick Haihour* 

The castle, as wc have already seen, is not marked in the map 
of Munster in ^seed's collection, or the ^'Paimta Hibemia;" but 
In Petty's map of Kerry (1G83) it appears as " Castle-Marliin" — ; 
thus showing, if we ean depend on thest maps (no other castle 
answers tho <pot marked), that it was buiit c>ome time between the 
yeai's 1(330 and lb80. 

Only a small portion <^ the wall of this csstle now remains, 
forming part of the end of a house in the Tillage. The resty I was 
told, ** ML itsetf," and the stones were, of course, used for other 
purposes. Mrs. M'Donongh, of Dingle, has in her possession a 
small stone fiom this oastle, which was kft with her by the late

Admiml MoriartyV daug^hter, some tliirty years niro, whose I'aiiiily, 
accordiug to Lewis ^ Topognii)hieal Dietiouaiy, ui t. " Marhyii ' >, 
fonuBffy loeided in BaUineanig Caatle. The stone is a brown bsdo- 
stone, emently but a fragment of a larger one, and measures 16 inehes 
lon^ 6( inches broad, and 3 inches thick. It is, however, interest- 
iag, as exhibiting the fi»Uowing inscription, in raised chaneters : —

There is also the greater part of an i before the datei which is 
probably the last letter of the word domimi, as we have anno on 
the ibst line; and the mark after the 4 is a smaU fleur de lis. We 
have already seen that BaUineanig Castle must have eiisted before 
this date, which may have been placed over the doorway, or in 
gome other part ol'tlie biiildine, by the Morijirt ics, on their roming 
into possessiou of the csistle. Mrs. M*Donon irh has also an uiitiiiuo 
three-sided glass sail, iotmd in digging poiatoes in a garden near 
the castle. On one side is the figure of a man's head and shoulders, 
in profile, wearing a cap ; on the other are two birds, standing, and 
over tlieni a crown ; and the third side is plain. The brass ^ipeii* 
dage by which the seal was suspended is still attached. 

Balltnooltn. — The spot which 1 wn? - liown as the site of this 
castle is now niai'ked by a uiodern but dilapidated '''' turret," in tlic 
north comer of a field, between Burnham House, the seat ol' Lord 
Ventry, and Dingle Harbour, it luay, howevei', be right to ob- 
serve^ Uiat Ihe Ordnance Sorrey marks the ** site" of iSe esstle a 
fitde ftrdier west, in Bmmham demesne, at the north side of the 
hou^e, and at the western extremity of Dingle Harfaoor. 

We learn from Dr. Smith' that Ballingolin was a castle which 
belonged to the family of Kice before tlte wars of 1641, when it wn<» 
forfeited and destroyed. Smith also tells us thait there way I'ound 
in a bog, five or six feet deep, near Burnham, a very large old bra^ss 
spur, which had been gilt, and probably belonged to one of the 
£ju|^ts Temfdare (?), who formeny had unds in this barony, whidi 
is now (1756) in the possession of Mr. Mullens. It maybe mterest- 
ing to aMsertsin ii' this ancient relic is still in existence. 

No trace of Ballingolin Ctistle now remains. Both the spots 
before mentioned appear as if n r?»,stle had never existed tlirrr, so 
completely is every trace of it biutled out; and when I ^i-it^ d the 
locality, in the autunm oi' 1854, stoue walls, enclotsing meadows and 
fields of waving com, occupied the site of Bslfingcdin Cas^ 

CAMP^The scattered remaiiu of this castle fie at the left hand 
side of the road from Tralee to Dingle, near Camp Boman Cath<dic 
Chi^ve], and Post Office. The elevated nte, now a pretty green

knoU, conmMHicU a 8{4eiidid view of the surrounding country, in- 
oLnding the whde of tbe fine neerly at the foot of whwh the 
oaetle 8tood» Bnndon Head, Castle-QngOKyy the Magharee Islands, 
Tralee Bay, and ih& coast at the other Bide> with the daric and 
stately-looking tower of Fenit Cixstle. 

The name of this casth would scein to imply that it, or its site, 
was tlic halting-place of some ho?itlle I'orcc in times now lujppilv 
gone by. lu Lewiis* '* To^M>grapliicaI Diotionai'y" (aiLicic iui- 

gobbin ), the xemaina at Camp are mentioned aa llie niins of an 
andent castk,'* which would leem to show that they were not aa 
aoatteied and nduoed to fii^menta when he wzetei abont twenty 
years o^o, as they now are. 

A few traces only of the castle now remain, consisting of hard 
masses ot masonry and scattered stones, all being the bro\yn gand- 
stone of the district. A block of the wall measures mx ieet thick, 
and a portion of an arch also remains, formed of a mass of masonry, 
the w&ibeomposedof hanmieredBtoiie. Vestiges of old bniUiiigs, 
like houses, may be seen in the enclosed spaoe around the a e a tt e red 
rains of the castle, which were probably appendages to it. There 
IS a tradition of a ** Glandlne Ciistlc" haviTitr existed a little farther 
up the glen in which Canjp Castle is situated, at the opposite side 
of the river, on the present townland oi"(Jlandine ; but no traces of 
it now remain. The site, however, is still pointed out. 

CAaTLi^jlBiaoET. — The site ia shown in the Tillage, whioh 
ia eitnated at the entrance of the long and low eandy pernnanla, 
stretching out between the bays of Brandon and Tmlee, and of 
which, probably, the present Magharee Islands once formed a part ; 
but nil traces of the ca.<«tlc, except those whidi I shall presently 
mention, have long since «li"^;q>pearod. 

We arc told in the *' i';ieaui Hibemia" (p. 297), that Castle- 
Gregory and tlie Hahane his chiefe mannor house," were taken 
fiwn the Knight of Kerry by ^ Charles WUmot, March 6, 160S; 
and Smith supplies us with the followiuj^ notice of Castle-Gregory : 
In this pnridi is a eastle called Castle-Gngory : before the 
wars of 1641 it was possessed by Walter Hus?cr, Esq., who was 
proprietor of the Maglieries and Ballybegan, who, having a consi- 
derable party under his command, made a gairison of liis eastle, 
whei'e, being long pressed by Cromwell's forces, he escaped in the 
ni^t with dl his men, and got into Minard eastle^ in wluioh» being 
qniokly beeet by the ooloneb Lchnnt and Sadlert after aome time 
8{)cnt, the English obeerring that the besieged made nse of pewter 
bullets, he and his men were blown up by powder, laid under the 
vaults of the rii'^tle,"* We gather from an interesting LcLrcnd of 
Castie-Uregory, published in the Dnblin Uuivoisity Miigma%" 

I Mj^ntient sad Fimnt Stele of tin County of Kerr) , ' pp. 
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for February, 1 85 1 , and ^ince reprinted in the ** Kerry Magazine/* for 
1S54 and 1855, that tlic castle Ava3 built by Gi^gury lloare,* early 
iu the sixteenth century, for the protection of the broad and rich

The oasUe hat long aboe vanished. Aa one paaaea through the 
TillafTC, however, numerous beantifullv hewn stones mnvbc seen built 
into tfie houses on nil gides, as quoiuij and side stones* nf" doors and 
windows, which, it is ensy to f<ee, were never prepared lor the cabins 
in which they now occupy places. These stones are principally lime- 
atone; but a few brown stonea may alao be aeen amongst &em. Mr. 
FMrid^ Comntane^ a very intelltgent inhabitant of CaatleNQrngory , 
showed me two stones, one at citlu r 11c of the fire-place in a house 
in the viUage» each of whk^ is perforated by a hole about two inches 
in diameter, one havinp; a side cut thus QJ' Both these holes 
are said to have been used for pointing muskets throu^^h them. It 
V more proba])le, however, that thej received the iron pivots of 
a door ; but iu this case the side cut does not appear necessary. I 
oolild not hear of any carved or ornamental atonee belonging to the 
caade about the village, all the remaining examp]e8--and mej are 
many — being plain stones, nearly square. Mi, Commane also allowed 
me the ** site' of the castle, in a spot now occupied by houses and 
their yards, in one of which latter he told me that n vnst ninnhcr of 
human skulls had been lately dug up, and were placed on the top of 
the fence, where they remained for some time. Adjoining is a field, 
a portion of which, covered with rich vfSlffW weeds when I saw it. 



late vint to Carae-Oregoiry (in 1 854), I was informed by Jamea Fhrn^ 
a native of the phuse, and now a veiy old and intelligent man, that 

he had seen larpr^' ]>ortions of this castle and that of Fermoyle stiinding 
about seventy years a^o, he being then about eleven yesuiB of age. 
Gi( .rv-Castle, he added, stood on a green •* mount," and after 
war aiid time had done their work, then came the destroving hand 
of man, in another fi>rm, and pulliBd away whatever had been left 
of the oaade. 

Castle-riiegory is celebrated by the Legend in the '♦Dublin 
University Magazine," before mentioned ; and jis there is a jjood deal 
of the history of the castle interwoven with the ^tfwy^ I willinfrly 
rclcr to it as an interesting? nnd well-druw n picture oi l he place. The 
author is evidently an antiquuiy , and iic hu^ rescued ii um destruction, 
and brou^t to light, an interesting remain of the old castle, beii^ 
Ihe inaeruDed txtk of the doorway, oonsiating of two stonea, on wluch 
the Legend of Caatle-GTegovy la prine^ly founded, tuid which ate 
now caiefhUy preserved over a doorway in the bran of a gentlemaii

Bnt noiw an apparent diffionlty presented itMlf : the initial ktten 
and date came befbre the rest of the inscriptbn, wluoh, Ihelieve, is 

not very usual in monuments of this age and class. Moreover, the 
narrow form of the arch and its doorway agreed with all the other 
castle doorways I had soon, while I have not seen any like that which 
the broad arch would produce. 1 have, therefore, sent copies of the 
two engravings to some dozen or eighteen friends, including anti- 
quaries and architects, and obtained their several opinions on them. 
Many of the letters yAAk wluoh I have been favonrea, and f» which 
I here beg to thank the writers, contfdn some interesting remarks 
on the probable form of the arch and reading of the inaori|»tion ; 
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l»ut flu' iutnxluctiou ot theiu here would make tlii« paper lar excee<l 
the iiiuitd withtQ which I wish to keep it. it may be sufficient 
. to ttate, that the opmioiis arot for the most part, diffi^rent ; some 
8upp().-4ing that the eogmviiifl No. 1 k the proper fbnn^ and athen 
that No. 2 is mote correct; the inscription, of course, to be read ao> 
cordingly ; some, that the T. B. M. in the inscriptioii have refereooe 
to the date which follows ; ami otln i s, thiit they mean an invocation 
of the Vir^jin M.irv ! One irentli m ui, well acquainted with Castle- 
frrei^ory and iUs ueii^hhutirlKXHi, wiiLca mther convlnciii^^ly on this 
latter supposition. It k uot lor me, however, to .say \N-hicli form of 

the aroh* or whieh mding of the iaaoription, is right ; and I now 
leaive tiie matter in the faMods of those who are better qnaltfied to 
&vonr ne inth theur opSnions on it. It wiUf of course, be neeeeaary 
to have some little knowledge of the history of the castle, in order 
to a satisfactory readint; of the inscription, ^lllpp<H!ni^ that in the 
Lfecfeml of Ca8tle-Gre*r'"'f*v to be made out merely lor »iie purpose of 
the legend. Be the fbrin oi' the door-head, or the reading of the 
iniMiription, what it may, however, we have preserved in the latter 
probably an important incident in the hietofy of Oaetle-GTcgory, 
whatever it may boi^whether the date oftta erection tmd the name 
of the founder, or of some other important event in its early history. 
The inf^cription, whicli is in raised eliuruetcrs, on the hulenhd sur- 
iiiee ot the stone;< (as repre?entcd in the eniTravin<ifs), is finely pre- 
sei'vedj wltli the excej)tion of the date, partieularly the mdl, wnich 
is much obliterated ; aud it in remarkable, that the lour letters imme- 
diately nreoeding the d^te are quite fresh andpkdn* From the manner 
in whton the two lower letters (h and i) ofthe two left-hand lines 
(fig. 1), and the lower letter (i) of the right-hand li n n crushed 
in, and from the v at the top of the last-mentianed line being placed 
whore it is, it strikes me, that the whole inscription was cut from 
right to left, as we see it in iig. 2. The stones mef^ure 13^ iuches 
in thickness across the inside of the ai ch ; the other dimension? are 
piven with the engraving, from which it will be seen that 3 ieet 7 
mohes israther a good bveadth ihr an sndent oastle doorway, while 
the Tudor arch (No. 2) will give a breadth of doorway of about 5 
leet 2 inches. The material is a fine-grained lime-stone, of which 
we have already ?een the castle would fpcm to have been for the 
moi;t part built. >iupj>lie<l, in all probabihty, by the riciixhl)onring 
Maghuree Inlands ami adjacent coast, whioh is the only part ofthe 
barony that produces lime-c»tone.

had Ibrmerly granted a con>«»i«ii r.ihlc tract of land in these j)art?!: 
viz. from Castle-Drum^ to Dingle ; and, othei's Bay, he gave hiin 
•8 mnoh M he could walk oyer in his iaek-bootB in onedaj.' Hoe* 
eej hdlt % oestle here, which is sua to have been the lint diet 
was erected in this place, the vaults of which are now need as the 
town gaol. It was forfeited by the earl of Desmond, or at least 
by one of liis followers, on his rebellion ; and wjis irmnfcd to the 
earl of Ormonde with divers other lands contiguous to it ; from 

whom i'itz-Gerald, knt. of Keny, bought it, who also had 

a large old castle in this, town." — pp. 175-6. In the ^ear 1580, 
M Ormond, after Sir Jamee of Deamond'a deefeat, divided hie men into

ever since his submission; and that he iiad lately delivered up liis 
(Kwtle of Dingle to Sir Charles [Wilmot], which testimony wrought 
so much with the pi*&$idcnt, that he gave him a kind reception, 
and sent him home much i^eased with ms joorney*" — p. 287* It ia 
added, in the Pacata Hibemia," that the castle of Din^e was 
delivered up by William Fitzgerald, Knight of Kary, to ^ Chariea 
Wilmot, in IfiOO (p. 99); and wc are further told by Lewi?, in 
his "^IVipoij^raphical Dictionary," that, *'in 1600, the sitrjan Karl 
of Desmond haviug been refused admittance into the Kniglit of 
Kerry's castle, revenged the atfrout by setting fire to the town." — 
art. " Dl]agle."

Chaiies Wilmot, who f>r some time made it his head-qnarterk

Kmpij, with om iMmdied 0t,hia 
JbiUowerB, end two hnodred raereensiies, dmwn no in a bog, withm 
half a mile of wbieh he had a castle gavriaooed 07 hie men. Sir 
Charles, in order to draw him to firm ground, sent a part^ to fire 
tlie castle gate, who, in three hours, gained possession of it. But 
the knight, well knowing that he could not be attacked hv the 
horse in the l)og, stood tiriu, imd resolutely charged the English foot 
who came up to him. Sir Charles, observing that his forces were 
In great danger, if they should retnaft, drew np hie ooloim to thtf 
heed of his pikes, and bore down upon the enemy. The skirmish 
was well, aiiui ftsr a long time, disputed on both sidee ; and about 
twenty men were killed with pike and sword. The horsemen, 
SfH'inrr the event very doubtful, alighting from their horses, entered 
tlie bog, which reinforcement put the Irish to flight; and though 
they were pursued for more thou u mile (as they out iim the Kng- 
iish)but ver^ few of them were Mm.**—** Smith," »p. 292-3. 

The vaults of one of the Bbgle castlee aie tna to have been 
used ftr a considerable time as the town gaol, which was situated 
to the rerc of the present market-house. A low, dark doorway, 
and a small cut stone and gmtcd %vindow, are still to he Fccn in what 
remains of the building; wliile in seveml of the outhouses and 
garden walls may be seen some of the hewn stones of the ciistle, for 
the most pai L covered over with white-wash I One wall is pierced 
by a out stone doorway, said to lunre been that of the eaatle, the 
arch of which vary mneh resembles the naiTow form of the one b^ 
longing to Castie4jhregory, already described, the shape being som^ 
thing between the semicircular and pointed, but approaching more 
to the latter (see engraving, No. 1, p. 3.52). On a gtonn in the wall, 
near the corner ol' an i)uthouse, T noticed a portion oi fome raised 
carving, resembling (as well as 1 could see it) a ti*ee ; and there are 
probably other interesting remains of the castle now bnilt into walls, 
or covered over with plaster.

Aooording to Lewie' Topographical IKotionary" (at the word 
** CloghaneT'^ some part of Fermoyle Caede waa etandinff in or 
about 1837) when he published his work; but perhaps the only 
notice which I enn now give of the latest remains of the castle is 
that 8up|)lied by the following extract from a letters ith which T hnve 
been favoured by Mr. Hiekson : — ** On my return liom Din»xl( tliis 
evening [Aug. 24, 1854], i louiid yours of the 22nd iust. bet ore 
roe, and heg in. reply to offer you freely any lo<^ aid or assistance 
hi my power in Ibrwaiding yoor antiqoanaa xeseaidiee. I regret 
I cannot ofo joa any infonnelion worthy your aoeeptanoe* In 
reference to the castles you spcdalljF inquire aboQt:^l%r«f, as to 
Fermoyle. The site of this rastle, as well as I can apcertain (and I 
hfive scarcely directed any ;iti* i.tion to the subject), was about fjity 
feet, or thereabouts, in front oi liie present house. AVhen this house 
y/m building, about eleven yearn ago, I remember the labourers 
pointh^ out to me the remaina of eome apparentij ^Muidation wallsi 
which m come of digging and excaTating they had expooed» and 
which they pronoonced to be the ^nmdatian wslls of the old castle. 
1 may further mention that there was a stone used in the bmlding 
of this hou^e (without my consent, 9p I intende<l jire8er\'inpr it), 
which for many years previonsly had been the fniij/ memento ot the 
castle. It was a large red sand-otoue, which h;wl evidently been 
carefully dressed and diiseUed." I must add, that Mr. Hickson 
kast in the kindest manner, afforded me every fiwifitY ibr eiiamb^ 
ing ihe mtee of the castles of Fermoyle and Oa8t]e-&regory, and

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ON THE IRISH COINS OF MARY. 

BY AQUILLA 81UXH, JI.D., Jf. I. A. 

Wbsh Mfify ascended the throne, on the 6th of Jtdy, 1008, she 
appeared derirons to share the po^jularity which King Edwaid VI. . 
had acquired hy restoring die coinage to a better standard . Ao 
cordingly, on the 20th of August she issued u prodamation, in vliieli 
«lu' (1(v l;irt'il tliat !*hc was ** fully resolved and dctcrnnncd, with all 
coiut-iiient t^jxH-d, to cause to be made and Bct turtli certain coins, 
a? well off^old as silver, of the perlcct finciiesii, according to the 
rateb hereui'icr eubuiug." And that all the new coins were to be 
reodTed by all persona wiflun her domuuons, the lealmDf Irslaod 
only excepted, ibrainiueh is her Highness's coins hftve there a sp^ 
dsf stsndard."' 

As no records have been preserved in Ireland respecting the 
*' special standard" mentioned in the proclamation quoted l>y llu- 
ding, we must see if any inference bearing on the subject can be 
deduced from the documents concerning Mary's English coins. 

We learn from Lowndes that in the first year of Mary's reign 
a pound weight of silver, deven ounces fine, was corned into three 
pounds by talc : nil that Thomas Egerton was master and worker."' 

Leake, in his ** Historical Account of English Money,"' on the 
authority of Stowc,^ gives the 4th of September as the date of the 
proclamation, and states that the indenture cited by T>owndes bore 
the same date as the proclamation which, according L*> Knding, was 
"given at our Malfi>r ot'Kichmond, on the twuuucth day of August, 
ID the first year of our most prosperous reign." 

From Ijeake it appears that ** the indenture, dated the twentieth 
of Autruit, with Thomas Egerton, Thomas Stanley, and others," 
preceded the proclamation by fifteen days, which seems to be the 
order they ought to follow, and in the proclamation, or indenture as 
Leake calls it, given by Kuding, mention is made of the Queen's 
determination, ** with all convenient F])eed, to Ciiuisc to be made and 
set forth certain coins, as weU of gold silver," and that her Ma- 
jesty hath ordered, and established to be made within her minte, 
these severai coins, as well of siltxb in fihbnbss of thb aTAMuaBD 
STERLING, as also of ^Id." 

Tlie discrepancy m the dates given by thcfse authorities can 
only be reconciled by rel'erence to the original documents, if they 
eziat ; it is, however, clear that the promise of the C^ueen to restore

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the gold and silver to "perfVct finenc'?'*** is contradictcil in i!^e in- 
denture referred to by Lowndes respect iiig the silver, vvliich wiiuj 
ordered to be one peuiiy-wei^it worse than the staudaid fixed by 
the mdftiitiire of the mzth of Edward VI^ insteid of being reBtoied 
to the old etaadard of eleven onnoee, two penny-weighti fiiie» ind 
eighteen pamy-weights alloy. 

The exception In the proclamation of the 20th of August, 1553, 
respecting tlie "especial standard" for Ireland, is quoted, irom the 
second edition of Leake, 8vu. 1745, by Simon, who says : — "Ac- 
cordingly, she ordered this yew, shillings, groats, two-penny pieces, 
and probably pennies, to he struck rar 3m kbgdom; but of aa 
ooartb and hue a metal as any made nee of in the two last reigns. 
Forty of these shillings, I suppose, went to the ponnd Troy, and 
weighed each one hundred and forty-four grains ; the groat, fertr- 
eight gndns, at the rate of one hundrfMl nnd twenty to the pouna; 
and the two-penny piece;*, twenty-four gnun% at the rate ol* two 
hundred and forty to the pound."' 

Kudiug, who (j[uotcs the ibregoiug extract from Simon, observes 
in a note : — Contrary to hie nmial practice, this very Eeapeetafale 
author has given no authorityr fyr the above proportions* He oould 
not, surely, intend that tliey should rest opon his sopposatian 
only.;'^ 

T]u< is a very proper objection, and is courteously expressed, 
liiii luuiing forgot that he had not given any authority for the im- 
poi laut proclamation published by himself. 

Simon app^ffs to have grounded his suppoeitiim of the standard 
wdght of Mary's Irish corns on the indenture made in 1554, itfter 
her marriage, by which ** Sir Edmund Peckara, l^isht, Treasurer 
of the Mint of England ; Thomas Stanley, Comptnwer; and Wii- 
]hm Knight, Assay-Master, or any two of them, were empowered 
to make out of ten thousand pounds worth of base monies, brought 
into England by King Pliilip, shillings, at twelve pence Irish, forty 
of them to the pound, or one lumdred and twenty groats to the 
pound, and at the rate of three oanees fiae^ and nine ounces alloy; 
aooording to which the shilling weighed one hundred and forty- 
four grains."' 

We learn from Lowndes, that in 1553 the pound weight of sil- 
ver was to be coined into one linndred nw\ eighty groats, or ** three 
pounds by tale ;'' and irum i^icak. . ih it on tlie (ith of December, 
1554, "shillings, sixty to the pound," were ordwed to be made, 
" according to and under the covenants of the indenture of the 20th 
of Augustr 1553. The English shilling of Philip and Mary should 
therefore weigh ninety-six gmins.

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Before we make any remarks on the standard weight and fiiic- 
nesB of Mary's Irish money, we shall describe the kinds and varieties 
of her coins. ' ^ 

TIm ■kOliiig hM on the obverae the Queen's bead in profile, to 
the ]«ft» erowned, the Imht floiwin^ looeelj ovcfr tbe ehonldere, boat 
clothed, and xoond the neck a strmg of pearii, firom wbiob is aoa- 
pended an ornament ; legend, maria . d . g . ang . fra . z . bib . re- 
oiNA . , a flciir do lis after the Queen's name, which serves as a mint- 
mark, like the pomegranate which holds the same place on her 
English coins, and annulets between the words. Reverse, in the 
centre, a liarp crowned, between the initial letters m. and a., also 
crowned ; legend, YtRiTAS . tbufous • vilia . m • d • liii ., a fienr 
de lis a,{ier veriku and annulets between tfaewofds; in some varie- 
ties there are two, and in others only one annnlet at each aide of 
the fleur de lis. It weighs 94"2 grains. 

In Simon's engraving of this viiriety, pi. v. fig. 100, the drapery 
on the bust is not correctly represented, and the oniaineiit on the 
neck is wanting. The annulets are represented by pellets, and are 
omitted at eaob ride of the flenr de fia, both on the obfine and 
teyerae* 

Tho engraving in Ending, Supplement, part ii. pL T. fig. I, 

is more correct in details than Simons; but it has tempors in- 
stead of TEMPORis on the reverse. The legend is correctly de- 
scribed, and the reference given is the " British Museum ;" but no 
such variety is in the collection at present, and the letter i may have 
been omitted by the draughtsman or the engraver. 

Another ahilling, with the date 1053, bM rib . bboim . on lihe 
obrerse ; it weighs 93*3 gnuna. 

A third variety has hibe . RBOIN • ; it weighs only 80*5 grains. 

Tolerably well-cxecute<l forgeries of the shilling arc met with 
occasionally ; they are readily known by the want of the flange or 
cross line at the base of the initial letters m . u . on the reverse. 

Another shilling was struck in 1554. Legend on the obverse,

The words on her seal, and the revone of all her Irish coinf, 
Ittve reference to the device of the figure of Time drawing Truth 
out of a pit, in alla-?ion to her endeavours to restore the Roman 
Catholic religion, which had been in a great measure suppreaaed by 
her predecessors.*

Sbonon says, "The groat is fike ihe shilling, and has the ems 

inscriptions, but wants the date.** Tet the coin engraved in his 
fifth plate, fig. 110, has the date M . d. liii . on the reverse. 

The only coin I have met with which resenil>les Simon's en- 
graving is a forgery. The legend on the obverse is maria . d . g . 
ANG . FR . z . HiB . REGIN . ; a pomegranate after the Queen's name. 
The reverse is identical with Simon s engraving. The coin weighs 
99*1 grains* and its speoifio gravity is 10-S9 ; nearly equal to that 
of fine silver, which is 10*474. 

I have been partioular in describing tliis piece, beoanse it would 
be likely to pass as a genuine coin. Ihe fabricator appears to have 
copied the reverse from Simon's engraving, and the obverse from 
IVfary's Kn«rli;*h f^roat. The puiiu'uraiiate after the Queen's name, 
and KEGiN instead of regi are ([uite sufficient to enable the most 
inexperienoed ooUeetor to recognise the smirioas coin wiUiout heo^ 
tation. It is dso to he observed, that SinMrn's eoin has BnowAt 
and a fleur de lis after the Queen's name.

The peculiarities noticed in SiinOD's enrrravings may peiliapB be 
nccoiintod fur by Ins having been supplied with drawinc^s of the 
coins, for it appears from hia aale oatalogue that he did not poflseaa 
any of' Alary 'e Irish money. 

There ia a spurious half-groat, which, like the groat, has a pome- 
granate instead of a fieur de lia after the Queen's name ; the reveme 
exhibits a glaring and stupid blttnder on the fiart of the forger, who 
omitted the crown over the harp^ 

Simon, in his very brief account of Mary's coins, says that pro* 
hablj p<'nni<w*' were struck at the pame time with the other pieces; 
ou which SneliinL^ <)l)scrvc.s, "he was right in his conjecture, as 
une of theni is in the Dcvonf^liire Museum; it is like the otlier 
pieces in every particular, and weighs about twelve j^raius." The 
coin alluded to is poblidied in Snelliiuf s first additional plate to 
Simon, fig. 29 ; it is now in the Britisb Museum, and it weighs only 
8*4 gnuns. As SneUing observed, " it is like the other pieees in 
every particular," except the legend on the obTerse, which is M • D .

On all Mary's coins, except the penny, the Saxon m is used in 
the legenfls, but the lioman m is used for her initial on the reverse. 

Snelhn«^ say:-*, "the penny weighs about twelve jrrains." It is 
evident that he did not weigh the coin, but c(»njL'ciun'(l that it was 
one^wdfth of 144 grains, which Simon supposed to be the standard 
wsk^tofllbtt/slrobd 

We must now attempt to detennine the standard weight and 
fineness of Mary's Irish coins, lespcctiuL: which no direotdocnmen- 
tnrv eviflfnrr luus yet been discovered. In the prelinininT-y part of 
this ptiper it lias been shown that tlie standard weicrht of her Enjr- 
lish tihillin;jr was {)() i^niins; and findin<,' that the lri.«ih shiihngs 
never exceed that weight, we feel warnuiied to assume that the full

Simon, h j)eaking ol" Henry's 
coins, says : — Inde^, except the first-meutioued groats, which 
woe not so lNid» the money strnok in this ragn wm little better 
than brass, not above 4 oonoes fine, and 8 alloy, althoogli, acooi^ 
ing to the indenture, they tvere to be 8 ounces fine and 4 aUoy.**' 

Judging from the appcamncc ol' ^Mary's coim, that they were 
not a5? basr ns Sinion snpposed them to he, I took the sj)ecific gra- 
vity of two -liillirigs and a groat, and iiimid tlint of one of the shil- 
lings to be b'i2l, the other y-07, and the groat 9*094. These 
experiments, however, only proved that the coins were of less in- 
trinao value than ttandard nlver ; I therefore determined to eofaiiui 
a coin to analysis, for which I am indebted to my friend 0r* Apjoim, 
Profes.-or of Cliemistry in the University of Dublin.

These pro[>ortions do not agree with any authorized btandard of 
Lish couis, but approach that of the thirty-sixth year of Henry 
VIII., when eight ounces of silver were mixed with four of alloy, 
whush probably was the ^^special standard" for Inland mentioDed 
in the proclamation of the 20th of August, 1553. 

The only question remaining for consideration is the place of 
mintage, of which Rnding snys, " it is not known that any other 
mintB were worked during this raigu but those in the cities of 
Dublin and London."*

About the year 1804, when there was a great scarctty^ 

of silver coin, in consequence of thc protracted war, 
silver piecc;^ wliich passed as shillings were put into dr> 
culation by mauy traders in Dublin.

Dr. Spratt, Dublin: two ancient clay tobacco 
mies, ibuuil along with a human skull in digging near St. Andrew's 
Omiidi» Dabfin. The pipes are of the most anoient farm of those 
popularly ascribed to the Danes, and yet one of them is inseribed on 
the base with the makei's naine» John Hvnt» and the odier nith 
the initials I. TT. 

By Mr. H. li. Rice, Abbeydorney, Tralee : an audent Turkish 
roiii, dug up at Scutari by a pensioner, named Jeremiah Cxane» who 
wad aiterwarda disabled at lukcrmuun. 

R. Hitchcock, Eso. : an example of the prindtive stone 
griddle still used for bstojg bwad in the moontainooa parts of Keny> 
iLr. Hitehcocik aooompamed the donatien bjthe fblkmng ohserva- 
tiooa:-* 

"I ssod yon aprixnitiTe and nida etdhisiy ntenrilt foimd on the aide of 
a mountiill on the townland of T<niaTane, above Blennerville, in the county 

of Kerry. It is a ii cular flat stone, about one foot in diameter, and an 
inch in thickno«i?, ^\ i tli a portion projecting from one side, as if it had served 
the purpo&e ul a imudie, but some of which now appears to have been bro- 
Iemi off. This shape teenu to have bean prodooaa oy the attand fomi of 
the atone, aided by a little dressing at the edges. The stone was evidt n tly 
wsed as a griddle, being placed either on the top of the fire, or on tlie hearth 
with coals of fire under it. It at once remiuded uie of the Fenian custom 
of heating stones for cooking purposes. I send this simple inslruiuent as 
an additioii to our Hnaeom-'not on aceoont of ita intrinsio worth, bnt as 
an existing evidence of how long aome of the moat inteieatiDg patiiardial 
nssges of our foreiathers linger amoBgat us.'' 

t By the Rev. Constantbe CoegmTe» Keash, Ballymote: an Irish 

groat of Henry VIII. 

By W. 11. Blackctt, Esq., Ballyne : an impression from the 
copper mntrix of an oral ecclesiastical seal, found about 1749, in 
Koiiulk, and now in the possession of Captain luiyley, R. N., of 
Southwold, Sufiblk. The seal was rather rudely executed, aud gx- 
hitntedi beneath a oanopy, a bishop with ctoner in hand* in the act 
of gi'ving the benediction ; lennd the margin was the following in- 
seac^tlon, in oUII^lish characters: figmam sctsahmi ycfaiati« t)ttor- 
ttU. This was, most probably, the seal of Octa^^an de Palatio, a 
Florentine, who was Archbishop of Armagh from 1480 to 1513. 

By the Kev. F. G. Lec, Sunningwell Rectory, Abingdon : six 
impressions from ancient ^eals ; amougidt them a very fine one fironi 
the original silver matrix of the seal of All Souls College, Oxford. 

Bfr. Hitefaoock sent ihr exhibition three silver eoins, of the hand 
tanned by Mr. Lindsay and Br. Petrie, bracteate, and presented for 
the 8o<aety*s Journal an engraving of the most remarkable. One 
waa atrack in the usual wayi with two dies, the obverse bearing a 
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rude repK«entatioii ul' :i liclint tcJ In-id — reverse, a cros:^ ; another 
bore only the cros?*, f^iauipeti tlirough from one side; the third, a 
somewhat different and more rare vaiiet}% has been eugmved, irooi 
m dnwiDg made hf AqvilUi Smith, Esck M.D. Mr. Hitchcock 
alio presented a boae shilling of ChiurleB il*, and contributed a list 
of finds" of coins in Irehmd, in whkh the ooins exhibated were 
mentioned. The paper was as foUowa : — 

** About dghteen months sgo Ur. Carrathen oontiibated to onr Joor^ 

nsl some interesting notices of eoin 'finds' in Ireland, which are printed 
at pp. 61-4 of the present voluma 1 beg; to remind the member? of the 
importance of a coinjjlrte and sysfemntic collection of such notices in some 
work like the " TrHusiuctions of the Kilkenny Archeeological Society,' where 
lliqr would be reecUly sooessible (o the nnmisnutio student I regret that 
I have no * record' of coins discovered in Ireland ; but I am conTinced that 
such a work, carefully compiled, would form n Tnlujil.le addition to onr 
archspc logiriil knowledge. The few notices which 1 now i^eud, chiefly for 
the purpose of keeping the subject before the Society, are for the moi>t piirt 
taken from mj scrap-books, and given as far as possible in the order of 
discovery. I hope uiat other members will oonttnue to enrich our psges 
with siiuilir notiee!?, ns wdl authenticatt d as can be^ and heresfter it wi& 
be ea6y to arrange the whole systcmuUcuiiy. 

*' About twelve years ago, a large number of Saxon coins were fonnd 
at Derrykeighstt« in the county of Antrim ; tbey included cdns of Sgbbbt, 
Alfred, &c, ; but many of them were sold to hawkers, end so are lost- 
See 'Numismatic CMiriniicle,' vol. vi. 

" I have already placed on record in our pages a brief account of the 
discovery of a number of silver coins of Hsnrt VII L in a remote pert of 
Kerry, in January,d847. — See vol. i p. 495. Three of these are in my 
poesc^-i on. They are in good preservation. 

" In August, IS 18, I found in the inner chamber of a rath at Gorta- 
ourraun, near Dingle, a brass Bbilling of James 11.^ in pretty good preser- 
vation. 

"In September, 1849, a • navvy,' employed on the works for the im- 
provement of the Newry Canal, raised on his spade, at one lift, a pie^ e of 
earth containimz no loss tlian nine gold coins of Charles II, and James XL, 
dating from 167^ to Itidb, and idmo&t as perfect as when coined. The 
eoins were sold to jewdlers in Newiy for a sovereign esofa. 

**In February, 1851, the Bev. B. Dickseu, F. T. C D., gave me five old 
coins, which had been recently fniind in the town of Howth, viz. a shilling 
of ELiZAnETH, ]i)7'.l\ a small coin of the «r.m" Queen, U»<)1 ; a coin of 
Cha£L£8 11., 1675 ( r); a half-penny of VViluam aud Maby, it)^4i and a 
Manx coin, 1783 ( ?). 

**In September, 1852, I received from a coast-guard a * St. Patrick's 
penny,' which had been found sometime before, at a depth of al>out -^ix 
feet below the surface in one of the sand-banks on the shot e of Sniurwii k 
Harbour, in the county of Kerry. I exhibited this coin at our Meeting of 
Uercli, 1853.— (' Trsnssctions,* vol. ii p. 354») It is in fine pi ee ei v a ticn. 

** About two years sgo, while some workmen were engaged throwing 
down an old iMmss^ the prepertj of JsmesMMlsen, Esq., of Stadjaoaat^ 
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near Richhill, in the county of Armagb, they found a number ol' ancient 
sliver aud copper coins of various sizes, one of which was somewhat larger 
ttoa oar five •hilling pieoa, From the legends end derioet, they are mad 
to hare bc'Iongcd to Holland. Similar coins are frequently fcMUld in the 
neighbourhood of Kichhill. Mr. Maclean, who has kindly sent me one of the 
coins (a base shilling of Cbarles 11. of England), which, though not a very 
perfect specimen, I beg to present for our Museum, informs me that there 
Here over uxty fouii^ some nmeh Urper then the prew nt *»^MrH 
^eontaining silver to make them equal m value to a dollar.' 

"Towards the close of 1854, a large number (nearly three ounces in 
weiglit) of rare old coins were dug up by workmen at bcrabo Hill, in the 
county of Down. Mr. Patton, of Mewtownards, who purchased the whol% 
baa kindly given me three of the eoina, and the particulars of the disoo- 
vcry. The workmen were removing a cam from a field on the east side of 
the hill, and wlicn near the bottom they came on a very large stone, placed 
on a circle of smaller stones, which, when removed, the coins, together with 
the bones of a man of gigantic size, were exposed to view. The bones 
appesied to have been partly burned.^ The earn, tnm time immemorial, 
was known by the name of the * giant's grave.' An ancient pipe, with 
short shiiiik. and rather smaller than our present smoking pipe?, was found 
in the immediate vicinity of the cam; and on the top of the hill may be 
seen the remains <^ some old forts. I send the three coins for the inspeo- 
tioB of the Meeting. Th^ appear to be of the class 
termed ^braoteate,' engravin^^s of some of which may 
be seen in Dr. Petrie's work on the Round Towers.* 
The annexed accurate engraving represents the most 
fsmarlwblft of the three, it having been struck from 
a tingU die. the imfwesmon appearing reversed on the 
other side of the coin, and exhibiting a double cross. 
This coin weighs nine grains. A full account of the 
opening of the cam on bcrabo llill would be very ac- 
eeptabfo to arehaologists.* 

'*In January, 1855, about one bundled lilver coins of Edward I. were 
discovered at Port ni^h, having been brought tip by one blow of the pickaxe. 
They bore various legends and devices, and about eighty of them became the 
property ol Mr. James Gilmour, Coleraine. 

**In Jonci 1855, a silver coin of the reign of Edwabd L was dug from 
a garden in Summer HUl, Nenagh. 

"A number of silver coins of David of Scotland and Henry VT. of Eng- 
land were dug out of a bog in the county of DonegaL They must have 
been deposited at a comparatively modern date, as coins of EuSAlBTB, tiie 
CBAmissn, JAiBsn, and Willuii and Mait, were found along with them. 

' Withont intending to affect Mr. 
Patton's sutement, 1 may remark, that 
hunan hones, when thus Iboad, sre al- 
most alwajS Siiid to be of hiifje dimen- 
sions. Perhaps this curious fact may be 
explained bv reference to our ^TTans- 
aedons,*vol'i.p.l6^ Hie oaldoad ap-

" Over one hundred gold corns, in excellent preservaiioD, were diaco- 
vorad *t Ballintogher, in the ocnmty trf Sligo, by some pers«u who wen 
digging u[> tie roott of an old tree. The coins were of MT«zal reigni^r 
Charles II., William and Mahy, Anne, and the First George, and were 
doubtless placed at the foot of the tree lor safe^ in tome tuna of di*- 
torbanoe. 

A imaU bfown laeqaered jar, oontuning about 500 nlw oouu^ «w 
by some labourers who were diMioir on ih% atte of tiie sevr 

market, nearly opposite the Ordnance Barracks, Limcricl:. Amongst the 
pieces were dollars of the French, Spanish, and Austi mn enr,)u e^-. One 
of Louis XiV., dated 1670} is in capital pr^ervation; another was an 
AtMCftT ud £iiSABRB, dated 1619 

Mr. Robertson concurred in Mr. Hitchcock roinnrk?: and <»)>- 
served that Mr. Lmdaay, in his Coinage of Irclund, ' liiul given a 
list of finds lip to a oertain period, and probably still kept a record 
finr fbtnre piDHflafebn. 

Mr. Eawaid B. Taylor, Gro%vraii, ooDimiiiiioated the Iblkmg 
aooount of a comity of Kilkenny find : — 

As Fatribk Hanloa, • libaiiMr, wwlnnff in a oottage gaidon bdund 
one of Lady Dover's cottages, on the Oastlft EUu road, near Gowna^ Abont 

the first week in June last, was deep- trenching potatoes, the spade struck 
a wooden box which was quite rotten. It broke to pieces, and the coins 
which it had contained were lifted in spades-luU. The place is the pro- 
perty of Lord Clifdon, lint it was a field fomierly belonging to the Corpo- 
ration of Gowran. There are said to faotfe been about five hundred coins 
found, but I only saw fifty. The portion of the find submitted to me 
consisted of twenty-six coins of Elizabeth, viz. twelve fliillinrrs not bearing 
any date, and fouxtoen six-peuces bearing the dates 1«3G 1, iubo, 156o, 1569, 
1571, 1575, 1581, 1587, 159S. sad 1508; thirteen coins of James L, nine 
shillii^ nndated, and four six-pences bearing the dates 1603, 1604, 1605, 
Bfid iGll ; nine shillings of Charles I., exViibitin? four varif^tie^, Htit without 
date ; and two Spanish dollars ; in all, bfty. The date nfiurdea by the coin- 
age of Charles L would point to the troubled period of the Great lieUilUon 
as the time when the tfessnre wts bnxied.** 

Mr. Graves said, that ^Ir. J. Richardson Smith, who had al- 
ready communicated to the Society the results of his explorations 
in the ancient Pagan c emetery on Ballon HiU* oonntj^ of Cariow 
(see ToL u* PP* 295-303), had sent a short joiunal of further pro- 
ceodingp. Tne leeolt of hie labours was not so rich in fictile ves- 
sels as on former occasions, but he (Mr. Graves) considered the 
discovery of an unburned and decapitated human skeleton a Tcrr 
curious fact. This interment would point to a still earlier period 
than that indicated by the burned remains and fictile ves.scls for- 
mei'ly turned up. Mr. Smithes communication was as ibllows • 

I Can this be the mmc dlscoverv an tho bott4>m of tt. 62 P But he gi tes 
thst mentioned by Mr. Gairutbeis at '^JuUbsbo/** as die Ioosfily.-Jioa. 
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"July 21 st, 1 S5r>. Commenced digging on the south side of th« ndi* 
OO Ac top of the hill; tonnd only dark soil and pieces of charcoal. 

" 23rd and 24th. Continued at the same place ; then changed to the west 
side; found pits, small pieces of burnt bones; much charcoal in the pits. 

went nmr tlM top of the hill; tried rnanj plaoes; generallj 
Ibund tbt nek dose beneath the sod ; at last foiud « epot with deeper 
soil; there werp relics of fires, large quantities of charcoal, pieces of burnt 
bone, and fragments of urns of three patterns; dug the place out, that is^ 
to the part where the rock came dose to the tnrfiwe. 

•* 28th. Tried many plaoes; at last found a pit which semed filled 
with charcoal; examined it completely; found two pieces of poitety of 
the eame description as the urns formerly found. 

**SOth, Dug about ten yards from the masonry at the top of the bill; 
on the tod being remored, nond a pleoe wludk teeoiod filled ui with small 
pieces of granite; nnldiig deeper, the man turned up with the spade a 
piece of bone, apparently not burned ; had the stones picked out, and the 
soil scraped away carefully, and uncovered a skeleton, lyin^r cast and west, 
the feet towards the east. The body was laid on the rock and covered 
withgnuteiHid, with laaUeloiMB near tiiBfiirfiMe; ithedbeeninlsmd 
vithoat the head, the dumlder joints comiag dose to an upright quanj- 
stone; the collar bones wcro in tTieir places, and unbroken; the body •svbs 
ptrctchcd out; found a cut, upwards, on the left thigh bone. It coming 
on to ram heaiily in the afternoon, removed man^ of the bones ; they were 
iBft toy fingile ttate, so I had eqnanti^ of gelatine dtn6lT«d, and ctocned 
them in it, and, on drying, found them quite hard. They SM pMOFVed At 
Ballykealy House, with the urns found on former occasions. 

"31st, and two followint: days, tried on each side of the place where 
the skeleton was found, but discovered little to interest. 

'*Th« honee pieeemd •!« of ft fUl eise* whik thoee finmd iinder the 
krge stone on tliie hill, in 1803, are under the avenge eiiei I was told 
tiiis by surgeons who have exnnnned them. 

"Althoujyh snrrotinbjd by pieces of burnt bones, there had clearly been 
no crematioru The tiugh lx)ue with the cut is well preserved; there is a 
nnU root or fibre grown in the plaoe wheia the bone was epUntered. It 
teems singular, thef« being an im-eat in the inside of the left thigh; it 
VMiet have been dona by a mry uavp weapQiD» whether ea aace or award.** 

The Ber. Qeorge H. Beade oommimioated the ftUowing aoooaat 
of the prindpiil antiqmties of his pansh: — 

** Inniekeen is asmall'village in the barony ofFarn^, county ofMonaghan, 
tagki milei west of Dundalk, and oontidns many remaine of antiquity of 
various epochs. The river Fane formerly dividea here, and meeting again 

lower down, thus made Innis Kccnc, called by some, * pleasing island ;* but, 
as it was used as a burial-ground, may mean the island of keening or 
moaniing. 

**Th«re ie a large and very perftot moat or oirn, composed of large 
stones, and covered with earth, containing very probably a chamber and 
passages likeDowth : a large fjuanlity of treasure is reported to have been 
discovered in it a few years ago, but it is now covered up and planted, and 
the antmoe is not known; a short time rinoe^ aman wm raising stones on 
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the tup Willi a crowbar, which euddeolj ditappear^ from his grasp, or, aa 
was pulled in fram him. Tho oate of this monad bcioDgs to 
tlie Pagan eta. 

"There is also the foundation of a rery stuftll chnrch, facing nearly 
S. E. by 8., a {lortiou oi'the centeDt oi which 1 s*iut to the Society, formed of 
pouuded liaie-stoDe, sea-sand, shells, and charcoal, with a great proportian ct 
um9* We ba^e then theBoniid Tower, alto of the early Chriatian period, and 
a bawn of some castle of the Ncvman period, the entrance gate to which 
is still perfect, with a hole running lonL'itudiually through the wull for 
the bar to slide in; &ud the inner surface of the arched gateway bearing 
the marks of the osiers of which the centreiug was made. Tnlaofae and 
*giaDta* graves* of ell sizes are verj nnmeroiis, aome heviDg the drain or pn»> 
BSge lined with flags; Several caves hare been discnvcrrd also, which were 
once inhabited, having passages and chambers lined with flags. The ratha 
or Daui:>h forts are very many, and in one instance, at least, there is a 
cave covered with large itonei, forming a passage or sally-port towards ibm 
entranoe. 

" Of the Round Tower there remain only 42 feet, but it must have 
been one of the highest when pprfect, it built in the proportion of six dia- 
meters, as it is 51 feet in circumference four feet from the present surface^ 
which has been raised many feet by interments; it is well and oareftdly 
built of very large stones, many of them nearly 4 fc»t long, and some 18 
inches deep ; they arc of the hard porphyritic trap, and other stones, of 
igneous origin, ab' in the di«5trict, and which are so well exhibited 

in the cuttings of tiie Dundallc and Eoniskillen iiailway, alternating with 
the clay slate, in many spots altering the slates by thor intense hfl^ and 
tBdined with them at all «igles up to the perpend icnlar. 

" The-se large and very hard stones have been formed to the curve of 
the Tower by a iieavy pick or some ?uch instrument, the deej^ ^liarp marks 
of which are distinctly visible at each end of the stone, leaving the centre 
as in nature. The door, which is placed at the height of 14 feet 9 inehen 
above the presoit snrfsee, faces exactly the same point as Uie small old 
church, S. E. by S. ; none of the oriL'inal stones of the diM»rway remain 
except liie sill-tiag, which is of very large siz -. j i -^ing nearly through th« 
entire breadth of the wall; there are two snaiiow drills cut across its 
depth in fronts as if to fit a ladder; its dimensions are 4 fcet 6 inches long, 
12 inches thick, and 3 feet 6 incht s brriad; on the left side of its surfaott 
there is alw a shallow groove or drill cut along its whole bn-ailtb, cIo?r to 
the jamb of the wall. The thickness of the wall at the height of the door 
is 4 feet, and the inside diameter of the Tower near the bottom is 8 feet 
7 inehes, diminishing to 7 feet 6 inches at the top of the second floor* 

" The Tower is divided into three floors by a projection, of the build- 
ing stone?, of trom 7 to 5 inches; the hei<rht of the first tio^r from the pre- 
sent bottom being 1.5 feet, and the heiuhtof the second floor 12 feet G inches 
above that. About thirty years ago there was erected ou tlie lop au arch 
for a belfry, a most inappropriate and unsightly apj>en<iage; in ordw to get 
nfirmer fooodation for that purpose, about four feet of theoriginal building 
were then ttiken down; some glass lieads of great thickness were found on 
the summit ut that time. This he 1 try I caused to be removed a short 
time since, and have thereby probably saved the further diiapidatiou of 
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this venerable Btructure, as the upper p«rt had bulged out considerably 
ikomllwtraiglitof tlwavcbaadlMU. 41m wliole bitilding wit origiaallj 
Ooated widt oement both inside and out; a small portion of the outside 

cement remains, of which I will forward a sperimen, and it appears to be of 
a much harder nature than that within: it is composed of lime, eea-sand, 
sea-shells, small quarts pebbles, and alio contains (Aarcoai^ which would 
go ftr to identify ita age wilh that of the small oborch before me&ticHied, 
a portion of the cement of which I lately forwarded to the Society. One 
of the orif!^innl stones, and only &n€, about one-third of the height, is of 
granite, which may hare been a portion of a boulder from Slieve 6ullion« 
or perhana from Clemont Carn, about fourloon miles distant, as no granit* 
is found in the neighboorhood. To my mind, this white stone, alone anud 
its dark companions, gives evidence of great antiquity, at least that those 
who erected this Tower were the first builders in stone and mortar in this 
locality, who naturally had appropriated the lone boulder of granite, a stone 
so much more easOy wrought than the porphyritio whins of the oonntiy. 

** About two years since, Mr. Giattaa oif Bd&st was commissioned by 
some of the Ulster archceologists to examine the ground under the Tower, 
with the view (I believe) of proving it to be a place of Pagan sepulture — 
the monument of some famous Celt of the Druidical times. As that gen- 
tlonaa is about to publish m acoooBt of his disooreries on the subject, in 
this and other towers, I shallottly say, that the sexton -who was employed 
to dig did find a skeleton, without any flags or colBn, lyin? in the cnrth ca?t 
and west, under a thin stratum of mortar; unfortunately, Mr. Grattun was 
not present at the moment, and the bkuU was broken to pieces, so that 
aotbmg oonld be determined horn its shape ; the portion of the bones which 
I saw, however, seemed toe modem to bring conviction to my mind that 
they had Inin there since hefore the introduction of Christianity, say 1300 
years, wiiiiout coffin or any other protection from the moist clay around, 
Scune years ago, a road contractor made a great hole in the side of this 
Tower to obtmn metal for tlie re^Mits of the bridge adjoining, but wsa fOf 
tunately prevented doing much mischief by Mr. Norman Steele. The breadl 
has been repnirfrl, nnd a door placed in it. There arc no local traditions 
of nny rnlne connected with the Tower: thecomuicn legend is, that it waa 
built ill one iijghl by a woman with three aprons-lull of stones, an upron* 
fcn for eadh story, and that next morning some passers-by deriding her 
woric, she leaped from the top into a pool in the river Fane, callsd * tlM 
church pooh' and was drowned. At the foot of the Tower wn^ fonnd a 
very large stone of porphyry, with a hole in the centre large tii iiiL'ii to 
thrust the arm through, and was, I believe, once used for superstitious 
purposes; in mora modem times a pole was placed in the liole, np which 
the youi^coantrf folk used to climb at Easter for some trifling prize. 

** There are no windows wliatever in the part remaining of this Tower. 
About two- thirds of the way up, the builders seem to have exhausted their 
supply of large stones, and then, after a few courses of inferior materials, 
to oaYO again procured larger and better ; a narrow ledge or etTe-cotiise at 
the top was placed there at the time of the erection of the belfry arch, 
which ill nccords with the lichen-covered stones beneath. On some of the 
stones mside, the trickling of the r&in-drops for long years has formed 
small marks not nnhke O^iam of a coarse kind.

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In sinking the foundations of the new church adjoining, last year, 
a smftll IdsiTaen, lined wiUi flags, lying nearly S. £. and N. was dis- 
oovered, uid also a bronze pin aboat 4 inches umg, beuLtifiiUy patiiiated. 
The tomb of the MacMahons, Captains of Farney, now maeh duApidated, 
lies bt'neath the shadow of this Tower; it is a stone- roofed tomb or small 
chapel, and appears to be of earlier date Uiau the inscriptioix in iront, 
A.D. 1672^-.

The Rev. Constantinc Cospcmvc communicated tlic foUowing 
paper, descriptive of the natural beauties of the Hill oi' Keaah| end 
the legeudis atlachiug to it6 celebrated cavea - 

** The Hill of Keash, sitBSted ia the fioinity of Ballymote, oounty of 
Sligo, seems to me to deserve a larger amount of notice ihau has hitlurto 
been bestowed upon it by topographers. When the interest which its na- 
tural beauties muat awaken in the lover of what is grand iu scenery is 
■dded to that whioh attaohes to all that is romaatie in ugend, its -very nn» 
Sierited neglect must, indeed, be acknowledged as surprising. The fact of 
seeing places tin possessed of a tenth of its interest as ree-rtrf!^ its historical 
aasociations, its legendary rouiauce, its scenic beauties, and it^i natural cu- 
riosities, extolled as so much worthy of the tourist^s notice, induces me to 
make aa effort to place it in that position amongst our sonroes of attne- 
tion to the antiquarian and the traveller which it certainly deserves. 

** Its elevation above the level of the sea is about 1 184 leet. Altlioucrh 
in some degree detached from a lengthened range of hills connected with 
the celebrated Curlews, it may be considered their culminating point at 
one extrunity, as the Curlews themsdlTes are at the other. This oonneet* 
ing range is divided, in the direction of its length, into several ridges, by 
lon^, narrow valleys, botnided on either side by perpendicular cliffs, which 
inspire the beholder with a feeling of sublime insecurity, on account of 
ihwr diizy height, and appermtly impending faU. In modem times, to the 
BKMt remarkable of then has been assigned the name of Dunavaragh* It 
is well known in history as * O'Donnell's Puss,' iVum the fact of that war- 
like race of princes having made it tiieir route when obliged to tcaTCl 
southward to enforce payment of their Momonian tribute. 

The hill itself is awNit three miles in cirenmferenoe^ and all its sides 
rise so steeply that the plain whioh forms its summit is of almost equal 
extent with its base. A very remarkable feature aliout this elevated plain 
is, that it is covered ^vitil a peat bog of very unusual depth evm at the 
lowest levels. This is ay^aiu covered with a most luxuriant crop of heath, 
&C., which, althougli giving it a dreary sameness of aspect, renders it a 
most productive scene of attraction to the sportsman, but the peouliaii*- 
tics which render Keasli prc-emiiieiitiy worthy of a visit are, the immen- 
sity and number ol' its caves, }> itli it^ sides and summits are in many 
places rcil into majestically yawning cuvitieSi which almost rival, in theil 
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labyrinthine intricacies, the famons Cretan curiosity. At one portion of 
its front, in particular, there is a inagaiiiceQt range of them, who^^e stu- 
pendous entrances are hollowed from the perpendicular cliffs with u gran- 
dear of effect wbicb sett descriptioii at defianoe. I know of nothing more 
calculated to inspire one with an idea of the extreme nothingness of men's 
works when compared with tho^e of Nature, than a contemplation of tht-se 
wonderful productions of the latter. Only those who have experienced 
the feeling can say to what en «Ktent the artistic deooretions of homan 
erohitecture become tsme, intignifioent, end trivie], in the imagination 
which is elevated by a sight of their huge dimensions, increased in their 
magnificence of immensity by the very rudeness of their outline. It is a 
traditional belief, that they conduct to a subterranean lake which is sup- 
posed to ooonpy the interior of the hill. Thta enppoeition has been re* 
peetedly re-asserted by thoee adventurous spirits who have braved the 
dangers of currying tlifir explorations farllier than is usually considered 
prudent, on account of the very impure air to be found at even inconsi- 
derable distances from the entrances. Others, overlooking the physical 
impoMihility in the case, and led away by that inTariable aeoompanmient 
of defective information, crednli^ in the marvellona, are ready to affirm 
that this lake is characterized by the most luxuriant aquatic vegetation; 
and instanc(»s are even recorded of monster and unknowii plants having 
been washed through these outlets during the occasioQal overiiowiogs of 
this imaginary snbterrtaean reaervoir. 

*^ Connected with one of the caverns — oalled, from the circumstance, 
' Cormac*8 Cave' — is a singular legend, which would have us believe that 
our well-known nionnrch of antic^uity, Cormac Mac Art, was, in his early 
life, a troglodyte However iucoiupatible with the real facts of his his- 
tory — and as much more improbable fables hate been connected in hia- 
toncal treatise with his birth and career-^t maj not be uninteresting to 
give a brief account of the unusually strange and eventful incid<^!its which 
he is represented as having experieticed, in his youth, by OUT modern nar- 
rators of his iiutitious history. It is as follows:-^ 

After the death of Art, his father, at the battle of JfueniMe, A. D. 
195, hia mother, being then pregnant of him, was compelled to wander 
through the country in a state of the utmost destitution. During these 
peregrinations — purposeless, so far as destination was concerned — she was 
seized with the pains of childbirth in the immediate vicinity of Keaah;

Preferring that he should 
be favoured with the latter destiny, she pressed upon a stone, with inten- 
tion of delaying the birth till morning. The voluntary suffering to which 
she thus exposed herself exhausted her to i>uclv a d^ree that she had 
bardiy time to guard against the possibility of personation, with r^ard to 
her offspring, by marking him with a certain mutilation, when she swooned 
away and became insensible. During this interval of insensibility, the 
future OKmaroh was carried off, uninjured, by a voiC, whose den was in

forgotten, until bis age anatM liim to mtomptaj haa ttnngt fintai^

torest taken in ancient remains, has become quite enthusiastic in his en- 
deavours to make discoveries, and store up odds and ends of antiquated 
grave-stoues, aud makes, now, no bad attempt at deciphering the Lon- 
gobardie Nonoan-Frenoh legende, in which the old chnroh abonnda, at the 
expense even of oft endangering the risibility of some sombre antiquarian 
visitor. However, to John's lionour be it said, he has discovered two an- 
cient inscriptions within these lour months. One of these is ul" considerable 
interest, fium the position in which it is found, as the stone forms part of 
the foondation of one of the piers in the north transept; a atraotaieb un- 
doubtedly, of the early part of the tbirte^th century, different features 
in this part of the building being even of the Transition- Norman era. 
The inscription is incompktij, being partly covered by the pier; what can be 
seen runs as follows, the two first letters being supplied: — [»<53IT : B€: 
Mm:1l1UVI9ft:tfI8:iMnclE:— that is, God on their souls have 
mercy: the names, being covered with the building, cannot be known. 
Tlif second is a fine stone coffin-lid, but broken into two pieces. It is 
6 Icet 10 inches in length, 3 feet 2 inches broad at head, and 2 feet 9 inches 
at foot, with nearly a similar inseriptioik to the Other, and in Korman- 
Fxenoh, as ia usual on all stonea of the aame data The legend oonmenoas 
at the corner of the head, and runs round the margin of the upper surface, 
beginning and ending with a small cross.

sitting. In the ' Asiatic Journal,' No. 9^, vol. xxt., N. S.. will be found a 
minute of the Transactions of the Royal Asiatic Society, at a meeting held 
6th January, 1838, when a paper was read *on the Anti-Brabmaniosl 
Worabip of the Hindus in thebekhan** by Dr. John Stevenson, of Bombay. 

" The author^s design was to prove that the Brahmanical religion was • 
not the ancient and primitive faith of the people of India, but that a very 
diifercut and more simple form of idolatry preceded it, and still prevaib m 

&any parte of the Deklian and other distrietB of India. Sevenl 

of the goda worshipped by the common people are unknown in Hiada 
mythology, and one of the most decided anto-Brahmanical forms was that 
termed the worsliip of Vetal, in the Dekhan, principally in the villages. 
The writer had seen no less than three erections to the honour of this demi- 
god in one small village; and in a large diatrtot of the Ifahratta oottDtxj 
aearoely a village is to be found that does not nnblicly testify its respect for 
him .... In the Dekhan he is said to be an Avatar of Siva, but the Brah- 
mans will not admit this. The place where Vetrd is worshipped is a kind 
of Stone-henge, or enclosure of stones, usually iu a circle, varying from 15 
to 40 feet in &tneter ; the number of stones generally consisting of twelvsb 
oer mnltiples of twelve. The principal figure where the worship of Vetal 
is performed is n rouijh unhewn stone, having one of its sides facing the 
ea«t. Some of the ston(!S composing the circles had their tops painted rod, 
wiiicii the writer supposes might indicate tlie worship uf lire; and he alaO

*' Altbongb it might be wished that tbe description of the oirdes wera 
more minnte thMn that here given, yet there can be little doubt that they 
arc of the same character as the circles which, in tliese islands, are termed 
Druidical temples; and the whole statement may be worth the attention 
ot those archaeologists who, having ascertained that human remains are 
ofken found within, end adjacent to, saoh stmetnrea, have adopted an idee 
that they were not originally erected with refisrenoe to rdWiona wor- 
fihip of any kind. That mep'aHthic monuments containing human re- 
maiuB, urns, &c., and surrounded by circles, have been found on opening 
moands, there are numerous instances to prove, yet it may be difficult to 
demonstrato that even these had not been originally oonstracted for the 
purposes of a worship which had ceased to exist before they were converted 
to sepnlchrnl uses. To cover with earth a circle of 20 feet diameter would 
not involve a great amount of labour. Circles Uke those of Vetal, though 
probably on a larger scale, are found in Persia, on Mount Ida, on Lebanon, 
and throughout Europe. But we had also circles of a different cbaraoter, 
one of which still remains in this neighbourhood (Midleton, county of 
Cork), for instance, the circle of Kilacloyne. This has two, and probably 
had three, concentric rincs. The inner ring consists of thirteen stones 
doae together, leaTing only one space of about 4 feet, as if for Mitrance; 
the diameter of this ring is merely 18 feet, in its centre is a stone 8 feet 
long, 1^ feet broad, and I ^ high. The second ring is 19 feet in diameter,and 
is formed of fifteen stones close togt th< r, as in the inner ring, but it would 
appear that seven or eight of the stones have been removed irom one seg- 
sieni. If there were a third nog, only two stones now remain, but they are 
•o placed as to leave little doubt that thej formed parte of an outer ring, 
which would have been '25 feet in diameter. The stone?, instead of stand- 
ing on end. as in othrr circles, and detached from each other, are all im- 
bedded horizon tally and edgewise. Few of the stones are more than 9 
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iocbes higher than the level of the soil in which they are laid, and maiiy

foot in thickness, and from 1 foot to in depth. All the stones are roufh 
throughout. This miniature circle was at first supposed to be unique, 
Inti when Mr. Windele came to inspect it, he prooounced it one of a tvpe 
wamom io ICmy, aad kiMnni bjr fhm Um *o«Uuragh' or *oaol«Bigli.'' 
At such sites the peasantir of the present day are in th« habit of bniyng 
children who die without having been baptiz^»f^, but such is not the prac- 
tice in this neighbourhood, and there is no tradition of its having Kvn tlie 
custom at this circle. Nor have the peasantry any tradition respeuti&g it 
further thta that it ia the old •ketl' which gives Mat «» tii« townkad «r 
Kilacloyne, anciently Cilaghluain. What readers this humble monument 
somewhat worthy of the notice of antiq«ari<», is the fact that it is erected 
upon one of those ancient Fenian cooking sites aiiuded to in a paper read 
•I jour Mioting of 15th March, 18M.**

FBBBiTSE'e. — FeriiApe none of the Corkaguiny cudee wn mm 
delightfuUy or romaatieaUy atuated than Ferriter's. ^^'hcther from 
thia circumstance, or from the numerous descriptions and legends of 
the castle which I have read and licard, or pcrha})s both, the j)lace has 
alwavfs eharnied me. The castle stands at the entrance of a long and 
bcautitully green little promontory, from the i^teep and rocky end of 
which, washed by the ever resiles Atlantic, there is a splendid view 
of the sea, the Blaaket Idands, the adjacent and even some of the 
Tiny distent moimtaine, ineludipg St.TOiidoii's, Ae iTere^ hmmiiip 
tains, and The MKStiUicuddy'e Beeks. A fosse, or ditch* eppetn 
to have been cut across the promontoiy, close by the CMtle^ at the 
hud side, and another farther out towards the sea. 

The following notices of this cn^tlo may not be without fome 
interest. ** A ruined castle alsit hUiiuU here, called by tlie Irish 
Castle Sybil, which signihes Elizabeth Castle : it was built by a 
widow of one of the family of Ferriter." — Smith's "Kerry," p. 187. 
In December, 1641, we find Bern Feiriter of Cwile-Sybd, nd 
Walter Hiissey of Castle-Gregory, associating themselves with 
Florenoe MOvthy* of CerrigpSehsne, who had aesiimed the title

Lawrence having showed this furlow to some of his acquaintance in 
the ipeat oa^tle" of Tralee, thej had it hefore Sir Thomas Hanie» 
who dismisaed Lawrence, without giving hun any trouble. TUf 
Hemy Lawrence spoke much of Ferriter^ strengui» aaying, ** that 
he vrnB much better fiuuished with arms and ammunition than any 
L'-'nitlcman in Kervv : thnt lie h'v\ lilO men, 00 or 70 of whom had 
^t>od muskets, ami the otli< r- i xcelicnt pikeH, besides (iO more that 
wanted arms ; and that he i)m posed to keep his corpji de qnnrd in the 
ahire houae of Tndce. To which the people of the cattle answered, 
that they would make that phioe too hot for him ; but Lawrence 
re{iiied, that Ferriter was as good a subject as any of them all, al* 
though a Catholic.*''— i& pp. 305-6. The family of Ferriter seem 
to have been formerly possessed of consider&ble power in thc?e parts; 
tlicy had also large possession?. The Blaskct Islnndfs "had belonged 
to the Karl of Desmond, who frave them to that fiamily, from whence 
they got the name Ferriter's iBiandci," by which they are still dome- 
times called. — Seward's " Topographia Ilibemica," art. "Blasmies." 
F^srritei^s Castle was the reeiaenee of the author of ^e keen on Mau- 
rice Fitzgernld, Knight of Kerry, who died in Flanders about the 
year 1642, which is given in the late lamented Croflon Groker^s speci- 
men*' of " The Keen of the Soutli of Ireland ;" and in a note at p. 19 
we are inl'ormed tliat "the point of this tongiie of land [Corkamiinv], 
which is uI>oiit four miles aeross, with the Blasket Jsland?, whieli Iii5 
umnediately oil it, were held by the Ferriter family under the earU 
of Desmond, upon condition of supplying a certain number of huw ks 
aami^ly.'' L^wis, writing of the Bksket Islands in his Topo- 
gnmhioM IKc^nary," says — Here are also numbers of hawks 
and eagles, the former of which were once held in great esteem for 
!*porting.'* Lady Chatterton seems to have been much interested 
liy Feniter's Castle, and de\ ote9 a chapter to a legend eonneeft d 
with it and Sybil Head, together with some account of the Ferriter

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fiuniiy in the seventeenth century.' Mr. and Mr?. Hall mention the 
castle in their usual descriptive style, and give a pretty little engrav- 
ing of the ruin, which reminds any one who has seen it of the wild 
m. desokte beauty of tlie spot.* la a little volume of eiztraiielj 
interesdng ** Letters from the Kingdoni of Kerry, in the y^r 1845, 
which, I believe, has not been purashed, and oi which I have lately 
met with a copy in Dublin by chance, we have the following notice 
of the recent fnll of Ferriter's Castle :^ — **Then we arrived at Bully- 
outer [Bnlly()[iL;litoragh], which is closse under Sybil Head; from 
hence a [mnt ot land runs out to sea, ^reen and fertile, and enda in 
a high, abrupt, rocky point, near which stood, within the last six 
iree&, Femtnx^e Castle [this was wiittea In August, 1845] ; bnt a 
tremendous western ffile lately made sad havoe with the old for- 
talioe, and it is now a neap of stones* and of mortar as firm and hard 
as stone. The pcojilc regret it very much, and declare that its fkll 
port^^nfU «omr direful calamity to the neiL^hlvonrliood."— |>y>. 55-6. 

Only the north-west or sea angle nnd immense niu>-( - mT the fal- 
len masonry, of this castle now reiualii. The stones, whiciv seeiu a.s 
if amalgamated with the mortar, are curiously water-worn, in a great 
measure, probably, from the spj^ji whibh mnst very ftei^nenti^ be 
thxown up against theeastle. The west side of what remams stand- 
ing measures 22 feet, and the north side 12^ feet, in length. The 
north-west angle is bevelled off to a hrendth of nearly 1 foot 10 inches, 
and so were probably the other three angles. P-vi-^ f»f thcBC, ftill 
perfect in the fallen nin><es uf masonry, mea.>*urc only 1 loot 8 
mches, and I foot 9 iuchcs, in l)rea(lth ; but the great^u- breadth 
of the bevelUng of the standing angle is, doubtless, owing to its 
greater exposure to the sea and weather. Some of these msnsoi 
also exhibit remains of spiral stone stairs. A narrow window near 
the ground, with a wide splay at the outside, and the greaterpart 
of another over it, at the toj), still remain in tlie west side. There 
is no window in what reniains of the north side. The inside is 
much filled with the fallen materials of the castle. The north side 
exhibits the remains oi an arch in the wall, and over thi^ is a 
small square recess. The inode hang of the west side is much 
peeledaway* Under both walls, at the inBide» the remains of recesses 
appear; but the phoe is so filled with rubbiah that it is now inn 
possible to say what they were. The north wall is 6^ feet thick, 
and the west one is about the same tliickncss. Sea-shells are visible 
in the mortar of this castle; and some of the fiMsing stones j^naeax 
an apparently burnt appearance. 

Gallbkus. — This catitle, surrounded by the village of Galle- 
rus, is situated at the head of Smerwick Harbour, in a Tow, marshy 

lUBauUesintlieSoathorMand,** * ^ Irehoid, its Sceaeiy, 
vol i. pp. 192-213. toL i. p. S73. 
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district ; and, from its mastiive, dark fonii, has a very Btriking appear- 
ance, when seen between the sj)eetator and the Frttinir sun on a fine 
evening, and contrasted with the iow-iying olijects ai'uund. Dr. 
Smith, wlio wrote about a century ago, mentiuus a large fresh-water 
lake in the neighbourhood of the castle, wliich in his time was ire- 
aueated in some winten by oonaidembte flocks of wfl Very 
vBfW or no tnoes of this lake now reouun, owing, probablj) to tlie 
eneroachment of the sea and the advance of agriculture. 

Smith barely mentions Gallerus Castle, and only tell^* lus that it 
was btiHt l)y the Fitzgeralds, Kuight- oi" Kerry — a rather vague 
€xprc6£iou as to its date. The cn.stle, however, appears to have 
been built long before, and by another family of Fitzgeralds, who 
held in chief (for 5000 years !) under Boyle, Earl of Cork. Among 
tlw Crosbie MSS. is a petition from Maurice Fitzgerald of GaUerns 
to Bichard Earl of Cork, orating leave to alienate the lands of Oel- 
lerus, beoaose of his deep poverty, ^'irithout which allowance the 
petitioner would undoubtedly perish." Annexed is the Enrl of 
Cork's coTi^oTit to such alienation, dated 2(jth ^lareh, lfi52. In the 
little voiiuiie of Kerry " Letters," belbre mentioned, this caatle is 
called ''^ a fijic old Normau ruin, in good preservation as to outwaitl 
appearance." Lady Chattertou ^*<£unbles in the South of Ireland," 
▼oL i.) has a very good description of the castle, to whieh I refer, 
and gives engmvings of three of the little windows. Her do:'cnp- 
tion of the natural scene which presented itself after she had left the 
castle ii? truly characteristic of the ])lacc, and brinii'^ to mind many of 
uiy OAvn visits to th!^ delightful part of Ken-y, than which i know 
ol'no place so full oi deeply interesting associations — antiquarian and 
historical. 

The cssUe itself is an unpicturcsque-Iookinff nun, but norepev^ 
ftct tban •njrllunre yet seen In Kerry. Five uttle windows renudn 
in the east ade, three of wluoh have pointed tops, and several other 
broken apertures. There are seven windows in the south side, the 

top centre one well 8hai)ed and pointed. Six window-^ remain in 
the west side, two of which pointed. There are lour windows in 
the north side, and .-^ome biuken aperturejs, one of which apj)t;ars to 
have been a doorway, at the height of about the thud lloor. Many 
of these windows beer some resemblanoe to the windows of the 
Bound Towers, in the genend fixrm, sloping sides, and p(nnted top, 
fimned of two stones, or round top, cut out of one stone (see Lady 
Chatterton's engravinrrg, above referred to). The north side of the 
castle measures 2*^ fr( t 4 inches in hreadth at the bottom; hut it 
narrowH hetfor iIkui a loot at a hei«^ht of six leet from the jzround ; 
and the tliickm of the wall at thi^ wle is 7|- feet. The length oi' 
the cae^tle, inside, troui wall to wall, ur iiom north to south, is 20 feet 
6 inelieB, and tile breadth, from easttowest,is Ufeet Three floors, 
beodes the ground floor, appear to have been in the oastle, seven *

projoctiiiir ^^tont's or corbels for \vl)ifli still remain, at the ^^t and 
west sidoii. lieaiiH appear to have been Inid across these corbels, 
and to have alao rebttnl in lioles btill visible in the end walls. ITotir 
kfge apertOM are in the north wsU ioade, the lowett «f wbidi 
wee pvobably the dcxHrway. The aperture next above tUe one hat 
an indented ipaoe m the side wall, as if to let a door open into it. 
Six apertures apfmr at the int^riorof the east side, seven at the south, 
and five at the -west. Sea-.-!iells exist in the mortar of tin-: ea«tle. 
1 ascended to the toj) ol the castle, which ij? covered witli rank ^rass, 
by a very daiiLreroii.s way, and obtained a fine view, I distmcily 
bHw the top of liahiiuulue Caatie, and the country far around. 

GaUeniB Cwitie, unpiotoreaqiie thongfi it wm be, end a ltuate d • 
amongst a group of nuaenUe oabinsy aome of whoae inmateH lodge 
then* cattle in it, ia yet placed in a locality teeming with remaiiia 
of a &r higher interest to the antiquary than castle ruins. Crom- 
lechs, stone caller^, cloghnuTis, rath?, (Vham inscriptions,^ efirly 
pillar-stones, oratoiiea, and ancient diurchca, abound in the 
neighbouihood. 

MiNABD. — This castle is located dose to the sea, about six 
nulea to the east of Dingle, and ao beofced by the high groimd thai 
it ia ahnoat reaohed before aeeo. It ia, tfaerefbre^ not very pictu- 
resquely situated ; and yet it is the largest and meet beauUfiil VOL 

architecture in the barony. It is also the best preserved, so far aa 
regards the nrrcstinij of nny further work of de«trnction, none of the 
stones being pulled down or taken away ; and the imiide is clean 
and free from rubbish. Much of the good preservatiou of the 
castle ruin is, doubtless, the result of the care wliich is taken of it by 
the ooast-guarda of the adjacent atation; and we afaaU, very prober 
biy, heve to admire the &ie nnna of Minavd Castle when those of 
maay Otheia in the barony shall have been completely blotted out 
by man's destroying hand I Minard is now celebrated for ita patron,* 
which annnally held on the 29th of August. 

Smith merely informs us that Minard (^istle was built l>y the 
** Knights of Kerry," which gives but a laint idea of its date. It has 
had, however, its part in history, which is tlius noticed by Lewis, in 
hia ''Topopiphioal IKclioDary :*'—<« It was defended hi 1600 [or 
1649, aalmidelaewhere] by ita proprietor, Walter Husscy, ^^nei 
the parliamentary foroes, under Cola. Le Hunt and Sadler, [who 
pursned him thither from Castle-Gregory, and] who, finding that 
tbey could not make much impreaaion on the caatle [MinaidJ by

the vaoltB tynflathj and blew b up."— art. Mioiavd." adds, 
that thfi besieged made iiee of pewter ballets on tlua oeoa^n. The 
following mtereatiDg description of the castle is supplied by the 
'* Letters from Kerry," before quoted : — " We visited Minard Castle, 
which wa? built, I believe, in Elizabeth's time, by a Knight of Kerry ; 
it is j^ltuated cluse to the sea, in a little cove between this [Foildar- 
rig] und Dingle harbour. It is now a beautiful ruin, wherefi)re we 
owe a debt ol'everhkitiug gratitude to old Oliver, that prince uf ca- 
terantotiienntiifes of touriata, antiquariana, andlOTeia of Ihe^Mo- 
tnres^ue in Ireland. The caade fioea the monntaSnona range wludi 
ends m Dowlas Head, and Valencia ; it ia backed by high ground, so 
that you do not see it from the land* until close to it. On a rising 
♦ground in the vicinity are the rem;iins of a little church, honoured 
by the [)o.sses;<iou of a holy well, at whieh there are * patterns' held 
twice a year. There arc aU«o tnices oi' a Danish fort, so that the 
neighbouihood is rich iu 'relied of old decency but the Dane, the 
DKMik, and the Noiman lord who once kept thb plaoe aadr, have 
all disappeorad* and the patient cows eeem at proeent to hare eole 
poaaeeaiont aa, gmong down the gleot they add to the tranquillity 
of the whole scene." — pp. 76-7. In a conversation which the writer 
of the " Letters'* had with an old coast-guard of the adjacent fetation, 
we aro ijiionnod that "in clearing the rubbls^h out of the cattle, they 
had touud u huiiiua skeleton of inuneuse j)roi>ortions, with a large 
sword beside it; he thinki> the man wu<i stanuing up dose against a 
wall, when the oaatle waa blown op. When they touehS it, it 
crumbled to ashes [dust]. He alao remarked that he believed the 
people in those times lived very much upon ' bomocks,' Anglicoy 
'limpets,' for they had found waggon loads of these sliells in one 
corner, under the rtiltbish of stones and mortal'. Poor leading for 
such giants ! Pcrhiqis the castle was besieged, that the defenders 
had only tlio^^c i>hell-fish for food, and that, while they lasted, they 
held out against the foe till grim himger carried the day ; for he ia 
more than a match fer the etouteat gBtmoa in the world. Thia ia 
my eoqibMiation for these loada of limpets, since I am unable to pe- 
netrate through the mists of agea to anivc at the truth." — pp. 77-8. 

The north side of the castle rae^ures oO feet iu length at the 
ground, and has four windows, and a fifth at the top of the north- 
west angle. The nearest to the ground of these ^vindows splays 
considerably at the outride, and boinc of the otherb have pointed 
top6. There is abo, towards the north-east angle, an aperture like 
A chimney flue, running up through the tMokneaa of the wall. The 
caat aide la 40 feet in length, and ia the most nuned of any, the 
entire of it, except the two AQfij{08> And a email portion near the 
ground, being battered down. The doorway appraia in thia side, 
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with the plac» for boils und locks, and the recess for the door in 
the south wall; the duuiwsty seems to have been arched, the 
lower stones of the arch still remaining. Portions of the jambci uf 
one or two little inndowB maj still be aeoi in what xemniis of tint 
mde. The south side, like the north, also xneMures 50 feet in length, 
end 18 % little ruined near the top. Six narrow loop-holes, or win- 
dow?, and the side of a Fcvcnth, towards the top, still rem^, that 
next the ground, like the corre?<ponding one at tlie opposite «ide, 
being mnch splayed at the outride. The centre and largest one of 
these window*) has either a pointed or round top, but it is so con- 
cealed by ivy that I could not aeo^lain. The west side measures 
40 Ibet in length ; bat, owin^ to waOs being built up to the eontb- 
east and sonth-weet ai^glee, it was nol eaey to measure the lengths 
of the east, eoath, and west rides, eeperially the latter; I be- 
lieve, however, that my measiu^ments are nccnratc. The west 
side has four windows and the side of a tilth, one of the-c how- 
ever, being part of the window in the north-west angle, oh^eady 
mentioned when describing the north side. The window next the 
ground is splayed at the outside, and has a space 10 ftet in breadth 
white-washed around it, probably by the ooast-guavds of the station, 
whose nial pole stands on the top of the castle at this side. The 
length of each oi' the four sides of the castle diminishes ahont a Axtt 
at the angles, at a heiglit of about nine feet from the ground. 

We now come to the interior of the castle. At the «onfh-east 
corner tliero is about halt, u\i U> tlie toj), of the cin ul ti inside of 
a turret iu ihe tluckness of the wail, iu wiiicli a spiral staircase 
appears to have ezlrted, the coda or pkusea ftr two flights of the 
steps being still viable. Berides two windows looking firom this 
interior, and already mentioned at the south side, it has also the 
remains of a oirenlaiMieaded doorway leading to the interior of the 
castle, and, over this, another jjcrfect circular-headed doorway look- 
ing west. A space appenr^a to have been walled off from the ulterior 
of the cai»tle at the east side, but, as before stated, this side is 
uufortuaately the most ruiued. iiemains, however, of two areheil 
eeilinse, and other accommodations, may stillfbe seen in this part. 
The wee windows next the ground at the south, west* and nxncih 
sides have, at the inside, the form of large llre-plaoes, each 5 feet 
8 inohea in breadth. One of the arch stones of the west recess has 
rudely carved on it the form of a human face ; but it is probably a 
modern production. Similar recesses tire nt tiie insides of the two 
windows over these in the west and n -i r li idrij, and another recess 
is at the inside of tlie centre window in the south side. This 
side of the castle, like the east, is walled off fit>m the interior, and 
between the two waits are seveml small apartments, inaceessible^ 
however, to me. Over the centre window in the south side, just 
mentioned, is » doorway leading into some of these ehambers, 
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and it was probaVly into them that one of the circiilar-headedfloor- 
wnvH at the f'onth-ciust corner of the cn?t1e al;*o led. All this 
side, however, uudcr the firat turch, as aLu llic east side, under it, 
appears quite solid. PortionB of two arched ceilings are to be seen 
in the emLdf BtiUeiHbltiiigtlietiitilaioftliehii^ 
were toniedt a few imall ezamples of wbicli I picked up end brought 
wkh me.^ Fhun the west waU, beneath the first or lowest arah, 
two stones, like oorbelsy project ; but they do not seem to have been 
used for this purpose. The corresponding holes in the north and 
gouth walls, or similar prtijict lnjx stones in the opposite east wall, 
do not api^ar ; but the latter may Imve l>een pulled away. Between 
the two vaulted ceilings, and projectiug ti'om the nortli aud south 

walls, are ieventeen eorbek, in two rows, one about three feet over 
Uie other* eight at the north side, and nine at the south. One from 
the upper row at the north side appears to have been broken o(fl^ 
which would make Uiat side also to have had nine corbels. Some 
of the corbels arc cut nearly thus and two in the lower row at 
the south side arc ])laced close to ^ch other. Corresponding]^ holes 
for the ends of the beams which rested on the corbels appear in 
the eabt and west walls. But vviiy the space between tlie two rows 
cf corbels dionld have been left so low ae about three 6et (leas 
when the floor waa on the lower row), it is di£Bonlt to say. Four 
square recesses appear between the two ceilings In the west wall, 
and close to the north and south walls ; and the remtuns of another 
may be seen near the^pround in tlip east Avail, and close to the north 
Bide. Above tlio fir^^t rolling ai this side aie the remains of a fire- 
])lace, still exlubiiiiig !*i»iiie traces of ornament. The wall at the 
doorway iu the east side measures 1 1 feet thick ; but, as has been 
already 8tatod» this wall la divided into small apartments at a little 
hdj^ ever the doorway. The Imigth of the castle inside is 29}- 
ftet at either side, and uie breadth is 2 1 feet 8 inches, which maj 
ffwe some idea of the thickness of the walls, which otherwise it is 
ver\' difficidt to ascertain; but they seem to be immensely thick, 
particularly up to the top of the first arch, or second floor, from 
which they lessen iu tiiickness, except the east and south walls, 
which had small apai tments in them. 

On a rismg gronnd oppoaite the east mde of the eastle^ and at 
the other ode of a little nuet of the sea, there is a large and rude 
caher, or cux2ular enclosure of stones (evidently that above referred 
to b^ Lewis), from which, tradition says, the east side of the castle 
received the shots which have battered it down to its present con- 
dition. Whether this stone enoloeure was one of the old Ihsh cahers,

converted into a fortification fnr tIio demolition (>f the cattle, or 
spocially erected tor tliis pm ?aid, may be niterp-sting ut 

aijcortiuu. On the Ordnance map it is named ** Cabc rn siutu vk r^** 
which would seem to stroigthen the former supposition. 

MooatsTowK. — Thb OMtle appean to InTe been oooe a Hue 
fftnietnre» but is now much nimed by time and man. As umml 
with most of tlieOMtles» it is Bnnoniided b} n ^vretched village, dig- 
nified with the name of Moorr?/'7Tr77, on tlie banks of the FeoTiana«ijj 
river, famed for it8 8alnK>iK and at a pliort di-tancc i'roni Dur.rer^ 
Bay, a beautiiul, but sunietiiueii very boif^terou.s little inlet irom 
Smui wick Harbour; >vliile the lofty Brandon, uveiloukijig the whole 
scene, seems to keep watch ov^ the castle niins. 

Very little ap{>een reoorded of Mooreetown Castle, and tlie 
IbUowhig bare mention of it by Smith is all that I have been able 
to find: — ** There is another [castle] called Castleraore in these parts, 
said to be built by the (Y^lime^" — ^ 196. XiOwis does not taka 
any notice of this fine castl<'. 

A considerable ]>ortion oi the castle yet remains, particularly of 
the 80uth-we6t an^le, or that next the village of Feolauiagh, which 
is very lii^li — indeed the highest I have yet seen. The sonth ada 
measures 22 feet in len^h, to a projecting wal^ fimning a portioia 
of the castle, and of wluch about nine feet remain, running at n|B^ 
angles from the south wall, which has in it two little windows, aiw a 
small portion of what would Hivm to have been a pointed window, 
hifjher np in the fallen pnrt nf the wall. Twenty-four feet of the west 
side oftlic ca:«tle remain, wliich has in its centre two window 8, one over 
the other, and over these again a deep chasm or gap in the wall, in 
which there were probably other windows. The projecting wallb^ 
lore mentioned is pieroed by two tittle windows^ close to the sooth 
waU of ^e oastle tower^ and the cast ode exhibits the remains of two 
arches, one over ^e other, showing the marks of the hnidles on 
which they were turned. In this side ore also four rcce?se^», one of 
which, next the ground, seems to run through the wall, and, as I 
wai^ told, lai" out at the other side. The anf^le or turret of the castle, 
oi wldch the remaining wall forms a part, appears to have liad com- 
munication with the interior by means of two doorways, the upper 
one of whudi is still very perfeet. The greater part of the other, 
and all the part nnder it» b entirelyftUsn or pulled away, as is also 
the greater part of the east side, and the whole of the north side of 
the cas^tlc. What remnin3 of the cast wall measures about s^ixtecn 
£&dt in leiiijtli, but all the lowt^r part of the iiicin;^ is })eeled away. 
Portions of two windows, and one ]>erhaps near where the upper 
doorway led from the projecting turret l^efore mentioned, arc, how- 
ever, still vbible. We now come to the inside of the oastle, begin- 
ning witit the south wall, which is the most perfect of anj.^ Besides 
the three windows before noticed, as seen fiom the outeide» three 
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w o o BB M appear at the tiuide of this wall, one of them (the nearest to 
the eroiiiMi) oeoapjing part of the ireet wall. Two nmges of'corbcls 
for the floor beams, each consistini; of three stones, remain in the south 
wall, and corresponding holes lor tlie ends of the lioani- nru in the east 
and wast walls (see Gallenis, p. 388). The holes tor one end of the 
beams at the north side aiuy be aUo seen in the portion remaining 
of the west wall. The only other featore to be nodced at the inside 
of thia wall ia a reeees and a piece of the peifbrated atone, probablj 
fi»r a door which opened from the north side of cestle. There la 
nothing to be noticed at the inside of the east wall, except further 
evidences of where the two doorway? from the out.^Me, nlreadv 
noticed, led to the interinr. A ixjrtion of the arched roof of the 
cn^tle may still lie seen, i -^uuiii; lioni the south wall, and exliibitiug 
abundant marks of the hurdle:} on which it wa8 turned. I picked 
up and brooght with me aiew small Bpeoimeoe of the mortar having 
the impreesiona of the hurdles in theni» some still holding the de- 
oajed rods. I f(Kind it difficult to esoertain the thickness of die 
walls of this castle ; but from three or four measurements, through 
windows and elsewhere, I found them to be about six feet thick. 
An immense mass of one of the iallen walls lies at the fiot of the 
ruins, which, as it exhibited the two faces, 1 measured, and lound it 
also to be six feet thick. All the stones of the other fallen portions 
of the oastle haye been removed, and may he seen forming the ad< 
jaoeni fences, and in many of the cabins in Mootestown and the 
next villages. Moorestown Castle, in consequence, as I was infoimed, 
of the additional angle before described, was kno^\ n by the name 
of cai]'ledn nn j^-cfn^^ — the five-cornered castle; and is ^^nvl 

to be the only one (I suppose in the district) with this peculiarity.^ 
There is a tradition that the castle was first intended to ho ])uilt 
nearer to the foot of iJi-andon Hill. Mr. Frederick G. lluLciiiusou, 
fiom wlumi I deriTed much of the above infoimation, told me tlu&t 
this castle wae very perfect shout thirteen years ago (I write in 
1854). During the tame I was writing my notes at the castle, the 
robin, the sparrow, and other charming little birds, kept np their 
melody on the old walls. 

Hahinnane. — Tills is the most picturesque castle ruin in the 
haruny; and, standitiu iu one of the old lri<h rat/ts, uw tin; pide of 
a mouutaiu, which, seen as a back-ground, gives the rum a rathet 
l^oomy ^[ipearsnce, yet adda to the eflect, periiaps it u also -die 
meat picturesquely situated.

'xbB oastle was ereoted in one of the old Iri$h vafths, or circular 
earthen enclosures — hence the name — the fosse or ditch of which 
was evidently much deepened and the embankment streng^thened 
for the use of the cattle.' A little causeway an < the clitch at the 
west side still remains, leading towaids Balliueauig, Uaiierus, and 
Moorestown castles. Another opening in the embankment, bat 
wanting the eaneeway, a|ipears at the oast side of the enolosore. 
Set^ng out from one nde of the cauBcwny, the fosse measured 210 
^pnoea, esdi pace about 2^ feet, till I walked nrand to the other side, 
lie causeway it.-^elf bein«; about five pace? broad. Thi? calculation 
makes the circinnfercTM-e of the fosse to be about 484 i'eet, which will 
gi%'e some i*len of the -ize ot the rttth. At the south side of the deep

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niannor house" of the Knight of Kerry, and said to have been taken 
horn ham by Sir Charles W ilmot on the 6th of March, 1 602. In 
a general pnnlon to inhabitants of these part?, in the Patent Rolls of 
Ist James 1. (IG03), p. 31, No. Ixvi., the fir^t name that occnr«« is 
— ** General pnrdnn t-o Willium Fitzixerakl, of Jiahanane, in Kerry 
and Desmond county, otherwise called the Kui«rht ot Kerrv-" This 
■WBS Willkm Fitzgerald, a soiKin-law of Lord Kerry* who* aftm 
pardoned* as often rebeUed. Tlehiniume Castle was deet roy ed dm^ 
ing the man of the Oommonweelth. 

The most perfect mde of the oastle is the weat^ which measure* 
2s feet in length at tlie hase; this side if* al«o very liii^h. The 
other three !»idrs are nineh ruined, the wliole of the east i^ide, or 
tliat faeiiig the present village of \'entry, Uiing^one, so that their 
exact dimensions cannot now be ai«cei*taincd. immense and solid 
meiwee of maionty ]ie eoettered about and deeply embedded in thtt 
CTound, pardeokrly at the east ade> fiom whioh probably nuMt of 
them have fallen. These ponderonB and firmly cemented maB9oa» 
together with the shattered state of the castle, its situation, and Uie 
eircumstance? connected with its history and that of the pnrround- 
m>x district, all add nuich to the picturesque api)earancc of the ruin. 
J^iumtjrous su^dl window;?, or loop-hole?, fire still to l>e t^een in tlie 
-walls of the castle, splaying cousidembly at tlic iuside, mo6l of 
them, howeTMV broken, and the foim lost* Bemaine of mne may 
be eeen in the south wall, three in the west, and two in the north; 
one of the latter, however, looks more like a doorway. A portion 
of a win^ remaining at this side of the castle has also another little 
\vind<nY m it. Onn,' two of tlicsc windows were Tisihle from where 
1 made niy sketch. The ni«>st perfect doorway is in the south wall, 
measuring 3 t'ect 10 inches* broad, and 5 feet 2 inchcis in height 
from the present floor to the top of the arch. The wall uiea^uree 
8 ftet thiek at the bottom of thie doorway, but it n anrowa about 
one foot at a height of five feet from the gronnd. Two stone staiicaaea 
are yisible in the thickness of the north and south walls, running 
up from the doorways, one measuring 2 feet 4 inches in breadth, 
and the other po narrow as 1 foot 4 inches. Ten steps of the 
broader, and Tiine of the narrower stairs, still i*emain. Some of the 
arch on whicii the sccon»l tloor rested yet remaini* at the inside of 
the castle, the mortar on whicli exhibits remarkably plwn impres- 
sions of the hurdles on which die areh was turned. I pieked np 
two or three small specimens of this mortar, oneof them oontuning 
a portion of a sea-shell, showing that it was with sea^>6and the mor- 
tar had been mixed. A tradition connected with many of the Irish 
castles, and with this one of Kahinnnnc in particular, that blood 
h:id been mixed with the mortar, whieh imparted to it tlie hardness 
an«l tenacity whieh we now so very often remark. The remains of 
wallti, like those of a house, arc to be seen in tlie enclosure at the

south side of the castle. Kahinnane Castle is e^d to be the haunt 
of an apparitioii, and manj of the peasantry fear to peas the place 
after nigbtfiill. I have had rdated to me some atones ooneerning 
tiie pnmks of this supernatural being, all apparently having thdr 
origin in some dark deed committed here in tim^ of old ; while, at 
the same time, they may tniofd to the loneliness of the mioy and 
its effect on a weak and unenlightened mind. 

I hare now eompleted my descriiition of the Castles of Corka- 
guiny. Some of" it may be considered rather tedious and minute ; 
but when we bear in mind that in a few years, or perhaps sooner, 
many of the featnree which I have endeavoured to describe may no 
longer exist, the architeetnral antiquary will noty I am sure, Itlame 
me. Every Irish antiquary, I hope, takes some interest in the old 
csM^tlcs of Ireland, closely and inseparably connected as they are 
with the history of his native coimtiy.^ 



ON THE DISCOVERY OF OGHAM MONUMENTS AND OTHER 
ANTIQUITIES IN THE EATHS OF DUNBEL, COUNTY OF 
IQLKENNY. 

BT JOHN 6. A. JeaiM. 

Iir the year 1852 1 brought nnder the notice of the Society the 

results of some explorations in a rath at Dunbel, in the county of 
Kilkenny ; and the description then gaven of th» various objects of 

antiquity turned up in the cour?c of the operations seemed to excite 
a very eonsidenible amount of interest amongst arehicologirits, a.^the 
kind ol' tionie.'^tle utensils, the weapons, ami ornaments ■which were 
ditjcoveied bei ved to thiow not a little light on the vie prive and

internal arrangements of the restdenct^ of the aboriginal inhabitants 
of this country. At that time Mr. White, the tenant of the lands, 
had employed two men to tiTncli the central area of one of'n irroup 
of raths upon his farm, and the account which I was enabled to 
supply to the Society was devoted to a consideration of the di^co- 
Tcries made witlun that space. However, some time aiVer that work 
htd been oomoluded, the Mine meo were engaged to nwlu % pertid 
eiemhietion of another imtk->the laigest of the mop; end tfaej 
idso, on their own account, carried on eome eeen£e8 mto another 
of those ancient earthworks, for many year? nearly obliterated, 
eitnatcd near the former. Mr. White's object in directin«:f their 
operations was intiely to ascertain whether the earth composing 
these structiu*cs might not be such as would be valuable to him ibr 
pui uoses of tillage, whilst the workmen found it their interest to ex- 
tena their leeearohes farther, in order to eera the rewnrdewhieh the 
Committee of thie Sodety deemed it proper to eflford them fw the 
discovery of any otjecta of intereet oloulnted to form a valuable 
addition to the ^fuscnm. In this ^vny remains of anti([uity have 
continued to be found from time to time in the Dunbel niths, and to 
be lod-xed in the Museum, s>ince 1 first callo<1 the attention of the 
Society to the locality, in the year 1852 j and at tlie July Meeting 
of last y^, I brought under notice. La a few very bri^observatioQSy 
BQoh additionel objects ee had, up to thnt time^ eome into oar poe- 
seesion. Since then, however, ^Ir. White eoneed his workmen to 
try back upon the first rath whioh he had got trenched, and which 
had been found to he not alone composed of the best materials for 
airncnltural purposes, bnt hntl nl proved thr richest mine of'archajo- 
logical remains. Thus tlic Ibsse? ami embankmcntiJ, which were 
previously left aliuoi>t untouched, liaving been during the present 
year subjected to the same pnx»eB of trenching and taming which 
luid beenfaelbre onrried ont m the inner Mee» ao nwny more objecte 
of interest were brought to light* thet my brother Secrctajry and I 
have deemed it proper that n aetailed account should be laid before 
the Society of all the remains wdiich wc have been enabled to secure 
tor the ^Tii'^fMnM from the Dunbel raths^ since I drew up the entti- 
logue of tliose previously found in 1852. I shall now, therelore, 
proceed to lay the list Ijeiore the Society, classifying the objects, as 
on the former occasion, according to the mnterial of whidi they are 
respectively oompoeed. 

l&roHn Articlm. — 1. Four additional qnme or haodHmUe 
have been found, possessing no peculiar feature worthy of bon|^ 
described. They had been aUnost ail broken, like thoee pterioosly 
turned up. 

2. Hones nnd sharpening stones continue to be found in irrt^t 
numbers, all showing evidence of having been used for whettiuj;^ liie 
rude knives and javelins of the ancient residents of the nthe. One 
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of these aharpening stones, now in the Museum, exMbita sonic 
ornamentation, besides havinjjj a jiortiou carved into n h.indle. It ia 
4 inches lon^ oi' which tlie handle forms 1 inch ; ila widtli io three- 
fourths, and Its thksbiBBs Uf an indi. AmonaBfc these hones ney 
ilio be cbflsed a piece of haxd ffreai-ctoiie» witn a rqgnbr ciicnlar 
depreBOOn at one nlde, poliiihed like gbiB. It has been eoi^jeotuxed 
to nave been used for burnishing round bone or stone amtanenlB, or 
it might, j)erhaps, have fonned a portion of fi mdr 1athe» answering 
the purp)se of a socket in m IucIi the spindle tux*ned. 

3. Several of the 8mall ruiuided stones, termed by the peasantry 
iiiiiy uiill-^ tones," have been added to our coUcctiou. Motst of thein. 

Eke those already desoribed» have only a single bole drilled in the 
centee of the disk ; but there are two which difo materially fiom 
the others, one having two holes, the other three. I before intimated 
an opinion that these " &iry mill-stones" were used as bnttons, and 
I conceive the circumstance of fintlini^ two or more hole?, obviously 
for the piu*po.se of better securing tiiem by stitching them to the 
garment, goes far to coniinn this view, if it may not be taken lus 
putting the matter out ui dispute altogether. One of these antique 
stooe bufetoosi widi but one hc^ is square in shape, and has an 
indsed onamental pattern round the onfioe. 

4. A flatted pebble^ smoothed and polished, with a eroes, en- 
closed in a parallelograma indsed on one ode, the ornament being 
dotted in with a sharp-ywintcd instrument. It bears a geneml ro 
semblance to the stone previou.>*ly described as hn^ iTin" been iound, 
bearing upon it an indented elliptical ornament, and which iauppo&ed 
might have been a child's toy. The latter, however, was pedbrated 
at one end» aa if to be suspended by a string, which does not occur 
in the praent instance (see the flate at page 124» toL u» fig. p)* 
They may, perhaps, have been amulets. 

5. A small stone, carved in the form of a mime rifle ball, and 
the exact shape and siae of snoh a nuaaile* It is impossible to oon* 
jecture its use. 

6. Six more iraguicnts of jet circlets, of the class termed in 
Englaud Kiimneiidge coal-muuey," have been placed iu tiie ^lu- 
semn. A perfect specimen has not yet bean fennd in the Dnnbd 
flseaTatlons, althoog^ the fiagmenta nave been so numeroiis. 

Bom Articles. — 1. Alargc quantity oi'bone pins havebeso 
turned up by the workmen, in addition to those already in the Mn» 
seum. They seem to have been almost all formed from the leg-bones 
of fowl, sharpened at one end, and having a hole di illcd at the brond 
part, in which probably a ring oi' bronze or iron wiie was originally 
inserted. 

2* A gonge» mdfily fiMrmed, aonsewhat after the ftdnon of a 
ohild'a a»ple-ooo(^. It is pierced at the handle end, aa if to be 
aospended en a fftnng« It is 4 inohea hag* 
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3. A bone harp-pin (?), 3 inohefi kmgt doUblly tamed in a 
bttbc, with a handsomely onuttni nted hea^. 

4. Some additioTnil hone beads, prenously described n-* rprsem- 
blinij^ the **fair^ iiiiil-^tonef/* and used, no doubt, as liuttons, 
aliliough sdl having but a siJi^jrlo hole pierced in the centre. Thei*e 
are tour bpecimens exhibiting the peculiaiity ot beiug tiat ou one side 
•nd oonyex on the other, the flat tide of three of them being unor- 
namented; Imt oneof them* wluoh measoree 1} tnchflsmdiaine^ 
bears indeed circle both on the flat and convex sides, and all were 
•▼idently tamed in a lathe. One of those with the flat side pUan» 
baa an iron rivet thn»n«ih tlie hole in iu oetitrc, by which it nppeara 
to have been originally attacheil as an ornament to something. 

5. A piercer, exactly reseml)ling that figured at pnsre 124, vol. 
ii. fig. o, except that it has no spike lor going into a haudle. 

S* A bone rin^, 1 ^ incbee m diameter. It aeema too dwusy 
to have ever been mtended aa a flnger-rmg. 

7. Firagmenta of three additional combs. One a ain^e comb^ 

the sides ornamented by cross hatchings, bearing a general resem- 
blance to • figure f nt page 124. vol. ii. The two others are double 
combs, one of which is ornamented with incited roundels, mid is a 
perfect fao-simile of that deocribed in the "Archajologia," vol. xxxiii. 
p. 332, as haviug been discovered amongst the Saxon remains in the 
Banow Ftarlons ezoavatioii. It is imperfeoty the fiaffment remain* 
ing bdng 2^ indieB long. The flragment of tbe aecood double comb 
is even amaller ; but one end is elegantly ornamented with perfora* 
tions surrounded by an incised pattern, chiefly composed oi circles. 

8. A groat nnmber of additional knife-handles, all formed rudely 
of the tines oi deers' horns. A cut on one of them serves to prove 
that those engaged in iashiouing them were acquainted with the use 
of the saw. 

9* A boards toak, pierced in the oentre, appuenlly intended to 
be suspended romd the neck aa a child's omament. 

Bronze Abticles. — 1. Sevml bronze pins, perfect and im- 
perfect. One of the former hn? a coil of wire inserted in the head 
as a ring; and the head is ornamented similarly to n bronze pin 
lately found in the Cathedral ol" St. Canice, in digging the new 
vault of the Ormonde tamily, and presented at the last iVleeting of 
the Sodetv by Lord James Butler. It is 2^ inches long, the ring 
ht&nf^ ban an inob in diameter. Another ia a pin with a nail-be«d 
and mdsed ornaments, but without a ring ; it is the same length as 
the ibrmer, and resembles in size and shape a large corking pin* 
There are also four detached bronrc rini:rs "vvhieh had belontjed to 
pins. One of thorn }>cnrs a general resemblance to that figured in 
the Proceedings ot the la-i M^'cting of the Society, as having beeji 
found at the Island oi'Midi, except that it is much smaller in its 
^mensions, and has no slit across the broad part, in place of wbksh 
a bolo was bored.

There 
were a\>o several nondescript pieces of bronze, of various shapes and 
mzca, and two rather modem-looking buttons. 

Iboh ABTiCLsa. — 1. A great number of kon ftbols, perfect 
and imperfect, ImtaU TOY modi eaten bvniat. ThefnnoroMia 
nearly six inches loDg. The rin^ are all very small. 

2. An uron ahears, six inches long^ and exactly resemblmg, eo^ 
cept that it is somewhat larger, a similar implcinent dug np in a 
rath at Seskin, county of Kilkenny, along with three bronze pins, 
all of which were prewnted to the Society's Museum in 18411, hy 
Kdmund Staunton, 1l,6q. This was the seizors ^no doubt a much 
ptiiod implement) of toe mSatreBB of the rath. Theie amaU iron 
ihean are fteonentlj found in Saxon banowa in England. 

3 . A small and extremely curious key, of considerable antiquity. 
There is a peculiar feature in this object, inasmuch as that, where the 
pipe is in ordinary keyB» there ia hm a eot or openini^ running up 
towards the ring. 

4. Another of those objects which I have already, in my jxipcr 
of 1852, conjectured to be a g<md for diiving cattle. It diilers, 
however, in one leapeet from that prerioodj doacnbed^ inaamueh 
aa the fetmer oontamed • lidlow pipe at one end» for the appamt 
pnrpoae of beinff placed on the top of a staff ; that more recently 
found haa a ifnEe at the «ndy toe running into a bole in the atatt- 
end. 

5. Two more narrow iron ciiisels, but both square, whibt that 
previously found was round, except at the edge. 

6. Another and more perfect specimen of an ancient Irish horse- 
shoe, very amall and light, and quite diflbrent in ita ftddon fiom 
modein apecunena* 

7. A small spiur-shaped ornament, intended to be pendent from 
the bridle, exactly similar in shape, although much smaller in size 
than the bronze bridle ornaments of which there arc po Tnanv in the 
Museum of the Koyal Irish Academy, as well as a good specimen 
in our own Museum, which was found at Coolgrany, on the John's 
WeU Hills, county of Kilkenny. 
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8. A pninll cutting implement, similnr to that plnced .«mitli» 
in the hole ot an anvil, on which to cut iron liars wlu ii h uod. 

9. A large increase in the number ol' small iron kaiu -blades 
previously discovered. Amongst them is a skeau wiuch, when pen> 
met, WM 7 iiuslieB in length, irrespective of the spike intended to 
ton into the handle* and 1 inch wide near the haft* 

Miscellaneous Articles 1. The soke of a pair of peaked 

shoes, of well tanned leather, 10^ inches long, and of very peculiar 
shape and construction. The heels are very small ; from the?e the 
sole runs in a lonfj narrow neck, and suddenly swells out at the 
broad part of tlic foot to a cousiderable width, when it again sud- 
denly tapers to a point. The peak was added by a separa^ piece 
of leathor, sewed to the toe. The sewinff throughout is eflhcAed by 
means of a long thong of leather, afler the fashion of the modern 
Irish brogue, but executed with a degree of neatness and legnlaritf 
which cannot fliil of excltinjx the attention of the obi?erver. There 
can be no doubt that these shoe-soles are medieval remains. They 
were turned up in the nearly obliterated earthwork near the great 
rath. 

2. A few pieces of thick ereenish glass, much decomposed. 

3. A flint* obvionsly used oy the inhabitapta for striking a l^t« 

4* A small clay tobacco pine, resembling those dug up at the 
restorations in Youghal ChuroD» and engrsyed at page 304, ante. 

5. Some small pieces of coal, or culm, beinj^ tlic anthracite of 
the county of Kilkenny, nnd serving to show tliat tlio n«p of this 
kind of i'uel was known in the locality earlier than ha^ been hitherto 
supposed. 

6. A piece of crystallized quartz. 

7. A large barnacle shell, very nmch diflnt^grsted, and thus 
Aowing that it is of considerable age. It is extremely curious that 
a searehell should have found its way so far inland in times so 
mote, when the means of oonununicating with the coast most baye 

been limited indeetl. 

it is worthy of remark that no further tmces ol [H>tt<'rv ware of 
wiy kind have been didcovered iii any of the Ouubel ratiia ijiuce 
1852, when I had only to report the finding of a fern snmD finsg* 
ments of a smgle yessel. 

I have now to report the most important, if not the most inte- 
resting, discovery in connexion with the Dunbcl raths. In the spring 
of the present year, Mr. White havinir caused his Inbonrers to t ly hack 
on the nith first trenchod, for the pur|>ose of rni^inn' earth from the 
north-eastern portion ot the inner tbese and emluuikiiicnt, which had 
not been previously disturbed, the workmen were inetructed by the 
Honorary Seoretaries of this Society to report to them firom time to 
time any indication which they might observe worthy of particular 
attention ; and l^y were in the Imbit of bringing in weekly suoh 
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objects of antiquity as they had turned up since their previoi!;^ visit. 
One of these men was possessed of more than ordinary intelhgence, 
and wats capable of making the most shrewd and pertinent ob.<er- 
vutions with respect to everything which was met with in the course 
of the ** diggings." On tiie eveiiiiig of the Ist of June last, this man 
aune into town to report that they had lighted on the entrance to 
an artificial cave, in the inner fosse of the »th. This, of course, 
was a matter requiring onr personal inspection, and, accordingly, 
• Ml Sntnrday, the 2nd of June last, the Kcv. James Graves and I 
proceeded to the nith, accompanied by the Kev. Henry B. Fnnner, 
when we louiul that there were certainly some grounds Ibr the re- 
port made by our delving antiquary, although his conclusions were 
not fblly home out. On the north-east side there was an aperture 
in the inner fiiee of the outer embankment, opening on the fosse which 
surrounds the central mound of the rath. This was formed by three 
flag-stones, two serving as sides, with one at tt>[), the height being 
2 Ibet 4 inches, by I foot 8 incho-; in width, and at fir^t .siglit it had 
all the appearance of a "creep ' forming the entrance to a cave; it 
was, however, obvious that it nairowcd inwards so quickly and to 
so great a degree, that the human body could not be forced forward 
more than three or firar ftety for the passage soon assumed the dimen- 
nons of a small sewer. By excavating about it, we quickly found 
that its entire len^h was but 13 feet 6 inches, and that it term^ 
nated abruptly, without leading to any chamber, or leaving any 
indication of the purpose lor which it >vb8 constinicted. Its course 
waa parallel with the embankment, so that, independent of" its hav- 
ing no vent, it could nut have been intended as a sewer to cany off 
WBter from the fosse. Under these drcumstances there could be no 
suggestbn ofoed by those who were pfesent, as to its probable use, 
< xcept bj adopting we view put forward hy Mr. W. Hackett at the 
May Meeting of last year (see p. 85, ante), and arriving at the con- 
clusion that it was designed as a place to deposit secret boundary 
marks. The labourers stoutly declared that nothing whatever l)ut 
the common clay used in the construction of the rath nad been found 
in this " diiiiu," as they called it ; but we observed some very sHght 
tndieations of charcoal, having picked up two extremely gmafl lumps 
inndeiheaperttiie; andihese,BmaUa8they were, must be taken as 
tending to sustain Mr. Hackett^s opinion. 

Whilst cross-questioning the labourers on the subjeot of the ap- 
pearances in connexion with the opening of this passage, before the 
removal of the earth which had closed it up, we ascertained that 
n^r it had been louiid what they ealled "a wall of dry stones," 
rudely built across the middle oi' the ibsse ; and that between this 
wall and the entrance to ^e ''drain,*' bearing about N.N.E., they 
found two Tery large, long stones, standing nearly upright, but both 
mdiiung outwards ftom &e mound of the rath ; but for this indma- 
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tiwrti, the meii Buid, these stones would look like the piers of a gate, 
auii their dlbtaacc apart wob between 3 and 4 feet. We mimcdiatelj 
inquired whst hid become of thoM stooesy as we widwd to 
thoBL The woAmok aaid that tho stooet mn so large that they 
were in their way, and, therefore, they had borrowed s dedgo^MOi- 
mer and smashed them to pieces. My colleague at once proceeded 
to l€K!tiire the moM intclliirent of the labourers on the impropriety of 
acting with such precipitancy, remarking, that they little knew what 
mischief they mi«^ht have done, m it was more than j)robable that 
the stones which they had broken were insciibed with Oghams. He 
had aoMoely spoken wlian the juatioo of hb anticipa l aona was foUj 
proved. A 8inall ttone, aboat 8 inohoa square, lay at my feet, and 
ai it showed evidence of having been reoentfy broken from a bvger 
maaa, I stooped to pick it up, and was at once struck by the appeaiv 
an^^e of two unmista1<onMo Ogham seores on its ed«re. AV"e now saw 
clearly that tlie men luul done great mischief, indeed. But what 
wiis to be done to remedy the misfortune? That |K)rtion of the 
fo66e was now one inimeni»e heap of stones, all those which had been 
found in other parti of the ezoavation having been leoentiiy conveyed 
to thii tpot, and here i»Ied together* To look for the fiagm^ts of 
the Oghkm stones in auch a chaos, at first sight appearad to be 
something like the proverbial absurdity of searching for a needle in 
a bundle of hny. lJut upon attentively ob^erTing the fragment 
whicli I hsui picked up, we found a ciue, which, followed out with 
persevering industry, soon overcame the difficulty. The small stone 
containing the O^ham scores was of the old red sand'^tone. AH 
the stone of the localilgr wis bhie fimoietoae. We soon hod the 
khonrerB hard at woric, turning over the hu^ cam whioh ^y had 
so recently piled up on the spot, and oaretully laying to one side 
every particle of sand-stone which they could detect. We had little 
hr»]»o that the mouumont^, which evi<1cntly hud been broken into 
mitmie particles, couid ever be put tuguilii^r again, or anything li^ 
a restoration such as would lead to the reading of one lettci' of the 
inscriptions be effected ; but our perseveiing industry was rewarded 
vastly bcvond any resolt which we oonld have looked for, and after 
three or ronr hours' patient hdxnir in tnnung over the hei^ of stones^ 
we were firat enabled to pat together the entire fra^ents of one 
Offham stone ; and subsequently to obtain nearly all tho<c of the 
other. The accompanying engni\nng'*, drawn to sctile, one inch to 
afoot, will sufficiently explain the ditliculty which we encountered, 
and the success with which our exertions were crowned. No. 1 
was first put together, as it had been broken into a less numb^ of 
fragments, and the consequent difficulty of maitehing the piecea waa 
less felt. Its original dimensions, as reprosentedin the oat, were— 
length, 5i feet ; width, in the middle, 2 feet, tapering at either end 
to 11| inches* It was bcoken into six pieces, and as the inseription 
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aloqg tlie Torge of tlu«6 of thMOi ipe deemod it m 

more than those three fragment?, making ilie 
diiiK'ii^ions, as it appears in the Society'B 
Museum, 5| feet in ieuLrtli, and 1 1| inche« 
square tliroughout. Xixe inscriptiou, of 
which there aie CMily a very few scores c 
duAoftd. runs from ono ond to tho othiw* 
and if tiio stone wem ongimdly plaoed in 
a standii^ position, some portion of the < 
inscription must have been, of necessity, * 
covered by tlie earth. No. 2 had suffered « 
fur £rreater injury than the first. Some of 
the iragments wei^e minute in the extreme, 
and portiona had been literally pulverized, 
•0 t&at it tvia impoatibla to recover them* 
We, howevtf, obtained no ftwer than 
forty'four pieoea, wfaioh have been put 
ton^ctlier in the Museum, as they appcnr 
in the cn£jnivin^, — a labour which none 
but those who witnessed it in the course of 
beio^ carried out could possibly appreciate 
iSbfb cSfBculty of, as the matching and fitting 
ef iSbfb fragmenta leqniied an amonnt 3t 
ingennily mr exceeding that requisite ftr 
ananging a Chinese puzzle. The stone, 
thus reconstructed, measures, in length, 
6 feet 3^ inches ; in width 1 foot 1 inch at 
one end, narrowinjij to 1 1 inches, to where 
there is a step within 8^ iucheii of the top, 
at wbieh point the width decreases to 7^ 
inehes, cgani enku^g at the top to § 
inches. Thede|^]sllincliesatoneend» 
gradually diminiiihing to 8 imdies at the 
other. Thf inscription commences at 1 foot 
10 inche«i irom the larger end, and extends 
to the other extremity. The frequent 
occurrence of the iracture^ has injured 
the BOoiee in aeveial, and obliteiated them 
in a few placea. The diagmma on thia 
page r^^Hreaent the number of seovea and 
the humm on tlie monmnents, bat they 
arc not jriven as exact fac-slmilcs of the 
orif^l^inals, wliii h will be best understood by 
tlie very accurate ensfravings* facing p. 404. 
I liHve already observed tluit the material of these monuments 
It is of a purplish-gray colour, the bed from wbidh 
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it was obtained not being found nearer to Dunbel than ThomaBtown, 

distunt seven miles. The inscriptions in each case were rou!»hly 
picked with a sharp-pointed tool. The scores^ uf No. 2 are smaller, 
and not as deeply sunk ua tho!*e ol'No. 1, so ihut they may not have 
been cut at the same time or by tlie ^ame person. The iact of both 
liaving beoi owned hither mm Thomutown may ^ve Toom £at 
speculation as to the carying of Ogham atooeB lutTing formed » 
trade pursued in diflSscent looaEtiee, to whioh those requiring sooh 
monuments had recoui-se from the surrounding district. There are 
two other Ogham stones known to exist in the same district, one 
in the church-yard of Uowran, more than three miles dist;int/ the 
other somewhat nearer, in the chui-ch-yard of Tullaherin (see p. 86, 
ante). It is an interesting circumstance that both those monuments 
are formed of aand-etone, rimilar to that which oonpoeeB the Bonbel 
Ogham stones. The labourers say that the tops ofthe two inscribed 
stones at Dunbel were visible above the surface at the bottom ofthe 
fosse before tliey commenced to clear away the earth from a round 
them. If this statcincnt l>c con-rnt, it is most prnl nble that ori^- 
nally, before the rath wa^ abanih tiied as a place ol rcjiideiice, and the 
Ib&ie partially filled by accunuilations of rubbish, the Ogham stones 
were not intended to be covered, but were to be seen and the in- 
soriptioiiB read by evety one. However, as Imentioned beforo, the 
insecqitioii on the stone, No« 1» must have been partiallj covered by 
the ewth under any oirouoSBtances. 

Tt may he right to report to the Society, that the difficulty of 
putting together the Iragincnt^s of tiiese much injured raonumenttf 
wa>* not the ouly one which we experienced in preserving them from 
aii danger of further injury. Broken in li-agmcnts as they were, it 
was obvious tiiat they could not be left in the place where they were 
found, and vdiere, dloabtless* the laigest degree of interest would 
attach to them ; &r they never could be kept together, and the losa 
of a single fragment would render the whole of little value. We^ 
therefore, determined that they should be conveyed to the Musenni 
of this Society, where they would be secure from all danger of tur- 
ther injury, and J)c always open to the inspection ol the archaeolo- 
gical inquirer. But to this the workmen demurred. Seeing our 
anxiety to collect together even the smallest parses of the fino- 
tored sUmes, the fellows took it into their heads thai the mon^ 
i^ue of the monuments must have been very great^ and they im- 
mediately inquired what reward they were to receive fir making the 
discorrrff for US, We had nlroady paid them pretty liberally for 
their day's work, nnd con-^iilering that they had ruthlessly broken 
and injured the nn nuuiuats, of the vakie of which they had been 
totally unawaic, it upj>eai'ed to U6 rather cool to demand a rewaid

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fcr **tlie difoowy.*' However, wc nimed a sum wUcb iro would 

be willing to pay them for the safe conveyance of every frninncnt 
of the stones to Kilkenny, and after ?otne pninihlniL'. they agreed 
to the tcnn?, promising that the stones should be brought safely to 
the Museum next day. But the next day passed, and there was 
no sign of the arrived of our newly found archsolo^cal treasure. 
We proeseded to DmiM to aBoertain the oaiue of & delay, and 
to our chagnn fbaad that our scheming delven had actually carried 
r>ff and Becreted in some inaccessible repository every particle of the 
Ogham monuments, wliich they declined to briug to liL'nt imlc?? they 
were handsomely paid for compliance ; ?nch a sum i^iO ^vas hinted 
at as being pretty much about the aniouiit that w*»ukl ho deemed 
a tair recompense for parting with these valuable fragments of two 
rude blocks of stone. We saw that there was here a conspiracy to 
impose jxpoa tts which should be detenninedly resisted, for we knew 
that if we paid any esoibitaat sum — no matter how they might be 
disposed to lower their expectations from the weiffhty demand of 
£30 — the price of all objects of antiquity discovcrca in the rihiv'ict 
would be ndvanccd vastiv 1>eyond their value from henceforth, and 
would be lost to our Museum. Wc, therefore, told the men that 
we would give nothing more for the monuments than what we had 
aheadr onmd^ and that if they lost a fiagment of theni we would 
^▼e them nothing at all. Tl^y answersd us soperaEonslT, that 
if we did not come up to their price they did not want to oispose 
of the stones, — ^in &ct, they had rather keep them and form a pri- 
vate museum for themselves ! Very rmich di«'!ippointod, but at the 
same tinie not a little anni!»cd at the chii nn< rv of the Hallows, and 
finuly leeolved not to allow them to suppo^e w c w ouUi ^uffer them 
for a moment to impose upou us, we went away. I'or thi*ee weeks 
we heard nothing of the Oghams, and had some miv$vingB aa to 
their nfe^, allliough we felt oertaui that, vltimately, the men would 
be obliged to a<%cpt our terms. At length, the labourers, findins 
we were not to be humbugged, brought in the stoncp safely, and 
were glad to get for them the ?um which we had originall v tcmlercd, 
and which, considerinir the manner in whicli the monuments h:ul 
been injured, was a very handsome recompense for any concern that 
they had in the discovery. 

It is not at sll unlikely that fiirther disooreries will yet be made 
in the Dnnbel raths, as only one of them has had anything Uke a 
Ifeneral search made in its area and trenches. However, be this as 
it may, suiEcient has already been plac^ on record ooneeming the 
locality to render it one of mueh interest to archaBologists ; and, 
therefore, the derivation of the name of the townland, to which I 
passingly alluded on a former occasion, may not be deemed un- 
worthy of being ag^ referred to. Dr. 0*Donovan, the first living 
authority on such a subject, having been oonsulted, obserres: — 
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•* The derivation nf Dnnbcl i*^ rather doubtful. To General Vallancey 
it would have been very pl;iiii, namely, the dun or fort of Bt^, the god of 
fire. But mv opinion is that it means the fort of the beile (the Oanorian 
■ad DMiniarmof bfle^tlieq^lrM. We bm tlie word or bcnV 
which means a mouth, orifice, or opening; but there are very many billib 
holy wells, and other localities in Ireland, caUad after the bllo^ or Old taCM^ 
and I think that this fort i« one of them.**

Dnnbel, it has lon^ ffsincc di.«appcnrcd. The site of the gronp of 
r iih? on Mr. White's Inrtd is known iis tbe old dcer-jxirk," arrf! it 
k6 to the present day etuTuiuided bjhigh stone wallfly aa it'GDcIobed 
ibr such a pur^xj^e.

Ajrahdeaoon Cotton forwarded for ezfaibitioii the andent atone 
oroes discovered by him in the course of excavations at Lismore 
Cathedral (see p. 223, ante) ; he also had presented to the Society 
the wood engraving on the opposite page, ^vhIch accurately repre- 
sented this very cuiiouri meniurial eross, supposed to be the smallest 
specimen of so very aucieut a dnte known to exist. The cross had 
been cut in compact sand-stone, and was very much mutilated. Of 
the legend, OR . t)0 . CORTTiaC — a grayer for Cormao^ — waa plainly 
teihle ; bat there remained indioaliona of a farther inaonDtion* A 
wmeh p only aeemed deoipherable. Dr. Cotton intended anally to 
restore the cross to its proper locality, 

^Ir. Lawdess,Rose-Inn-tJtreet, Kilkenny, (?cnt for exhibition a silver 
cross of aneient date — probably bploiiging to the tittcenth century. 
It had been gilt, and consisted < 1 lour ^Inltcse-shaped croSi^es, set 
round a fifth of the same form, and i^omcwhal larger than the others ; 
the workmanship was elegant, the projections being woilced into 
doatera of grapea. In the centre oroaa mm aet a ganiet» a amaller 
atone of the same land in the lower limb, and two toiquoise (?) at 
each side. The stone wldoh had ornamented Uie upper limb was 
lost. On tlie hack wns engraved, in extremely low relief, the 
Crucifixion, surrounded by the emblems of the Kvangelists, — all 
nuich worn. The cross measured two inches and two-tenths across 
the ai'ms.

Dean 
Dawson was for a long time a resiuent of the county of Kilkenny, 
where he held several ecclesiastical preferments. Had he been 
nwied, his ootrntenaiioe and aid wovla not liave been iranting to 
tne Kllkeimy Archa3olo0lcal Sodety. 

The Bev. George H. Beade commumoated the disooTeiyy near 
Innislcccn, Duudalk, of a specimen of the so-called " ring-money," 
unique as being roinpn^od of 64 plato-? of dark and pale gold alter- 
nating, the plate- moot beautifully i< '.in d so ns to form a continuous 
bar. As uiiuai, ilie ring was not soldered where the ends met. It 
had been purchased by Evelyn P. Shirley, Esq., M. P. 

Mr. James F. Feiguson' sent a tcsnseript of a letter, throwmg 
some Uglit on deotioneering praotioes in the oonn*^ of Kilkenny 
more than a centiu-y ago.

Mr. Patrick Kennedy, tlie autlior of "Legends of Mount Leiu- 
ster," elected a member on this day, contributed a legend (which 
\mB been told in a difflbrent form in that wosk) as raited bj the 
peasantry of tiie district lying on the Wezibrd dopes of the Mount 
Leinster xaage. XtmsasroUows: — 

•*A long time ago, the Talleys on the south-eastern side of Mount 
Leinster were laid waste by a terrible animal, whose haunt was in a pool 
netr 1^ bridge of Thnar.

the dragon. This revival taking plaoe in the usual course, the monster

Feeling the hard charcoal under his tusks, be 
oondluded that thc^ wen bones, and swallowed bia prize without anj 
misgivlngt. When the ehampion judged that he had got well inside, he 
began to use his weapon underneath; and the ' piaet' finding something 
uncomfortable going on inside, rushed into his pool with all the speed he 
could make, and just as he was taking the plunge, our brave and cautious 
ICnnstennan had cleared bis passage, and was left high and dzj on'tha 
bank. After thanking heaven devoutly, he lighted the fire, and soon the 
whole cotin try was in abla/i> of joy. The three warriors were granted 
the whole Duffrey district lor their servirca, and the successful champion 
determined to raise a splendid church ueur the pool in memory of the 
thing, and to show giatitnde to Qod for his mercy; but he was waned 
in a dream to follow the fiiat Itnng things he would meet next morning, 
and buihl wherever they would rest. At sunrise he came out, and the 
first objects thnt met his sight were a duck and drake, which ilcw easily 
before him, a mile or so, and then alighted ou each side of the stream, 
where the dhurdi mod ohnrch-yard of Templeshanbo now stand. Hie 
raised a monastery on one side, and a nunnery on the other, and I believe 
became prior himself.

** Aekett, who has kindly taken an interest in the ' Lcintter 
Legends,' suggests that this one is a recollection of dragon or devil wor- 
ship of the Pagan times ; the name of the old church of Kilmeashel in the 
ndghbourhood being probably a corruption olKilMicheL, and St. Michael 
being tiie snooessAil drsgon antigooist of saored and legendary lore^ 

The county of Wexford being oto of the sliest places broiq^t 
within the English Pale, its genTiine Celtic legends are comparatively rare. 
I have embodied in my little book nearly ail the local ones that were cur- 
rent in the north-west of the county some thirty or forty years since. 

Being of the <^Nuiion of the gentleotan mentioned abore^ that all these 
legends and customs arising from them date back from Psgsn times, and 
would, if rightly intetpreted, throw great light on the peodiar ibrai of 
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Irish Paganiam, whether the objects were tbe heavenly bost, or attributes 
of the Deity, represented under the form of the cow, or the boar, or other 
animals, — 1 would be glad to see some signs of lite among the archnoiogista 
of Wexford ; for unless soma exertion is made, tbeir oral legends and tndi- 
tiooa will bo oompletaly lost in that half-£n|ftiih portion of tfao iiland.*' 

Mr. Henry O'Neill sent tbe followinj^ observations on the true 
reading of tlic inscriptions to be found on the Cross of Cong, an 
ancient Irisli work in metal, preserved in tbe Mufieum of the iioyal 
irisli Acuduuiy : — 

"Through the munificence of the late lamented Dr. jM'Cn]!ng;h, the 
Royal Irish Academy hus, for some years, possesi»ed a specimcu ot ancient 
Iribh art, known as the Cross of Cong. This cross is of oak, covered with 
omaments in gold, silTsr, niello, or black sUver, enamel, ooloored glass, Sbs^ 
the whole forming an elaborate, artistic, and very bcMitiful example of the 
taste and skill of the ancient Irish. The work wft«! evidently intended to. 
be pliiced ou a staO and borne in solemn religious processions. It is two 
and a half feet high. 

** I hare made dnwingn of both sides of the cross, the fall lise, for both 
■des are richly ornamented. All who have seen the drawings, or the 
orig-inal, mnst fully concur in the general ofiinion as to tbe high artistio 
merits of the Cross of Cong. 

This cross has inscriptions on it, yerdons of which haye already ap- 
peared in tbe * Proceedings' of the Boyal Irish Academy for tbe 10th of 
June, 1850, Dr. Petrie having then read a paper called 'An Account of the 
Cross of OoHL' ' His versions purport to be accurate, being printed in Irish 
letters, and iiaving also tbe marks of quotation (inverted commas). As they 
Bse for from being strietly aooarate* no apology is necessary for laying cor> 
rsct versions of these inscriptions before tbe Kilkenny and South-East of 
Ireland Archaaologicul Society. The mistakes into which Dr. Petrie has 
fallen are the more surprising, because the cross was in the Royal Irish 
Academy at the time be read his paper, and tbe originals are as legible as 
oDeeovld desire, nearly as much so as a printed book; heiioe, aeonrate Ten- 
sions are < isilymade, ihat I claim for mine no Author merit Uian wbat 
is due to ordinary care, and am happy in liaviug an opportunity of making 
known correct versions of inscriptions which, lor their length, the monu- 
ment on which they occur, and the period to which they belong, are deeply 
iotereeting to Irish arehawlogists. 

**I have before mentioned that the cross is richly ornamented; this is 
the ca?e on the front and buck: the sides are plainer, and on the unorna- 
nienlcd parts of the sides ol the shaft— the ends and tops of the cross arms — 
tbe top atid sides uf the upper arm — and one of the upper curves, are the 
inscriptiona They are in toe Irish ohameter, and all, with one ese^tion,

Th« ablmvUtioos in the proper iiaaifle» whSn occur in tlie third in- 
scription, are very remarkable. The letters seem to have been marl: 5 on 
the metal (silver) by pressure, for, at the letters "Rll in the word CRUCe 
in the iiret inscriptiou, the thin silvo' plate is gone, exposing the copper 
benenA on wbidh the two letters are distinctly impressed ; yet it is remark- 
able that no two letters nem to be exactly similar. 

*' To those who are not already familiar with the Cross of Cong, it 
may be wcH to state, that the inscriptions show it to have been made for 
Turlough U'Coanor, who reigned monarch of Ireland from the year liUti 
to 11561. He wti e nra&ifieent patron of ert; it ww fyt him that the 
cathedrel, end the ents of Tnam were constructed ; of the Utter I have 
given representations, with fac-similee of the inicriptioni^ in my work on 
the * Ancient Crosses of Ireland.' " 

The Rav, JameM Graves coniiriuiiicatCLl, by [)oniii>>i()a of Arch- 
ileacou Cotton, ihc Mibstance of a note whicli lie had received from 
that gentlenian, giving an nooaunt of aoin« fiirtlia proceeding re^ 
specting the O^luun monument which bad been ibmia biult up in die 
wall of St. Dedui's house at Ardmore (see Mr. Fitzgerald's paper 
on the subject, p. 223, ante\ and which resulted in the discoyeiy 
of two new Oghams ; one oi them on the stone alluded to, the other 
in the church-yard. Dr. Cotton stated that he had forwarded to 
Dr. Graves a rubbing li-om the loriner stone more than a year ago, 
but which was of course imperfect, as the stone was then embedded 
in the well. On the oocnsion of bis (Dr. Cotton's) lest vmt to 
Ardmoie, in com])an/ with Bichard Chearnley, Esq., he stated tbat 
be bad secured proper belp and tackle, and stood on tbe building 
whilst the Ogham stone was carefully disengaged, lowered to the 
eround, and conveyed by ten men into the chancel of the old church ; 
tli( y then washed its several sides, and took careful rubbiiig!<, and 
copies* ill small, comparing these again with tlie stone to see lliat all 
was correct. These rubbiugb and copies were subseqently forwarded 
to Dr. Graves. They foimd tbe atone to baye been inscribed on 
three qf iti tdaes, so that one of the fines of inscription had been 
completely hidden in tbe masonry, and consequently before on- 
known. 

The second inscription they diseovered in tlio open ehurch-yard. 
The stone on which it was cut was of great weight, and very hard, 
being eoni|)osed of quartz rock. It bore but six or seven scores, and 
these were wide and coarse. It would seem that ibe tools of those 
who cot tbem oonld make bnt little impresmon on the stone» it 
was BO bard. Near one end (the top as it originally stood) was a 
cross, inscribed in a circle» shallow and rudely cut, or rather ground, 
into the stone. This monument was also carried into tlie church, 
and a rubbing taken from it, whicb had likewise been transmitted to

Dr. Gravefl. Both etones arc now open to public inspection in the 
church; but, nt the same time, secure irom ciiance of damage, b^ng 
under lock and key. 

Tiie two stones are, respectively, 4 feet 9 inches, and 4 feet 1 0 
iuehefl in lengllL That which ma taken from the gaUe of DecUm's 
hooae ynm found, to have had afiw inthm Imadied offUt tmaOer 
emd by the nuuam voho built U hUo the wall, btamu dhencise it woM. 
have protruded heymd the line of his gablcy nnd interfered with the 
slate or stonf rtfvnnff of the church. Tli?^, observed Mr. Gravcf?, 
proves the itnportant fact, that tlic Oirliam monument was earlier 
tlian the chin ch, and liad been u<ed merely a building Ftone. and 
not erected as a record oi' any iact connected with the church or iti) 
hmlden. Dr. Cotton also stated another iacty which tt is weD ta 
place on record at once, viz. that a plain stone^ answering in sine ta 
the Ogham stxine removed from the building, was mised to the spot 
where the other had been, and the old stones of the gable replaced 
over it one hy one ; po that a non-l<"»mefl or not very clear-?ij[jhte(l 
person, Irom h'-low. Mould suppose that the Ogham was still therey 
and might even iaacy that he saw the cuts on the edges of it.

TH£ UL8TEB CBEAGHTS.' 

B¥ JOHN P. PRBKDSRaAST, ESQ., BA&RiST8R-AT-LAW. 

At the commencement of the seventeenth century Ulster presenieii' 
as marked a £fference from the rest of Ireland as it has done in later 
times ; but instead of being, as now, the most English part of Ire- 
land, it was the most Irish. In other words, it vemained in poesea* 

sion of f]i( native mce, free from admixture ^^'^th any other except 
a few b iitrli from the v,o tmi lilijhlands and isles, that in early 
times had made .aettleiiieut^ and built castles in the northern and 
eastern coasts of Autrim. 

Li the earfier days of the English Conquest, Ulster and Down, 
to the east at least or the river Bann, had Men colonised by the ioU 
lowers of De Coorcy. But these settlers, consisting of the familiea 
of the Savages, Jordans, Fitsaimons, Chtanberlaina, Bnssells, Ben-

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sons, "WTiitcs, Andlcys, and Fitznrsules, had all been driven out in 
the general instirrection of the Irish on the invasion of Robert Bnice 
in Kinj!^ Edward the Second's day, and, if we may believe Spenser, 
there remained only of all these liunilies, in Qneen Klizabeth's reign, 
the repreaentatiye of the Savages, who, with gi eat difficulty, kept 
Mb po saeo i i io B S in tihe Ardee. 

It iTM only in the Ktgn of James I., upon the conclusion of the 
mur ourried on by QaeeoXHzabeth's forces under Lord Monntjoj 
against the Knrl of Tyrone, that the country was opened np for a 
rroTir mI plantation, and that it became colonized by the ancestors of 
the present settlers. 

Among the chief causes that enabled Hic O'Nials to sustain their 
independenoe eo long afler the net of the idaad bed been reduced 
and Qolomaed, was the extraordinaiy strength of the frontier of 
Ulister, and the curcomstance of this province tying so near Scotland* 
long a kingdom hostile to England, and ever ready to afford secret 
tud to the O'Nials ; added to wliich, these Ulster cbicf?^, by their 
policy, kept the population of their temtories to a ])astoral life of 
the rudest kind, a» being at once the most antagonistic to the luiMts 
of the English, and the best suited to maintain the warlike spii'it of 
thear followeia* 

A glance at the map will show that this ptovinoe is three parts 

surrounded by sea, and that the remaining boundary or land frontier 
of Ulster, which may be roughly defined by a line drawn from Dun- 
dalk to Ballyj«hannon, on the bay of Donegal, gives the shortest 
traverse from sea to sea. The western half of tliis line is occupied 
bv the wiifprs of Lou^jh Erne, which ibrm a complete defence fi-om 
liallytjhamiuu to Belturbet, a distance of nearly fifly miles; while 
the chain of the Fews mountains, rising in fymi of Dnndalk, long 
the outmost poet of the Pale, covered a eonetderaUe portion of the 
other or eastern half. The inter% al in the o^tre was protected by 
the counties of Monaghan and Cavan, a district of low wooded 
hills, interlaced with a perfect net-work of bogs nn*! lnkc(=i, through 
which there was but one road, that by Carrickniaci n-s in tlie barony 
of Famey, which thence came to be called " Tlie (iap ul the North.** 
To the rere of the province lay Scotland, from whence they had 
often much to hope, nothing ever to fear. So that Ulster^ which 
is now the securest part of L-eland, ge<^[rap1iically conadered, was 
slykd in Queen Elizabeth's day, as may be seen in the Act of PaN 
liament for extinguishing the name of O'Nial, passed in the eleventh 
year of her reign, "the mo^^t perilous place in all the isle." For 
their greater security, the O'Nials, with much shrewdne-s and 
policy, instead of attempting to strengthen their country with cas- 
tles, forbade any to be built. And, carrying out this plan of render- 
ing their country untenahle to an inTader, for want of coTsr anl 
suppliesy they discooniged agricaltare» and kept thdr people to a 
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wandering pastoral life. Hence tlie well-known imprecation of Cf»n 
O'Nial, of Henry the Eighth's day, who curBed all his posterity i 1 1 
cme that they either learned the English language, sowed wheal, 
or built them houses. Speed, the old chroniclery who records the 
saying, assigns the modve, ** least the tet eluNild Imed oo nyu m- 
tion» ^6 second oonuneroe of snstenuioe, and whh tiie last tliejr 
should speede as the orowe tfa«t bniMleth her neit tobeebesten oat 
by the hawke."' 

The State Papers of TTenry the Eighth's rcifm give us an insight 
into .some of the dithcultiea of a milit^u^ expedition into Ulj*ter. 
O'Nial, if unsuccessful in defending the entry into his territory, 
endeavoured to draw his opponents into the wilds of Tyrone and 
Donegal, whenoe the army, loafc among the hogB» and wiraontahol- 
ter aiul bread com, which their own deftdiTe oornmiwriait did not 
Bup^y, was soon finoed to reture. 

From the Moyry pass,' as the entry to that valley is called, 
which lies under Sliove GuUion, and t!irough which the line of rail- 
way, after leaving Dundalk, enters llio Fews. he retreated to the 
Blackwater, and if unsuccessful silf^u in uiaintainiug that line of de- 
fence, he retired into the woods and bo^ of Tyrone and the moun- 
tahn laoges of DonegaL But the boilding of ue twolbita of CuW 
more in Derry and Ballyshannon in Donegal in his rear, by Lord 
Mountjoy, by the orders of Queen Elizabeth's counsoUon in 1600^ 
defeated tliis method of defence ; which would soon, however, have 
become unavailing from another cause, viz. the union of the two 
kingdoms of England and Scotland, from which latter he must 
thenceforth have expected to be invaded. 

When Ulster, south and west of Lough Neagh, came to be 
finally subdued by (^ueen EBaabeth's fiuoes under Loid Moon^oj 
in 1603, and that James I. resolved to effect the plantation of it 
with colonists from Scotland and England, one of toe greatest dif- 
ficulties met with wsis, how to fix and render amenable to law and 
order the pastoral population which, from early ages, had been ac- 
customed to wander without any fixed habitation after tlieir herds 
of cattle, living almost solely on white meats, as the produce of their 
cows was called. At tins period there was not one fixed viUaee in 
all the country, a oircumstanee we leam inoidentaUy^from Sir John 
Davia^ letter to the Earl of Salisbury* written dunng the first eiiw 
cuit ever held in Fermanagh, where he mentions that the ^xin<^ a 
site for a Jail and Sessions House had been delayed until my Lord 
Deputy had resolved on a fit place for a inurkct and corporate toAvn; 
for" (he adds) " the habitations of this penile are so wild and transi- 
tory, as there is not one fixed village in ail tliid country." 

* Speed,*" chapter udv. p. .837. may be seen the castle built by Lord 
^Alittletotlie wtttboftMnulway Mom^ in ie01» to leeaie the paiiL 
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Their dwellinp? f\ro dcdcribed as made of wattles or boughs of 
trees, covered with long turves or sods of grass, whieli they wuld easily 
remove and put up as they wandered from pkcc U) phice in seai-ch 
oi juadture,' ibliowin^ their vast herds of cattle with their wives and 
oliildreaiit and xemovmg still to freah laadB ab they had depastmied 
the fimner, and tiving ohiefly on the milk of iheur cows.* The 
aggregate of ftmiliaB thait in one body followed * heid iras called 
a " Creaght." 

In other parts of Ireland there was much of strictly pastoral 
lile, iu many respects similar, which was called " Boolying,** m 
which the owners oi' cattle and their families passed much of the 
Tear in the wilds and mountains wiUi their cows, but they seem to 
naY6 had fixed babitatimia to return to. But m Ulater, north and 
west of Lough Neagh, it seems that the whole popdationwas&inied 
of Creaghts," living this wDd and nomade nfe. 

The dress for both sexes seems to have l>een nothlnp^ but a 
shaggy cloak, and at night they slept under tlie canopy of heaven, 
or in cabins wattled and covered with turf.'' In colder weather tbcy 
lay, men and women, in a circle round the fire, with their feet 
towards it, having their heads and the upper parts of their bodies 
folded In ihtk wooUen mantles, first steeped in water to keep ihem 
warm, findingt as they said, that woollen cloth wetted preserved the 
heat when the smoke of their bodies had wanned the cloth/ 

The same writer, who had expressly come over with Lord Mount- 
joy, as his secretary, to write the history of the war (for which he 
was well qualiiled, having been travelling bachelor of Cambridge, 
and written his travels through twelve kingdoms of Europe), gives 
many other ver y c urions detaus of the wild Irish, as these wandering 
iahalntnnts of UlBter were called* which may be omitted, in order 
to paaa to their herds of cattle, whicJi he descnbee as multitudinona. 
They were, howmr^ yfaj sinall-siaedt presenting therein a strong 
rontrast to the men and greyhotmd^ which he says were of huge 
stature* 

In the heat of tlie rebellion (lie is speaking of the Earl of Tyrone's 
War), he describes liow they still drove their vast herds before them 
wherover they were themsdves driven, and fought fi>r them as for 
nSofpon. and life.* In fiust, thdr lifii was wrapped up in thdr cows, 
so mooh 80 that, when almost starved, they would not kill a cow, 
but open a vein Uke the Scythians, he adds, who let their horses' 
blood under their cars, and drink it." This and other habits of their 
wandering life, so like that of Tnrtnrs, led Si>en8er into the notion 
of a Scythian origin for the Iri-li, in aid of which he adduces the 
Maine of Scoti^ belonging to the ancient Irish, as synonymous with

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Scythi. IIo might al-o luivc nddiiccJ their reatlitu -5~< to cat horse- 
flesh, from which ttistc ssome oi the bcjthian tnbeti were called by 
tiie aucieuts, XiippupViagi. 

There is an anecdote in Morjson of Lord Moimtjo/s finding 
one of the IMk aoldien in has pay eating a dead home, and beiitt[ 
Toady to blame the oonuniasariat officer >vlK)se neglect he sappoied 
must have reduced him to this food, but finding that it was the 
Soulier's own taste, he threw him a doubloon to get some aqunc vitas 
to aid his difj^estion.' But there waasauother practice peculiar to the 
Irish Crcn- lii^, which, curiously enough, is reported of the Tartars 
at tlii:i day . Morysou sayd that, when a cow, upou her call' being 
talcen awav fiwm her, reraaed to give her miUc, they need to stuff 
ihe fllon or the oalf with hay and aet it before the cow, who would 
■mell it and liok it» and, when so doing, would crive down her milk» 
In Tartary, as a])pean from the late cariona Travels of ^lonsiear 
Hue, they have the very same practice.* 

The evils flowing Horn this unfixed wimdcringlife of the rVonghts 
must be very evident. It induced, of course, a natural indi>po?iiion 
to submit to poaltive regulations. It was difiicult to make wander- 
ing bodies lespondble & oflfimcea or amenable to justice ; and thc^ 
afirded haiboiir and snooomr to outlaws and fu^tives* 

These inconvenieaoeB aie fully and graphically set forth by 
Edmund Spenser, when describing the dang^ of permitting the 
**fioolying" of the south of Ireland. One<f tiie first steps, were-

settled mode of life. And amongst utlier directions in the Commission, 
issued for the Survey of Ulster, on the suppression of Tyrone's 
rebellion, dated July 16, 1605, the Commissioners are directed to 
tdw ofder for building sevenl towns and 'viUages for eettling sudi 
snljeots as liaye no certain habitation ; ** by Teaaon irheraofi the inba* 
bitauntes of same doe for the most parte wander upp and downe loose-^ 
lie, fbllowinge their heardes of cattle without anie ccrten habitation/'^ 
There is another public document of the same period, that prewnt? a 
veiT curious picture of the state of Ulster at the time of the plantation, 
and gives an insight into social iiie, in its lowest stage, in Tyrone*s 
territories. It is the account rendered into the Excheouer by Sir 
Tobias Canlfield, of his leceiverahip of the rents of (yNial's teni- 
tories for the three years which elapsed from his flight in 1607, until 
theallottingof hislandsto thepnfpoaes of the plantation In 1610.* 
The account is a rerj^ voluminous one, nnd is prefaced by Sir 
Tobias with a slight sketch of the state ol that territorv when he 
undertook the charge, in order to explain the nature of tlie datyand 
the dithculties of the collection. It may serve towards iumishing

At iJie period cxf the Coomioiiweilth tlie UlBtor Ovei|^ swL 
however, mibdflted in oonnderable nnmbeni end were a souoe of 
anxiety and of Bome legislation to the Govemment of that day. 
Duriiig the war they became a kind of oommiaaariat to the Iriah 
troops, whom they followed in their flight to their mountain fast- 
ne««e9, na described by Mory^on in llie wars of Queen Elizabeth, 
and tiiere afforded them su|)])(irt. And the army, being tou isniall 
for the reduction of so lari^e uud &o difficult a country as Ireland, 
eonld not ibUow tfaem to todr xetreato.'

When ttie war mm 
over, and the country came to be distributed amongst the adven- 
ttircrs and soldiers, they became the source of another danger, afford- 
ing relief to the discontented and desperate, who were so numeroua 
that, for the same ciiusc, order? were made a*7ninst ihriTu i s or citliers 
dwelling out of the precinctis ofa town ur viiliigc, ass id aiiowu by tixe 
following order :* — 

** Wlieroaa many murthers, robberies, Bpoyles, and other mischiefs are 
dayly committed by Tories and other loofle and idle perioaa in severaU 
ptirtt of this nation upon the £uglish and PTotestMita and other good peo- 
ple of this land, by reason such Toriei end other evil persom axe sheltered 
by the Irish that live scatteringly up and down th(f severall counties

The Creaght^, of course, were rtill more liable to minister aid to 
the discontented and outlawed ; aocurdingly, the war was no sooner 
over tluui an ofder mm made to fix them. The Gommiasioiieie 
the GoTeniment of Irelaodt complaining that their order had not 
been executed, write thus to their offioera at Beltnrbet* The letter 
la dated January 26, 1663 s— 

Upon seriotti oemMerstEon had of the iaoonTcauency of pernutliBg 
the Irish to live in Creaghts after a loose and disorderly manner, whereby 

the enemy comes to be relieved and sustained, and the contribution oft 
damaged; we issued our order dated the 1 1th of October last for the fix- 
ing such persons upon lands proportionable to their respective stock and 
enjoining them to'belsike thenuelTes to tillage and husbandry, and in ossa 
of refusal to seise upon the eattle and stock of such persons, and appris- 
ing them upon oath to expose them to sale for the best advantage of the 
Commonwealth.*' 

The Comnuanonara go on to oomplain of want of intelii^enfie» 
and require ihmr officers to report how finr tbey have gone m the 
exaoation of it, and order that in the fixing all such Creaghts, they 
be careful that they be disposed at most distance (rom their friends 
and relations, to the end all relief may be the better debarred tirom 
the enemy,* It may be observed, that in the above letter there are 
two inconvenieuceis mentioned, the relief given by the Creaghts to 
the enemy, and the damage snatained by the oontribatioD, that is, 
to the monthly asaesament or taxation, which bad become a matter 
of the utmoet importance. The army had to depend fbr llidr ao|^ 
port on the anpply thua raised, whida was assessed on the seven! 
oountiefl in a j^ss eum, and tlien applotted on the inhabitants ac- 
cording to their several stocks t\\\<\ crops, It wa^ no easy matter 
to assess the cattle of such waiulerers as were the Creaghts, or to 
make tliem pay ii' aasesded. This inconveuienoe is set I'oi th in auo«

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ther order, and fresh meaenres directed for extinguishing them by 
" unheadin^^e Creaghts," as it was called, that is, imprisoning the 
duef man of the Creaght until the rc^^t ui the Creaght were certi- 
iied to have transplanted themselves and taken up a fixed abode in 
Coonaught.* 

" 29 August, 1666. — ^ Whereas the Lord Deputy has been informed by 
his Council that at this pr«aent there are some Creaffhts that have removed 
out of Ulster who, aoooraiag to an ancient \mt btrMnroua maimer of life, 
have DO fixt place of habltatioD, but wander up and down with their 

families and substance to the prejudice and just offence of divers people, 
and to the defrauding of the public of the ress and duty which is legally 
due: His Excellency Lord Henry Cromwell thereby appoints persons to 
mtpan wliat Creaghts am in Maalli or tlieraaboatSi 1m»w long they hava 
continiiod there, how called, from whence anfl by whose enoovngOBMBt 
they came thither, and by what authority they practice that vagrant and 
savage life so contrary to Christian usaiTo : And to the end such a lewd 
custom may be duly discounteuauced aud made exemplary. His Kxcel- 
Jencj thereby ordere that i3a» head* or ehief persona of those Creaghts ha 
seennd in some safe plaoe, and the persons of the rest of the said wan- 
derers kept likewise in restrnin, until they shall give security for their 
cpppfjy transplantincT into Connaught. The heads of the said Creaghts to 
reoiaiu iu custody uatii the return of a certificate from the Commissioners 
at Loghrea that the said Creaghts are aotoaUj renored irith their etook 
sad substance, and ssttlsd |hsre. The persons who aie to eiecute this 
order to take the names of the said Creaghts and an inventory of su cli of 
their stock and goods as shall be judcrod fitt to be reaerred for the main- 
tenance of such chicfc person secuicd m aforesaid." 

In oondnsion, it may be stated that tnoee of the Crea^ts siie to 

he found down to the middle of the last centurr; not perha|M iiiBt 

the practice or mode of life contimied to prevail to so late a period, 
but tb< tcnn wns still known and in use to describe the little huts 
and cabiiia in which many of the lower classes of the Irish still con- 
tinued to dwell, no better, or scarce better, than those oi the Creaghts. 
Thus Sto^, the historian of King WilHam's Irish war, spesdcing 
of the wild Irish," some of whom he first saw near Newij, oa hm 
march to the Boyne, says : — Some call them Creaghts, n-om the 
little huts they live in, which they build so conveniently with li i n dies 
and long tui-f, that they can remove them in summer towards the 
mountains, and bring them d^l^\ n to the valleys in winter."^ From 
this pagsa^e it is plain that the writer confounds the Irish term 
**crt»ght* with the English word ** crate," hurdle or wicker work, 
fiom me nmilarity of sonnd — an enor eadly acoomited for, inasmndi 
as the tenn was applied to an Irish lilli^ or oolleotion of tlieae 
fiail faabitationB» even thon^ tfaej were not intended to be moved.
